I have the hononr to inform you tliat tho Government of the British East 
Africa Protectorate has recently had under eonttideration the ilesirability of 
enforcing more .striotly the provisions of the Immigration Ilo-strietion Ordinance, 
1006 and tho Immigiidtion Restriction Amendment Ordiuanoo, 1910, copies of 
which are enclosed herewith. 

2. Section ll of the original enactment provided titat any person appearing 

to be a prohibited immigrant under Section 5 {a)* might be permitted to" enter 
the Protectorate on payment of a deposit according to nationalityf. In tho 
course of time this rratriction was shown to be acting as a deterrent in the 
case of persons who might well be admitted to the country, and tho amending 
Ordinance was promulgated whereby the Immigration Oflicer was empowered 
to accept security in lieu of tho deposit. • 

3. In the great majority of cases no arrangements for this security are 
mnilft prior to embarkation and in consequence such persons have hitherto 
been allowed to land in order that they may bo given the opportunity of 
finding a surety. This concession lias led to abuse and is in itself objectionable 
inasmuch as tho deposit prescribed by Section 11 of tho Ordinanoe Of 1906 is 
payable before landing, and if this Section is read together with Section 3 (I) 
of the amending Ordinance of 1910 it is clear that tho demand for security 
must also be complied with before landing.

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4. The GoTernment has therefore decided that all immigrants should 
either make the necessary deposit, or provide the security required, before 
leaving the ship on arrival in port. The strict enforcement of this regulation 
■will take effect as from the Ist of September 1916 and 1 have the honour to 
request that steps may be taken to make this procedure known in those 
districts from which immigrants to British East Africa usually arrive. 
Persons who cannot deposit the necessary sum or have failed to And the 
requisite .security will after that date be sent back to India, and the Govern¬ 
ment of this Protectorate will not hold itself responsible for any expenditure 
thus ineuried.

1. Tbc rainfall oC the week waa abundant and well dislributed ; all purl a of the c>)Uiitiv 

received rain e-veept upper Sind and west IkiluchiAtan. Unusual pressure oontlilinu* in tin- 
iiertbcust of the Arabian Sea produced an extension of rainfall over Gujarat into hnver Sind. 
Rainfall was above the avura^o over nearly the whole of the I’oninsnla and a larsre pari of 
northwest India. ^ 

2. Burma. —Nearly {general rain fell every day in Lower Burma. 

NorUteaH India, including Oiiixa .—Rainfall was nearly general in Assam and Beng.al on 
the 27tli July, in Orissa on the 27th, ;18t,h and Iflst July and the 1st and 2iiil .Augirsl. in 
Chota Nagpur on the 27th and Olst July and the 1st and 2nd August, and in Bihar on ih.- 
27th and 28th July. 

Tie Untied Provinces, Central ludia and lie Central Provinces.— was nearly 
general rain in the east of the United Provinces on the 27tli and 28tli July, in tin-west. ol 
the Ignited Provinoas on the 31st July and 1st August, in Central India oa the 2t)th July 
and in the Central Provinces on the 2.Sth, 29th and Slst July and tlie IsAad 2nd August. 

Northwest India. —Rain fell at nearly every station in the Punjab on the 1st August, ii. 
the North-VA'est Frontier Province on the Ist and 2nd August, in lower Sin 1 on the liOth 
July, in Ilajputaiia on the 29lb, and in fiujarat on the .'list July and the 1st and 2iid Augu.st.

It differed from the normal by less than 20 per oent in Lower Burma, Assam, 
the United Provinces, Rajputana 'West, the Central Provinces West and Malabar, and was 20 
lier cent or more in excess in all the remaining divisions. 

The raini'idl from Ibu 2&th April to date is 20 per oent or more in defect in only the 
■livisiojis of Chota Nagpur and Gujarat. It is in excess by 20 ptu' cent or more in the United 
I’roviBoes. the Punjab East and Nortli, the North-West Frontier Province, Rajputana West, 
t'entral India West, Berar, the Bombay Dcccau, Hyderabad, Mysore, Madras South East, 
the MiiJra'^ Deccan and the Madras Coast North, and is within 20 ^r cent of the normal in 
ihe remainder of the country.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

29th July 1916. 

Burma.—Tl.e raiii[nll in Lower Burma was good but in the dry zone it was scanty, 
(biltivation of the winter rice crop is proceeding satisfactorily and sowing for dry crops in 
U]'per Burma is progressing normally. Standing crops iiro doing well. Cattle arc hejilthy 
The price of unhusketl riee at Rang on has risen farther to Rs. 115 per hundred baikets 
which is slij;fitly above normal. The market for white rice is steady. 

Assam.—The weather is seasonable and favourable to standing crops and plsngbing 
operations. Moderate to heavy rain has fallen in all districts but more rain is still wauied 
in Kamrup, Diu rang and the Lushai Kills. Preparation of lands for winter vice and 
sowing of paddy seedbeds are proceeding. Transplantation of winter riee seedlings, plnck- 
imr ami manufacture of lea, planting of sugaroanc and harvesting of autumn rioo and jute 
are in progress. Slight damage to jute by recent floods is reported from Goalpara. Pros¬ 
pects of jute, winter rice, sugarcane and cotton are fair and those of tea are fair to good. 
'J'he price of common rice is almost stationary. Scarcity of fodder is reported from one 
di.-trich and cattle disease from all districts except Manipur and the Garo Hills. 

Bengal.—During tlic week heavy rain fell in a number of places in Northern 
!Mid Eastern Bengal but the fall varied from light to moderate elsewlierc. Want of 
seasonable rainfall is keenly felt in Western Bengal csjiociiilly in the districts of the 
Burdwau division. vSemo damage to i^ddy and jute has been reported from Ma’da 
owing to floods and from Coooh Beliar, Dinajpur and Jalpaiguri owing to exosssivo rainfall. 
Harvesting of aiitugvj paddy and jute continues in Eastern Bengal. Steeping and wash¬ 
ing of jute have also commonccd. Transplantation of winter paddy is in full swing overy- 
whorc. Insects are reported to have caused slight damage to paddy and jnte in parts of 
Nadia and Bnidwan. Cattle disease is reported from four districts. The average price 
of common rice for the Province has remained stationary with a tendency to fall. 

The. iveekl// report on famine and aarcity is ae/ollom: — 

Bankura District. —Distress in affected areas is generally unchanged. The rainfull 
was general hut more rain is wanted for transplantation. Prospects of standing crops are 
favourable. Relief measures are adequate. The condition of peojilo on relief works is gene¬ 
rally good. Private charitable funds are giving relief. Adequate advances are being made 
to weavers. Cloths arc being distributed by district uharitahlo relict fund. Prices have 
fallen. 1 ho price of rice is seers per rupee. The number of persons on relief works was 
10,070 end in receipt of gratuitous relief 21,510, total 31,580. The inor«ise in the number 
on works is due to retardation of transplantatim in local areas owing to insnflBoient rainfall. 
The number of persons relieved on private works was 2,939. 

Ttppcra District.—TiAxw fell during the week but more rain is needed for the 
atanding winter paddy And jute crops. Harvesting of autumn paddy has been nearly 
completed aud cutting of jute continues. The public health is good. Relief works have 
been closed owing to agricultural employment being available and general improve.nent in con- 
ditiens. Distress in the Sndar sub-division is abating. The price of rice is 7 sesrs per 
rupee. The number of persons on relist works was 622 and in receipt of gratuitous relict 
4,Po7, total .5,579. 

Bihar and Orissa.— During tha weak rain was general over the Province, the fall 
being heavy in purls of Bihar and light to mode rate elsewhere. Weeding of autumn 
crops is going on and transplantation of winter paddy is in progress but more rain is 
wanted for tbe|purpose in parts of Chota Nagpur. Standing crops are generally doing well. 
Tiie avemge price of omnmon rice has remained almost stationafy as compared with that of 
the precciiing week. The supply of fodder and water is suflSoient. Cattle disease is reported 
from eleven districts. The attendance of persons on test works in Manbhum and Singhhlium 
was 110 and 10,k87 rcspeotively. Gratuitons relief was given to 1,369 persons in Manbhum 
and 1,299 persons in 8inghbhnm. The oondition of standing crops in the Feudatory States 
of Orissa is good. 

United Provinoee.— During the week good rain has folleu throughout the 
whole Provinoes. Sowing of autumn crops continues and is nearing completion in places 
and weeding is in progress. Transplantation of riee is going on. Preparation of lanas fer 
spring orofs is in hand. Standing croiis ore doing wml though some damage by excessive 
rain was caused in parts of Bareilly, Aligarh, Mainpuri, Farrukhabad and Shajahanpur r.nd 
by grass hoppers in Ballia. Cattle are generally healthy. The supply of fodder and watei 
is sufficient. Prices continue to be generally stationary. 
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Punjab.—Light or moderate rain haa fallen in nearly all the reporting dietriote and 
has been henofioial. More rain, however, it still wanted in parts of the'soutUeast and south* 
west of the l^ovince The condition of standing crops is good on irrigated and average on 
unirrigated areas. Sowings of autumn crops continue and are generally normal. Cattle 
are impiuving in the southeast. Elsewhere they are healthy. Water for drinking and irriga* 
tion It sufficient. Prices are generally stationary or ate rising slightly. In the 
case of wheat they are close to normal rates but in other Oases they range between normal 
and soaroity rates. Price of wheat’.^Ferozepore, Rawalpindi and Lyallpnr 10^, Lahore 11 
and Ambsifa 1 li seers per rupee. 

North'WeBt FroatiAr Provlnoe.—Slight rain has fallen. The weather is hot. 
More rain is badly required. The condition of standing orops is average but it is poor on 
unirrigated areas of Dera Ismail Khan. Harvesting of extra spring crops continues with 
onttum average in Banna. The condition of cattle is generally gnod. Fodder and water 
are sufficient except on unirrigated areas of Lakki. The Paharpnr canal is running. The 
public health is generally good. Prices are high but stationary. The price of barley is 
rising in Peshawar. 

Jaminn.— The rainfall daring the week was good. Prioos are fluctuating. Wheat 
is selling from 9 to 12 and maize from 11 to 18 seers per rupee. The condition of standing 
croos is^averago on the whole. Autumn sowings are in progress. No cattle disease is 
re])ortcd. Fodder is insufficient. 

Kashmir.—The rainfall during the week was insignificant. Standing crops are in good 
condition. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are sufficient. Prices am 
falling. 

Rajpatana.— The weather is cloudy. During the week good rain has fallen every¬ 
where except in the southewi Rajputana States, Mowar and the Hilly Tracts. Standing crops 
arc in fair condition. Sowing and wooding continue. Green grass is growing and the con¬ 
dition of cattle is improving but they are still weak in .parts o£;Mewar, Tonk, Jaipur and 
Kislieugarh. Prices am high and gnnorally stationary. The numW of persons on test 
works in Kishengarh was 164 and in Karauli 44.8. ^ 

Tie meeklf report on scoreiti/ in Mertoara is as/oUom ;—Distress is gradually di-creas- 
ing owing to recent rainfall. There is no wandering or emaciation a nong applicants for 
relief. The physical condition of the people on works is satisfactory. Belief measures 
.are sufficient. Cash advances are being liberally distrilmtod. Cholera cases are reported 
from n few villages of the Beawarl Tahsil. The public health is satisfswt'iry in Todgarh. 
Orders have is.'^aed for closure of two works in the Boawar Tahsil. Prices arc 10 
seers per rupee. The number of persons on test works was 2,000 and in receipt of gratuitous 
relief 2,300, total 4,300. 

Central India. —The rainfall during the week was general, the principal falls being 
over 4 inches in Dhar and fiarwaui, over 2 inches in Khatgon, over 1 inch in Indore city, 
Kannod, Hundelkhand, Alirajpur and Maopur and suftlcient everywhere. Autumn 
crops ore being sown and weeded. Standing crops arc in good condition. The probable 
outturn is good in Bhopal and the Southern States and fair in Indore. Agricultural 
stock is generally in good condition. The fodder supply is sufficient. Prices are normal 
in Bhopal and Baghelkhand, slightly fluotnating in the Indore and Mehidpnr districts of 
the Indore State and steady elsewhere 

Central Pffovinoes.— The weather was generally cloudy. Rain fell througliout 
the Provinces. The heaviest quantity registered at headquarters was 6{ inches in Chhind- 
wara. More rain is required in some rice growing tracts while a break would be welcome in 
Chiiindwara, Nagpur, Chanda and the Berar districts. Sowings am approach! ng completion 
and germination is satisfactory Fodder and water are adequate and ngricnUuml stock is 
in good condition. Variations in prices are unimportant. 

ttwlalory States. —The rainfall during the week was general and good but more 
rein is needed in three States. Sowings are still in progress and standing crops are in good 
condition. 

Bombay. —The rainfall daring the week was general and benelicial in too Presi¬ 
dency Proper and in Thar and Parkar. Sowing of autumn crops continues. Transplan¬ 
tation is progressing. Germinated seedlings are generally thriving. Thu fodder supply is 
deiioient m parts of Sind, Kathiawar, Cutoh, Palanpur and Baroda. Agricultural stock w 
generally sufficient. Cattle are in good condition except in parts of Sind and Palanpur. 
Drinking water is inadequate in parts of Larkana and Baroda. Water for irrigation is 
deficient in parts of Tor ka na, Gnjarat and Kathiawar. Prices of food grains are generally 
steady. 

TAeteteMy report o» seardly »'» Kalkiasoar is as folUws There is slight distress m 
Gohilwad. The public health is good. There is no wandering or emaciation. Grass is 
being imported. Cattle lotobene are maintained in Babra, Songadh and Faliad by private 
chanty. Ibkavi is being given to needy cultivators. The number of persons in receipt of 
gratuitous relirt wu 658/ 
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Hyderabad.— Good rain fell throughout the dominionB. Autumn oropa are |^ne< 
rally in lair to good oondition and are being weeded. Lande for the early rice crop are being 
prepared and sown and the crop is in good condition. 

Mysore —The rainfall during the week was good throughout the State. Prices of 
food grains are steady. Markets are well supplied. Sowing of ragi and paddy is in progress. 
Standing crops are in good condition. Prospects of the season are good. Cattle are healthy 
in greater part of the State. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg .—Rainfall 12 inches 36 cents. Transplantation of rioe continues. Prices of 
food grains are almost stationary. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are 
sudioient. 

Madras.— The nunfall daring the week was very heavy in Malabar, South Canara 
and Cochin, heavy in Salem and Triobinopoly, fair in Cuddapah and North Aroot, light in 
Tinnevelly and good elsewhere. Standing crops are in fair to good oondition generally but 
require more rain in two districts and have withered in parts of another. Harvesting of paddy, 
EUgaresue and dry crops is proceeding in parts with outturn fair to normal generuly. Sow* 
ing^ of paddy and dry crops are proceeding normally. The condition of oattle is generally 
good. The supply of water is sufficient in the Circars except Ganjam and in Kurnool, Cudda- 
pah, Cbingleput, Coimbatore, Triobinopoly, Tanjore, the West Coast and the Nilgiris and is 
insufficient in parts of other districts. Pasture is insufficient in parts of six districts, fairly 
sufficient iu Bellary and sufficient elsewhere. Eodder is generally available. Prices are 
steady. 

Nepal.— Report for the quarter ending IBth Julg 1916. —The rainfall for the period 
was 19T7 inches against 29 88 inches for the corresponding period of last year. 

April 1916.—The second crop of potatoes was dug and the putturn was good. Early 
rice, Indian corn and chillies were planted. 

Mag 1916.—Wheat, barley and pea.s (small) wore harvested in the hills and the Neiwil 
valley. On account f there being no winter rains the outturn was below the average. 

■fune Plums and peaches began to ripen in Nepal. The rain broke early and 

enabled tbe transplantation of rice to be commonoed in good time. Millet was sown in the 
hills. 

July 1916. —Plums and peaches were gathered in, the crop being good. Pears and 
apples commenced to ripen. Transplantation of rice continued. Standing crops of Indian 
oorn, rice and chillies are doing well. The rainfall is ve^ satisfactory. The market is well' 
stocked but the prices of foodstuffs are somewhat high. The health of live stock is reported 
to be good.

RESOLUTION. 

In consequence of thp transfer of the Imperial Capital to Delhi, and the 
constitution of the Province of Bihar and Orissa with a High Court at Patna 
and a separate cadre of law officers, the Government of India have had under 
consideration the question of revising the arrangements under which they, in 
common with the Governments of Bengal and Bihar and Orissa, shared the ser¬ 
vices of the principal law officers, namely, the Advocate General, the Standing 
Counsel and the Government Solicitor. The altered conditions indicate, in the 
opinion of the Government of India, the desirability of reconsidering the 
remuneration and^.erms of appointment of these officers, as well as the strength 
of the legal staff now employed in Calcutta, including the recently created appoint- 
,ment of Director of Public Prosecutions in Bengal. For the proper examina¬ 
tion of these and connected questions, the Government of India have decided, 
with the concurrence of the Government of Bengal, to appoint a small expert 
Committee which will be constituted as follows:— 

President. Hon’ble Sir Basil Scott, Kt., Barrister-at-law, Chief Justice, 
High Court of Judicature, Bombay. 

Members. —i. The Hon’ble Sir William Vincent, Kt., I.C.S., Member of 
the Executive Council of His Honour the Lieutenant Governor of Bihar and 
Orissa. 

2. Mr. S. R. Das, Barrister-at-law. 

Secretary .—The Superintendent and Remembrancer of Legal Affairs, Bengal. 

The Committee,* which will meet at Simla at an early date and will proceed 
subsequently to Calcutta to take such evidence as it may require, is requested 
to examine, and furnish -the Government of India with their recommendations 
on, the following matters :— 

(o) The most suitable arrangements for that part of the legal business 
of the Government of India which is at present carried on through 
officers who are not whole-time servants of the Government of India, 
with particular reference to the latter’s relations with the Advocate 
General, Bengal, the Standing Counsel and the Government 
Solicitor. 

( 4 ) The terms and conditions under which the post of Advocate General, 
Bengal, should in future be held. 

(c) The suitability of the existing arrangements for the legal business 
of the Government of Bengal and the necessity or otherwise of 
maintaining all the existing posts, with particular reference to 
the territorial redistribution of 1912. 
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(d) The lines on which the experimental post of Director of Public Prose¬ 
cutions has been created in Bengal, and the appropriate relations 
between it and other bfficers of the local Government, including in 
particular the Legal Remembrancer and the local Law Officers.

W iiSRiAS by an Order in Conacil, dated the 20th day of August, 1914i, Hie Majesty 
was pleased to declare that during the present hoatilities the provisions of the 
Declaration of London should, subject to certain additions and modifications therein specified, 
be adopted and put in force by His Majesty’s Government ; 

And whereas the said Declaration was adopted :is aforementioned in common with His 
Majesty’s Allies : 

And whereas it has been necessary for His Majesty and for His Allies from time to time 
to issue further enactments modifying the application of the articles of the said Declaration : 

And whereas Orders in Counoil for this purpose have been issued by His Majesty on the 
29th day of Ootober, 1914, the 20th day of October, 1915, and the 80tb day of March 
1916 : 

C. 

And whereas the issue of these siicocssivo Orders in Counoil may have given rise to some 
doubt as to the intention of His Majesty, as also as to that of IIis Allies, to not in strict accord¬ 
ance with the law of nations, and it is therefore oxpediout to withdraw the said Orders so 
far as they are now in force: 

Now, THEKCTOKa, His Majcst)', by and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased 
to Older, and it is hereby ordered, that the Declaration of London Order in Council No. 2, 
1914, and all Orders subsequent thereto amending the said Order are hereby withdrawn ; 

And His Majesty is pleased further to declare, by and with the advice of His Privy 
Council, and it is hereby declared, that it is and always has been His intention, as i t is and 
has been that of His Allies, to exercise their bolligorout rights at sea in striot accordance 
with the law of nations ; 

And whereas on account of the changed con>litious of commerce and the diversity of 
practice doubts might arise in certain matters as to the rules whioh His Majesty and His 
Allies regard as being in conformity with the law of natrons, and it is expedient to deal with 
eucb matters specifically ;

(a) The hostile destination re>'|uired fur the condemnation of contraband articles shall be 
presumed to exist, until (he contrary is shown, il the goods are coneigned to or 
for an cne.my authority, or an agent of the enemy State, or to or for a person in 
territory belonging to or occupied by the enemy, or to or fora person who, during 
the present hostilities, has futwarded contmband goods to an enemy authority, or 
an agent of the enemy State, or to or for a person in territory belonging to or 
occ jpied by the enemy, or it the goods are consigned “ to order," or if the ship’s 
papers do not show who is the real consignee of the goods. 

(i) '1 he principle of continuous voyage or ultimate destination shall be applicable both 
in ca^'es of contraband and of blockade. 
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(c) A neutral vessel CArrying contraband with paj^rs iiulioatinff a neutral destiaation, 
which, notwithstandinjj the deetination shown on the papers, proceeds to an enemy 
port, shall be liable to capture and oondemnation i£ she is encountered before the 
end of her next voyage. 

(rf) A vessel carrying contraband shall be liable to capture and condoranatiou if the 
contraband,_reckonod either by value, weiglit, volume, <r freight forms more 
than half the cargo.

The following despatch has been received by the Secretary of State for War from 
Lieutenant-General The Hon. J. C. Smuts, Coiamander-in-Chief, East African Force ;— 

General Ileadquartere, 

JEait Africa, * 

30th April 1916, 


Mi Lord,— 

In accordance with your instrnctions, I assumed command of His Majesty's Forces in 
East Africa on the 12th February, and sailed from South Africa on that day, 

I arrived at Mombasa on the 19th of February, and was met there by Major-General 
Tighe, who o-xplained to me fully the situation in East Africa and the steps be had taken to 
push forward all preparations fur an operation in the Kilimanjaro area before the rains. I 
decided to visit immediately the two proposed lines of advance by Mbnyuni and Longido, and 
to make a personal reeo^nnaissance in company with General Tighe. 

As a result of this reoonnarssance I cabled your Lordship on arrival at my General Head¬ 
quarters in Nairobi on 23rd February that 1 was prepared to carry out the occupation of the 
Kilimanjaro area before the rainy season, and received your sanction on 25th February. 

2. It will, I think, assist a clear understanding of this despatch if I here briefly recapi¬ 
tulate the outstanding features of the military situation in East Africa, and also the stops 
recently taken by General Tighe towards the development of the advance into German territory 
which was made possible by the arrival of the reinforcements from South Africa. 

At the onmmenoement of lflI6 the German forces in German East Africa were estimated 
at some 16,000 men, of whom 2,000 were white, with 00 guns and 80 machine guns. They 
were organised in companies varying from 160 to 200 strong, with 10 per cent, of whites and 
an aVerago of two machine guns per company. 

The enemy occupied a oonsidcrable tract of British territory. At Taveta they had estab¬ 
lished a large entrenched camp, with an advanced position at Sakita (El Oldorobo), an entrenched 
camp at Surengeti, and an outpost at Mbuyuni, the latter places thirteen and seventeen miles 
reH|)ectively cast of Q'aveta. At Kasigau they maintained a garrison of 600-600 rifles with the 
object of delaying our concentration by blowing up the Uganda railway and the Voi-Makfau 
railway. Tlicir numerous attempts to accomplish this end were uniformly futils. In the 
coastal area they maintained a ooosiderahle garrison on the Umba River, and actively patrolled 
thouun to the vicinity of the Uganrla railway, Mwele Mdogo and Gazi. At numerous points 
throughout the 600 miles of land frontier the opposing troops were in touch, and the result 
was that General Tighe had to disseminate widely his small force, and was unable to keep any 
largo reserve in hand to meet a sudden call. In spite of the fact that he hud to be constantly 
on the Wiituli for the next move of his active and enterprising foe, General Tighe kept steadilv 
before him (he necessity of doing all in bis power to prepare the way for the eveotoal olTensivo 
movement. With this end in view be organised such of bis infantry as could be spared for 
active operations into the 1st and 2nd East African Brigades, acting on the Taveta and 
Longido lines, respectively, and proceeded to develop the organisation of the whole force into 
two divisions and lioe of communication troops. 

8. On the 15th January the 1st Division, under Major-General Stewart, wag ordered to 
occupy Longido and to develop the lines of coramnuicalion between that place and Kajiadn, 
on the Magadi railway. On tbe 22iid January the 2nd Division, under Brigadier-General 
Mallcson, advanced from Maklau to Mbuyuni, meeting with slight opposition, and on the 
24lh occupied Sereugeti camp. This advance had the immediate effect of making the enemy 
cvBcuntc Kasigau. I'ho railway was odvaucod from Maktau to Njoro drift, three miles east 
of Salaita, aud arrangements made for the concentration of a large force at and near Mbuyuni. 
The greatest difficulty in the way of this concentration was the lack of water, the Serengeti 
plains being by nature a waterless desert, A 2j| inch pipe was laid from Burn, but this did 
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not suffice, orer 100,000 ^ellons bsintr required daily, and the pipe yielding only 40,000. The 
balance liad to be made good by rail ray hnd storago tanks. The whole of the watering 
arrangements were so oarefnlly worked out that not a single hitch occurred when the main 
concentration eventually took place, in spite of the fact that an enemy raiding party sucoeeded 
in damaging the Bura head works, ^r this great credit is due to Licutcuaut-Coluuel C. B. 
Collins, B.E., who was General Tigbe’s C.R.E. 

I cannot speak too highly of all the preliminary work done by Oeneml Tigho in the 
direction of organisation and preparation for offensive measures. This left me free on 
arrival to devote my whole energies to active operations, and 1 take this opportnnity of 
placing on record my appreciation of the fact that the success of those operations is in a 
large measure due to General Tighe’s foresight and energy in paving the way fur the extiected 
reinforcements. 

4. Early in February the 2nd South African Infantry Brigade arrived, and on the 12th of 
that month General Tighe directed the 2nd Division to make, a rcconnuissanoe in force of 
Salaita, and if possible to occupy that position. General Mallcson carried out this opera¬ 
tion with three battalions, 9nd South African Brigade, and three batta’ions, 1st East African 
Brigade, euppnrted by 18 guns and howitrera. The Salaita position is one of oonsiderahle 
natural strength, and had been carefully entrenched. The enemy was found to be in force 
and counter-attaoked vigorously. General Mallesim was compelled to withdraw to Ssrengeti, 
but much useful information had been gained, and the South African Infantrv had learned 
some invaluable lessons in bush fighting, and also had opportunity to estimate the fighting 
qualities of their enemy. 

5. This brings the operations up to the date on which I arrived in East Africa, and 
decided, as mentioned above, that the occupation of the Kilimanjaro area before the rainy 
season was a feasible operation. 

The original plan devised by General Tighe had been to occupy the Kilimanjaro area by 
making a converging advance from Longido and Mbuyuni with the Dt and 2nd Divisions 
respectively, with Kabe as the point towards which movement was to he directed. To this 
main plan I adhered, but I decided that soma alteration of dispodtions was necessary in 
order to avoid frontal attacks against entrenched positions of tho enemy in t^ dense bush and 
to secure the rapidity of advance which appeared to me essential tn^the simess of the opera¬ 
tion in the short time at our disposal before the commencement of the rains, which might bo 
expected towaids the end of March. 

Accordingly, 1 issued orders that tho let Smith African Mounted Brigade under the 
command of Brigadier-General Van Deventer should be transferred from the 1st Division lo 
Mbuyuni and act from there directly tinder my orders in a turning movement to tho north 
of Tavsta and Salaita. This transfer was carried out by rail most expeditiously, and by 
March 4th all minor conoeutrations were complete, the Hid S.A. Brigade had arrived in tho 
country, and my force was disposed as follows :— 

1st Division (less Ist South African Mounted Brigade), Longido. 

2nd Division (less delacbmonts), Mbuyuni and Serengeti. 

1st Sonth African Mounted Brigade, Mbuyuni. 

Army Artillery, Mbuyuni and Serengeti. 

The 2nd South African Infantry Brigade, one field and one howitzer battery, wero reLiincd 
by me as Force Reserve. 

6. The general oatline of mv plan has been explaioed to your Lordship in various tele¬ 
grams, but 1 will recapitulate tho main points here. 

The task of the 1st Division was to cro'^s the H5 miles of waterless, bush which lay 
between Longido and the Engare Nanjtiki River, occupy the latter, and then advance between 
Merii and Kilimanjaro to Boma Jangnmbe. My intention was thereafter to direeb 
this divibion on Kahe, and out tho enemy’s line of communication by iLc Usarabara 
railway. 

The task of the 1st South‘African Mounted Brigade and of the 2nd Division w-is to 
advance through the gap between Kilimanjaro and the Pare Hills agsinst the enemy’s mum 
forue, which was reported to be conceritraied in the neighbourhood of Tavela, with strong 
detachments at the bead of Lake Jipc, in ths bush east of the river Luini uinl at ^ulaita. 
The total force with which the enemy could oppose nur advanoe into the Kilimanjavo aiea 
wa.s estimated at 8,0OU rifles, with 37 machine guns and lU guns. 

7. The manner in whioh I proposed to initiate the operation was as follows:— 

is) Ist Division in commenoc its forward movement on the 5th March and be allowed 
two clear days’ start before the advance against Taveta should begin. 

(4) 1st Sonth African Mounted Brigade and 3rd South African Infantry Biigado, both 
under command of General Van Deventer, to leave Mbuyuni and Serengeti on the evening of 
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the 7th Marob, and make a ni|;bt marsh to the river Lami eaet of Lake Chala. On the 8th 
to seize the high (rTonnd round Lake Chula and develop a tiiroiog movement bjr the west 
againet Tavetu. The object of this turning movement was partly to surprise the enemy and 
partly to avoid a frontal attack through the thiok bush which lay between Salaiia and 
Taveta. 

(e) 2nd Division to advance against Salaita Hill on the morning of the 8th March, 
entrench a line facing the hill, and make preparations for au attack, supported by the Army 
Artillery. 

(d) Force Reserve to follow General Van Deventer’s column during the night of the 7th- 
8th March and take up a central position astride the Lumi, whence it ooeld be used to reinforce 
either Van Deventer or the 2nd Division, as required. 

It will be readily seen that these movements demanded the greatest energy and decision 
on the part of the commanders concerned. In order to be in close touch with the main 
operations round Taveta I decided to accompany the Force Reserve to the Lumi, leaving part 
of my General Staff at Mbuyuni to control operations elsewhere. 

The initial movements were carried out successfully and with very slight opposition on 
the part of the enemy, who was undoubtedly taken by surprise. The 1st Division sooceedod 
in crossing the waterless bolt safely, and by the afternoon of the 6th March had its advanced 
troops established on the small hill Nagasseni just east of the river Engare Nanjuki. By 
2 r. ■. on the 7th the whole division was concentrated at this point, and on the 8th moved to 
Getaragua. 

8. On the evening of the 7th March General Van Devontar's oolumn started on its march 
aerosH the Seiengeti plains for Chala. The 1st South African Mounted Brigade from Mbuyuni 
and the 8rd South Afnean Infantry Brigade from Serongeli Catnp. The Force Reserve 
under General Beves followed in roar of the 3rd South African Infantry Brigade. 

At 6 a. m. on the 8th March the 1st South Afrloan Mounted Brigade reached the Lumi 
River near the southern end of the Ziwani swamp, and tbo Sid South Afrioan Infantry 
Brigade simultaneously arrived on the river oast of Lake Chala. General Van Deventer at 
once proceeded C make good the high ground lying between Lake Chala and Rombo 
Missiun. Ho then mad^ a converging movement on the Chala position from the cast and 
north-west, sending the brigade scouts to threaten the enemy’s lino of retreat to the south. 
Chala was only lightly hold by the enemy, and these dispositions soon caused him t,o withdraw 
on Taveta. General Van Deventer occupied Chala and pursued towards Taveta, a portion of 
which position was occupied by the 2nd South African Horse. As, however, the enemy in 
Taveta were in considerable strength. General Van Doveuter considered it wiso to concentrate 
on the Chala position before dark. 

Afeanwhile the Srd South Afrioan Infantry Brigade and the Force Reserve halted astride 
the Lumi to guard the cri'Ssing. During the afternoon an enemy force estimated at from 
.SOO to 600, which had been cut oS fium the main body by our unexpected movement to 
Chala, advanced from the north along the line of the river in thick hush, and made more 
than one attack on the outposts of the infantry in bivouaics. These attaoks were easily 
repulsed with loss to the enemy, but also caused most of the losses we sustained that day. 

'While the bulk rf my forces were engaged in making good the Chala position and the 
Lumi crossing, the 2nd Division, under Major-General Tighe, carried ont, on the 8th March, 
an artillery bombardment of Salaita, and tbo infantry of the Ist East African Brigade 
advanced and dug themselves in, in readiness for an attack on the 9tb. 

9. At dawn on the,9tb General Van Deventer sent his mounted troops to get astride the 
Moschi road west of Taveta, which place the enemy evacuated in the course of the day. He 
also sent the 12th South Alrioan Infantry to made good Ndui Ya Waronbo Hilf aud the Lumi 
bridge east of Taveta The 2nd Division continued to bombard Salaita, and at 2 p. m. the 
inlantry advanced to the attack, only to find that the bombardment, coupled with the turning 
movement via (.hala, had compelled the enemy to evacuate, just in time to avoid two squadrons 
of the 4ith South African Horse sent to intercept their retreat. 

10. Early on the luth a regiment of South Afrioan Horse despatched from Chala to 

nuke good Taveta were able to seize the position before a large body of the enemy, who bad 
obviously been sent back to reoocupy it. After a brief fight tne enemy withdrew towards the 
Latema-Reattt nek, hotly pursued by mounted troops and field artillery. Ihe enemy fought 
a stubborn rearguard action, and eventually was left in position on the nek. • 

On the same date the 2nd Division advanced to Taveta, detaching garrisons at Serengeti 
and Salaita. The Lumi crossing was found impassable for motor lorries and heavy guns and 
the bulk of the transport did not oroes until the bridge had been improved about mid-day on 
the nth. 

It. On tbe morning of the 11th General "Van Deventer on the right advanced via 
Spitze Hill and Kile on Mamba Mission and the line of the Himo, In the oentro the 4th 
Suuth African Horse, supported by the 12th South African Infantry, tnade good East KitoWo 
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Hill after a brisk skirmish. On the left the mounted troops of the 2nd Division reoounoitred 
the Latema-Reata nek, which was found to be held in some strength. The Force Reserve 
was ordered to move from Cbala to Taveta. 

It was now clear that the enemy had withdrawn from Taveta in two directions, along the 
Taveta-Moschi road towards the west and along the Taveta>Kaho road between R«ata and 
Latema Hills towards the south-west, but the c!cact lino of retirement of his main forces wus 
uncertain. The 4th South African Horse were in touch with what appeared to be merelv a 
rearguaid on the Moschi road, and an enemy force of unknown strength was in position’ on 
the Latema-Reata nek. It was essential to determine whether this was only a covering force, 
or whether the onomy was in such strength as to threaten a counter-attack towards Taveta. 
In eitlier case it was necessary to drive him from the nek before I could advanco beyond 
Taveta. 

riio 2nd Division had in Taveta only three w'eak battalions of the Ist East African 
Brigade, eight 12-pr. guns and a howitzer battery. With these I determined to clear up the 
situation and, if possible, make good the nek. 

12. This ojieration was entrusted to Brigadier-General Malleson, oommandiiig the 1 st. 
Eaal African Brigade, who bad at hi^isposal

(ieueral Malleson selected ius hie objective the spur of Latema, which commands the nek 
from the north, and at 11-46 a. m. advanced to the attack. The l«80th Baluchis on the 
right and 3rd K.A.Il. on the left formed the firing lino, 2nd Rhodesian Regiment the general 
reserve. The mounted troops watohed both flanks, and the artillery supported the attack at a 
range of about 3,500 yards. 

As they approached the bush-clad slopes of Latema the firing line came under a hoary 
rifle end machine gun fire. The enemy also had at least two guns and seyeral pom-poms in 
action, and our infantry could make little headway. 

1!!. At 4 p m. the Force Reserve began to arrive in Taveta, and I reinforced the 2iid 
Division with the 5th South African Battalion. At the same timn General Malleson, who 
was sciioiisly indisposed, asked to be rolievetl of his command, and I directed General Tighe 
to assume command of the operation personally. 

On the arrival of the oth South African Infantry, General Tigiie ordered (lie Rhodesians 
to advance, and to carry the King’s African Rifles forward with them in an assault on the 
Latema ridge, the 130th Baluchis co-oiierating vigorously ou the right. All ground gained 
wag to be at once made good. The Oth Field Battery and 5th South African Field Battery, 
as they arrived in Taveta, were brought into action in support of the attack. This assault 
was gallantly pregsed home, e.specially by the Rhodt.sians, but failed to makegood the ridge. 
The 3rd K A.K., who had ^en hotly engaged since the ontsat, had the misforiune to lose 
their gallant leader, Lieutenant-Colonel B. R. Graham, and several other officers. Uenei'al 
Tighe found it necessary to support the Baluchis with half the 5th South African Infantry, 
and 1 further reinforced the 2nd Division with the 7ih South African Infantry. 

1-1. This latter battalion rcaohed General Tighe about 3 p. m., and shortly afterwards be 
decided that the best chance of quickly dislodging the enemy from their position on the nek was 
to send in the two South African Battalions with the bayonet by night. This operation was no 
doubt fraught with considerable risk as there was no opportunity of adequately reconnoitring 
the ground over which the attack must be made, nor was it by any means certain that the 
enemy was not present in large number.!. On. the other hand the moon was in the first 
quarter, and so facilitated movement up to midnight; the bush along the line of the mail to 
the nek did not appear to be very dense ; and, moreover, the volume of fire developed by the 
enemy did not seem to indicate that be had a large force actually in his first line, though he 
had, as usual, a largo proportion of machine guns in action. 

16. The night advance of the two South African Battalions was ably orgaui.-c 1 and gal¬ 
lantly led by Lkratenant-Colonel Byron, Commanding olh South African Infantry. The 7th 
South African Infantry formed the 1st line, with the 5th in support. They advanced with 
great dash through the bush, which proved to be much thicker than was anticipated, driving the 
enemy before them till the latter was on the crest, where he checked oui advance. A certain 
09GI 7 
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amount of disintegration was inevitable in a night advance through the den^e thorn bash 
in the face of stubborn opposition. Groups of men .and .iiidividunls who got separated from 
their leaders had no course but to fall back to the position where the Ist East African 
Brigale was forme<l up in general reserve, about 1,500 yards east of tl)e nek. Colonel 
Byron had issued instructions that, on reaching the crest, Licutonant*Colonel Freeth, 
rominanding the 7th South African Infantry, and iiiajor Thompson of t'le same battilion, 
should wheel outwards and mal^e good the heights north and south of the nek respeutively, 
while Colonel Byron himself secured the actual nek. These two gallant ofKoers m )st ably 
carried out their lc.sk. Colonel Freeth fought his way up the steep spurs of Late na till he 
fouud that the party with him had dwindled to 18 men. He was joined by a few of the 
Rhodesians and King’s African Rifles, who had clung on to the cre.st of the ridge after the 
assault in the evening, and this small parly held on till daylight. Major Thttmpson wheeled 
towards Keata with 170 men and dug himself in in an advantage >ub position. About 
niiduighl Colonel Byron reached the nek within 30 yards of the enemy’s main position. 
The opposition here was very stubborn. At one point Major .Mainprise, II. E., Brigade 
Major, and 22 meti were killed by the concentrated lire of three machine guns, and Colonel 
Byron, who was himself sliglitly wounded, readied the nek with only 20 men. The enemy 
was still in a position which commanded the ground he had won, and, finding it impossible 
cither to advance or to hold his ground, he was rcliiotantljr compelled to withdraw. 

16. Meanwhile General Tighe found it extremely dilRcuIt to keep touch with the pr.igross 
of the fight, (,f which he could only judge by the firing and the reports of olficers and others 
sent back from the ridge, who naturally were only cognisant, of events in their own immediate 
vicinity. About I a. m. several requests for reinforcements reached him, and he ordered 
forward the 130th Baluchis. These advanced at 1-20 a. ni., and shortly met (Colonel 
Byron, who reported that he had ordered his small party t.o retire. General Tighe accordingly 
rt^ formed his force and dug in astride the rotwl to await daylight. Attempts to gain touch 
with Colonel Freeth and Major Thompson failed. 

Judging by General Tighe’s reports, I eonsidered that it was inadvisable to press the 
direct attack on th^ jLalema-Rcata nek further, and preferred to await the effect of the turning 
movement of the raounted, troops, which was oriersd for the next morning, and calculated 
to cause a speedy withdrawal of the enemy from this position. I accordingly, al d-;’,!) a. m , 
airected General Tighe to withdraw hi.s whole force before daybreak to a hno further back 
from the nek. This withdrawal was in progress when patrols sent to giin tounh wit.h 
the flank detiiobinents on Roata and Latema found the latter in occupation of both hills and 
the enemy in full retreat from the nek. I once at despatched the 8th South Vfrican Inf.uitry 
to make good the ridge, and some artillery to shell the retiring enemy, who was now estimate 1 
to be between 1,50W and 2,000 in number. Effective pursuit through the dense tropical 
fore.st which sIrStched from Kitowo to Kahc was out of the question. 

17. Our casualties in the engagement were about 270, which cannot be considered esces- 
five in view of the important results gained. We captured, besides rifles and ammunition, a 
6 cm. gun and three machine guns. Some U) to 50 enemy dead were found on the position, 
and, as they are always most oarcful to remove tlieir dead and wounded, them can be no donbt 
that their casualties wore severe. While this action was in progress on the Taveta-Kaho road, 
the Itb South African Horse' and I2th South African Infantry kept up a brisk eogiigoment 
with the enemy on the Tavata-Mosolii road, whore the enemy was found to be in strong force 
on the northern sloiJes of Latema and on North Kite VO llill. At oac point 20 of the enemy 
dead were fouud after the ongagement. 

18. With the end of this action the first phase of the battle for Kilimanjaro came to a 
conclusion. On the 12lh March Genoval Van Deventer continned his advance up to Mamba 
Mission and the Himo Bridge on the Taveta-Moschi road, in the face of slight opposition. 
The enemy in his retirement during the night and the early morning hud destroyed all bridges 
on the road, and gretit difficulty was experienced in rationing Van Deventer's force. On the 
13th he advanced and oooupied Mosclii nnopposed, the enemy having withdrawn the previous 
night towards Kobe. The 2nd and 3rd South African Brigades were thereuinni caucentratecl 
at the Himo Bridge, the remainder of the 2ud Division at ^aveta. 

19. It is necessary now to refer lo the movements of the 1st Division, wiiiob had arrived 
at Geraragua on the 8th, having encountered only slight opposition. On the 9th General 
Stewart halted to reconnoitre and let his supplies catch up The direct rood from Geraragua 
to Boma-Ja-Ngombe was reported impassable for wheels, all bridges having been destroyed by 
the enemy. As a result of this and of the exhausted state of hie ox transport, General Stewart 
considered it necessary to halt on the morning of the 10th, and reconnoitre for a road further 
to the west. A difficult but passable track was found, and the march was resumed at mid-day. 
The mounted troops left Geraragua at 16 hours on the lOth, on which date they encountered 
some opposition, sustaining 13 casualties. The Division and the mounted troops eventually 
joined hands on the Sanja River on the night of the 12th-18th, and on the I3th advanced to 
Boma-Ja-Ngombe. On the 14th, when the main force of the enemy had already retired to 
the Ruwn and Kahe positions,.the 1st Division joined hands with Genera^'Van Deventer in 

New Moschi, through which place the six companies of the enemy who had been opposing 
General Stewart had already passed on the night of the 12th Marob, as previously stated. 
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20. Tho next few (iaye, from the l.3tb to the 18th March, wore sp’ut in improving the 
road from 'Paveta to Mosehi, rcorgaaiaing transport, bringing up supplios, etc., and in recon¬ 
noitring towards Kabo and the Huwii River. The whole of the country b rdering that river 
on the north is dense tropical forest, and the enem}- look advantage of this to display some 
holdnees in firing into our camps by night. 

On the night of the 1, th-18th Belfield's Sconts were sent from Himu bridge to occupy 
Unterer Himo, and at dawif were driven off by a superior force of tho enemy. position on 
the Ruwu river appeared to me from patrols, intelligence reports arid somewhat incomplete 
air reconnaissance, to he the next which the enemy might hold, and it was of vital importance 
forjmrposes of raitway extension and future advance that tlie enemy should be driven smitli of 
this river before the rains commenced. 

I therefore, on the IStli, issued orders for a general idvancc tow.ards the Rmvii. On the 
extreme right tho East African Mounted Rifles and a squadron of the 17th Gavalry 
advanced from Mue vid Ma<ai Kraal. The flrd South African Hrigade moved from Iliino 
bridge on Eupliorbien Hill, and tlie •2nd South African Brigade from the same jioint on 
Unterer Hiino, to which place the l.st East .'Vfrican Brigade of the ’ind Division sent forward 
two battalions from Lalcma. Tho advane .3 was supported by (ield and mountain artillery. 
The infantry occupied the lino Euphorbion Hill-Untortv Himo without diflicuUy, while tho 
East African Mounted Kiflos encountered ihiee enemy eompauies at Masai Kraal. During 
the day I ordered the ‘2nd East Afrii'an Brigade of the 1st Division from Xew .M I'ohi to .Min' 
to support the mounted troops on the Kahe road. 

21. On the 19(.h the general advaiico e.outiniifd, but, tho 1st Bast African, 2nrl and tird 
South Africa,ii Brigades could make little progress througli the well-nigh impeiietriiblo bush 
which surrounded the enemy's position ou the Himo about Rasthaiis. Tho 3rd Bi ig.ide, ably 
supported by the ‘2Stb Mountain Battery, bad a sharp engagement with the enemy at dusk 
while occupying its line for the night, and sustained 30-K) casualties. The fresh gr.ives of 
twenty-seven of the enemy’s askaris were afterwards found in the vicinity of the action. Tho 
2nd East African Brigad,; and the mounted troops of the 1st Divisi.m under General Slieppard 
pushed the enemy back to Store, four miles south of Masai Kraal, aiid^vouaeked th^re for tlie 
night. On the '20tb I withdrew the '2iid South African Rrigmle from tlnlercr lliinn, and 
sent three battalions to reinforce Gemu'.il Slieppard on the Mue-kahe Hoad, where I aiitiei- 
pated the strongest opposition. At 2 p.m. on the dOtli trciieral Van Deventer, with tlie Kt 
South African Mounted Brig.»de, the Uh South .\fricau Horse, and two Held batteries, left 
Mosehi with instructions to cross the Pangaiii, and get in rear of the enemy’s p isitiou at Kahe 
Station. That night General Sheppard’s camp at Store w.is heavily attacked from 9-30 p.m. 
to midnight. These attaeka were repulse-l with loss !,o tho enemy. The enemy force act ually 
engaged was estimated by prisoners at 300 men. witli another 300 in reserve 'I'hf-ir c,isiialti'*s 
w.re estimated at 70—JOO, ours were 20. 

22. At daylight on the 2lBt Van Dc'/enrer was appr..aching tlie I’angiini from l.lie v/cst 
at a point south-west of Kahe Hill. Ho experienced some difliculty in crossing the river, but by 
midday had occupied in succession Kahe Hill, Baam.tn Hill and Ka'.io Station with sligiit 
opposition. The enemy had already earlier in th" day blown uji the main railway bridge over 
the Ruwu (or I'angani). 

After'the loss of Kahe Hill the enemy HMlised its impiirtance as (he key to the Ruwu 
position, and made several determined attempts to Tcc ivor it, which were, however, beaten 
back with loss. A mounted piirty which moved forward from K-ihe Hill to eu' off the retreat 
of the enemy by the wagou road south of the Ruwu found the enemy in f'lr.-'O, and had to 
retire. Van Deventer therefore waited for the hollowing day to develop the turning move¬ 
ment, after his whole brigade should have been brought across the I’angani. During tiie wbolo 
day the cuemy had two 4‘1-inc.h naval guns in actiou, one on a railw.iy truck a’l 1 the otiier 
from a concealed fixed position south of the Ruwu. 

23. On the 21st General Sheppard bad the following tro .ps under Ills eomm-iud

As soon as I beard that General Van Deventer was nearing Kahe I ordered General 
Sheppard to advance. Tliis he did at 11-30 with the 2nd South African Brigade 

on his right, and the 2nd East African Brigade on his left, the dividing line being 
tile Masai Kraal-Kahe road. By 12-30 p.m. the enemy had been driven back on to his 
main position on the south edge of a clearing in the dense bush, with his easlf and 
west flanks protected re.spectivoly by tlie Soko Nassai and the Defu Rivers, both of 
which were considerable' obstacles to the movements of infantry. Oereral Sheppard’s intention 
was to attack tho enemy frontaliy, and, with or without the aid of the 3rd South 
African B>-igade, to envelop his right (eastern) flank. Unfortunately the advance of the 3rd 
Brigade from Euphorbien Hill was so impeded by tho dense bush that it was unable to exercise 
any infloenee on the fight, and without its aid the task proved to bo beyond the powers of the 
force at General .Sheppard's di3po.sal. His infantry tried to cross the clearing, which varied in 
width from tiOO to 1,200 yards, but the enemy’s dispositions were go skilfully made that these 
attempts wore met and repulsed by rifle and machine-gun fire, both from front and flank. Two 
double companies of the 129th Baluchis crossed the Soho Na'sai, and endeavoured to turn the 
enemy’s right, but here, too, tliey were held up. Our gnns were well handled, the 27th 
Mountain Battery being in action in tho actual tiring line, but definite targets were diflleult to 
obtain owing to the density of the bush. The whole force, in fact, was ably handled by Gene¬ 
ral Sheppard, and the men fought like heroes, but they were unable to turn the enemy from his 
strong jwsition. General Sheppard did not know that Van Deventer was already at Kahe 
Station, some miles in advance of his right flank, and no contact could be established through 
the intervening thick bush. He accordingly gave orders to dig in on the ground won, with 
a view to renewing tho attack on the 22n(l. At dawn on the 22nd patrols found the enemy 
gone. He had waited only for the cover of night to retire across the Ruwu River and proceed 
down the main roai^towards Lembeui, abondoning his stationary 4T-ioeh gun, whioh had 
been blown up. 

Our casualties at the Soko Nassai action wore 28S, It is not easy to estimate tlioso of the 
enemy, but a large pile of used field dressings found south of the Ruwu told a signifieanf 
tiile. As far a,< can be ascertained, the enemy forces employed on the 22nd were I t or l.“i 
cmnpauies, distrilnited along the Himo and Ruwu from Rasthaus to Kahe, 

Besides tlic two t'l inch naval guns, tlic enemy employed .several field guns and 
jiom-poms. 

2 1. The result of the.se operations from the ISth to 2]st March was to drive the enemy 
otit of the country nortli of and along the Ruwu River. Aruscha had meanwhile been occu¬ 
pied l)y our mounted scouts, who drove off an enemy company in a southerly direction, and 
thus the contiuest of the Kilimanjaro-Meru A re,a, probably the ricliest and most desirable 
district of German East .Africa, was stit.isfaclorily comp]ete<l. I accordingly established my 
llcadipiarters at Mosohi, placed a chain of oulposls along the lino of the Ruwu, and set to 
work to re-organise mv force for the ne.xt move, meanwhile concentrating the troops as far as 
possible in healthy localities to give the men a rest after the hardships they bad endured. 

25. I am particularly iudebtod to the following olHocrs for theii services during the 
operations , ■ 

Major-General M. J. Tishe, C.B., C.I.E., D.S.O., commanding the 2nd Division, loyally 
co-opertiled by carrying out. my wishes in the spirit and the letter. He also commanded at 
the sueeas.sful action at Latoma nek. J have already mentioned his great services in paving 
the way for the ■ ITt-nsive c.iinpaign. 

Brigadier-General .1. u Van Deventer, commanding 1st South African Mounted Brigade, 
oommanded througliout the operations an indoj)endeut column, and executed the turning 
movements to which tlic rapidity of our succes.s was umloubtedly due. He displayed soldierly 
rjualities of a liigh order in controlling the mounted troops in their long night marches and 
nianoeuvres ihruugh unknown and extremely difficult country. 

The, Air Services performed valuable reconnaissance work tliroughout the operations, and 
on several oi e-isions considerably demoralised the enemy by the use of bombs. 

The Koval Artillery wore ably bandied by Brigadier-General .T, H. V. Crowe, and on all 
occasions when they bad an opportunity of preparing the way for and covering tho infantry 
advance their supp.irt was ni' st effective. 

The Su))p]y and Transport Services worked with great zeal, and the fact that no hitch 
occurred in the supply of iiiiita scattered over such a large area is evidence of the efficiency 
displayed by all executive ranks. Suoh roails as do exist are merely cleavings through the 
bush and swamp, and these rapidly become well-nigh impassable for heavy lorries. The 
existing track had constantly to be improved, and deviations cut, causing endless delays, and 
the result was that transport drivers were frequently at work continuously night and day.'

The rapidity of the advance, and the distance to which it was carried, m ist almost in* 
Gvitably have caused a breakdown in the transport htd it not boon for the unremitting exer¬ 
tions of the railway ensrineere, who carried forward the railway from the Njoro drift oast of 
Salaita, to Taveta and the Lstema neic at an aver.i<>o rats of a mile a dav, iii(;hidin^ aurveyiiu', 
heevy bush cutting and the bridging of the Lnini river. This fine p^Tformaneo is largely d lo 
to the ripe experience and organising pjwer of Colonel Sir \V. Johns, Kt., C.I.E. 

Exceptionally heavy work, too, has been thrown upon the medical olheiTs and personnel. 
All wounded have been treated and ovaouated expeditiously, and the numbor of sit-k who 
passed daily through the han<U of the medioal authorities, more especially since the oossatinii 
of active operations, has been very grsot. Great credit is due to Surgeou*Geueral C>. D. 
Hunter, C.M.G, D.^.U, and his assistants. 

The excellent manner in which oommunieation has bsen 'maintained througho'it reltecl s 
great oredit on my Signal Service, the ofliecrs and men of which, under the able control of 
L,entenant-Colonel H. C. Hawtrey, R.E., have spared no efforts iu overcoming the many diffi¬ 
culties attendant on operating in such country and on such a large front. 

The Officers of my Staff have throughout rendered me evrv possible assisfan’c. I 
would cspeeially mention Colonel (now Brigadiir-Generall J. J. Collyor, my chief of 
the General Staff, whose sound judgment, ability and taut made possible the harmonious 
working of a curiously heterogeneous force, and llrigidier-Qeneral R. II. Kw.irt, C.B., C.l I'l., 
D.S.O,, A D.C., Administrative Staff, who has done everything possible lo perfect and co¬ 
ordinate the w('rking of the various administrative sei vices on which .an ar.ny operating iu 
equiturial Africa is peeuliary dependeut. 

Brigadier General W. F. S. Edwards, D. S O , my Inspector-Ooneral of C)nimunic.»- 
tioBs, reuilcred invaluable services, and the rapidity and smoothness with which the cou- 
eentration of troops was uanieil out were very largely due to his energy and powers of orgmi- 
sation. while the manner in which he extendei the lines of commuuiuaiion during the actual 
operations left nothing to be desired. 

It is not easy for me to express my apprecia'ion of the eon loot of the tr'Ops during these 
operations. General and Staff O.'licors, Commainling, Regiment i.l an(^)epartm'ntal Olli.-ors, 
rank and file and followers, British, South Afriein, Indian and AfrioanTnil have worked with 
real and single-minded devotion, to duty tint is beyond praise. Shortage of tr.mspoil 
necessitated the force moving on light scale, and the m.ajoritv of the troops had no more lhati 
a waterproof sheet and a lilankut for three weks on end. Ua'.inii.s at times unavoidably ran 
short. Long m.irehcs in the hot sun and oocasional drenching rains were nalcnlatcd to try 
the most hirdened camp.iigner. Yet all the.so hardsiiips were endured with unf.iiling 
ehorrfIllness, and a chaiiue of dealing a blow at the enemy seemel to he the eiily reeotnpiusH 
required. 

list of thos - oflieer.*, N.C.O.'s and men whom I desire to bring to your Lordihip’s 
s)>eciat notice iu uouneutiun with these operations will be forwarded at an early date.

The Ei'eneh Hydroplane Squ.'idron and the detachment Royal Flying Corps have rendered 
very valiiahle services. The former, equip; ed with hydroplanes with floats, ran great risks in 
undertaking land reconnaissance, whilst the latter were much handicapped by inferior types of 
inaehincs. Notwithstanding these drawbuuks, they furnished me regularly wiih all information 
regarding the movements of the enemy, 

I take this opportunity of bringing to the notice of the Secretary of State for War the 
groat services rendered hy the Count de Serionne and the oflloials of the Sues Canal Company ; 
they have one and all been most lielpful, and have unreservedly placed their own personal 
services and the entiro rosotirces of the Suc 2 ! Canal Company at my disposal. The success o£_ 
our defence w.as greatly assisted by their cordial co'opcratiou. 

Also Sir George Macauley, K.C.M.G., Major Blakeney and Captain Hall of the Egyptian 
Sta*e Railways. In addition to building two cxoellenii armoured trains, these officers worked 
most assiduously in organiv.ing andsuperintanding the railway arrangements, both along the 
Canal and in t he transportation of reinforcements from Cairo. No difliculties of any sort were 
made, and suuh difficulties as existed were speedily overcome, and I cannot sutDoiently express 
my obligation to them. 

Also Major Liddell, late Royal Engineers, Director of Telegraphs under the Egypt! an 
Government. This official was largely responsible for the excellent system of inter-cominunica- 
tion which prevailed throughout the Canal Defences. 

II is newlloss for me to add that from Admiral Peirso and the ships of Ilis Majesty’s 
Navy, as well as those of France under his command, must important and valuable assistance 
was received.

I have the honour to submit (ho followitig report on the rooeut attack on the Suez Canal 
In order to make the narrative complete, I will prcl'iicc it with a brief imoouut of what has- 
taken place since I took over command of the Canal Defences. . 

2. T banded at Suez on the 10th November, 1914, and went to Ismailia the same day, 
having 1)1 cn precixled ton d.ays before by Brigadier-General A. II. Bingloy, my Chief Stalf 
Officer, who wa.s sent from India in advance of the troops to make preliminary nrrangcincnts 
for iheir lauding and despatch to destin.ntion. I there took over command of the Canal De¬ 
fences from Colonel W. G. Walker. Commanding 9tli Indian Buigado, which had been detached 
from the lird (Luliorej Division for temporary duty in Egypt. 

8. In aceordanoo with the instructions reocived from the General Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief, the Canal Defences were organized in throe sections, with headquarters at Suez, Ismailia 
Ferry, anil Kantara, respectively, my own headquarters and the general reserve being placed at 
Ismailia, with the advanced base at Zagazig and base general hos]dtal at Cairo, 

These arrangements wdre completed by the 5th December, 1914, when the last units of 
^hc force arrived from India. 

4. Preparations for defence.—The months of November, December and January wcrc 
devoted to a syetematie development of the naturally strong lino of defence afforded by the 
Canal, thus completing the work which hud been initiated previous to my arrival. A number 
of defensive posts were prepared on the cast bank, to cover the more important ferries and 
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provide fiicilities for local oountor Rttacks. Trenches were dug on the west hank to cover tho 
intervals between posts and frustrate attempts at crossing. Cotninunicatious wore improved by 
the construction of landing stages and removable pontoon bridges for use at iin|X)rtant points. 
A flotilla of armed launches, manned by the Uoyal Navy, was orgaui’/.ed for canal patrols. .V 
complete system of telegraph, telephone, and wireless cumraunicati.m was in.stallod, linkiognp 
all the posts with head(^uartorB. A system of defence was estiibluhed for (he protcation of iho 
railway, the telegraph lines, and the sweet water canal. The detaohment of the Royal fc’lying 
Corps was organized, stafTed with observers, and equipped with accommodation f.ir its planes. 

a. The resources of the Suez Canal Company in tugs, launches, lighters, &c , wore carefully 
examined, so as to utilise them for military purposes. Arrangements were made with the 
Railway Administration for the collecting of rolling stock at oonvenieut places, in order to cx- 
pidite the dispaich of reinforoemenls to threatened points. Provision was also mads for tlie 
rrgiinizalioii of tie water-supply of the troops and the formation of supply depdts, a« woll as 
for (ho rapid cellrction and evacuation of the sick and wouuded. A system of lutulligencc, 
censorship and police eutveillance was established, and plans were devised, in consultation with 
the Canal Authorities, for the control of shipping in the event of an attack. Last, but not 
least, a scheme for making inundations, and so limiting the front over which (,he enemy oiuild 
attauk, was carried out successfully hy the Irrigation Department at Port Said and the eiigiiieur- 
iug staff of the Canal Company at El Cap, Kantara and Ballah. 

G. During this period no active operations took place, except a Bodouiu raid made by the 
enemy in the direction of Kantara. A patrol of the Bikanir Camel Corps under Captain A. J. 
H. Chope, 2nd Gurkha Rifles, consisting of one ludiiin officer and twenty other ranks, eiiooiin- 
ttTfd a force of some 200 Bedouins and Turks on the 20th November, 1914. near Bir-ol-Nnss, 
and in spite of the enemy’s treacherous attack, due to tbc abuse of the white flag, extricated 
itself successfully from a somewhat difficult position. Onr patrol, which lost one Indian 
officer and twelve other ranks killed and three sepoys wounded, inflicted some sixty oasnalties 
on the enemy. For their gallant oonduot on this ocoKeion, No. 1534 Sepoy Ali Khan was 
awarded the Indian Order of Merit, 2nd Class, and No. 116 Sepoy Faiz Ali Khan the Distin¬ 
guished Conduct Medal, 

7..General sunimary of events.—During the first fortnight in January^ittle direct news 
of (be enemy’s advance was forthcoming, though reports of uousiderable pfeparations in Syria 
were constant, and informatiiiH was reO((ived to the effeob that advanced posts and dopAts h,ad 
been formed at Khan Yunis, El Arish, El Auja, and Kosseima. The country to the east of. 
the Canal within the radius of our aeroplane roconnaissanccs remained clear of formed bodies 
of hostile troops, though frequently visited by Bedouin patrols which, in some cases, were 
aocompanied by German officers in Arab dross. 

About I6th January, however, it became clear tliat hostile forces of some strength liad 
• entered Sinai, and on the 20th the Canal Defence troops were rrinforcod from Cairo by tlie 
1st and 3rd Brigades, R. F. A., East Lanoashiro Division, T, F., which proceeded at once to 
previously prepared positions. 

8. On 18th January a hostile force of 8,000—10,000 was located near Bir-os-S.iha by a 
French naval hydro-aeroplane, and ou 22nd a Turkish forco was reported to l«i at Moiya 
Ilarab, having arrived there from Gifgaffa. This was confirmed by aerial reconnaissance flie 
next day, and about the same time reports of the presence of hostile troops at Aiu Sadr were 
received, and our mounted troops obtained touch with hostile patrols near Bir-ul-Uuiedar. 

9. On the S2ud small detachments wore told off from the reserves to hold lightly the 
tronohes prepared along the west bank. On the 26th forces of some 2,000—3,000 mon each 
were located at Bir Mabeuik, Moiya Harab, and Wadi Muksheib, and the enemy advanced and 
engaged our covering troops near Kantara, retiring at 3-30 p.m. On the same day two batta¬ 
lions 32nd Brigade (3Srd Punjabis and 4th Gwalior Infantry) were sent to hohl the trench .'.s 
along the west bank from Bench Mark post to Ballah, while G.O.O.'s of sceti' n.s r. inforccd 
the west bank trenches in their sections from local reserves. The New Zealand liifanti v 
Brigade arrived from Cairo, the Otago and Wellington battalions proooeding to r-'infoicc 
Kuhri, whilo Headquarters and the Anokinnd and Canterbury battalions detrained a( Ismaili i. 
II.M.S. “iSwiffsure,” “ Clio,” “ Ocean,” and “ Minerva ” entered the Canal, taking station 
near Kantara, Ballah, El Shatt, and Shalouf respectively. 

10. During the 27th and 28th the enemy was further reinforned, and e.stabliehed himself 
in an entrenohed position about 5 miles east of Kantara, astride the El Arish mad. On (let 
morning of the 27tb attacks on the Baluchistan and El Riibri posts in No. 1 Scelioii were 
made at about 3 a.m. Both were beaten off without loss. On the morning of the 28ih the 
outposts at Kantara wore attacked, and the enemy was driven off with little difficulty. One 
batialion from 31st Brigade (2nd Rajputs) was sent to reinforce Sorapeura. 

^ ’ « 

11. Fifbi the 29th-31st the enemy closed towards the Canal, the largest coneentr.it.ion 
appearing i«iho vicinity of Gebel Habeita. The 5th Battery, Egyptian Artillery, was sent 
to Touseom. 

12. Cm. the 1st February an advance from the north-esst towards the Ismailia Ferry post 
was dete^d, and that post, as well as Bench Mark post, was reinforced under the orders of 
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tli 0 General OfFlcor Comm and in';. No. 2 Section. On the 2nd Pebniary onr advanced troops 
from Ismailia Ferry encountered the enemy at some distanee from the post, and a desultory 
aotimi ensued. This was broken off at 3-30 P.M., and the enemy then entrenched himself 
about 2^ miles south-east of our defnnees. In the course of the day considerable bodies of 
troops were also soeu on the move in front of El Ferdan, Bench Mark, Toussoum and .Sera- 
peiiin. Durinse the nij^ht of the 2Dd-3rd some firing at £1 Kubii took place, but nothing 
further of note occurred in No. 1 Section. 

13. At about 3-30 a.m. on the 3rd a determined attempt was made to effect a crossing 
some 2,000 yards south of Toussoum. The enemy brought up a number of pont.)ons 
and rafts, several of which they succeeded in launching, while two, if not more, actually crossed 
the Canal. This attack was covered by heavy rifle and machine-gun (Ire fron the e.ast bank. 
It was met by parties of the 62nd Punjabis under Major fSkecn and Captain Morgan, as well 
as by fire from tlie 6th Battery, Egyptian Artillery. Several pontoons were sunk and all tlie 
men who cros.sed were di8|>osud of, except twenty, who hid under the west bunk and surrendered 
to the 2nd Rajputs next morning. 

14. At daylight the enemy were found to have olosed on the Toussoum post, and a 
oouuter-attaok pushed forward from Serapeum encountered a large force about half a mile from 
camp. The enemy’s attack was not pu-'hed alo.ser than three-quarters of a mile from our 
P'lsitiou, and they retiiod about 2 p.m. after shelling our positions intermittently np to that 
time. Seven ofliee's and 280 men wore taken prisoners opposite Toussoum during the course 
of the fight. A large number of the enemy's dead wore found outside Toussoum post and 
along the east bank of the Canal. 

I.'). At'1-30 i> »f. two batliilions 3lgt Brigade (27th Punjabis and I28th Pioneers) arrived 
at Seriipeuni, and Major-trenoral A. Wallace, Commanding llth Division, took over command 
ol the bootiou from the Great Bitter Lake to Lake Timsah. During the morning H.M.S. 
“ llanlinge ” was struck by two 6-inoh shells, her funnel beiirg split and forward steering 
gear disabled. She inovc l into Lake Timsah, and later io the dav to Kantara her place 
being taken by H M.S. ‘Swiftsiire." II.M S. “Ocean” also moved up into this section of iho 
defoooo At Lsmiiilia Perry p.ist the onomy were I'ouri'l at diylight to be ontrLiicbing somo 
700-S il) y.ar.ls fK n ibi-deConccs, and two hostile batteries ojicucd fire shortly afterwords, 

T he infantry attock was dot im.shed ho ne, and no eatualtio-s ooourred, though many shells burst 
ill the eanip and iu the vicinity of the town. S lipping detained in Luke Timsah was 
under fnu uud suffered slight damage, but no loss of life. 

IG. Circiimstancos wore similar at El Ferdan, whore n considnrahle number of Bhdl.>! 
were tired, ehielly at the Canal Gare and railway station, both of which were damaged. No 
casual! ics occurred. 

17. At K.aiitara the oiitposte wore nttockel between .5 and 6 a.m , the enemy lieing driven* 
off, leaving many kilJrd and wounded and uuwounded prisoners. Later in the day a partial 
attack Ireui the south cast was stopped seme 1,200 yards-from the position. 

15. Purlng the dav H M.S. “Swiftsure,” “Clio,” “ Hardinge,” and tho French ships 
“Ueqiiin” and “ D’Enlreoasteaux ” were engaged, as wore also the torped.i boats and armed 
laiiuulii'u, all rondering valuable Burvio“a. The bulk of tho fighting fell to the 22n'l 
and 29th Iiifiinlry Brigades, but tho 28'.b ns well'as pottiong of tho 31st, 32nd, and New 
Zealand Infantry Brigidos, the Artillery and Engineers of the Irancasbiro Uivisicn, T.P’, and 
No. 3 Field Company Australian Engineers, were also cng.iged. Very efficient service was 
reoJeioJ by the detanlimoiit Rovjil Plying Corps, several reconnaissances over the enemy’s 
Hues being undortaken jiuving the day. 

lO. The enemy engaged at different points along the Canal on tho 3rd appeared tu 
numlier s mic 12,000 to 10 ,000 men iu the aggregate, and six batteries, with at least oao 6-inch 
gun, wer.j locatisi. It .ippaars from soeounts roocirud fr.>ra prisoners that the attacking force 
consisted of tho Vlllth and portii ns of the lllrd, IVth, and Vlth Turkish Army Corps, 
and that Ojomal Pasha was in chief command. The enomy’s plaiio'mtemplated simultaneous 
attacks on K.ant.ira, Ferdan, Ismiiilia, Shalouf, and Suez, coupled with the main effort to cross 
the Canal near ri>u.ssoiiin. At the first three of the above-mentioned places their efforts were 
only half-hearted, while at Shalouf and Suez no attacks maCerialised, though, forces are known 
lo Lave boon in tho vicinity of thoso jdaces. 

^ Headquarters, with tho 7th and ,8th Battalions, 2nd Brig.ade, Ist Australian Imperial 
Force, arrived at Isinailia during the evening of the 3rJ February. 

20. On Iho 4tU February, as spmo firing had taken place from the east bank during the 
night, two corapunies ( f the 92ufi Punjaiiis were sent out at 8 a.m. to clear that ba.ik, and located 
a body of some 200 U'250 men still cntienphud there. On tho approach of tbU detachment 
the enemy made signs of surrender, but subscquontlv re-op8ocd fire. Supports of one double 
company each of the 27tli and 62nd Punjabis and 128th Fionoers were despatched under the. 
eomaiaud of Major Mucluchlan, 02nd Punjabis, who concentrate! bis men, opened % heavy fire 
and theu thargod. Fliis time the enemy threw away their rifles and surrendered, six officers’ 
2ol men, and three machine guns being captured; 69 men, including a German officer (Major 
ven den Hagen), were found killed at this point. ' , 
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21. Tb** trenchet in fr«ntof limaiJia and Kant^ra were found to have been deecrfed' 
and the Imperial Servioe Caralry Biij^ade, anpported by infantry, moved oat fr,>iQ the lemailia 
Perry poet A large body of enamy, eetimatia at three to t<>tir brigadea were euooniitcrcd 
aevett mile* east of Touesnum, and another bidy *ome miles to the north., Twenty-five 
prisoners and ninety camels were captured. No other incident occurred along the front. 

Reinf rcements, eoasisting «f the Herts Yeosoanrv, 2nd County of Londou Yoom inry 
(Westministtr Drar<-one), and one squadron Duke of Lancaster’s Own'Yeomanry, arrived »t 
Ismailia the mme eeeeing. 

22. On the 5'h instant our a'‘ro|danes reported tliat the enemy were retiring towards 
Katia, while thosn who had been in front of No 2 Seotioj appeared to have conuentr.ited 
about Gehel Habeitn. Mabeiiik was still occupied, and a reonnaissini-e from! No. 1 Sicliou 
encountered aome of the enemy's infantry near Gabel Murr duriuir ihi day. There was no 
ehsnge during the 6th, the enemy being still in atrengttli near Gebel Habelta. A r^oouuais- 
sance by a mixed foree, which had 'been ocmtemplated this day, wiw oanvolled owing to in¬ 
formation gathered from prisoners to the effect that oonsidershle reiDforo-ments of the .euem,v 
were expect and mi'ght be at hand about this time. On the 7th, however, our aeroplanes 
found this camp deserieil. Ma'>euik was also found to have hem vaouted, and the neatest 
enemy on the n rthern line appeared at Bir-El-Abd. On the 9th the only enemy located were 
in camps at El Rigum, 'Wadi Muksheib, and Moiva Harab, On the lOth instant only some 
4U0 men were left at Rigum camp, and these appeared to bs m.')ving eastwtrds. 

22. The aotions at Toussoum and Kantara.<»I will now nuppleroont thi general sammary 
of events given in the foregoing paragraphs with a more detailed nooouiit of the fighting 
that took place at Toussoum on ilrd February, and at Kantara on 28ih January and tlrd 
February. 

24. The troops in the Tonssouim^Serapeum—Devecsoir portion of No. 2 Section on the 
morning of 3rd February wore as follows |.>-

25. These troeps weie disposed as follows:— 

(a) On the east bsnk, in the posts of Tonssnum, Sorapenin, and Deversoir, a half 
battalion id each, furnished by tbe 02nd, b2nd, and 2/lOth Gurkha Rifles, respectively. 

(i) On the west lank, from the eniranoe to Lake Timsah, to Deversoir inclusive, 12 jwst«, 
each held by two platoons. Each plaioon^raa alloltod soma 600 yaids of front and louud 
three sentry gr >ups, about aUO yards apart. jK. 

(c) In resetyo at Serapeum, three doubl^hnpanies. 

26. At about .S-26 a.u. oii 3rd instant, the enemy were seen on the east hank near mile 
47-4. As the firing was heavy, a double coq>|'any of the 62ud Punjabis was sent from the 
reserve to sujipcrt this point, and this double company was subsequently reinforced by six 
platoons of the 2nd Rajputs. 

£7. The enemy nude three distinct attempt! to cron the Canal at points betw<>en miles 
47'4 and'484. One boatload of the enemy landed opposite mile 48'3. and were oharged by 
a small party under Major 0. St J. Skeen, fi2iid Pnnjabis. All were killed or wounded. Two 
more boatloads landed ^posite mile 4* 6, and these were promptly attacked by Captain 
M. IL L.'Morgan, 62nd Puigabis, who wm wounded- Six Tnrki weie killed end four cap- 
tuied at this ppmt, and'some 2ii wh<> ^t away and bid themselves uoder the west bank were 
paptored later by a party of the 2Dd Rajputs.

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2S. At 9-40 A.M. r'olonel S. Geo<>ltegan, commandin'; 22nd B'igade.after a penooil re«nn- 
naiaeancc of the enemy's p'>sition', smt a detaciiroent oonsistins; of fonf double companies 
drawn from the 2nd Raj|iiita and the 2/10th Gurkha Rifle* to clear the ea«t bank. As this 
eounter-attauk develops, the en ‘my fled in large numbers from the broken gr mnd whence 
they had made their attempt to cross. Meanwhile the enemy, from their camp at Kateid El 
Khel. de)il''yed a force estiinutcri at two liriga''<'8 with at least six gnn“, andf'jrmsd a line abovt 
two miles north east of berapeu n, and facing that post. 'Our troops, delivering a connier- 
attack, now'occupied a ridge ab 'ut half a mile north«eaet of Serapeum, and formed a line 
facing the enemy with their left flank drtwn back to the Canal. They oonsisted of two 
double companies 92nd Pun jabis facing north-east, two plat ions 2nd Rajputs fa'ung north, 
with six plato ms 2-lOth Gurkha Rifles in support- The whole was under command of Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel F. G. 11. Sntton, 2-lOth Gurkha Rifles. 

29. The advance northward on the east bank of the two platoons, 2nd Rajputs, was 
checked short of the br.iken ground by fire from the enemy posted there, aided by the fire of 
small jinrties whi 'h were still hidden at the foot of the west bank. It was here that Captain 
H. T. Arundell Wiis killed while gall.tuily leading hie men. 

30. While this attack was in progress, the Comraaader of H. M. T. B No 043, Lieute¬ 
nant-Commander G. B, Palmes, R. N., wa* asked by Colonel Geoghegan to destroy the ene-oy's 
pontoons which were lying on the oast bank. Those on sliore wore destroyed oy shell fire, and 
a party then landed from the boat to See whether there were any others lying behind the 
bank. The lea ling party fiiuud themselves in front of a trench full of the enemy, and on get¬ 
ting back to their boit Lieutenant-Commander G. B. Palm is, R. N., and Sub-Lieutsna it 
C. V. Cardinall, R. N. V. R., were wounded. 

31. The enemy’s main attack from the north-east did not get within 1,200 yards of our 
line. They, however, shelled our positions on the west b ink intermittently until about 2 p.m , 
when their main body retired eastwards, and our forces wiihlrew-to the positions held in the 
morning. A small piny of the enemy reached the riJga which we Lad vacated, hut they were 
shelled off it by our ytillory, and soon disappeared. 

32. In the attack on the^Toussoura post, about 35 I of tho enemy mtnvged to establish 
themsKives doling the night ill some of the outer tren'ihes which are only occupied b.r the 
garrison by dav. A uumher of this p.irty were killed ai sooa as it w.i8 lighr. by the fire of 
our machine guns, and the remsiuder were either driven out or killed, and some SO prisoners 
captured by a 1 oal oounler-attack which was skilfully led by Lieutenant J. W. Thomson-Gl-over, 
92 iid Punjabis. Seven Turkish officers and 280 othir ranks, with m ich material, were taken 
on this oeca.«i in. 

38. At 4-30 p M., reinfor.iements from tho .Slst Infantry Brigade beg,in to arrive at Sera- 
peinn, and in the course of th" evening four double ouinpanies were placed in supp ,rt at various 
points on the west hank, and the garrison of the Serapoum po.st was strengthened. 

Tho armed launolies commanded by Lieutenants W. H. B. Livesay and .E. H. Daughlish, 
R.I.M., rendered valuable service in this sectiou during the Jay, and were freq^nently under 
fire of the enemy’s snipers. 

34. On the morning of the 4th instant-, as thero was no sign of the enemy’s main body 
to the east, and as the armea launch “ Mansurs " had been liied upon on the previous even¬ 
ing and 3 me sniping had taken place during the night from the east hank, Major-General 
Wiilkoe, who had taken over command at Scrapeum from Colonel 3. Geoghegan, ordered 
tw.i doiiliiy companies of the 92nd Punjabis to move north al mg the east bank of the Canal 
to examine tl'i«uicality This party, wnioh was commanded by Captain L. F. A. Cochran, 
git to tiie s.iuih edge of this area, which they found to be held by the enemy, and then ex¬ 
tended rniind to the east and north-east to round the latter up. "fbe enemy held up a white 
flag and made signs of surTeniier, whereupon Caiitain Cochran and some of his party advanced 
towards tl'cm. After three Turks had s-.irrendered fire was To-openwl by tho enemy, and our 
trooiJ.s had tn fall back. Major-General Wallace then onlered out reinforcements, consisting 
of one ik'ul’le c.impany each of the 27th and 6^ Punjabis and the 128th Pioneers, the whole 
under Major T. R. Maol iohlan, 92nd PuDjabil|»Tbe latter collected his men andchargeil, 
anil the enemy imraediiituly threw down thuiflptms. The prisoner! taken here numbered sit 
officers and 2.51 men, of whom 62 wore seri msly ivounded. The enemy’s killed numbered 59, 
and among them was a Gerinao Offioer, Major von den Hagen. Three m ichine guns were 
cap’.ured, as well as a quantity of misce'daneous stores. It was in this second attack that 
Captain Cochran was killed, 

35 Turning from events at Tonssnutn to those at Kantara, the only engagements that 
nee 1 be ruferru'l to are the attacks made by tlie enemv on our outposts on the 28th January 
and 3ril February. In the -at’ack of tho 24th Jannarv, the enemy advaneud along the tolu- 
graph line on ooe of our piquets, consisting of a detachment of the 14th Sikhs under Captain 
Chinner, which they attacked ahour, 2-45 a.m. Tho action continued for about half an hour, 
and tho enemy attempted to advan>'.e, but was unable to do go. Firing gradually ceased, and 
by daylight the onoray had withdrawn gradually to Pnnt 70 on the, Kantara—El Arish road, 
from which th y wore driven out by five r.mnds of lyddite shell fir^ by H. M, S. *' Swift- 
sure." 
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4|P The attnok of thA Fibroary was conducted on mush the same lines, and w\s 
directed on two of out piquets fatnisheid by the 89th Panj ib’s. Tiie en-my’s advanoe was 

S pped w'thout difficulty, and at d\vlij;ht S 6 unwoimded prisoners were found iu our eiitan^lu* 
nts. Toe enemy left 20 dead on the ^ mud, but their casualties were very much heavtnr, 
as they remored many of their killed and wounded. 


37. As the events described may represent but the openin'? phase of tbs eampainfu, I do 
not propose at this sta? 8 , to mention the staff and dapartrajatal oUcarswhi have renlorod 
speoially good service. I, however, submit the names of the following regimental officers whose 
conduct is deserving of notice

62nd Punjabis.—-Major O. St.J. Skeen displayed great promptitude and courage iu charg¬ 
ing tne enemy when disemnarking from their pontoons on the 3rd Ifebrnary. His skilful 
leading in the attack of the 4th February was instrumental iu enu-ing the surrender of the 
enemy, upon whose trenches he brought to bear an effective enfilading lire. 

Captain M. H. L. Morgan, 'by bia exertion anl example, frustrated a ver r d‘tor nin.'d 
attempt of the enemy to uffeut a landing. Though wounded early on the 3rd, he coutinu-d 
in oommandof his double company throughout the day. ^ 

Snbadar Kalu Khan and Jemalar 8 har Ztnau Khan supporiecTMajor Skeen very pluckily 
«n tlie 3rd, and Jemadar Sber Zaman Ktian again distingiushed himself in the aoti m of tlie 
4ih February. 

91nd Punjabis.—-Major T. R Maclaehlan commanded ‘he garrison of the Toussoum post 
with great am ity on the 3rd Foliruary and showed resouroefiilness and capacity for command 
in tne tinal stage of the fight on the 4th. 

Ca tainW. H. Hastings, as maohine-gun offi ter at Toitssoum, rendered valuable service 
in stopping the onemy’s attempts to bring btats on to the C.tnal and iu preventing ciie rotie.it 
of the enemy whan they were turned out of the trenches which they bad ocoupioi.

I have the honour to forward the accompanying deMp.itch 6f MajoriGeneral A. Wilson, 
C.B., Commanding the Suez Canal Defences. 

The trrops'under General Wilson’s command have been on service for over eight months, 
aud t hough tlie actual fighting they have experien'ced has not been severe, yet their work has 
been heavy and monotone us owing to the large amount of patrolling necessitated by the 
enemy’s attempts at minelayiog and to cross the canal. 

Owing to the withdrawal of troops to other theatres’of war, and to etekness incidental 
to the hot season, this patrolling has become very arduous, especially .Mi night. 

The list of reoommendationa:.{oT reward* in wbioh.l onnour and forwariTis not, I submit 
excessive, having regal d to the strvngrii df the loree, which rose in 'PebroaTy and March 
to 3U,0U0 men. 

A considerable number of the officers mentionad are now serving either in the Dardanelles, 
Aden or France, some have been killed and many wounded, but, none the less, I feel it my deity 
to raciitibu their services in Egypt, 
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It will be seen that a good many recommendations on behalf of the administrative staff 
have been made, especially the Medical Branch ; but as Egypt has developed into an Interme¬ 
diate Base and Clearing Station for the Indian Foroes serving in France and in the Mediter- 
rean, the work and responsibilities of the administrative staff and services have greatly increas¬ 
ed, and are consequently specially deserving of consideration. 

In conolusion I would like very siwcially to bring to the notice of the Seoietary of State 
for War the eminent eervioes of Major-General A. Wilson, C.B., who has commanded the 
Canal defences with ability, tact, and resource since the 16lh November, 1914.

On the llth February, 1915,1 submitted a report on tbe operations which took place 
early in the mouth in tho Canal zone, and also a brief resume of events since I assumed com¬ 
mand of the Canal Defences on 16th November, 1914. 

At the time this report was made it appeared from information at our disposal that the 
operations under reference might only be a preliminary to further hostilities, and that a more 
determined attack on the Canal would be undertaken in tho near future. These anticipations 
have, however, not been realised, and though the enemy has continued to hold tho Sinai 
Peninsula in some strength and has undertaken several minor enterprises, wj^i a view to causinn- 
damage to the Canal and the shipping using it, no further advanrA in force has taken place. 
This result may be attributed to the fact that the losses suffered by the enemy in the attack 
on the Canal wore, aeoonling to subsequent reports from Turkish sources, heavier than had 
been originally estimated, while tbe demoralisation of the force, consequent on its retreat across 
the deserr, necessitated a considerable pause for reorganisation, 

2. Now that tbe hot season is well established, and also as considerable forces of the 
enemy have been withdrawn to other theatres of operations, it is probable that the existing 
state of affairs will ountinne for some months. I therefore oonsider it a suitable opportunity to 
forward a narrative of events subsequent to my last report, and also to submit the names of 
officers whose services during the past eight months are, in my opinion, worthy of mention 

3. My last report dealt with the operations in the vicinity of the Cana] np to lOth 
February, 1915, by which date hostilities in its immediate neighbourhood had ceased for the 
time being. 

On the 12th February, in accordance with instructions from Army Headquarters, a 
|-battaIion 2>7tb Gurkha Eilles, under Lieut.-Colonol Haldane, embarked at Suez on board 
H.M.S, “ Minerva “ to proceed to Tor, with a view to dispersing a force which had been 
threatening that place for some time past. This force landed at Tor during tho ni<>-ht of tho 
12th/13th, and, in conjunction with 1,50 men of the 2nd Egyptian Battalion, which had l>ceu 
in garrison at Tor, attacked the enemy at dawn on tho 13th. The attack was complotolv suc¬ 
cessful, the enemy losing some 00 killed and 102 prisoners ; our losses were 1 killed'aad ,1 
wounded. Since this occasion no further forces of the enemy have appeared near Tor. 

4 . For the remainder of February and till the 22nd March no incident of note took jilacc 
The Imperial Yeomanry Brigade, as well as the Australian and New Zealand Infantry, who 
had reinforced the trenps on the Canal, returned to Cairo. 

Several reconnaissances, principally to Abu Zeuima (by sea), El Ilaitan, Wadi Muk.shoib, 
Moiya Harsh and Katiu, were pushed out, but no enemy encountered. 

From information received from agents and through aerial reconnaissances, it appeared 
that daring this mouth the Tur.ks had oouoeutrated mainly at El Arish and Nekhl, while con¬ 
siderable bodies of the beaten troops were withdrawn to Syria, being, it was rumoured, re¬ 
placed by fresh formations from' the north. 

5. On 22nd March an infantry patrol moving from Kubri Fost encountered a force of 
some 400 men north-east of that post at dawn.' The enemy withdrew on being engaged by 
troops from tbe nearest posts, and a subsequent aerial reconnaissance diicovercd a force of some 
600 infantry and 200 mounted men with guns about 10 milea east of the Canal. 

From the report furnished it appared that the Turks were entrenching and intended to 
stay, and, consequently, orders were issued for a column, consisting cf 2 squadrons Hydera¬ 
bad Lancers, l/6th Lancashire Battery K.F.A. (T.F.), detachment Bikanir Camel (,'orps, 51st 
C9(jl 10 
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and 53rd Sikhs, and i-battalion 1-Bth Gurkhas, to move out next day to engage and drive off 
the enemy. 

This column, under the command of Lieut-Colonel Boisragon, V.C., moved out from 
Kulu'i at daylight. (23rd), and attacked the enemy in an entrenched position some 10 miles 
east of the Canal. After some resistance the enemy fled hastily, leaving behind a quantity of 
(Hjuipment and rifle ammunition, the heavy going across the sandhills preventing our cavalry 
from cutting off their retreat. Our casualties on 22nd and 2rd were 6 killed and 19 wounded 
(Indian ranks). The enemy's losses were estimated at about 50. 

C. The only other inoident of note during the course of the month was the departure of 
the 30th Brigade for the Persian Gulf on 23rd. Its place in No. 1 Section was taken by the 
2Kth (F. F.) Brigade, which in turn was relieved by the 81st Brigade from the reserve. 
Towards the end of the mouth reports were received of a considerable concentration of the 
enemy ne-ir Es Sirr, some 80 mile.s due east of Ballah. These reports were verified later by 
aeroplane observation, which estimated the hostile force as some 4,000, with guns. 

7. On the 7th April onr mounted patrols from Kantiira encountered a hostile force, esti¬ 
mated at 1,200 men, which withdrew after shots had been exchanged. On the same day an 
aerial reconnaissance reported considerably fewer numbers retiring through Ducidar. The 
Imperial Sorvioc Cavalry Brigades was moved up to Kaotara the same day, and ou the 8th 
moved out in conjunction with part of the Kantara garrison. No enemy was encountered 
and the cavalry moved back to Ismailia, reconnoitring the country for some distance oast of 
the Canal. On the 8th April, owing suspicions tracks having been notioeu on the east bank 
of the Canal between El Kup and Kantara, the Canal was dragged and a mine discovered and 
destroyed. The mine had evidently been placed in the Canal under cover of the demonstration 
of the previous day. Owing to this occurrence it became necesisary greatly to increase our 
patrols. Intermediate night piquets were established between Posts and a system of hourly 
patrols along the east bank instituted. Arrangements were made for a thorough search of 
the Canal bunk at day-light every morning, and Officers Commanding Posts were authorized 
to stop shipping in case of any supioious circumstances being detected. 

S, On the 28th flyril a recntniaissance of 90 rifles, Bikanir Camel iCorpv, encountered * 
hostile force estimated at sonfb 200 men, with guns, about 12 miles duo east, of Ismailia Ferry 
Post. After a short skirmish the patrol withdrew to the Ferry Post with the loss of 3 killed, 
4 wounded, and 2 missing ; the enemy'did not follow up their retirement. Later in the day 
an aerial reconiuissanee located a body of the enemy in bivouac near El Hawawish, and the 
Imperial Service Cavalry Brigade (eight squadrons), supported by half-battalion 27tl» Punjabis 
and one section Egyptian Artillery, crossed the Canal after dark with a view to engaging the 
enemy at hi.s camp next morning; or should he have moved towards tlio Canal during tlie night 
to cut off his retreat. During the night, 28tb/2nth a hostile party, evidently from Hawasih, 
opened fire ou a dredger in the Canal north of Bench Mark Post, but retired when engaged by 
one of our piquets. At daylight on 29th an aeroplane found Hawawish evacuated, but later on 
located the hostile force moving into Mahadat from the south-west, and the cavalry were direct¬ 
ed on tlnit place. Our column, however, only succeeded in engaging the rearguard at about 
2 I’.M., by which time the enemy had left Mahadat and was moving on Bada. The pursuit was 
carried on for three to four miles, but the great exhaustion of men and horses, owing to the 
heat and heavy going through the sandhills, prevented it from boiug carried further. 

Our lasses were one British, one Indian oOicer, and one sowar killed; one British olHcer 
•and seven rank and file wounded. The enemy’s losses in killed were about 20, and 13 prisoners 
were taken. The column returned to Ismailia early on the 30th. 

9. On 7th April, the 7th Indian Mountain Artillery Brigade left the Canal Defences to 
join the Mediterranean Force, and on 26th the 20th Indian Infantry Brigade left for the .same 
destination, being replaced in No. Ill Section by the East Lancashire Brigade (Territorial 
Force;. 

10. On 1st May a half battalion 50th Rifles were despatched from Suez to Abu Zenima 
owing to rumours of an attack on the Egyptian garrison of that place. This detaohmeut re¬ 
turn^ on 3rd, no enemy having appeared in the vicinity. several occasions during the 
month hostile patrols were located at some distance from the Canal, but these all retired east¬ 
wards .as soon as forces moved against them. On the 29th a small party reached the shore of 
the Little Bitter Lake, and, wading out, boarded a Suez Canal pile driver, destroying one 
small boat and taking prisoner an Halian employee of the oompany. Pursuit was undertaken 
from the nearest Post as soon as the occurrence was reported, but without result. 

On the night of 30th-31gt a party of Turks was detected trying to approach the Canal 
between El Ferdan and Ballab. On being fired on they retired, leaving behind a mine, 
which was discovered and brought in next morning. The next night the party returned with 
the evident intention of recovering the mine, but hastily retired on being fired on by a piquet 
which had been left near the spot to deal with any snob attempt. 

On the night of the 2nd/3rd June, parties of the enemy opened fire on the Posts of 
Kantara aud iH Ferdan, but withdrew hastily when engiged. Small uolumne from the above 
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Posts moved out in pursuit, but vrere unable to come up with the raiders, who appeared to be 
all mounted men. One Turkish officer was taken prisoner. 

11. Several changes in the garrisons of the Canal Delenoes took place during the montli 
of May. Early in the month the Artillery and Engiucers, as well as the East Laucashire 
Prigade of the Lancashire Division (T. F.l, left to join the Mediterranean Force ; the -tth 
Mounted Brigade and Divisional Artillery, 2nd Mounted Division, arriving in replacement. 
On the 29th May orders were received for tho l-5th and 2'lOtli Gurkha Rifles to reinforce 
the 29th Indian Infantry Brigade with the Mediterrancau Force, and these Battalions left on 
tljc Slst May and 1st June respeotitely. 

Consequent on the above changes and reductions certain modifications in organisation 
became necessary, and were carried into effect during the month. It was decided abolish 
the divisional organisation of the 10th and 11th Divisions and to include tho whole of the 
forces in the Canal zone in one command, witli a Headquarter Staff .approximating to that 
of a division. These changes were brought into effect from the 1st June. 

12 . Daring the month of Juno there was little change in the situation. 

Early in the month the 9th Bhopal Infantry and 12.5tli B.ifle8 arrived from Franco and 
were taken on the strength of the Canal Defence Force in replacement of the l-.'»th and 
'J.lUth Gurkha Rifles. 

On tho 11th and l'2th live Turkish deserters arrived at El Shatt saying that they had 
deserted from a force of some 300 men who had reached the vicinity of Mabeiuk with a view 
to attacking the Canal. A column was' at once organised at Kubri to deal with the threat, 
but nothing materialised, the enemy withdrawing to Nokhl. 

A party of somewhat similar strength was located by an aeroplane near Katia about the 
middle of the month, but rotiied on El Arish without undertaking any offensive. 

On the 30th of the month the British s. s. “ Tcrosias " struck a mine laid in the Naval 
Section of the Canal Defences, near the South end of tho Little Bitter Lake. From iiivcstL 
gatioiiB it appeared that .a party had reached the East bank of tho lake, waded out to the 
main channel, and succeeded iu evading the naval lannches which pati^ this section and in 
placing a mine. Thanks to the skillul handling of the ship ii^jd th<^ronipt action of the 
Canal Company's officials, the accidtent only blocked the Canal for I t hours, and the ship, 
though seriously damaged, has since been towed into Alexandria for repair. 

13. During July nothing of any note occurred. On two occasions, owing to the roported 
presence of Turkish patrols in the neighbourhood of Katia, a small column was moved out 
from No. Ill Section to engage or eut them off should they approach the Cana! ; but on each 
occasion the hostile party retired without touch having been obtained. The extreme heat in 
the desert made military operations very diffioult, and praotioally oonAricd all movements to 
the night time. 

On the 8th July orders were received for two batteries K. H. A. (T.F.) and one infantry 
brigade to proceed urgently to Aden, and accordingly ‘‘ B " Battery, II. A. C., the Berkshire 
Battery, R. H. A. (T.F.), and the 28th (T. P.) Brigade (51st, 53id Sikhs, 5tith Rifle.s and 
62 nd Punjabis) left Suez on the 12th and following days. 

The Artillery were replaced by tho l-16(h and 1-17th Batteries, E. Lanes. R.F'',A. (T.F.), 
while tho Derbyshire Yeomanry (dismounted) were also sent to the Canal Zone. 

14. From the foregoing it will be seen that no fighting of any importance has taken 
place during the past six months, and it appears evident that, owing to the lack of water, 
climatic conditions and inability to prosecute campaigns on so many fronts, the Turks will 
be nn.'ible to undertake serious operations in this region till the cold weather arrives and a 
considerable change in the strategical situation takes place. 

At the same time there is no doubt of their intention to detain as many of our troops as 
possible on the defence of the Canal by attempts to endanger navigation, and, if possible, to 
block the Canal by sinking a^ship in tho fairway. Consequently the chief danger that has had 
to be guarded against, since the main attack in February, has been that of minclaying in the 
Canal; and, to meet this danger, it has been necessary to employ a large number of men on 
night patrol duty, especially alo«g the east bank. Up to date, however, except during the 
actual attack, traffic has continued practically as in limes of peace. 

15. During the period under review the morale and, with certain exoeptions, tho health 
of the troops has been well maintained. During March an outbreak of dysentery oocurrad in 
one battalion, while ono or two others wore less serionsly affected. A great improvement 
hiU, however, taken place latelyi and the health of tlie Force may now be taken as normal for 
the conditions under which it is serving. 

When it became apparent that a largo force would have to be kept on the Canal daring 
the hot weather, a scheme for providing shelter against the sun was initiated and efficiently 
carried out. It has proved of great value, especially iu the case of the British mounted 
troops.

DESPATCH No. III. 

Army Headquarters, Cairo, 

1st March 1016. 

Mt Lonn,—I have the honour to rubmit title report on Military Affairs in the Egyptiart 
Command since the Turks attacked the Suez Canal in February 1915, which attack was made 
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the Rubjcct of a separate Despatoh. 1 feel it mj duty to make this report because so much of 
the arduous work done in E^ypt by the Force under luy Command, with the cordial asaietanoc 
of the Egyptian Government, was in connection with the operations of the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force in the Dardanelles. 

So far as 1 am aware, no detailed mention of the servie-ivs performed has been made in any 
other Despatch. 

The entire resources of .Egypt, Military and Civil, were unstintingly given to further the 
necessities of that expedition. 

The operations in the Gallipoli Peninsula ly threatening Constantinople drevv olV the hulk 
of the Turkish forces belonging to Djemal Pasha's command, which had already boon beaten 
back from the vicinity of the Suez Canal. It was therefore possible, whiLst retaining just 
sufilcient force to safeguard the Canal, to move troops to other theatres where their proseiiee 
was,most required. But throughout the summer and autumn of 11)15, my piiucij)al cause of 
anxiety was the possibility of trouble on the Western Frontier, which might lead to serious 
religions and internal disorder.^. The attitude of Sayod Ahmed the Senussi was becoming 
more and more truculent notwithstanding iny efforts to preserve peaceful relations ; everything 
possible was done t» avoid hostilities, and they were avoided until late in the year, wlicn 
hostile sets on his part led to the withdrawal of the J5gyptian Frontier post at Solium and 
sub.sequont upeiations. 

Sites Canal Zone. 

The duty of guarding the Suez Canal was allotted to the Indian Expeditionary Force “ K ” 
under the command of Major-General ^Sir A. Wilson, K.C.B. 

This force was gradually reduced by oalls on it for other theatres ; thus the 29th Brigade 
under Major-General Sir II. Cox, K.C.M.G., C.B., C.S.I., was sent to Gallipoli : subsequently 
the I’uiijabi-Mobammcdan battalions of that brigade were withdrawn from the Peninsula and 
replaced by Gurkha battalions taken from brigades on the Canal ; two double eoinpaiiios of 
Siahs from the Patiala Imi erial Service Begiinent were sent to replace losses in the 15th Sikhs, 
and every British and Indian eiheer who could be spared was sent tr^'place casualties ; the 
noth Brigade under Major-General C J. Melliss, V.C., K.C.B*, was sent to Basra, the 28tli 
Brigade under Major-Geueml Sir I G. Younghushand, K.C.T.E., C.B., was sent first to Aden 
and then to Basrah ; the force Mas farther weakened by the exchange of tired units from the 
Indian diiisir us in France with some of the best battalions on tlis Canal. 

To this force fell the lii esomc and onerous duty throughout the entirs summer of exercising 
ceaseless vigilance over the lOtt miles of Canal front. Great credit is ihrc for the way this 
duty uas preffnned j iiidiffeicut trorjis would have been demoralised. Though small bodies 
, of tlu: enniy were ecnslantly endeavouring, ocoasionully with success, to place mines in the 
( anal or damage flic railway, yet no accident of importance occurred except that one merchant 
shijt, s s. “ Teresias,” stroek a mine She fortunately escaped with but little damage. The 
passage (t the Cai al was intcrnipted on this one cceabion for only a few hours. 

A little aft.xir, creditable to the Imperial Service Troops engaged, occurred on the 2,8id 
November, when a sqn.'ulron of the Mysore L.mnoi-.s operating 15 miles east of El Kantaru 
came upon a force of 60 or 70 Turks, the advance party r.f a raiding party 200 strong. These 
they purtued for 7 miles, killing seven, capturing 12 and wounding many others. Amongst 
il.e dead was a Bedouin leader named Ki/.kalla Salim, who was responsible for most of the raids 
on the Canal; since his death they entirely ceased. 

Part of Both Squadron Boyal Flying Corps, under the oomraand of Brevet Major S. I). 
Massy, I. A., with Headquarters at Ismuiiia, carried out daily reconiiaissanocs without a singhi 
important accident. 

The French Naval Seaplane detachment, with Headquarters at Port Said, under the 
command of Capitaine de Vaisseau de I’Escaillc, whose services were placed at my disposal for 
Intelligence purposes, was continually employed in reconnoitring the Syrian and Anatolian (hiast 
from the requisitioned vessels “Raven'' and “Anne". The results of their work were 
invaluable. The “ Anne ” was torpedoed near Smyrna during an armistice while employed by 
the Koyal Navy, hut was fortunately able to reach Mudros, where she was patched up and 
returned to Port Said. I cannot speak too highly of the work of the seaplane detachment. 
Lengthy land flights are extremely dftngerons, ;j et nothing ever stoppotl these gvillanl French 
aviatui> from any enterprise. 1 regret the loss of two of those planes whilst making danger- 
one land flights over Southern Syria. 

I would be failing in my duty were 1 not to bring to Your Lordsbip's notice the valuable 
and whole-hearted assistance always readily given by the Count de Sorionne and his able 
assistants of the Suez Canal Company. The whole of the resources of this Company were put 
unreservedly at my dis}x]sal. 

It is perhaps needless for mo to report that His Majesty’sRoyalNavy, under Vice-Admiral 
Sir B. Peirse, K. C. B., Commander-in-Chief, East Indies, were always ready and anxious to 
help and facilitate the duly of protecting the Canal and advising in aiw enterprise that needed 
Naval assistance. I'o the Navy fell the duty of guarding the Bitter Lakes. 
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To tlie Vice-Admiral Commanding tbe French Syrian Squadron I am especially indebted, 
in that he and the OfTioera and ahipe under his oommand maintained a constant watch through¬ 
out ('ll the Syrian and Anatolian Coasts. They supplied me with the fullest information of 
enemv movements that it was possible to obtain by means of agents, etc. I had only to express 
a wish and it was at once carried out. 

1 now submit my report as follows 

OPERATIONS ON THE WESTERN FRONT TO Slsi JANUARY, 1916. 

Outbreak of Hostilities on the Western Front, 

Early in November, daring my temporary absence from Egypt to meet your Lordship at 
Mudros, tho situation on the Western Frontier, which, as your Lordship is aware, had for some 
months been a subject for anxiety, liecame suddenly acute, and a series of acts of hostility 
committed against our frontier posts at Solium and Barrani made Hnal rupture with the Senussi 
inevitable. 

As early as May, 1915. signs were apparent that the steadily increasing pressure brought 
to bear upon the Senussi by the Turkish party in Tripoli, under tho leadership of Nurt Boy, a 
half-brother of Enver Pasha, was beginning to take etfect. 

For some time, even after the outbreak of hostilities between Great Britain and Turkey 
in 1914, the antt-British influence of this party was not strongly felt, and the attitude of the 
Senussi towards Egypt remained friendly. It was not until the advent of Gaafer, a German¬ 
ised Turk of coDsidprahle ability, who arrived in Tripoli in April, 1915, with a considerable 
supply of arms and .noney, that this attitude underwent a change. 

From that moment it became evident that the Turkish influence was gaining weight, and 
it was only by means of great forbearance, and by tactful handling of a delicate situation by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Snow, commanding the Wratern Desert, that a rupture was so I nig 
deferred. 

The first incident^'importance occurred on August IGtb, 1915, when two British sub¬ 
marines, sbeltering from the weather near Ras Lick, on the coast of Cyreniiioa, were treacher¬ 
ously fired upon by Arabs under the leadership of a white offieer, casualties being suffered on 
either side. 

The incident was, however, closed by the acceptance of the Senussi's profound apologies 
and of his assurances that the act had been committed in ignorance that the submarines were 
British. 

A period of quiet followed, but at tho beginning of November a series of events occurred 
which plaoetl beyond all doubt the insincerity of the Senussi'i continued assurances of friendship. 

In the first week of that month (NToveraber) tho crews of H.M.S. " Tar<iand of 
H.M.T. “ Moorina,’' torpedoed by enemy submarines on the 51h and 7th respectively, were, 
on landing in Cyrenaiea, captured and held prisoners by the .Senussi, who, in reply to strong 
representations for their immediate release, merely feigned ignorance of the-se occurrences, 
which he pretended to discredit. 

Even then a last effort was made to preserve peace, and Sayed Mohamed el Idris was sent 
to arrange negotiations whereby the Senussi should get rid of hi'! Turkish advisers in return 
for a sum of money. But before .any decision could he reached matters had got beyond control, 
and the negotintions uolIa|>sed On the 9th an Emergency Squadron of the Royal Naval Arm¬ 
oured Gar Division was sent to strengthen the post at Solium, whioli three days earlier had 
been shelled by enemy submarines, the Egyptian Coastguard Cruiser “ Abbas ” being sunk 
at'her moorings, and another, the “ Nur el Bahr, " receiving considerable damage from shell 
lire. 

On the night of the ll-lDth two Egyptian sentries at Solium were rushed by Mohslir.ia 
(Senussi regulars), and were severely bandied and their arms carried off; the following night 
tho camp at Solium was systematically sniped, though no casualties resulted. 

On tlie 17th the Zawia at Sidi Barrani (50 miles oast of Solium) was occupied by a 
force of some 800 Muhafixia, and on the itj;h the Coastguard Barracks at that place were 
twice attacked during the night, one coastguard being killed. 

This was followed on the 20th by an attack on the Coastguard Outpost at Sabil, a small 
post about 00 miles south-east of Solium, though in this case, as at Barrani, the attack 
failed. 

In view of these circumstances there was clearly no alternative but to recognise a state 
of war and to take action acoordingly. 

The events reeoidcd aboyc had caused a spirit of great unrest lo prevail throughout the 
country, and the possibility of internal disturbances was a spuros of greater anxiety than the 
external danger. 
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This unieit was specially evident amongst the Arab population inhabiting the western 
edge of the cultivaiion—amounting in the Behera Province alone to over 120,UOO. 

The religious influenee of the Senussi is great amongst these people, and their natural 
sympathies are inclined towards their brethren in the Western Desert. 

The above conaiderations made it imperative, on the oue band tn keep the sphere of 
hostilities as far as posiiblo to the west of the Delta and, on the other band, to avoid anything 
in the nature of a reverse. 

In pursuance of this policy it was decided to withdraw the Western Frontier posts to 
Morsa Matrub, and to concentrate at that place a force sufTiciunt to deal swiftly with the 
situation ; secure the Alexandria* Dabaa Railway as a secondary line of coiniuunicatiou by 
land with the railhead at Dabaa; to occupy the Wadi Natran and the Fayum as measures of 
preoanlion ; and to watch closely by ounstunt and oarefnl reconnaissance the Oasis of Mogbani. 

This course offerai the following advantages • 

(a) The advance of the enemy would be opposed at the most westerly piint at which a 
suitable harbour could be found, within one night’s journey by sea from Alex¬ 
andria, defensible on the land front. 

(4) The enemy would be met on ground goner.illy practicable to all arms and compara¬ 
tively well supplied with water. 

(t“) The Egyptian Bedouin of the coastal belt east of Matrub would be protected if 
loyal, and coerced if disaffected. 

(d) Native opinion in the Doha would be afieoted favourably by an offen-ive policy. 

(e) As more troops and transport by sea beoame available an opportunity would bo 

afforded of striking at the enemy’s main lines of communioaliuns by means of 
a landing at Solium.

The 2ud Battalion New Zoalund Rifle Brigade, one Company loth Sikhs, a detachment nf 
150 Bikanir Camel Corjw with aij attachel Egyptian Army Machine Gun Section, and one 
armoured train garrisoned by the 1-lOth Gurkha Rifles with two 1:1 pdr. guns of the Egyp¬ 
tian Army Artillery, were despatched on the 2]gt instant to make good the Alexandria-D.ihaii 
Railway and patrol to Mugliara Onsis. 

The 1 1st North Midland Mouniod Brigade, with the Berks Battery Royal Horse 
Artillery, were sent on the 29tb November to preserve ordt-r in the Fayum, and on the same 
date a Squadron of Egyptian Army Cavalry and a dstaelunent of oO Bikanir Camel Corps 
.ocoupied the Wadi Natrun. 

Finally, to provide for possible contingencies among the Arab population of the Western 
Behera Provinces, a Composits Battalion was made up from details of the 29th Division at 
.Alexandria, detachments being despatched to Hosb Isa and Damanbur on December 7th. 

By November 23rd concentration was completed, and on the night of the 23i-d-2ith the 
first detachmants of the 16th Sikhs, under Lieutenant-Colonel J. L. R. Gordon, sailed from 
Alexandria, arriving at Mersa Matruh the following morning. 
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The presence oI enemy submarines neoesBitstcd the sea journey being performed by night 
only. Moreover, the depth of water over the bar in Matrub Harbour limited the ships 
immediately availabh* for transporting troops and snp])Iies to six trawlers and two small Coast* 
guard Cruisers. Four additional small steamers were obtained as soon as possible, and a third 
cruiser was fitted u}) as a hospital ship. 

The mounted troojjs and transport were assembled at railhead at Dabaa, and an advanced 
force WAS sent forward to make good and develop the wells at Abu Gerab, Baggush and 
Jerawla, which constitute the only watering places on the 86 miles of desert which separate 
Dahoa from Mersa Matruh. The oonditieu of the wells at the extreme end of the dry season 
only prmitt(!d of ( wo squadrons being passed across at a time. 

The concentration of the force at Mcrsji Matruh, loss five squadrons left at railhead on 
account of iiiBuflioicucy of water, was completed on December 7th, and on the same date Major- 
Cieuoral Wallace moved his headquarters to Matruh. 

Meanwhile Solium post had been evacuated by sea on the afternoon of the 23rd Novem¬ 
ber, such motor cars of the Royal Naval Armoured Car Squadron as could be rn >vcd having 
been dispatched by land previously. 

In the evacuation it was unfortunately found npce.ssary to disable and abandon three light 
Ford cars and the two Egyptian Army 9 c-m Kruppp gviiis, and to abaodon an outlying post 
of ouc Egyptian officer and fourteen other ranks which failed to reach the beach in time to 
embark, and were made prisoners. 

The garrison of S<dluin—strength, British, five officers and twelve other ranks, Egyptian, 
(wo officers and ninety other ranks—reached Matruh safely on November 24th. 

The evacuation of the posts at Bagbag and Sidi Bariuni was oPl’eeted by land on Novem¬ 
ber 23rd, everything of value being removed, except four light cars at the latter post, which 
wci’e disabled before abandonment. During the march, and after arrival at Mati'uh, a number 
of desertions took jdace among the Egyptian Coastguard Camel Corps These desertions 
amounted in all to twelve native officers, two cadets, and 120 other ranks, the deserters taking 
with them their arros,^.*quipment, and 176 camels. 

A detaikxl distribution of the Western Frontier Force on the 10th December, and of 
troops garrisoning districts in the West of Egypt, in which the population was m,ainly Arab, 
and therefore likely to be affected by the invasion, is given in Appendix A ” (not printed). 

It must, lie acknowledged that this force, although the best available in Egypt at the 
moment, was by no means well adapted for the task which lay before it. Regiments and 
Stafis had been somewhat lia>tily colleoted, and were not well known to one another. The 
Composite Yeoinaury Brigade, to give an instance, cnntaiut'd men from twenty or more differ¬ 
ent regiments. Before a really efficient fighting force could bo colleoted much rearrangement 
was necessary, with the result that the composition was constantly changing ; and it was, in 
fact, nof. uutil the middle of February that the conditions of the Western Frontier Force could 
be considered really satisfactory. 

Moreover, the lack of sufficient and suitable transport made it ncces-ary for General 
Wallace to withdraw his troops to Matruh after each engagement. 

I mention these facts because it should be realised that General Wallace had to overcome 
many difficulties beyond those caused by the enemy. 

On the 11th DoioinVer tlic undermentioned force moved out from Mersa Matruh, with 
orders to disperse a hostile gathering reported in the neighbourhood of Beit Hussein and Ras 
Um Rakhum, and to reconnoitre towards Unjeila :— 

Commander, Lieut.-Colonel .1. L. R. Gordon, loth Sikba (350 men). 

2nd Composite Yeomauri Regiment (three squadrons with three machine-guns). 

One section Nottinghamshire Battery, Royal Horse Artillery (Territorial Force). 

Detachment Royal Naval Armoured Car Division (six armoured cars, one wireless 
ear). ‘ 

One section South Midland Field Ambnlauce. Royal Army Medical Corps (Territorial 
Force). 

Marching at 7 a.m., the force moved westwards by the Coast road, and on’reaching Wadi 
Senaab tbc Cavalry, pushed forward in advance of the column, became engaged with the enemy 
holding the southern side of the Wadi in oonsiderahle strength. 

Owing to the bad going marching was diffic ult, and the infantry were unable to co-ope¬ 
rate, but, on tbc arrival of a reinforcement of a squadron of Australian Light Horse in the 
afternoon, the enemy were finally driven out of the Wadi with lose estimate at not less than 
100 killed and wounded- 

Our casualties on this day were one officer and thirteen other ranks killed, and two officers 
and sixteen other ranks wounded. Among the former I regret to report the death of 
Lieutcnaut-Colouol Snow, killed late in the day by an Arab whom he was endeavouring 
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to persuade to surrender. In the death of this oxporienoed oflloer the force saf(aru)J a heavy- 
loss. 

Id the action valuable assistance was rendered by the armonrod cats of the Royal Naval 
Armoured Car Division. After dark the column concentrated at Um Rakhum, where the 
night was spent. On the 12th, owing to the &tigue of the Yeomanry horses, nothing further 
was attempted than the clearing up of the Wadi Sbaifa, which result^ in the capture of some 
twcoty-fiva prisoners and a number of camels and cattle abandoned by the ouemy in hia 
retreat. 

Meanwhile air reconnaissance disclosed the presence of thn enemy in some force at lias 
Manaa, about thirteen miles west of Um Rakhum. 

The column was accordingly reinforced by two companies of the l-6th Royal Soots from 
Matrub, and or<hva were issued for an advanoe on Rae Mapaa on the following day. 

On the 13tb the column moved at 8 a.m. in the direotion of Beit Husaain, but on crossing 
Wadi fihaifa hecame engaged with the enemy, and a sharp and somewhat critical action deve¬ 
loped. 

The enemy, estimated at abont 1,200 with two guns and machine 'guns, attacked with 
considerable vigour, but after a critical period the arrival of reinforcements (two guns Notts 
Royal Horse Artillery and two squadrons Australian Light Horse) from Matrnh, turned 
the asale in our favour, and the enemy were driven back about a mile with heavy loss, though 
dsrk put an end to farther pursuit. 

The column retired for the night to Um Bakhnm, and the following morning returned to 
Matrnh. 

Our casnaltiee in this operation amounted to nine rank and file killed and sis officers and 
bo other ranks wounded. The enemy's losses, on the other hand, ae estimated from observation 
and con firmed by subsequent reports, must have reached a total of at least 260, of whom about 
180 killed; 

On thn night of the 14-lfith December the posts attho wells of AJju Ge^b, Baggush and 
Gorawla wore withdrawn owing to their, somewhat dangerous isolation, this operation bcitig 
carried out without incident. 

From the 15th to the 23rd no operation of importance was undertaken, the period being 
devoted to the further organizing and strengthening of the force at Matrub. 

The experience of the operations of the 11th and 13th December had clearly shown that 
to obtain a rapid and decisive result more strength was necessary. 

During the third week of December, therefore, the force at Matrub was ruinforoed hy 
the 1st Battalion, New Zealand Rifle Brigade, two Naval 4.in. guns and " A " Battery, Hon- 
ouralilc Artillery Company (2nd Mounted Division), while shortly aftnrwanlH the 161st 
Brigade (54th Division) relieved the 2nd New Zealand Kille Battalion on the lines of enm- 
municatiun, the latter being withdrawn to Alexandria. 

In the meantime the enemy was concentrating in the neighbourhood of Ocbel Medwa, 
about eight milos south-west of Matrnh, and by December 24th his strength at that place 
was estimated from air reconnaissance and other sources to have reached about 6,000 men, of 
svhom more than half were Mabalizia or regular soldiers, with four guns and some machine 
guns, the whole under the command of Gaafer.

Against this concentration', on December 23th, force detailed above, with M^jor- 
General Wallace*personally in command, moved out from Matruh, General Wallace's plan 
was to divide hie force into two columns 

(») The right column, under the comtuaud of the Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon, ISth 
Sikhs, and comprising the bulk of the lo&otry, with the Bucks Hussars and 
a section of Royal Horse Artillery, to advance directly on Oebsl Medwa. 

(si) The left column, under Brigadier-General Tyndale Bisooe, inoluding the remainder 
of the mounted troupe and Horse Artillery, to make a wide detour southward 
round the right dank of the enemy to deny his retreat to the west. 

II. M. S. " Clematis " to assist as occasion offered with gun fire from the sea. 

Both columns moved before daylight, and by 7’30 the Cavalry had cleared the Wad 
Toweiwa, about seven miles due south of Matruh. 

Meanwhile the right column followed the Khedivial Motor Road westward, until, at 6-30 
a.iQ., the advance guard came suddenly under 6rc from artillery and machine, guns from the 
south-west. The enemy were scon driven off, and by 7-15 a.m. the main body had crossed 
the Wadi Rami and could sec the enemy occupying an escarpment about oce mile south of 
Geliel Medwa. 

At 7-30 a.m., the 15th Sikhs were ordered to attack the enemy from bis right flank, the 
Bucks HussarQi'ind 2-8th MiJiileses to co-operate bv a containing attack along his front, 
to bo delivered simultLneously with the attack of the Sikhs. 

The I5th Sikhs accordingly deployed west of the road and oommenced their advance, 
despatching one company to occupy Gehel Medwa io order to secure their right. At the 
same time, the Bucks Hussars moved forward, while the Middlesex Battalion, keeping to the 
iiurth-east of Gebel Medwa, sent a company to relievo that of the 15th Sikhs occupying tlio 
hill, which thereupon rejoined the battalion. 

The section Notts Royal Horse Artillery, which came into action on the high ground 
iiCar the road 2,000 yards east of Gehcl Medwa, quickly silenced the enemy's artillery, therein 
greatly assisting the advance of the inl'uiitry, and at 7-i5 a.m. H.M. S. "Clematis" opened 
an accurate and useful fire at a range ol about 10,000 yards. 

By 9-30 a.m., the Sikhs, reinforced by two companies of the 1st Mew Zealand Rifle Brigade 
(from the Keferve), were still meeting with considerable opposition, and shortly before 10 
o’clock a third company of New Zealanders was ordered up to prolong their line to the loft and 
to clear a Nullah running parallel to the line of advance from which the Bikhs were suffering 
Casualties. ^ 

Betofo this company omld reach its position orcst in front of the Sikhs was carried and 
thiit balnalioM svilh the two New Zealand companies on the right, pushed rapidly forward, 
driving the eJemy into caves end small gullies, all of which had in turn to be cleared. 

At 11 a m., the western edge of the plateau was reached, and the left column could then be 
seen O'lcr Uin;-about two miles to the soulh-west. Signal oommunicatioh was opened, and 
thc lt/i colmni), which had been a good deal delayed by some hostile mounted troops, then 
ehunged directi m n..'rtii-e.ist, and subsequently north, along the Wadi Majid where it again 
became engaged. 

By 3-15 p.m., the Nullahs at the hesd of the Wadi Majid had bsen thoroughly cleared 
and after an hour and a half sharp fighting the Wadi was in our peseesstun—over 100 dead 
.it prisoners, 80 camels, and much live stock, as well as 30,000 rounds of email arm ammuni¬ 
tion and three boxes of gun ammunition, falling into our bands. At 4 p.m., the Cavalry 
Column j< in«d no with the left of the 16th Sikhs, having finally driven off the enemy, with 
whom they had, been engaged since 2 o'clock. 

Unfortunately the remnants of the enemy had already made good their escape westwards 
along the sea shore, and the approach of dat^ess preoludsid the possibilitf of further pursuit. 

.\fi,er nightfall the Cavalry rotorned to Matruh, the Infantry bivouacking for the night 
at Gebel Mc-dwa and returning to Matruh the following morning. 

Out casiuihior! during the day, whioh amounted in all to 14 rank and file killed and 
3 ofneer* and .1.7 other i-aulis wounded, wtre very light in comparison with those of the enemy 
of whom over oUl d iiul and 33 prisoners were iicoounted for. apart from the wounded— 
probably a eon.-idorub!« number—whom they were able to get away. Amongst the booty were 
the office atd personal efieels of the enemy’s o- mmauder, Gaafer, abandoned by him in bis 
flight, 
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Tbe energy, resolution, and initiative displayed by Lieuteuaiit>Co]onel Gordon throughout 
this operation is drserviug of the highest praissj and in his ditBcult task he was magnihcently 
backed up by his own regiment, tbe I6th Sikhs, temporarily oommanded by Major Evans, and 
by the Ist &ttalion, New Zealand Rifle Brigade, under Major Austen. 

The inunediaie result ot tbe action was the retirement of the Sunussi with his StaS and 
the remains of hie force to Unjeila and Bir Tunis- 

' General Wallace was now free to deal with the situation between Matruh and Dabaa, and 
to this end, on 28th Ueoemlwr, a"small column, under the command ot •BrigaUiur-Genoral the 
East of Lacan, was despatched from Mersa Matruh to Jerwala. Several enemy enuamp- 
ments were visited, but no resistance was eneoantered, and on the.3Utb the colnmu returned to 
Matruh, having destroyed some eighty tents and largo quantities of grain, and bringing in 
nearly 100 camels and 500 sheep. 

During the early days of January the weather made aotive operations impossible. 

On the let of the month a collection of eighty tents was reported by aeroplane at 
Gohel Howimil, and a oolumn was formed to olear up the situation in that neighbourhriod. 

' On tbe 2ad, however, torrential rain fell, which continusd, with rare breaks, almost inuessantly 
•for a week, the country becoming a sea of mud, so that the start of the column was postponed 
from day to day. Finally, on tbe evening of 9th January, the weather cleared, and by the 
12tli tlie roads were suflloiently passable to warrant a start being made. 

On tbe 13th the column reached Baggush, and on the llith tbe march was continued to 
Gebcl Howimil, where several small camps wore destroyed, a quantity of stores burnt, and some 
camels and live stock taken ; nowhere was opposition enooitutored. The column rclnrnod 
the same evening to Baggush, having covered duriug the day close upon fifty miles. 

Undercover of this operation the damaged telegraph lino between Matruh and Dabaa wa^ 
suacessfally restored by the Royal Naval Armoured Car Division, and by the evening ui^ 
the 14th communicatioa was restored. 

On 15tb January the section Honourable Artillery Comnany and two squadrons Austra¬ 
lian Light Horse left tho column for Dabaa, the remainder ot tl^ force returning to Rir 
GeravvS, and tbe following day to Matruh, Marching tUi%ughoat had been very difficult 
and tedious owing to the deep going and swampy condition of the ground. 

On 19tU January, aerial reconnaissance discovered the presence of a oonsiderablo force of 
tho enemy at Hazaliu, twenty-five miles south-west of Matruh, the camp comprising at least 
100 European and 250 Bedouin tents, including that of tbo Grand Sonussi, which was reeog- 
nised by the Captain Royle, tbe observer. 

In view of the estimated strongth of the enemy, General Wallace decided, before striking, 
to await tbe arrival of a roinforcemont of one battalion of the South African Infantry Brigade, 
tbeu under orders to sail from Aloxaiidria. This battalion reached Mersa JMutruh on the 20th 
and 2l8t, and on 22iid Januiiry, oir reports showing that the enemy’s iiosition at Jlazaliu was 
unchanged, the force shown below set out with General Wallace in oomni.and, reaching Bir 
Sbolu (16 miles) after dark, whoro troops bivouacked for f ho night-

Reservo.—Two Troops Yeomanry, l-6th Battalion, Royal Scots (less half Battalion) 
and S.A^., moved half a mile in rear of the Right Column. The train, with 
lialf BatMlion, ^8th Middlesex Regiment, remained parked at Bir Sbola. 

At 8-30 a.m., when the Right Column were about 7 miles from Bir Shola, the Left 
Column reported that the enemy could he seen about 2 miles ahead of their advanced Squadron, 
and shortly afterwards the latter (Australian Light Horse) became engaged The Bucks. 
Hussars and H A.C. were immediately tent forward in support, and simultaneously Colonel 
Gordon’s Column pushed on in attack formation, tho 15th Sikhs leading. 

Relieved hy the advance of the Infantry, the mounted troops pressed on, endeavouring 
to work round the enemy’s right, and at the same time covering the loft flank of Colonel 
Gordon’s attack. Tho latter, spread over a front of nearly a mile and half, led across ground 
absolutely destitute of cover, while mirage in the early stages made it impossible for a consi¬ 
derable time to locate the enemy’s jxwitior.s. During this advance the Infantry suffered some¬ 
what severely from artillery and machine guns, the enemy's Are being both rapid and accurate. 
Nevertheless, tho enemy was gradually pressed buck, but his retirement of nearly S miles on 
to his main pr sitioni was ounduuted with great skill, denying all our efforts to come to close 
quarters. 

By 3-45 p m., the Sikhs and South Africans, with part of the New Zealand Battalion, 
on the left of the Sikhs, had reached the enemy’s main line. But in the meaDtjjpie the flanks 
had not made equal {trogress. and bodies of the enemy were working round both north and 
south, the line gradually forming the ara of a semi-oirolo. * t 

Soon after 1 p.m., so great was the activity of one of those detachments on our right, or 
northern flank, that the reserve Battalion (I-6th Royal Scots) bad to be put in to restore the 
situation, hut by 2-,H0 p.m., all danger from that quarter was past. On tho extreme left, 
hmvcver, by 3-30 p.m , the Cavalry of the Loft Column had been forced to give some gronnd, 
and with the H.A.C, guns were occupying a position nearly 1,000 yards in rear of the Field 
.Ambulance. ■ 

Colonel Gordon was Called upon to detach S companies of New Zealanders to assist tho 
Cavalry, wlio were being pressed. With this reinforcement the threat against our left rear 
was Anally repulsed and the enemy driven off. 

In the meantime the main attack by Colonel Gordon’s Column bad progressed satisfoc- 
torily. By 3 p.m. the enemy had been driven from his positions, and shortly afterwards his 
camp was oocupied and burnt, the work of destiraotion being completed by 4rS0 p m. 

As darkness was approaching, and the exhaustion of the cavalry hones forbade pursuit, 
General Wallace decided to bivouao tho force about 2 miles east of the captured positiou, where 
tile Field Ambulance had boou placed, and wiienoe it oouldmot be moved owing to the deep 
inud. Throughout the day this factor—of mud—had played an important and unfortunate 
part. The whole eonntiy bad beea converted by the ^normal rains into a quagmire, which 
inid hompeied the op'imtiODS of the mounted troopay preventing their foil co-operation with tho 
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Infantry. Owing to the mod, <^in, (lie Infantty were deprived of the Bupmrt of the Royal 
Naval Armoured Car Divisiao, intended to cO'Operate against the enemy’s left flank, a loss 
seriously felt daring the day. 

The troops sp^nt the night in considerable ditoomfort, as the train vras nnable to proeoed 
further than about 3 miios west of Bir Shols; neitbcr supplies nor blankets could be brought 
up, and the night was inteneely wet and obtd. The enemy showed no ihcliuation to renew 
operations, and at 3>30 a.m. on the 24th the force started for Bir Sbola. 

.. The march to Bir Sbola, through deep mud, proved an arduous undertaking, all vebieles 
having to be drawn ^ hand, but, above all, the transport of the-wounded presented the 
greatest diSloulty. Tbo.e unable to ride had to be carried on stretchers a severe strain upon 
the tn ops, tired and thirsty after a cold and sleepless night. Eventually, however, the train 
was met where it had parked, about three m'les west of Bir Shola, and the infantry woru 
relieved of their burden, the force reaching bivonac at Bir Shola at about 5 p.m. 

On the 2Stb the weather cleared and the troops marched back in good spirits to Mersa 
Mstrub, the whole column getting in by 4-80 p.m. 

Our caf’ualtks in the action of the 2Std were unforlunately heavy, as the flgurcs show

Nevertheless those of tils'eneary must have been far lieavier, and, olthongb ditfieult 
gauge attouiately, a conservative estimate based on obs|.'rTation and on reports of prisoners 
places Lis losses at not less than 200 killed and 500 wounded. « ^ 

In this action the enemy reouived a very severe hl"W, and, if deserters are to ho believed, 
the effect of this roveisc, following upon that at tiebel .Viedwa on Decombor 26tfa, has gone 
far to discour.>ge the SenusKi and to shake the faith of his followurs in the cause. 

It was nnf'irtunste that in this, as in previous actions, it was impossible fur the infantry 
to pursue their succe-s to the full, owing to the intense diflieultits of tn'Usjiort experionco l on 
everv oeoasion. With greater mobility, allowing of an active pursuit, purtictilurly after t.he 
aciiuii on Chrl'-tmas Day, the success obtained would undoubtedly have been far more coo'- 
plcto, aod would have contri) uted largely to a more speedy tcrmiiiatiou of the oninpaign. 

In the success attained on the 2.‘’rd special praise is due to the loading of Col'nel Gordon, 
who commanded the main attack, and to the gallantry of the Sikhs, the South Africans ami 
the New Zealanders, who b ught with invincible dash and reR.'lution throughout the day. 

It was at this stage of the campaign that General Wallace felt himeelt obliged, owing ti 
age, to lender his resignation of the command whieh he had held with unvarying suecess for 
the past three months. 

1 bad decided that tlie time had now come to nndcitako the renceu] ati. n of Solium, and 
as General Wiiliaeoconsidend that theuperatione involved a physical t-train which would he 
b>.}ondhis lowers, I appointed M.ijor-Geueral W. E Peyton, C H,, C.V.O , D.S.O., in hi» 
place 

By this time the force was thoroughly well adaptoil and equippwl for its work. The hes 
of the 15tH .Sikhs, ordered to India, was severe, but it and the i\<nv Z -alantl Jlattalion had 
been replaced by the South African Brir-ade. The C.>iii|JOjite Yoouiaury llngaile hail vaui^n d, 
and its place had been taken by tbo 2nd Mounteil Brigade. I wo seel ions of I long Kong nml 
Singapore Mountain Battery had joined, and with the nooe^sary sorvieos this little foice ntn 
complete in every respei't Ic'fd Iiuean's Comp'isite Brigade ot three Tciritori.d regiments was 
almost all tliat remained of the original command. 

In c oring this account of tbo operations on tlie western fr uitier iip to the and of Janii.-ny, 

1 wish again to emphasise the unvarying and wliolo-ho.irte'l aopp ,rt ueconled tlirongii- 
out by the Royal Navy. In the oneious'aiid olti-n diflicult Usk of trausportiug troops and 
mati-rml by sea to Metsa Matruh, and in the active eo-opera-ion of UM S. “Clematis,” 
wliieh by her vigilant patrolling of the coast considerably lightened the bntden of the troops, 
and by her effective gonnety mateiiaUy assisted in the operations in Decemlier; tlio aBsisiancu 
and ti e aoppert of the Navy has been from start to linish as ungrudging as effective. 

Tbo Western Frontier Force also owes much to the Royal Flying Corps, whose work wi?, 
as alwavs, of a high order. Special mention should be made of a (light Ijy Lioutonant Va., 
Rynoveld lo Qaiat, by Lieotensnt Tipton from the Payum to Mogb8ia, and tegular (lights to¬ 
la 
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Baharia. The dialattces oovered were very great, and flighta of 200 mile* have become quite 
eommon. 

I de^ire to place on record my high appnsoiatlon of the invaluable cooperation of all De> 
partmeots of the Egyptian Government. 

My relations with Hi* Highness The Snitan and bis Minister* have been moat clme and 
enrilial. and their influence has set a tone which has been followed by the better-class Bgyptian 
throughout the country. 

The intricacies and difBcnlties of martial law in a cosmopolitan country such as Egypt 
have been made comparatively easy by the advice and assistance of the arlvisers to the Ministry 
of Finance and Ipterior.

Ki.C.M.G., Mr. Burnett-Stuart, of the 
Ministry of the In'erior, and Mr. Ward Boys, of the Ministry of Finance, my thanhs are 
especially das. 1 am also greatly indebted to Colonel Harvey Pasha, C.M.G., and Colonel 
Hopicinson Pasha, C.M.O., the Commandants of the Cairo and Alexandria Foli>« respeotively, 
for ilieir strenuous and difficult work in keepitig order under most difficult circumstances in 
these large cities, and who, in addition to their oivil duties, have taken on that of Provost- 
Marshals at my speoial request. 

In fact, every branch of the Egyptian Government has been used to the uttermost with 
their whole and ungrudging consent. Consequently the resouroes of Egypt have been probed 
and developed with a result which has surprised even those who kuL'W them b°8t, and I have 
not only been able to carry on the administration of my command, but also to assist materially 
the inteicsts of the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force whisb were centred bore, and to ad¬ 
minister Martiid Law without inconvenienoe and with a staff soarcely larger than that of the 
email garrison maintained here before the war. 

1 therefore desire to bring to Your Lordship’s notice for favourable consideration the 
names of those officials of tho Egyptian Government whom 1 have mentioned. 

In conclusion 1 wish to express my gratitude for the assistance and advice of His Britan¬ 
nic Majesty’s High Commissioner, Sir JI- ManMahon, G.C.V.O., etc., and to bring to your 
notice tho valuable '^ k and assistance of Major-General H. £. Stanton, Brigad.er Gcneral 
in charge of Administration, and Brigadier-General N. Malcolm, Brigadier, General Staff.

The present Peapateh deaoribes the operations under Major-Qeneral W. E. Peyton, 

C.B., C.y.O., D.S.O., for the re-oconpaiion of Solium. I also venture to submit herewith, 
for Your Lordship's favourable oonaideration, the names of those officers, non-commissioned and 
men, who have especially distiognished tbemaelvea during the period covered by this 
despatah.

My last Despatch ended with the eneoesefnl engagement at Haealin*, and General 
Wallace’s resignation of the command of the Western Frontier Force, on ground! which have 
already been explained. 

General Peyton's aaeumption of command ott the 9th February praotioatly ooinoided vrith 
the final reorganisation of-the force, and the |>rovMioD of suffiemt camel transport to rsnder 
the colamn Completely mobile. Henceforth it was possiMe to follow np any success, instead 
of having to return to Matruh after each engagement. This meant that the re-oocii^tion 
of Solium, which had already raoeived War Office sanction, waa sow a possibility, and 
- preporationa were pnehed on as rapidly aa posnble.

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Information from various sources was to the effect that the uiain hoetile foioe, with 
certain roini'orcoments, was in the neif^obnurhood of Harrani. and that another smaller bod)r 
was in thu Camp at Solium. It was clear that if the country was to be pacified these forces 
must be beaten. Two courses were open to me 

(/) To attack at Barrani, and simultaneously to land a force at Sollnm by sea. 

(»t) To move by land, to supply the foree by sea at Barrani, and to- arrange for naval 
co-operation at any point which might be necessary. 

The Nary were, as always, prepared to give me every assistance in whiohevrr cmrse .1 
might doiide to adopt. 

On the one hand, Solium Bay iseomph-toly commanded by enoiroling , heights' and, as it 
would be iieeossary to remove the mines which had been laid at the entrance, surprise would 
be impoHsililo. On the other band, the country between Barrani and Solium was known to be 
ulmost devoid of water, and the phyMcal ditfienlties to he overcome would certainly be great. 

After visiting Mstruh, and g ing into the question on the spot with General Wallace, who- 
had not yet left, and with Commander Eyres Mansell, Royal Navy, I decided to utilise the land 
route only ; supplies to be put by sea into Barrani and Solium as so m as possible after their 
rc-oce.upalion by us. 

These were my instructions to General Peyton when be left Cairo to take o-ver com- 
mniid. As yon are already aware, he carried them out, with the assistance of the Navy, to- 
my eumplele satisfaction. - 

Jn>t as the pre])aTalinnsfnr the advance were approaching completion, news was received 
that a hostile force had oecu|ned the Baharia Oasis on the llth February. This oa^is lies 
SOO miles south-west of Cairo and about lOO miles from the .rich and thickly populateil 
districts of Fat um and Mioia. The strength of this foree, which wag discovered by an air 
reooniinissiince on tt:o day of its arrival, was siiid to be about SOO men ; it was increased on 
the following cay to about 1.000. Fmther reiuf'rcoments are known to have arrived from 
t he west, and the more southerly oases of Farafra and Dakhia had h^th been oooupiod by the 27tli. 
AITrcports are to tlMj^ffeot that an orderly form of Government has been set up—indeed in most 
eases the Egyptian ofuciiils a*e believed to bo carrying on tlioir ordinary duties, but a few 
Copts have been induced to embrace the Moslem faith This moveol the enemy had, of course, 
been foreseen, and I had obtained War Office sanet-ion to organise a command, under 
TMajor-Oenerai J. Adye, C. B , for the dofenee of the southern provinces of Egypt. This 
eoniui-aiul had recently come into being, and General Adye was able to establish bis hesid- 
quarters at Beni Suef and to arrange for a Ihnrongh system of patrols from the Fiiynm to the- 
iieiglibourlii'ixl of Assiut and the south, with a small guard on the important bridge over the 
Nile .at Nag lliimadi. Subsequently, as our Hocisossfiil operations cleared the situation in 
tho north, and the centre of gravity began to shift south-ward, General Adjre was able to 
siTcngtben ana to e.'ctend his defensive lino until, iit the moment of banding over my command 
to Sir A. Miirriiy, his most southerly detachment was Esna. 

Mcaiiwhih-1 had withdrawn the Civil Offic'als from the Kharga Oasis as soon as it wag 
know II that Dakhla was in the enemy’s hands, F had the choice of occupying and protecting 
that oasis or of n itbdrawihg from it everything which would be of value to the enemy, and 
oontenting myself with occiisioiial patrols. The strategical importance of these oases is, of 
course, very obvious, but in view of the uncertainty as to what troops would bo under my 
comniuiul at any inomimt I oonsidored that any enterprise distant from the Nile Valley would 
be out of place, and I restricted General Adye to purely defensive measures, with, howeveis, 
instruetioi'.s Ui preparo n qitiall mobile uolumn with which he ci>uld strike at the enemy should 
he ajijiroacb the cultivation. 

All this time the o.'ises wire kept under constant observation by means of aeroplancv,. 
Very long nights were necoswy, and to rixliioo them us mueh as possible a system of advanced- 
dep6is in the d“''ert was started. Tho credit for originating this system is due to Lieut, 
(now Capfaiii) V.an Bynefeld, 15.F.C., and to Mr. Jennings Bramley, of the Sudan Civil 
Service, and was firi-t pvt into ]>ractico on the occasion of the flight to Qtra mentioned in my 
previous Despatch. , 

Sitch wa-s the situation when 1 handed over my cammnnd on the 19th Alaroh. 

Meanwhile t! 0 preparations for tho advance in the North were steadily proceeding. An • 
advanced depfii w.'s estahlisiiod at Unjoila on tl.e loth February, and, on tho. 80th February,, 
Oencti.l Pey'.ou dc«pitched a force, under Brig.-Gonornl fl. T. Lukin. C.M.G , D.S.Q.t con¬ 
sisting of one sqiindton Boyal Bucks Hussars, Queenls Own- Doresf Yeomanry, Notts Battery,, 
It.11.A., tit Btuth Afi^un Uiigade, less the 2nd and 4th Battalions, a detaohment 1-flth 
Hoyal Scots and two field ambulance#, with orders to establish it-elt at Barranii and thus to 
secure the sooond SI eppiug-stone on the way to Solium. 

On tho following day the hostile forces were located by . air reconnaissance at' Agagia,. 
seme fourteen mills south cast Ilf Barrani. Reports by -.snrrehdored Bedouin confirmed tha ' 
accuracy of this information, and added that both Nuri Bey tnd Gaafer Paaha wnre in the> 
although P^od Ahmed himce'.f had left for Siwa. 
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As Oenersl Psyton oonsidered that the adranoed force wm suffioiontly strong to over* 
throw any opposition whioh it was likely to onoounter ho ordered General Lukin to continue 
his marob and to attack so soon as he was within striking distance of his enemy. 

In'sceordanoe with this order the original Maroh programme was adhered to, and on the 
S4th Fehruary General Lukin camped at the Wadi Maktil. The 25th was to ho a day of 
rest preliminary to a night approach and attaok at dawn on the 26th. However, as on all 
provioas occasions, Gaafer Pasha again showed that he was. by no means disposed passively 
to await attack, and at 5-SO p.m. on the 25th twn Qeld guns and at least one machine gun 
opened dre upon the camp. The action wh oh followed was without importance as the enemy’s 
artillery was soon shoDoed aud the thmatened attaok was repelled with a loss to ourselves of 
one man killed and one wounded. Nevertheless it bad been suffiuient to bring about a change 
in General Lukin's plans, and the night maroh was abandoned in favour of daylight operations, 

A Yeomanry reconnaissance sent out at daydight on the 28th found that the position occu- 
^pied by the enemy on the previous evening had bs«n vacated during the night, but aerial rocon- 
naissanos and oRioers’patrols disoovered him in his old position near Agagia. Having pul- 
lected sufficient information to enable him to form his plans Gonerel Lukin moved out at 
9-.?0 a.m. with his whole force exoept for a small detachment left to guard his camp By 
10>16 a.m the Yeomanry had seized a hillock 4 0i)0 yards nort.Ii of the enemy's position, and 
three quarters of an hour later the attack was developed. In the centre the Srd South Afrioan 
Infantry advanced on a front of about l,70U yards, the Yeommry (less one squadron) nnd two 
armour^ oars operated on the right flank with orders to pursue the moment the enemy should 
break ; on the left was the remaining squadron witu two more armoured cars. The Ist Soutli 
African Infantry and two armoured cars formed the general reserve. 

As the attack developed the enemy opened a fairly heavy fire with rifles and machine 
guns, snd two or three field guns distrihated their fire over the fieM. The 3'rd South African 
Infantry moved forward with admirable steadiness. Then, acting esaotly as on previous occa¬ 
sions, the enemy's infantry moving very rapidly, attempted an outflanking movement against 
General Lukin’s left. This was*met by a company from the reserve s-mt u^n echelon behind 
the threatened flank, and the oonnter-attaok at once faded away. ^ V ‘‘ 

As soon as the danger was over G'enoral Lukin, acting with admirable promptitude, with¬ 
drew his squadron from his left flank and sent it to strengthen his main purauing force on his 
right, and there is little doubt that this quick dwision did much to ensure the sucuess of the 
subsequent operations. As the firing line was now within SOU yards of the position. General 
Lukin threw into the fight the greater portion of his reserves, inoluding his last two armour¬ 
ed cars, and at the same time sent a staff officer to warn Colonel Soutsr, of tlie Dorset 
Yeomanry, to bo ready for his opportunity. In the face of this vigorous action the otie/ny 
was compelled to evaouato his position, and, iu exact accordance with the plans, the fight was 
taken up by the cavalry. The rest of the story may bo told in the words of Coleuol Bouler’s 
report 

" About 1 p.m. I received a message from the G. 0. C. saying that bn wished me to 
pursue and to cut off the enemy if possible. It was my intention to let the, enemy get clear 
of the sandhills, where there might have been wire or tronchos, aud then to attack him in the 
open. T therefore pursued on a line parallel to, and about 1,000 yards west of, the line of 
retreat, attacking with dismounted fire wherever the horses wanted an easy. About 2 pm. 
1 saw for the first time the whole retreating force extend for about a mile with a depth of 
300 to 400 yards. In front were the camels and baggage, escorted by irregulars, with their 
proper fighting force (Muhafizia) and maxims forming their roar an l flank guard. I deoidod 
to attack mounted. Abonl 8 p.m. I dismounted for the last time to give my horses a breather 
and to make a oareful examination of the ground over whioh I waa about to m»ve. By tbls 
time the Dorset Regiment was obmplete, and as the Squadron of the Bucks Yeomanry had 
gone on ahead and oouM n it be found, I attacked with Dorsets alone. The aftack was m.ide 
in two lines, the horses galloping steadily, and well in hand. Throe maxima were brought 
into action against us, but the men were splendidly lad by their squadron and troop leaders, ‘ 
and their behaviour was admirable About SO yards from the position I gave the order tu 
charge, and with one yell the Dorssts hnried themselves upon the enemy, who immeiliatcly 
broke. In the middle of the enemy’s lines my horse was killed under me, and, by a aiirious 
ohanoe, his dying strides brought me to the ground within a few yards of the Senussi General, 
Gaafer Pasha.” 

At this moment Golqnel Souter was alone, except for Lieutenant Blakeley and Yeoman 
Brown, both of the Dorset Yeomanry, who liad also their horses shot under them. Around 
them about 50 fit or lightly wounds enemy, and the situatioo was distinctly threatening 
until the arrival of the machine gnh section decided the issue. G infer Pasha and his 
staff were then esoerted from the field to a place of safety. 

For this happy result great eiedit is dna to Colonel Souter, whose resolntion and ouolnoss 
stood him in great stead at'a Very critioial moment. His name has already been submitted 
to Yonr Lordship for reward.

" It is difficult aooantely to express the effect of this cavalry ehsliffe cn tin fUKWiJ- 
Throuebout the day be had fought with extreme boldness, but when the hones got into him 
he bad only one thought, and that was to get away.” 

The losses in this remarkable exploit were severe, hut they wereJaf.^6^ ^ bcth^be 
and material result achieved. One squadron was delved or all its leaders, tsp.o ^mg killed 
and two having their borees killed under them. Without their offioers’ control the meu earried 
on too far, and it was this.equadron that suffered most of the eaeoaltiee, The enemy's loeeee 
were also heavy, and it is most improbable that anything ^onld have htdaoed them tb stand 
np to well-handled cavolry again. 

This action on the 26th completed the first stage General Eaytoa'i advanee on Ekdhim, 
for Barrani was occupied without further opposition, on the ^ 28.th February. The next etage 
was to b|;ing up the remainder of his force and to put sufficient etorea i^to Earmui to enahlq^ 
the advance lobe continued. Thu was a naval operation, For variona TeM9n.e the. ad^aube^ 
had been begun some days earlier than I had intended or than the Navy had been led ta 
expect. The Anetralian Train, which bad worked epleodidly, was required for duty eleewbere, 
and, although 2,000 transport camels had been provided, we. wore stUI depeudonk upon tbe 
supply ships. Fortunately, these had been provided, and stocked, in amnle time, and Captain 
Burmester, E. N., aud Commander Eyres, Monsell were, in fact, ame. tp pat supplm into 
Barrani about a week earlier than the date originally given to them- . 

The remainder of the South AfHoan Infantry Brigade, and the scooiifi Mounted Br^<Bde> 
together with two aeotions <£ the Hong Kcng and Singapore Mountaia Battery, were aeoord- 
ingly brought from Mearea Matruh, and the whole force was assembled at Barruoi by the Sth 
March. « 

After their defeat 'at Agagia on the 26th February the enemy retreated westwards to¬ 
wards Solium, and the Egyptian Bedouin (Aulnd Ali) begansto desert him in large num- 
bors acd to appeal General Peyton for pardon. A number of prominent Sheikhs came into his 
camp, hut the necessity of pushing on the operations made it impossible to enter into lengthy 
negotiations for tbe moment. Air reconnaissance and native report estahtished the fact that 
the enemy had rencoupied their old camps at Bir Warr and Msead, which had been Sayed 
Ahmed’s headquarters before the opening of hoetiUtiee, and it was possible that reintoreements 
might be coming up from Cyrenaioa. 

From Barrani to Sotlnm two possible routes were open to 6ene»l Peyton. One, following 
the Khedival road along tbe ooast line ; tbe other elimbing on to tbe inland plateau by the 
Nsgb Medean or some other of the various passes, and then following along the higher 
ground towards tbe camp at Msoad. Taotic^ly and strategically the latter ^te was un¬ 
doubtedly to be preferred, eince at Solium tbe escarpment rises eheerly from the shores of the 
bay, and to climb it there in the face of opposition must entail heavy loss of life. As is usqal 
in African oalnpaigoing the water question was as important as either tactios or strategy. 
In this case all information was to the effbet that a good supply oould be found in the 
wells at Angerin, and that there were large cisterns at the Nagb Medean and ^wiat. This 
meant that by careful use of the reserve water park whm had been oiganisod, and by 
moving in two bodies, the whole force could use the inland road by the platan. 

The first column, which comprised all the inhmtry and slow moving tiroops, left Banani 
on.the 9th Maroh, under General Dakin, with orders to secure a feothold on the plateau, 
uriug the Nagb Medean.< The second column, oomprieed of mounted troops, bersee and camels, 
was to leave two days later and to reach Augerin on. the day after the Nagb Medean 
had been secured. That is to ssy,_ that the whole force would have btea Qonqantrated at 
Augerin with its outposts in the h^h ground ready to tnake its ^al and deeisive attack upon 
Bir Warr and Mseaa. This plan was upset Iw the disoovciy, on Match Iflth, that pTevtone 
reports as to water were far too optimistio. The supply at Augerin was found to be quite 
inadequate, and the cisterns at Medean and Siwiat were both reported to be dry. Some re¬ 
consideration, therefore, heiame noceesary.. The sitqstioiv at, that moment wai as.-fellow* :“■* 
The armoured .oars bad reached the platean, tuhq; the most weei^rly pass nms Alim er 
llabia. Telephone conversation olev^ly interoepted at Barrani by a Turkisb-SP^iugt qpemtcr 
•bowed that the enemy was anxious, and in two minds whether to fi|i^t cr^ t and Captain 
Blunt, R. E., had discovered a oistem at Alim Tejdid containing euffioient water for two 
battalions for one night. General Peyton was etill rightly avena to riskii^ tbe losses wMoh. 
be wonld tufies if compelled to attaidc the Sollnm hei^Ma (icm ccaatiiniet eipfmmlF be 
had already made good a fcoting on tbs plataatv-. Oh tim otlmr btm^' the water mt th*. ialanff rant* 
was only sufficient for a portioa of hi* troops, Ba tb^ors decided to am>d tw«battw 
Uons of infant^, the armoured owe, bis camel oqrpa cemye*^ asd me mountaim gnna 
under General Lukin along the top of the escarpmenl^ Wbll* ^ rema>«4er of his 
foiue was to move by tbe coast. At midnight on the I8th-14ta Gecmral Lnkin was 
at Siwiat, tha remaining inftmtty eras at AUm T^did, and ^ha mcantted trocM at * 
Bagbag. On the morning of the 14tb botk colaanu moved tawaxda S^um; aliA.H. 
aeroplane reconnaisvanee reported that the enemy w** evaenatiag hm omaM. TbS mennted 
yoops under General Peyton tbori joined General Lukin's column oo the high groua^ audt 
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M theserop 1 aM^dM 9 «mHit )i()c|il» (ow wdm 89 tothe tiw iuFQK>«red o«r% 
tmder Major tiu Duke ot Wettminstw, «rem sent on in parraie. 

The nenk of Ah pannit hai nirendy been fally reported. It resalted, ae Your Lord* 
aUp ijp pifn^ W tbe eaptnre of all tlie enemy’s gani and ttaokine ^ne, together with about 
4p prisoners,, induding three Tarkieh officers, and in inflicting on the enemy a loss of 50 
Inikdand maay wonmed. Qnr lose in this eaoeptionidly snocesefnl affair was one British 
offioer slightly wonnded. 

By Ae re>ooonpation of Sollnm and this pnrsnit by the annonred oere, the defeat of the 
DOtthe^ colnmn operating against Bgypt was psade mmplete. In little more than three 
weeks Oehetel Peyton’s roroe had deam the conntiy of Aeene^fpr 160 miles, had cap¬ 
ture hk oommander. had taken all hie aitiHery and maofamo g^, and, had, driven me 
eoattered fonee far beyond the Egyptian frontier. 

Nevertheleae, one more object remained to be aobieved. It was known that aomewhere in 
Cyrenaioa the 9mnssi held seme 05 BntiA prisoners, snrrivoie from the '* rara" and “Mooriaa” 
which had been torpedoed in November. After Aorough examinntion of prisoners taken 
on the 14th, Captain l^la oame totha oonoloaion that these’prisoners ooald be found at a 
placa some 75 mues west of Sollnm. It was decided to make the attempt, and, ae has 
also already been rqptprted, it also waa a complete snooesa. The task was again entrusted to 
the light armonred cm battery, under Major the Duke of Westminster, aooompanied by the 
motor amlmlanoes. The di^anoe travelled was 120 miles, and the fast that rescue was 
effected without any loss of life dues not, in my opinion, detract in any way from the brillianoe 
of the exploit. Tb lead hk eara through perfeotly unknown conntry against aa enemy of 
unknown strength, was a feat which demanded great resolution, and which should not bo 
forgotten even in this war, where deeds of rare daring are ot doily ooourrenoe. 

With Ae rcsone ot the priaoners and the safe return ot the armonred oars, the campaign 
in Ae west oame to an end and, I Chink, it may Ltirly be claimed that seldom has a small 
campaign been so ocmpletely Successful or had snob f%r>reaohing resalts.^ 

The effect of this success baa been to remove the anxiety whkh was at one time felt as to 
the possibility of hostile outbreaks in Egypt itself, where agitation was known to be rife. 
The attitude of the people in Alexandria, and iQQra especial^ -of Ae very large Bedouin 
population of the Bahsra province, has completely obanged, and prestige whloh we have lost 
through the evacuation of Sollnm has been more than Moovered. Moreover, Arough his 
failure as a temporal leader, Sayed Ahmed has lost mqoh ^ the ioflnsnoe which waa attached 
to him as a spiritual head. 

On the west the Aulad Ali, who had been induced to throw in their lot with the Senussi 
in the belief that they would soon be able to raid the _ rfoh land* of the Delta, have been re* 
duoed to a state of starvation, and are now sarrepdering in suoh large numbers that feed¬ 
ing them has become so serims a problem that it has been necessary to establish a special 
bnnoh of the administration for ^eir protection ettd oontrol. 

On the east, the failure of the Turks to oarry out their threat to attack Egypt and seizo 
the Sues Canal has similarly resulted in a loss of credit and prestige. In the south, soattered 
forces still bold the Oases, and the inherent diffionltiee of desert campaigning will make 
thenu troublesome to deal with ; but the faUnree in east and west have, it may rairly be claimed, 
had the leenlt of establishing eur hold upon Egypt more firmly than ever, and of convinc¬ 
ing all the more enlightened of Ao people that they ean gain nqAing by intriguing wiA our 
enemies.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thors* 
day, the 10th August 1916, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

]. There was very little rain in the Oangetio plain on the 3rd and 4tb, but with this 
exception the monsoon continued to give abundant nun over almost the whole country up to 
the 9tb, when there were indications of a weakening of the Arabian Sea current, followed by a 
considerable decrease of rainfall in the Peninsula. The rainfall of the week was above the 
average over the greater port of northwest India. 

2. F«r«o.—Rainfall was nearly general on every day of the week in Lower Hu rma and 
on the 8th in Upper Burma. 

Northeut India, including Orista. —Nearly general rain fell in Assam and Bengal on the 
Cth, 7th, 8th and 9th, in Orissa on the 9th, in Chota Nagpur on the 3rd, 8th and 9th, and in 
Bihar on the 7th, 8th and 9th. 

Tie United Proviiieet, Central India and tie Central Prcta'neM.—There was nearly 
general rain from the 5th to the 9th in the east of the United Provinces, on the .'ith and from 
the 7th to the 0th in the west of the United Provinces, on the Srd and from the 6th to the Oth 
in Central India, and on the Sth in the Central Provinces. ^ #' 

Norlhweit Rain fell at nearly every station in the east and north Punjab from 

the 5tli to the 8th, in the southwest Punjab and Sind on the Srd, in Kashmir on the 7th, in 
Rajpiitana on the Srd, 5th, 6th and 7th, and in Gnjarat on the 4th, 5th and 7th. 

The Pent»ssfa.->RainfaU was nearly general ou the west coast from the Srd to the 7tli, 
in the Bombay Deccan on the 4th, 5th and 6th, in Hyderabad and the Madras Deccan on the

5th August 1916. 

Bnrma. —Excopton the TeuaHsorim coast whore the fall was good the rainfall in Lower 
Dnrma was mostly light and in the dry zone meagre. Agrioultural operations for winter 
rice continue satisfactorily in the rice growing areas. Cnltiration of dry crops in uplands 
is progressing normally. The condition of the standing crops is favourable. Cattle arc 
generally healthy. The price of imhusked rico at Rangoon is stationary at Rs. 115 per 
hundred baskets which is slightly below normal. The market for white rice is steady. 

Assam. —Tho weather is seasonable and favourable for agrioultural operations. 
Light to moderate ruin has fallen in all districts. More rain is still wanted in the Surma 
Valley and in Kamrup. Ploughing of land for and transplantation of winter rioe, harvest¬ 
ing of autumn rice and jute, plucking and manufacture of tea and planting of sugarcane are 
in progress. Damage by insect })e8t8 to autumn rioe is reported from Sylhot and Kamrup. 
Prospects of jute, winter rice and sugarcane are fair, of cotton fair to good and of tea gener¬ 
ally fair. The price of common rice is almost stationary. Scarcity of fodder is reported 
from one district and cattle disease from all districts except Manipur and the Lushai 
Hills. 

Bengal.—Heavy rain fell in a few districts of North Bengal but generally tho fall 
varied from light to moderate in the rest of the Province. More rain is urgently needed in the 
western districts for tho transplantation of winter rioe and for tho growth of standing 
crops. Some daiCage has been caused to the standing autumn crops in North Bengal 
by excessive rainfall and floods during the past week. Injury to jute crops by insect pests is 
also reported from some districts of the Presidency division. Harvesting of autnmn paddy 
aud jute is in progress. Cattle disease prevails in six districts. The average price of 
common rioe for the Province has fallen by about 0'5 per cent as compared with that of the 
preceding week. Scarcity continues to be reported among the hill tribes of the Chittagong 
bill tracts. 

T^e wieilt/ rffort on tht famine and teareilg is as follows — 

Banknra district :—Distress in the affected areas is generally uuohan^od. Trans¬ 
plantation of winter paddy is being retarded owing to insufficient rainfall. Relief measures 
are adetiuate. The condition of people on relief works is generally good. Private oharU 
table funds are giving relief. Advances are being made to weavers. Artizana are being 
relieved in their own trade. Prices are stationary. The price of rice is 8i seers per rupee. The 
number uf persons on relief works was 12,772 and in receipt of gratuitous relief 20,707, total 
3o,470. The increase in tho number on works is due to paucity of agricultural employment 
in some looal areas. The number of persons relieved on private works was 2,717. 

Tippera distiict :—Harvesting of autumn paddy and jute has begun. Gratuitous 
relief has been stopped since July 29th owing to improved oonditions. No further relief 
mcasursB arc necessary. 

t • 

Bihar and Orissa. —Generally light rain fell in all districts of the Province. - 
Weeding of aatumn crops continues. Transplantation of winter paddy is going on but 
more rain is wanted for Ibe purpose in several districts. Standing crops are on the whole 
doing well. The average price of common rioe has risen slightly as compared with that of 
the preceding week. The supply of fodder and water is sufficient. Cattle disease is reported 
from twelve districts. The attendance of persons on test Works in Manbhum and Singh- 
bhuiD was 1,224 and 10,922 respeotively. Gratuitous relief was given to 2,009 persons in 
Manbhum and 2,2fi5 persons m Singh bhum. The condition of standing orops in the 
Feudatory States of Orissa is good. 

United Prowinoes,— During the week rain was general throughout the Provinoes 
but the distribution was uneven. Most districts would welcome a short break though 
some report the need for more rain. Sowing and weeding of autumn orops and transplanta¬ 
tion of late rice are in progress. Prerarationof fields for spring crops oontinues. Standing 
crops are generally-doing well, thougn some damage from excessive rain is reported in places, 
while grasshoppars eontiuue to damage crops in Bsllia. The manafacture of indigo has 
begun in Bnlandshahr and Aligarh. Very little cattle disease U rapa^ted and the condition 
of agricultural stock is satisfactory. Frioes are tor the most part stationary with an upward 
tendency in a few diitriots. 
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Pmjab.—Fairlj heavy and well dieiributed tain fell in all the reporting distriote. 
The tall has been saffioient except in parts of the sonthwest where more ram is still wanted. 
It has immenidy benefited the standing ttrOps whieh are good on irrigated and average on 
nnirrigated areas. Sowihgs of autumn crops oontinne and are generally normal. Cattle are 
improving in the southeast, elsewhere tbty ore healthy. Water for drinking and irrigation 
is saffioient. Prices ef wheat hate risen ^lightly and range between normal and warning 
rates but in other oases they range between normal and soatoify ratee. Price of wheat:— 
Lydllpnr 10i,^walplndi lt)t, Lahore lOf, and AmbaUa and Ferozepore 11 seers per rupee. 

North-'WMt Frontier ProTinoe.—Bain fell throughout the Province and 
proved benelioial for autuinn sowings. The weather is comparatively cool. Tbe condition 
of atanding crops is average aod of cattle good. Fodder and xvater are sufficient. The 
public health is good except for a few cases of ofaolem in Den Ismail Khan. Prices are 
high but stationary. Tbe price of barley is riting in Dora Ismail Khan and of wheat slid 
maize in Peshawar. 

JaBUil1l.~Oood rain fell during the week. Prices are flaotnating. Wheat sells from 
9^ to 12 and maize from 11 to 19 seers jier rniiec. The condition of standing crops is mod. 
Sowings of autumn crops have been finishod. Cattle disease is reported from the Akhnur 
taheil. Fodder is saffioient except in a few places. 

Kaslmiir.— The rainfall during the week wes sufficient. Standing crops are in 
fair condition. Cattle are generally healthy. Prioes are falling. Water and fodder are 
sufficient. 

Rajpntaiia.-*>The weather is cloudy. Baiu is reported throughout Ra^pntona and 
Ajmer-Merwara. dba maximum fall was G27 oonts in Bbaratpur. Standing crops are 
generally in good condition. Sowing and weeding continue. Grass has grown and in 
TOnssqnenoe tM coi^ition of the cattle is improvinK but cattle disease is reported b parts of 
Mevrar, Kotah and Tonk. Ibices are stationary. The number of penona on ^test works in 
Kishengarb waa 60 and in Karanli 214. ^ 

Tht mtUy report on tearciig in ifermra *V an follow* :~€be reoent good raina hilve 
resulted in appreciable decrease in distress. There is no wandering or emauiation among 
applicants for relief. The physical condition of workers is satisfaotory. Relief measnres 
are adequate. Cash advances are being liberally distributed. The public health is good, 
but of oholera have occurred in one village of. the Beawar and three villages of the Todgarh 
tahsils. Cattle immigration dopSts have been closed. Prices are 10 seers par rnpee. The 
number of persons on test works was 1,100’and in receipt of gratuitous relief 1,900, total

Central India.— The rainfall during tbe week was general. The ptinobal falls 
were over 6 inches in Dhar, over 5 inches in Rutlani, over t inches in Kannod, Bagli, 
Alirojpnr and Manpur, over 3 inohes in Indore City, over 2 inches in Jaora, Barwani/Jhabua 
and Jobat and over 1 inch in Sailana and sufficient everywhere. Autumn crops are being 
sown and weeded. Standing crops and the probable outturn'are good, Agrioultural stock is 
generally in good condition. The fodder supply is sufficient. Prioes are normal in 
Bhopal and Baghelkhand, slightly fluctuating iu parts of the Indore State and steady 
elsewhere. 


CenWal Provtaces.— The weather continued to bo warm and cloudy. Moderate 
to heavy rain, ranging from 95 cents in Niiuar to 8 inches in Seoni, was received all over the 
Provinces.

WEATHER IN INDIA DURING JUNE AND JULY. 

The Arabian Sea monsoon arrived on the west coast at about the average 
date, while the Bay current appeared in north*east India upwards of a week earlier 
than usual. The establishment of monsoon conditions in the interior occurred 
in the normal manner. Both currents were more active than, usual until the 
26 th June when a break set in over by far the greater part of the country; 
this lasted up to the and July in the Peninsula and another five days in northern 
and central India. Strongly marked monsoon conditions prevailed generally 
from the 8 th to the 20 th, but during the rest of July the monsoon was some* 
what inactive outside the Peninsula. 

The aggregate rainfall of June and July in the plains of India exceeded 
the normal by nearly an inch or 5 per cent. Its geographical distribution 
was not however quite satisfactory. Thus the total for the two months in 
northern and ce'ntrtll India exceeded the normal only in Bengal, Bihar, the 
United Provinces, the Punjab East and North, Rajputana West, Central India 
and Berar; while that in the Peninsula was greater than usual everywhere except 
in Malabar. 

In Chota Nagpur, the Punjab South*west, the North-West Frontier Province, 
Baluchistan and Gujarat the drfect ranged between 30 and 55 per cent. 

2 . The following tables give for June and July and the total period the 
actual rainfall, th^ departure from normal and the percentage departure from 
normal for the fifteen chief political divisions and thirty-three sub-divisions. 
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Sub-dlTliioB. 
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Conditions affecting the rains of August and September 1916 . 

3. The recent data regarding the conditions most likely to have influence 
on the rains of August and September 1916 are:— 

The Argentine Republic a^d Chili. 

4. In the Argentine pressure was higher than usual by r6 mm. in June 
and by z'o mm. in July. In Santiago (Cnili) the corresponding excesses were 
r3 mm. and 1*5 mm. 


The Indian Ocean. 

5. Pressure was below normal throughout the period except 
for a short interval towards the end of June and beginning of July. On the 
whole there was a defect of '06" in June and ■03" in July. 

Zanzibar .—Pressure was below the average by '05" in June and by 'oa* 
in July. The air movemciit was unusually strong in July but its direction 
was nearly normal in both months. 

Seychelles .—Pressure was low by '05" in June and by '04" in J uly. Winds 
were much above their normal strength from the middle of June onwards. 

Logs of vessels.—The air movement in equatorial regions presented no 
marked abnormal features. 

Snowfall in the mountain regions to the north and west of India. 

6 . (a) During the period ist June to 13th July no snowfall occurred in the 
region around Kabul and the previous accumulations disappeared altogether 
except from the crests of the Paghman, Shakardara, Hazarajat and Hindu 
Kush ranges. o, 

( 6 ) According to the available information there was little or no snowfall 
In the mountain zone of the North-West Frontier Province, and the unmelted 
residue of the winter accumulations existing at the end of July was almost 
certainly of less than the average depth. 

(c) In Kashmir there were a few light falls on the higher mountains near 
Kargil, Skardu, Leh and Gulmarg, but in general the weather was unusually hot 
and dry, and the melting of the winter accumulations occurred with great 
rapidity, so that at the present time there is distinctly less snow lying than 
usual. 

(d) In the Punjab Himalayas several light falls occurred on the hills near 
Kilba down to about 11,000 feet and there were a few falls on the Dalhousie, 
Bharmaur and Pangi ranges in Chamba down to 12,000 feet. Hardly any 
snow fell on the ranges in Kulu. The information regarding the accumu¬ 
lations is scanty but suffices to show that even on the higher elevations the 
existing covering of snow is not so thick as usual. 

(e) In the Garhwal and Almora hills snowstorms were as usual of occasional 
occurrence. The present Accumulations are markedly below the average in 
Garhwal and in slight defect in Almora. 

India. 

7. Air pressure during July was in excess in north, and particularly in 
northeast, India. 


Inferences from the data. ^ 

8. When seeking a forecast for the whole monsoon period June to Septem¬ 
ber the most important relationships are of abundant Indian rain with high 
pressure in the Argentine atid Chili and with low pressure in the Indian Ocean, 
while prejudicial influences are exerted by an excess of snow-covered surface 
in the northwest mountain regions, and by heaVy rain in south Ceylon or the 
subequatotial regions. In the present year the pressure conditions were 
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decidedly favourable, pressure at Mauritius being lower than ever before and 
snowfall was slightly favourable, but the rair.fall factors were extremely 
adverse, the rain at Zanzibar being comparable with that of the worst famine 
years. 

In June and July pressure at Mauritius continued moderatel)^ favourable 
while that in south America .became extremely favourable and remained so. 
Snowfall conditions also remained slightly favourable, and the monsoon, though 
at first weak in northwest India, has been in excess for the whole country by 
*9" 5 per cent. The rainfall of August and September is mostly determined 

by the pressure conditions and snowfall just mentioned, the influence of the 
April and May rainfall, though still exerted, being now of somewhat less 
importance. On the whole then the general indications are distinctly more 
hope^l than they were in June. 

With regard to the geographical distribution the deficiency of pressure at 
Mauritius has been associated, as usual, with a southward displacement of 
the trough of low pressure, and the result is usually favourable for the 
United Provinces, Rajputana and Gujarat at the expense of Bihar, Chota Nagpur, 
Bengal and Assam. .

9. (a) The outlook has improved and the total rainfall of August and 
September is likely to be in excess. 

{ft) The indications regarding the geographical distribution are favourable 
for the United Provinces, Rajputana and Gujarat at the expAse of northeast

The Patent Office cannot undertsiko (1) to give opinions on the inter¬ 
pretation of Patent Law, or on the advisability of protecting inventions and designs or on 
their infringement; ^) to igake searches in respect of information available in the public 
room; (3) to recommend any particular agent; or (4) to assist in the disposal of inven¬ 
tions. Applicants are warned that the Indian Patente and Designs Act, 1911, is in force 
in British India only, and patents granted under it do not extend to the United Kingdom 
or any of the British possessions. The International Convention for the Protection of 
Industrial Property does not include India. For information regarding patents in coun¬ 
tries other than India applications should be made to the patent offices m the countries 
concerned. 


4 . Fees are payable in cash and must be received in the Patent Office within 
the time allowed by the Acts. When cheques are offered in payment of fees, it must 
be clearly understood that the office cannot hold itself responsible for any delay that maj 
occur in the collection of cash on the cheejues; any cheque not payable in Calcutte is 
subject to commission. In cases where it is not possible to have the fees handed in at 
the Patent Office, it is preferable to send them by money-order or postal order payable 
at Calcutta to the Controller of Patents and Designs, and to advise him that they have 
been so sent.

The United Provineet, Central India and tie Central Prtvinees .—^Itaiufall was neatly 
general in the United Provinces on the 10th and llth, in Central India on the 12th,iL^th 
and 16th, and in the, Central Provinoes on the ISth, Idth^ 15th and 16th, 

Borthveel India .—Nearly general rain fell in Kashmir and the |forth,^est Frontier Pro¬ 
vince on the 16th, in Sind on the 16th and 16th, in east Bajpetana on the I2th and 13th, and 
in Gujarat on the 14th, 15th and 16th:'' There were local falls of rain in the Pnajab and 
Baluchistan.

i: Tile week’s rainfall was either equal to or above the average in almost every division in 
northern India. It was 20 per cent or more in defect in Assam, Rajputana West, the Konkau, 
the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad, Mysore and the whole of the Madras Presidanay. • It waa 
within 20 per cent of the normal in Upper Burma, Bengal, the United Provinoea East, 
Kashmir, the Punjab Southwest and Central India East, and was 20 per cent or more in 
excess in all the remaining divisions. 

The rainfall from the 28th April to date is in defeoti by as much as 20 per oent in Chota 
Nagpur only. It is 20 jier oent or more in exoess in the United Provinoes, the Punjab East 
and North, the North-West Frontier Province, Sind, Rajputana West, Central India West, 
Berar, the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad, Mysore, Madras Southeast, the Madras Deooan and 
the Madras Coast North. Elsewhere it differs from the normal by less than 20 per oent.

BnniUt —Heavy win was general over. Lower Burma. In U ppor Burma the tall in 
the dry aon^ae scanty and irregularly distributed. Agrioultuial opemtions for winter rioe 
in Lower uHna and in irrigated tracts in Upper Burma are pro^si^. The culfavaimn 
of upland crops continues. Standing crops are generally favourable. Cattle we heaMiy. - 
The price of unhusked rice at Rangoon has risen to Rs. ii8 per hundred baskets and is 
slightly above normal. The market for white rice is steady. 

AmBam.—The weather is seasonable and favourable for agrioultaral operations. Moderate 
in heavy rain Las fallen in all distriotabut more rain is still wanted in Darrang for thetraM- 
«Untation of winter rice. Plucking and manufacture of tea, transplantation of winter nee 
and harvestine of autumn rice and jute are in progress. Damage by insect pests to autumn 
is still reported from Sylhet and Kamrnp. Prospects of standing crops and of are 
^erally favourable. The price of common rice is practically staUonary. Cattle disease 
is reported from ten dietricts. 

n-ngfal—During the week heavy rain fell almost throughout Bastern and 
Vnttbern^niral. but the fall was light to moderate eUewhere. The recent rainfall has 
i^oved p. 08 ^ of standing crops in the western districts, but more ram is stiU want^ 
fnr the transplantotion of winter rice.

■ Cattle'diseiise is reportM from six districts Scarcity of fodder is reported from t^ts 
of Dinaipore and Dacca. The average price of common rice for the Province Wa slight 
tendency to fall as compared with that of the previous week. Scarcity continues to be 
retried from parts of the Chittagong HiU Tracts where relief measures are being token. 

The meeklv report on the famine in the Uankura diatrict it an foUowe 
in affected are.« is generally unchanged.

RESOLUTION. 

Simla, the 17th August 1916. 

The Government of India have had under their consideration tho Report 
by Mr. M. M. S. Gubbay, I C.S., on the operations conducted under his 
control as Wheat Commissioner for India during the period from April to 
October The Report is now published for general information, with the 

exception of certain passages dealing with details of the business management 
of the exporting agent firms, the relations of which with the Government were 
on an intimate and confidential basis; and as the purchase and export of wheat 
on a large scale un^r the scheme of agency came to an end some time before- 
the close of the period wRh which tho Report deals, and were not resumed 
again to any appreciable extent before the re-opening of private export on the 
1st May 1916, the Government of India take this opportunity of reviewing 
the work accomplished by the Wheat Commissioner and his staff during the 
export season of 1916. 

2. Tlio main lines of the action taken by Government arc already well 
•known to the public, and the general wheat policy of the Government of India 
and its financial results have been explained in some considerable degree of detail 
by the Honourable the Pinanoe Member in introducing the Financial State¬ 
ment. Few further remarks are, therefore, required on that portion of the 
Wheat Commissioner’s Report which deals with the Wheat Scheme as a whole. 
The Wheat Commissioner places the approximate net expenditure incurred iu 
India in connection with the scheme at £4,63^,166, leaving as the oitimated pro¬ 
fits of tho scheme fron^ receipts in England the substantial balance of £132,211. 
The figures for expenditure are not yet entirely based on actuals, but no large 
variation is to be expected. A brief Report on the operations subsequent 
to October 1915 will be published later, and this will contain the final figures 
of the net profits of the scheme. Much of the success of the soheme depended 
on the judgment shown in determining the Government purchase price from 
time to time and in fixing the maximum quantities up to which the firms 
were authorised to purchase. Unduly large allotments and undue hesitancy 
in reducing prices might have result^ in larger exports, but would haVe been 
injurious to the interests of the consumer. In advising the Government ,of 
India in respect of these very important points, the Wheat Commissioner 
depended for his data on the collation of reports from the provincial Directors 
of Agriculture and from officers of selected wheat ffistricts and of States and 
Agencies in Central India and Rajputana and weekly statements of the move- 
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ments o^wheat on the railways. The Wheat Oommissioner rightly expresses 
his indebtedness to the officers concerned for the information suppli^, and the 
Government of India gratefully acknowledge the assistance thus given by the 
Local Governments, the Darbars and the Bailway Administrations. 

3. The greater portion of the actual work performed by the Wheat Com* 
missioner and' his staff was concerned with the operations of the ten selected 
firms ib their capacity of Government ^f^ents. The general lines of the scheme 
were as follows. The fims were treated as agents; their remuneration consisted 
solely of a commission, all profits arising from their operations being credited to 
Government account and the actual cost of the wheat being paid by Government 
as well as the charges of railing, storing, handling and shipping at the port of 
shipment. In addition. Government nndertopk to re-imburse the firms their 
establishment and other fixed charges incurred in oonneotion' with the purchase 
of wheat on the basis of actual and approved expenditure. All allowances and 
discounts admitted by the custom of th<) trade, as well as any actual recoveries 
from sellers or fA>m other sources in respect of wheat purchased for Government, 
were credited to Government. The actual cost of each parcel purchased could 
not be exactly ascertained immediately on its arrival at the port, and it was 
therefore necessary for the Wheat Commissioner to settle with each firm indiv¬ 
idually a pro formd invoice or formula on which, given purchase price and rail¬ 
way freight, the cost of the wheat for shipment at the ports could be ascertained 
wi& a considerable approach to accuracy, thereby enablipg all but a small 
proportion of the outgoings of the firms to be made orie to them almost immed¬ 
iately in the form of advance payments. The initial formula was based on 
the firms’ method and cost of working, as determined by their experience in 
previous years, but the details were eventually modified to a considerable extent 
in consequence of the close and continuous check applied by the Wheat Com* 
missioner and his staff. An audit of the actual charges incurred by the firms 
had ultimately to bo effected, and the advance payments made on the pro 
/omdfinvoices adjusted against the actual totals as ascertained by audit. The 
final figures, as adjusted, subject to a settlement of payments due for godown 
rents and establishment oharges, amount to Bs. 6,90.37,103, and it is a tribute 
to the efficient initial organisation devised by the Wheat Commissioner for the 
working of the system, and to the Services of Mr. A. C. MoWatters, I.C.S., and 
the Assistant Wheat Commissioners, in Mr. Gubhay’s ackhowledgment of which 
the Government of India fully concur, that the whole of the accounts of the 
transaotiohsoflthe agent firms were offered for audit within six weeks of the 
last shipment. ;^The report of the^Auditor showed that the firms’ accounts had 
been prepared with a high degree of accuracy and carefulness. For these results 
much credit is due to the loyal co-operation and the whole-hearted assistance 
of the members of the selected agent firms ; to these gentlemen the thanks of 
the Government of India have been separately conveyed. 

4. In conclusion, the Government of India note with satisfaction that 
these large and complicated transactions were disposed of by the Wheat Com¬ 
missioner with a comparatively small and inexpensive staff, and that the total 
expenditure which must be debited against the receipts of the scheme on 
account of the staff and office up to the end of December was Bs. 66,065-12-2. 
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6. The Report is a most raluable record of aa entirely novel and very 
fuccessfnl Government enterprise, and the Government of India desire to place 
on record their full appreciation of the eminent services rendered by Mr. 
Gubbay in connection with the scheme.

Sir, 

1 have the honour to forward a report on the operations conducted under 
my control as Wheat Commissioner for India. These operations cover the 
period from the 9th April 1915, the dat^ on which I assumed charge of my duties 
in India, umil the middle of October 1915. The last consignment of wheat 
bought on account ol Government in that period was shipped from Karachi in 
the middle of August. The present is, therefore, a suitable opportunity for 
reviewing the operations undertaken in the first stage of the Wheat ■ Scheme. 
Complete figures are, it is true, not yet available so as to show the final profit 
O'- loss. But all the wheat purchased and shipped in the jieriod referred to 
has been soFd in England. Again, the transactions m India for the period in 
question have so far been completed that final accounts have been made up 
and have been audited by officers appointed for the purpose by Government, the 
only outstanding points being the fixed charges for Establishment and Godown 
Rent, as to which a final settlement is only possible at the close of the year. 

The various matters dealt with in this report cannot, however, be fully under¬ 
stood without a brief review of the circumstances leading up to Government’s 
decision in February 1915 to prohibit all export of wheat from India except 
under the supervision of Government and save in certain exceptional cases, for 
Government account. 


PART I. 

The Government Wheat Policy. 


2 . The wheat crop of 1913-14 w’as an indifferent crop. The seasonal 

, conditions were favourable in the Punjab 

where, despite a contraction in the area 
sown, the outturn was estimated at nearly 25 per cent above that of 
the preceding year. In the United Provinces, however, and in the Bombay 
Presidency, as also in most of the Rajputana and Central India States, the 
crop suffered considerably through drought. The total area under wheat in 
India was returned at 27,697,000 acres ; the yield at 8,427,000 tons. Both 
these figures were the lowest on record since 1908-09. 

3. Other food grains fared even worse. In the United Provinces the acreage 

„. ^ . under barley, jowar, baira, maize and 

t ft, grams. gram fell considerably short of the 

previous year’s figures. In Bombay and the Central Provinces the jowar crop, 
which is grown over a considerable area in these Provinces, yielded less than 
in 1912-13. Complete statistical data ate not available as regards the area 
and yield of these subsidiary food crops, but the following table based on the 
Estimates of Area and Yield of Principal Crops in 1913-14 published by the

4 . Consequently, on the opening of the wheat export season in April 

Wheat export.. ’9H. all indications pointed to a 

serious contraction in the amount of wheat 
available for export. So far were the United Provinces from being in a position 
to spare wheat for export, they were, in fact, attracting supplies from the 
Punjab to supplement the deficiency in the harvest of wheat and food grains. 
Similarly, the Central Provinces, Central India and Bombay could not be counted 
on to furnish supplies of wheat for export. Nevertheless a not inconsiderable 
quantity of wheat was shipped in the first four months of the export year. 
The export in this period, amounting to 372,000 tons, was almost exclusively 
confined to Karachi, and, as subsequent events proved, must have represented 
a substantial portion of the surplus available for export from the wheat harvest 

of 1913-14. 

5 . The character of the season was reflected in prices both wholesale and 

retail and ,eho'a,ale. hejoTC thc OUtbieak of 

* the war prices of wheat m India had 

already reached a level considerably above the normal. At the end of July 
1914, the retail price was 9 seers to the rupee at Jubbulpore, g} seers at Cawn- 
pore, 9.i seers at Delhi, and loj seers at Meerut, compared with an average 
price during the latter half of July in the years 1910-13 of 11^ seers to the 
rupee. In August prices slightly hardened and a similar tendency was 
observed in September. But it is not clear how far these variations were entirely 
due to the war. That an important factor, at this stage, was the long break 
in the monsoon, with the consequent fear of a serious crop failure, is indicated 
by the fact that with the copious rainfall in the middle of September, the tendency 
to a rise received a slight check, notably in the Punjab. On the 30th Septem¬ 
ber retail prices were as follows -

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In October, the upward movement became more marked and more rapid. 
The closing of the Dardanelles to the export of Russian wheat and the inter¬ 
vention of Turkey in the war, were doubtless the main factors in this rise. An 
additional factor in the situation was the demand for seed, the sowing for the 
coming season being unusually large. There had also in the meanwhile been 
no slackening in the external demand for Indian wheat. The combination of these 
factors resulted in a very rapid advance in prices which, by the end of November, 
had risen fully fifty per cent above normal. Prices at five selected centres 
on the 30th November compare with prices on the ist and 15th October and 
1st and >sth November as follows :—

Wholesale prices had in the same period risen, but rather more unevenly. At 
Karachi wheat was selling on the 31st July at Rs. 3-15-2 per maund. By the 
15th September it had risen to Rs. 4-8-9. The mid-September rains probably 
account for the slight fall to Rs. 4-7-9 on the 30th Sepy>mbe»and to Rs. 4-7-3 
on the 15th October. On the 3Jst October the price jumped to Rs. 4-19-3 and 
again to Rs. 5-3-9 on the 15th November. On the 30th November the price had 
receded to Rs. 5-0-3. Calcutta recorded an even greater rise though the inter¬ 
mediate fluctuations—probably as a result of the presence of the “ Emden ” in 
the Bay of Bengal—were more violent ; on the 31st July Club No. 2 was quoted 
at Calcutta at Rs. 4-5-10 per maund, on the 30th November the quotation rose to 
Rs; 5-9-6. In Bombay, on the other hand, the rise was not so marked, and Delhi 
No. I was quoted on the 30th November at Rs. 4-8-0 as against Rs, 4-1-9 on the 
31st of July. In estimating the influences affecting the wholesale prices at ports, 
it must be remembered, as already observed, that exports from Calcutta and 
Bombay were insignificant, and that of the total exports up to 30th November 
from India amounting to 620,000 tons, Karachi shipped no less than 610,000 tons. 

6. The situation created by the general rise of prices following the outbreak 
Guvernnunt action. The Articles of Commerce Of war had aS Carlv aS AugUSt formed 

Ordinance. 1914. the subjcct of aiixious Consideration 

both by the Government of India and the Local Governments. In September 
the Government of the Punjab drew attention to the economic disturbance 
and political danger likely to be caused by the rise which had even then taken 
place. The chief cause of this rise was ascribed to speculation and to purchases 
for export. The high prices were, it was stated, not justified by the then exist¬ 
ing stocks or by future prospects which, consequent on the mid-September rains, 
had become extremely good, .\gain, the unforeseen rise had benefited not the 
producers who had already partied with their stocks, but the middlemen. Vari¬ 
ous remedies were suggested to meet the situation ; but it was felt that any 
drastic or unusual action should be deferred until it could be clearly determined 
whether the rise in prices was merely temporary. In October, however, com¬ 
plaints were frequent in the Indian Press to the effect that prices of country 
produce had risen seriously owing to combinations of merchants whose object 
was to force up prices artificially; and Local Governments'were invited to 
consider the situation By November the rise had, as indicated above, 

become so marked that in the Punjab and Delhi the prices of wheat were practi¬ 
cally at famine rates. Both the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab and the 
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Chief Commissioner urgently recommended the intervention of Government to 
mitigate a situation which threatened to become dangerous. The prospects of 
the rabi crop were excellent, and the rise was believed W. have been caused by 
speculative buying for export. Proposals were submitted to the Government of 
India that the export of wheat should be controlled, if npt prohibited, A 
prohibition of export could, however, be only partial since it could not be extend¬ 
ed to apply to shipments to the United Kingdom: while any measure affecting 
exports, whether prohibition or control, would require the previous consent of 
the Home Government. In the meantime urgent action was essw)tial and 
Government on tlie 30th November accordingly took power by Ordinance to call 
for returns of food stocks and to take over stocks unreasonably withheld 
from markets. It was, however, recognised that this measure would probably 
need to be supplemented by some measure of control over exports; and it was 
decided to convene a Conference at which the export trade would be represented, 
as well as the Local Governments of the Punjab, United Provinces and Delhi. 

7. This Conference, which was held on December 4th, recommended the 

Resfrictit^n of exports of wheat and wheat flour restriction of expOrtS bCtWCCn ^the I St 
from »8th December I gi4 until 3tst March igtS- December I 9I4 and the 15th April IQIS- 
The representatives of the export trade admitted that some control of exports 
was essential if the Ordinance were to be effective; and they realised that 

the situation in the Punjab called for remedial measures. It was also felt 

that the application to Indian middlemen of the Ordinance would be resented 
if no restrictions were placed on the operations of the European export firms. 
The proposal to restrict exports was accepted by the Secretary of Stale, and 

on the 28th December Government announced that the export of wheat and 

wheat flour till the 31st March 1915 would be limited to 100,000 tons, exports to 
places outside the British Dominions being prohibited except under special license. 
This amount, which was fixed after estimating the surplus of the 1913-14 crop 
available for export and the probable demand for local consumption, was dis¬ 
tributed between Karaahi, Bombay and Calcutta on the basis of the average 
trade of these ports for the last three years. The quantity allotted to each port 
was distributed among exporting firms in proportion to the average of the 
business done by them in the same period. 

8. The announcement made on December 28th, 1914, marks the first stage 

Course oPprice- subiequent to the Government of State intervention. It WaS hopcd, 

order ,f the jSih December ign. though it was pcrhaps not generally believ¬ 

ed, that the effect of the measures taken would he to reduce, or at any rate to check 
the rise in prices. In ibis, how'ever, they failed. Prices continued to rise. The 
following table compares prices on the 15th and last day of December with those 
recorded on the corresponding dates in January and February.

These prices have scarcely been exceeded in the worst famine years. At 
Lyallpur the retail price of wheat on February 6th was 7J seers to the rupee as 
compared with iqj seers on the same day in lOl4, the highest figure ever 
recorded in Lyallpur being 7 seers in the famine year896.97. 

9. As to the causes responsible for this rise in prices and the failure of the 
measures described above to check this rise, opinions will differ. In some 
quarters the belief was at one time held that the rise in prices from September was 
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to some considerable extent due to activity by the exporting firms, who, it was 
stated, were buying, not entirely to meet an existing demand in markets outside 
India, but for speculative purposes with the object of selling subsequently at a profit 
when stocks had been depleted by the war. It is, of course, the fact that the high 
prices offered in the United Kingdom did stimulate exports. Choice White 
I s. 

Karachi, for instance, which was selling in England at 37*6 per quarter on the

22nd June 1914 was quoted on the 30th November at 48 and on the 4th January

at 54. But speculative transactions of this character are opposed both to the 
ordinary practice of the European exporting houses and to their own interest, 
nor do the statistics of exports confirm the view just quoted. Of the total 
exports from India in the twelve months April 1914 to March 1915, amounting 
to 706,000 tons, 372,000 tons were shipped before the end of July 1914, and 
an additional 248,000 tons before the 30th November. Certainly if such 
speculative transactions had really been responsible for the rise in prices before 
December 1914, the action taken by the Government in limiting exports for the 
rest of the season, whereby such transactions became almost impossible in 
respect of the old crop, must have reacted, to some extent at least, on prices. 
In my view, the most potent factor in the situation was the depletion of stocks. 
As has already been shotvn, the wheat crop of 1913-14 was the smallest on 
record since 1908-09 : while many of the other food crops were also indifferent. 
No definite statistics are available as regards the internal consumption of 
wheat, but the following figures will show the relation between production and 
export since 1908.09 :—

If the figures shown in column 4 can be regarded as indicating the amount 
required in India to provide for food, seed, and the usual stocks, whether domestic 
or trading, the average annual requirement according to the statistics lor the 
five years 1908-09 to 1912.13 will be 8,063,000 tons. But it has also to be re¬ 
membered, firstly, that there is evidence that the consumption of wheat in India 
has recently been increasing and, secondly, that in 1914 there was an additional 
demand for seed for the increased area of about five million acres which were 
sown with wheat. On the other hand, account must be taken of the influence 
of prices on consumption. To what extent this influence operates in India 
is obscure, since there is evidence that in- the Punjab, at any rate, the substitution 
of other grain for wheat is attended with some difficulty. In particular, in 1914. 
the application of this general law must be regarded as qualified by the failure of 
other crops. While it is not possible to translate these considerations into exact 
arithmetical quantities, it will probably be admitted that the demands both from 
within as well from outside India, were of such a magnitude as to impose a con¬ 
siderable strain on the stocks in the country. My pecsonal view is that the crop of 
1913.14 was barely sufficient to meet the requirements of India for food, stocks and

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seed; and that therefore the export of 706,000 tons in 1914*15 must be regarded 
in the light of an overdraft which it was hoped to make good from’ the surplus of 
the following year’s crop. This view is confirmed by the reports received from 
the Local Governments of wheat available on the 31st Januarjr 1915 as compared 
with the same date in the preceding year. The deficiencies in stock were esti¬ 
mated as follows.

In parts of the Central Provinces, it was stated that the agriculturist could 
only obtain seed for his crop of 1914-15 with the greatest difficulty. The Punjab 
Government reported that,, replies to censuses made under the Articles of 
Commerce Ordinance 1914 had made it clear that no large stocks were held. 
From Lyallpur, the principal wheat market of the province, it was reported 
that purchases for export of the old crop had ceased and that the stock of 
wheat in the district was estimated to be not more than was normally required 
for local consumption in four months. 


The above considerations appear to justify the conclusion that the shortage 
stocks was the principal cause of the continued rise of prices during January 
and February 1915. 


10. The action taken by Government on the 28th of December 1914 was 

„ ^ ^ L J clearly only of a temporary character. 

Nec^sutyforfurtkeract,^. nCW Crop which 

would become available for export from April 1915 onwards. It was reported 
in January and February 1915 that forward purchases were being made of the 
new crop at high prices, and the state of the world’s markets pointed to a large 
further demand for export. The Punjab Government reported in February that 
both export firms and Indian dealers were buying forward at prices varying 
from Rs. 3- ■ 2-0 to Rs. 4-8-0 per roaund and that it was probable, in view of the 
recent news of the phenomenal price of May wheat in Chicago, that higHbr 
prices were already being offered and a still further enhancement might be 
expected in the near future. In addition, the general uncertainty caused by 
the war was a potent factor in maintaining prices at a high level. 


II. The position in the middle of February made it clear that unrestricted 

export could not be permitted after the

after 1st April 191$- mg acute distress among the poorer 

* classes of the population and had already 

led in the Punjab to a considerable increase in dacoities and other serious 
attacks on property and to an increasing spirit of lawlessness over a large part 
of the province. Agitators also were taking advantage of the distress caused 
by high prices to arouse dangerous political feeling. About this time serious 
incidents occurred at Lahore, grain riots were anticipated not only in the Punjab 
but at Peshawar, and the necessity for further remedial measures was being 
urged on the Government in the Press and at public meetings by* represent¬ 
atives of all classes and interests. Immediate action was clearly called for and 
on the 26th February the Government of India issued the following communique 
announcing the prohibition of private export of wheat and wheat flour up to the 
31st December 1915 :-r- ^ 


“ The Government of India have decided^^to prohibit private ei^rt of 
wheat and wheat flour up to the 31st December next. The sole 
object of the Government in effecting this prohibition is to control 
local prices, which would otherwise rise in S}*mpathy with pric^ all 
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over the world, and produce distress in India in spite of an Excel¬ 
lent harvests It is not, however, the intention of the Government, 
especially during a year when so many of the crops produced in 
Indi^ have lost their market and when there is reason to believe 
that the wheat crop is larmly in excess of the retjuirements of the 
country, to disappoint the legitimate expectations of the Indian 
cultivator by continuing to prevent all export beyond the point 
when it has been established clearly that there is a surplus avail¬ 
able over and above the needs of the country, and so long as prices 
can be successfully controlled. The necessary arrangements are 
therefore under consideration to permit of the exportation of any 
available surplus through the ordinary channels of trade and at the 
usual season, but subject to the strictest supervision of and control 
by Government.” 

12. So far as the danger from high prices in India was l oncerned, the 
situation .could perhaps -have been met by the continuation of the prohibition on 
export until prices reached a reasonable figure, but the interests of the Indian 
cultivator had also to be considered. Moreover, since India is a regular exporter 
of wheat to the United Kingdom, especially in j:he months from April to July 
before the American crop comes on the Home markets, it was evident that the 
prohibition of export of wheat from India, unless accomp.anied by an announce* 
ment calculated to reassure the market that a supply from India would be forth¬ 
coming, would have seriously affected supplies and prices in the United 
Kingdom. The conditions caused by the war, particularly the closing of the 
Dardanelles to the export of Russian wheat, made this consideration particularly 
important. The Government of India readily accepted the view that Imperial 
considerations required that during the regular season of active exports there 
should be a continuous export from India of reasonable quantities of wheat. 
Every indication pointed to a large surplus being availably for Export. An excep¬ 
tionally large area had been sown, the winter rains had been favourable and an 
outturn of approximately loj- million tons was anticipated, so that it was estimated 
that the surplus available for export might even reach 2 million tons. 

13. The scheme framed by Government had, therefore, to satisfy three con¬ 
ditions and three separate interests. Firstly, from the point of view of the Indian 
consumer it had to ensure the reduction of prices in India as soon as possible 
from the dangerous height to which they had risen and their maintenance at a 
reasonable level. Secondly, from the point of view of the Indian cultivator, it Had 
to secure a fair price for his crop so as not to disappoint his legitimate expecta¬ 
tions of a good profit. Thirdly, from the point of view of the United Kingdom 
and of the Empire, it had to guarantee that the quantity available for export 
should be directed to the United Kingdom where it was urgently required and 
that this supply should be forthcoming in the early months of the season when 
it was most wanted. 

14. Various schemes were considered and rejected as not satisfying all the 
three necessary conditions, «.g., (a) a limitation of export to some specified 

Q uantity either for the entire year or for some portion of the year, {b) an export 
uty either with limited or unlimited exports and either on a fixed or sliding scale, 
(e) a fitted maximum retml price with an export duty corresponding to the differ¬ 
ence between English and Indian prices. Opinion.s will doubtless differ as to how 
far the"situation could have been met by the adoption of these or any other 
scheme which may have been suggested. It will be sufficient fur the purpose 
of this report to state briefly the scheme approved by Government and to indicate 
how far it effected the three objects which Government had in view. 

15. The essential feature of the scheme was, as has already been explained, 
the prohibition of the export of wheat from India save on behalf of the Crown, 
exceptions being made only in favour of contracts for export entered into prior 
to the a6th February 1915, the date on which the Government of India announced 
their intention to prohibit exports. This embargo, which it was eventually decid¬ 
ed after consultation with the export trade to maintain till the 31st March 1916, 
instead of, as was at first intended, the 31st December 1915, was promulgated 

d 
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in a Notificatton No* 3I9S-W, of the 2Sth March 1915 under Section 19 of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878, a similar restriction on the export of wheat flour 
being applied under Notification No. 3i96*W. of the same date. 

A complete control over exports was thus secured to Government, who 
simultaneously announced their intention to adopt the following Vneasures in pur* 
suance of their assurance to provide, under certain conditions as to price and 
destination, an outlet for the exportable surplus of the crop of 1914*15 (i) Gov* 

eminent would purchase, up to a certain quantity, wheat for export through the 
leading exporting firms in India. (2) A price would he announced at which Govern¬ 
ment vfould begin to purchase for April shipment. This initial price would be re¬ 
latively high and would be lowered for May and later shipments, with the intention 
of effecting a steady reduction in prices to a figure which would take due account 
of the necessities of the consumer and the reasonable expectations of the cultiva¬ 
tors. (3) Any difference between Indian and world prices, less the remuneration 
of the Agent Firms and other necessary expenses, would accrue to the Govern¬ 
ment of India as a profit, and would probably be earmarked for special purposes. 
(4) The interests of Indian consumers in Eastern countries would be considered 
and care would be taken that the necessary .supplies of wheat should be made 
available for them. (5; Th% export of wheat flour would be restricted for the 
same period to an amount approximately equal to the quantity exported during 
the year 1913-14, which would' be allotted among the various milling interests 
concerned. 

It is important to note that an assur.mce was received from His Majesty’s 
Government that the net loss, should such arise in working the scheme for 
purchase of wheat for the United Kingdom, would be borne by the Treasury. 
The control of exports to places outside the United Kingdom and the Eastern 
countries specified above vested in a Committee, known as the Indian Wheat 
Committee, appointed a^ Home to represent His Majesty’s Government. 

16. How far the objects-aimed at by this scheme were effected will appear 

H'lw fat the tcheme effeettd its tkre* main ebjtcis. from what folloWS t 

(1) The reduction in/adian prices.—T\ih vAs the first and most urgent 
consideration. On the publication of Government’s decision on the 26th Feb¬ 
ruary prices began to fall. On the 28th February retail prices of wheat were 
6| seers to the rupee at Delhi, seers at Jubbulpore, Cawnpore and Meerut, 
and-7^ seers at Lahore. On the 15th March they were 6J seers at Jubbulpore, 
64 seers at Cawnpore, 7 seers at Delhi, 7^ seers at Meerut and 7 J seers at Lahore. 
By the 31st .March prices at Delhi and Meerut had relapsed to 6 and 6^ seers, 
respectively, but at Cawnpore and Lahore they had fallen to seers and at 
Jubbulpore to 8^ seers. By the i .sth April prices at Delhi were 7I seers, Lahore 
8 seers, Meerut 8^-, Jubbulpore and Cawnpore 8i, and by the 15th May at Cawn¬ 
pore 9 seers, at Jubbulpore and Delhi pi at Meerut 10 and Lahore 1 ij. The 
movements of prices and their relation to Government’s purchases and the 
fixation of the maximuqitprice will be examined in the narrative of operations. It 
is sufficient at the present stage to point out that the general effect, of Govern¬ 
ment’s policy undoubtedly was to relieve the extreme distress caused by high 
prices in the early months of the year. 

(2) The profits of the Indian cultivator. —The maximum price fixed at first 
by Government^ Rs. 5-12-0 per maund f.o.b. at Bombay and Karachi, was 
admittedly a very generous one. It corresponds approximately to a wholesale 
price of Rs. 4-io-o at Lyallpur, and cultivator* who hastened to sell at this price 
reaped a handsome profit. The lowest price fixed at any time by Government was 
Rs. 4-10-9 per maund f.o.b. corresponding to Rs. 3-8-9 at Lyallpur, and the 
price at which the majority of purchases were made was Rs. 4-14-9 (equivalent 
to a price at Lyallpur of Rs. 3-18-9). The price of Rs. 4-10-9 wais freely offered 
throughout July without attracting sellers on any large scale tthd this olfer was 
continued throughout August, September and October without any p'urchaMs 
resulting. It is clear, therefore, that the interests of cultivators were liberally 
considered. In normal years an u[)country wholesale price of Rs. 3 per maund 
has been estimated as providing a fair profit, and the following are the average 
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annual wholesale prices of wheat per tnaund in each of the last ten years at 
Ferozepore and Delhi

(3) The provision of supplies for the United Kingdom.-~'VR& actual quan¬ 
tity shipped on account of Government to the United Kingdom was 528,533 
tons, to which must be added 95,440 tons shipped on private account. This 
supply appears to have been sufficient to meet requirement^ and the fact of a 
steady supply of Indian wheat being assured during the inter-harvest months was 
undoubtedly one of the factors which resulted in the fall in Home prices of about 
lyj. per quarter which took place during the first half of June. In estimating the 
value of this supply to the United Kingdom it should be remembered that 
although the total quantity exported during the early months of the present 
season was less than had been anticipated, tlje export of wheat from British India 
to the United Kingdom during the four months April to July of the present year 
was larger than exports in the same period in any year since 1910-11.

17. To complete this review of the leading features of the Government wheat 

policy it is necessary to refer in some detail 
to the proceedings of and the decisions 
taken at the Conmrence held in Simla on 
September the 23rd. This Conference, 
which was attended by representatives of the 
Governments of the Punjab, the United Pro¬ 
vinces, Bombay and the Central Provinces, was called to consider the policy which 
should be adopted during the autumn of 1915. Under the influence of the mon¬ 
soon, prices had risen by the end of July to such a level as to make ineffective 
the ofter to purchase at Rs. 4-10-9 t.o,D. per maund. Certain preliminary Ques¬ 
tions, however, had to be considered. Firstly, whether the experience 01 the 
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harvest indicated that any change was necessary in the Forecast as to.the out¬ 
turn of the crop of 1914-15. Secondly, what stocks, had accumulated in the 
wheat producing provinces, and whether these would be sufficient to provide for 
home consumption, seeding and the usual carry-over into the new year and to 
make good the depletion in the stocks of the previous year. Thirdly, what 
modification, if any, was necessary in the estimate of the exportable surplus. 
On the answer to these questions depended .largely what policy should be 
adopted in the autumn of 1915. Accordingly in August Local Governments 
were invited to examine the situation in their provinces from the point of view 
suggested by these preliminary considerations. The Conference, however, at 
which the views of the Local Governments on these questions came up for 
discussion, was not held till the end of September when the character of the 
September rains, which are of special importance for seeding operations, had 
been ascertained. 

In paragraph 12 above, it has been explained that the probable exportable 
surplus of the crop of 1914-15 was taken at two million tons. This estimate was 
made in February 1915, when it was estimated, subject to certain reservations, 
that the outturn would reach 10} million tons; so that, assuming the internal 
consumption to be 8 to 8^ pillion tons, the amount available for export could be 
estimated at 2 million tons. It was, however, pointed out that this estimate was 
liable to correction. 

The first general Memorandum on the wheat crop of 1914-15 issued on the 
30th December 1914, on which the above estimates were based, was only a pre¬ 
liminary forecast of the cropped area which was placed at 28,694,000 acres. The 
second forecast, issued on the 6th March, carried matters generally down to the 
middle of February and placed the acreage at 32,028,000 acres. Of the condition 
of the crops this fosecas^ stated that the Punjab crop was in exceptionally good 
condition everywhere except in a few districts in the west. As to the United 
Provinces crop, where the acreage was placed at 7,450.000 acres (that is to say, 
44*2 per cent above the area at the corresponding date in the previous year) it 
was stated that 

(1) in the Meerut, Agra and Rohilkhund divisions the crop was a good 

one and was tnen (24th February) estimated at 90 to 100 per cent 
of the normal; 

(2) in the Allahabad and Oudh divisions it was estimated at 85 to 90 per 

cent; 

(3) In the Benares and Gorakhpur divisions owing to damage caused by 

drought and white ants it was thin and estimated at 75 per cent of 
the normal. 

The Special Forecast issued on April 14th raised the acreage to 32,148,000 
acres, and estimated the yield at 10,293,000 tons. The estimate of yield in the 
Punjab was based on the condition of the crop at the end of March and was 
regarded as probably * an underestimate; in the United Provinces the outturn 
per acre for the province as a whole was estimated at 90 per cent of the normal 
as also in the Central Provinces. 

In the Final Memorandum issued on May 27th the total outturn for India was 
taken at 10,269,000 tons, a slight falling off on the estimate of the Special Fore¬ 
cast ; but was subsequently raised by a revised estimate from the Punjab, 
placing the acreage of that province at 11,323,000 acres and outturn at 
3,974,000 tons, the all-India outturn being thereby increased to 10,318,000 tons. 
The descriptive reports stated tor the Punjab, that the crop did * not thresh 
out so well as was expected and for the United Provinces that the crop was 
estimated at 85 per cent of the normal instead of 90 per cent. This Final 
Memorandum was written after the effects of the unseasonable weather at the 
end of March and beginning of April could have been ascertained; and it must 
be assumed that the necessary corrections were made in the estimate of outturn. 

Early in May certain doubts began to be felt as to the probability of the 
outturn reaching the figure given in the Special Forecast. In the Central 
Provinces there were many indications that the crop had been overestimated; the • 
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overestimate being placed by some authorities as high as 200,000 tons. As 
regards the United Provinces crop, the quality of the wheat in certain districts of 
those Provinces where the Agent firms had been purchasing on behalf of Govern¬ 
ment, was so inferior that .attention was called to it from London, and as early as 
the middle of May some of the Agent firms had ceased’to purchase in parts of the 
United Provinces, because the first purchases had proved unsatisfactory in quality. 
As regards the Punjab crop, the reports received by the Agent firms from 
their agencies up>country indicated that the outturn would be very light in the 
eastern and northern districts of the Punjab, as well as in the west of the 
United Provinces. It was the opinion of one of the Agent firms that the Govern- . 
ment estimate should be reduced by at'least 5 per cent in the case of the Punjab, 
and 10 per cent in that of the United Provinces. 

These doubts as to the outturn of the crop were confirmed by the 
representatives of the Local Governments who attended the Conference of Sep¬ 
tember the 23rd. The Central Provinces Administration and the Governments of 
the United Provinces and of the Punjab officially reduced their estimates respectively 
by 100,000 tons, 73,000 tons, and 200,000 tons. The total outturn of this year's 
crop may therefore be taken at- 9,918,000 tons. This revised figure takes no 
account of any change necessary in the Central India crop, as to which no 
definiteidata are available, but it is a relevant'consideration tW certain of the 
Native States imposed an export duty on wheat leaving their territories. This 
step could only have been dictated by the necessity of preserving sufficient 
stocks in their territories. 

The next point considered by the Conference was the question of stocks in the 
three chief wheat producing Provinces, namely, the Central Provinces, United Pro¬ 
vinces, and the Punjab. The Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces was 
emphatically of the opinion that so far from having any surplus available for export, 
the Central Provinces would need to import until the conJing hardest was secured. 
The United Provinces, where stocks had been damaged by the recent floods, 
would, it was estimated, be able to carry on with their present stocks, provided 
that no demand for export to other parts of India or to oversea markets was 
made. The Punjab alone had a surplus and in order to estimate the quantity 
available for export from that Province an endeavour was made to contrast the 
position on the 1st April 1915 with the position on the corresponding date in 
the previous four years. From this comparison, after allowing for the exports 
in the six months ended the ist October 1915, it was concluded that the Punjab 
could spare 600,000 tons for export to all destinations. The total exportable 
surplus of the crop of 1914-15 may accordingly be estimated at a million and two 
hundred and fifty thousand tons, of which already by the ist October 1915 
637,000 tons had been exported, apart from the quantity exported in the form 
of wheat flour. 

Following on these conclusions, the Conference unanimously recommended 
-that the control over exports should be maintained and that private trading 
should not be resumed for the present. The necessity was also emphasized of an 
early announcement as to the intention of Government in regard to exports after 
the 31st March 1916, to prevent forward dealings of which there were already 
indications. 


PART II. 

The Wheat Scheme and Operations conducted from April to 

October 1915. 

SECTION I. 

Organisation and Staff. 

i^. As already mentioned in the first paragraph of this report 1 arrived in India 
on the Qth April 191^ and took over on that iaXt the duties of Wheat Commis- 
-sioner for Inaia. Prior to my departure from England on the 20th March, 1 had 
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been a temporary member of the Indian Wheat Committee which was appointed 
in England about the beginning of that month under the Chairmanship of Lord 
Lucas. On arrival in India my first duties were the organisation of the necessary 
staff, the completion of the arrangements already in train for the receipt of 
information regarding wheat prices and movements, the fixation of pro^ 
cedure for Agent firms and the settlement of the firms* pro forma invoices. The 
two latter points, which were of considerable importance and complexity, will be 
dealt with separately in due course. 

19. The clerical staff appointed at my Headquarters consisted at its 

maximum of two shorthand typists, an 

accountant, an assistant accountant, three 
clerks and three typists. These appointments were made from time to 
time as required and reductions in the staff were made from July onwards when 
the pressure of work diminished. Clerical staff consisting in each case of one ' 
accountant, one clerk and one typist,were appointed at Bombay and at Calcutta 
for the Assistant Wheat Commissioners at those ports. The headquarter staff 
was throughout under the immediate control of Mr. A. C. MeWatters, I.C.S., 
Assistant Wheat Commissioner, who was appointed on the 22nd March. Mr. 

C, R. Watkins, Mr. C. W. Jacob, I.C.S., and Mr. E. Sheepshanks, I. C. S., 
were appointed Assistant Wheat Commissioners with effect from the 22nd April, 
the nth May and the 24th May, respectively. 

Mr. Watkins was in charge of operations at Bombay from the end of April 
when my headquarters were moved to Karachi until the 6th August, when on his 
appointment to the Collectorship of Customs at Basrah, he was succeeded at 
Bombay by Mr. Sheepshanks. Mr. Jacob was in charge of operations at Calcutta 
from the last week in May until the end of August. Mr. Sheepshanks toured in the 
Punjab frorh the 30411J une until the first week of August and inspected the up-coun¬ 
try accounts of the Agerft firms. I was myself on tour during a great part of the 
summer, vis., from the 19th to 24th April (at Karachi); from the roth May to 
the 13th June (at Bombay, Calcutta and Simla) ; and from the asth June to the 
5th September (at Bombay,. Poona, Nagpur, Calcutta, Simla and Bombay). 
Later, 1 attended the Conference held at Simla on the 23rd September. 

20. With the permission of Local Governments information regarding wheat 
in/nfmation supplied by local offlettt and prices and movcments, the outturn of the 

XaiiToay Companies. crop, and ihc cffcct of Govemmcnt -pur¬ 

chases on the market, etc., w'as sent to me weekly by District Officers of selected 
districts in the Punjab, the United Provinces, the Central Provinces, Bombay and 
Bihar, and also with the permission of the Foreign and Political Department of the 
Government of India and by the courtesy of the Durbars, similar information was 
supplied regularly by the principal States and Agencies in Central India and 
Rajputana. The Directors of Agriculture in the principal wheat-growing 
provinces were in regular correspondence with me on the subject of the outturn 
and extent of the wheat crop in their provinces, the course of prices, agricultural 
prospects and other matters of importance affecting the operations or influencing 
future policy. Daily telegrams of wheat prices were sent to me from Lahore, 
Delhi, Meerut, Cawnpore and Jubbulpore. The movements of wheat by rail 
from stations on the North-Western Railway in the Punjab were reported weekly 
by the Railway authorities to District Officers and this information was included 
in the weekly reports sent by the latter to me, while the movements of wheat 
from stations on the Great Indian Peninsula and Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railways were ascertained from weekly figures sent to me by the Railways 
and from the daily reports of arrivals in Bombay published by the Bombay 
Chamber of Commerce. Figures showing the export of wheat and wheat 
flour from British India to Kathiawar, Goa and Pondicherry were also furnished 
to me weekly by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India, the Madras and Southern 
Mahratta, and the South Indian Railways. 

A summary of the information collected from all these sources was included 
each week in my report to the Government of India on the progress of opera¬ 
tions. I take this opportunity of expressing my indebtedness to the officeis con¬ 
cerned for much valuable information. 
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SECTION II. 


Relations with Agent Firms. 

ai. 1 now proceed to a description of the system which governed my 
relations with the selected Agent firms. This subject, which is of the 
first importance, will need, somewhat detailed treatment; since, though the 
principles adopted were of general application to all firms at all three 
ports, on minor points of actual practice uniformity at 4JII three ports, or as 
between the different firms at the same port, was not possible. Owing to varia* 
tions in local procedure or the procedure of particular firms. 


Ctutral frinciflu of Agtntf. 


22. Thu general principles adopted were 
as follows 


(1) The services were utilised, as buying Agents in India and as selling 

Agents in England, of all the principal firms which had in recent 
years been regularly engaged in the export of wheat to the United 
Kingdom. 

(2) These firms were treated purely as Agents. Their remuneration con* 

sisted solely of a comnnssion, ho profit from their operations 
being admissible otherwise than through their commission. This 
commission was fix.ed at 31/. per (juarter for buying and 3d. for 
selling, plus ^ per cent for guaranteeing the Home buyer. The 
buying and selling commission was, however, subject to reconsi¬ 
deration, should the shipments on Government account from India 
exceed 1,000,000 tons.. 

(3) The actual cost of the wheat, a$ shown by their Books, Bills, In¬ 

voices, etc., was paid by Government as well as the charges for 
railing, storing, handling and shipping at the port of shipment. 
But this total cost was not allowed to e!cceed the price fixed by 
Government, lirhile all allowances, discounts, etc., allowed by the 
custom of the trade, as well as any actual recoveries from sellers 
of other sourced in respect of wheat purchased for Government, 
were credited to Government. 

(4) In addition Government undertook to reimburse the firms their fixed 

charges, on the basis of actual and approved expenditure. 

(5) Risk of fire, as well as marine, accident and war risks were borne 

by Government.

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The monthly quantities at each port w^re allotted to the firms mentioned 
above on the basis of the amount of business done .by each firm in the preced* 
ing three years. The allotments actually made are shown in Appendix C, 
Table No. VIII. Though no formal guarantee to this effect was given, an assur¬ 
ance was held out to the firms that these allotments would ordinarily not be 
varied, and firms were further permitted, but only after obtaining my consent, 
to transfer their allotments from one port to another. The condUion as to 
previous sanction was imposed to prevent confusion in the matter of freight 
engagements, and, 4ts a matter of fact, only 45,150 tons were so transferred. 
It was found necessary owing to the difficulty of obtaining freight in June, to 
refuse permission for the transfer of allotments in that month to Karachi. Allot¬ 
ments moreover did not lapse, and firms were allowed to carry over to subse¬ 
quent months allotments which they had not been able to complete in the pre¬ 
ceding month. Forward contracts made by firms prior to the date of the 
Government of India’s communiqud of the 26th February 1915 —this date being 
subsequently extended to the 10th March—were recognized and shipment of 
the amount thus contracted for, approximately 100,000 tons, was allowed under 
license; but in the case of Agent firms these quantities were held to be included 
in the allotments made to them and their purchases for Government were reduced 
to this extent The shipments made in accordance with these forward contracts 
are included in Appendix C, Table N’o. VI, from which it will be seen that 12,000 
tons were shipped to France and 3,000 to South Africa. The bulk of the 
balance then went to the United Kingdom. Of the wheal shipped to the United 
Kingdom on private account, 2,877 taken over by Government from 

Messrs. Sanday and Co., by arrangement with the firm’s London House. 


25. In order to determine the price which Government should offer for its 
„ „ , . _ purchases of wheat, it was necessary to 

« ascertain the charges which have to be 

added to the cost price as paid by the Agent firms to the seller. As the 
Agent firms were to deliver the wheat on board the exporting vessel, the 
tjovernment price had to be calculated on the basis of f.o.b. To determine 
this f.o.b. price, the Agent firms were asked to* prepare Pro Forma invoices, 
showing all charges up to f.o.b- These Pro Forma invoices necessarily varied 
with each port, and with each firm at the same port. This question formed the 
subject of much discussion at the different conferences held at Delhi, Bombay 
and Calcutta. In the first instance, however, a Pro Forma invoice was drawn 
up to which all the firms at each of the three ports signified their assent. 
This Pro Forma, common to all the firms at each or the ports, was adopted as 
the basis on which the initial Government price was fixed; and a copy of the 
common Pro Forma adopted for the Karachi firms is printed on pages 3 and 4 of 
Appendix B. to this report. It falls, as will be observed, into two parts. The 
first part refers to the charges incidental to placing the wheat f.o.r. Karachi, 
the second part refers to the charges from f.o.r. to f.o.b. The Govern-, 
ment price was a f.o.b. price and throughout this report the term Govern¬ 
ment price must be understood as being a f.o.b. price. This price was for 
Choice White Karachi: and in relation to this standard the other classes of 
wheat were graded as follows :—

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36. It was, however, apparent that this common Pro Forma could not be 
Forma a^optcd ss the Working formula. In the 

first place, at all ports there are at least 
iwo, and at 'Karachi three, systems on which purchases' of wheat are concluded. 
Secondly, the systems on which the firms conduct their operations differ consi- 
-derably,.and this difference in procedure entails a difference in the amount of 
the various items which are.included in the Pro Forma. Thirdly, and this 
objection was the most serious, no firm could be expected to disclose to its 
competitors its methods of working and its computation of its working charges. 
White, therefore, the common Pro Forma served a useful purpose in enabling 
the Government to determine the average amount of the intermediate charges 
betw^n the point of purchase and the point of shipment, it could not be 
adopted as a basis on which either the firms should fix its price to a seller, or the 
Government should pay for the charges detailed in the Pro ]''orma. 


Accordingly immediately after the settlement and announcement of the 
initial Government price, I proceeded to settle with each firm individually a Pro 
Forma invoice based on the firm’s method and cost of working as determined 
by.experience of previous years. These individual Pro Formas have been 
printed in Appendix B for the information of Government; but they should be 
regarded as confidential and should not be published. These Pro Formas, I may 
a.dd, constitute the basis on which the invoices presented to me for payment have 
been prepared. They have been vaijed from time to time, according as items have 
been varied or removed,•oinder sanction from competent authority, and the rele* 
vant Pro Forma has, for each purchase, represented the basis for the audit of rny 
.accounts and the accounts of the firms. 


27. It is not possible, without going into elaborate details, to explain each of 
the various items which appear in each of the different Pro Formas approved. 
But the following statement, which is primarily applicable fo the procedure ob¬ 
taining in Karachi, will give a sufficiently clear idea of the charges which were 
included in the Pro Formas. ‘ 

Purchases of Wheat are either made upcountry or locally at the port. 

In the case of up-country purchases, the following charges arise :— 

K The cost price of Wheat, 

II. Upcountry handling charges, 

III. Upcountry market allowances, e.g., Danii (which is paid), Karta (wn'ch 

is recovered), 

IV. Brokerage, 

V. Railway freight, 

VI. Haulage (if incurred), 

VII: Shroffage. 

These charges make up the cost of wheat f.o.r. Karachi. At pages 3 and 
36 of Appendix B. will be found the Pro. Forma for the calculation of the up- 
<ountry charges from Lyallpur to Karachi f.o.r. and from Cawnpore to Calcutta 
f.o.r. It will be observed that the railway freight is by far the most important 
item. The other charges mentioned above vary very widely according to 
market, and according to the system of purchase. Roughly speaking it may 
be said that it costs ten annas to place f.o.r. Karachi a maund of wheat pur¬ 
chased at Lyallpur,*and that of these ten annas, nine annas three pies represent 
railway freight, upcountry charges amounting only to nine pies per maund.

XII. Terminal Charges. 

29. The total of the charges referred to in paragraphs'27 and 28 above^ 
represent the cost of placing wheat f. o. b. Karachi. But the f. o. b. price must 
also make provision for the following factors. Firstly, the Home price is a 
price for wheat of average quality, containing no dirt and hot more than two 
per cent of barley and foodstuffs, ^condly, experience has shown that there 
IS usually a difference, arising from the difference in dimatic conditions and 
varying with the time and port of shipment between the weight of a cargo or a 
parcel of wheat as ascertained at the port shipment and the weight as ascertained 
9t the port of discharge. It follows therefore that the price at'which an exporter 
can offer to buy wheat in India (whether upcountry or elsewhere) must make 
sufficient allowance for these factors. In-the Pro Formas printed in Appendix B 
will be found the allowances which were adopted to cover these factors in the ' 
case of the Government purchases of wheat, and in paragraph 76 a further 
discussion of this pbint will be found. It will be sufficient to state here that a 
f. 0. b. price of Rs. 5 at Karachi roughly corresponds to Rs. 3>ti4-o at Lyallpur, 
the difference Rs. 1-2-0 being made up as follows :—

30. In the case of local purchases, the charges up to f.o.r. referred to 
in paragraph 27 above, do not, of course, arise, while as regards the items from 
f.o.r. to f.o.b., item 11 is excluded. The cost price in the case of these purchases 
includes the cost of gunnies, sellers being required to supply bags suitable for 
export or to submit to an allowance. On the other hand, the following additional 
items are included:— 

I. Brokerage, 

If. Allowance for Charity and Panjrapore, 

III. Cartage or Hire of Trucks, 

IV. Weighment. 

The allowance for Charity and Panjrapore is an allowance regularly required 
from buyers in accordance with the custom of the trade; and appears m the 
case of similar transactions at Bombay. 

A f.o.b. Karachi price of Rs. 5 per maund is equivalent to Rs._4'*8-oper 
maund local deliverv. Local purchases represented only a small proportion of the ‘ 
total purchases at Karachi. 

31, This description of the charges included in the Pro Formas is, it must 
be repeated, not intended to be exhaustive. Appendix B. includes the Pro 
Formas applicable at Bombay and Calcutta. The variations between the latter 
and the Pro Formas applicable at Karachi are to be explained by the difference 
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in local conditions. A comparison of the average cost of the charges from f.o.r. 
to f.o.b. at each of the three ports works out as follows per maund

32. Reference has been made in paragraph 28 to certain charges 
<. , numbered VlII to X'll which have to be 

added to the cost of wheat f.o.r. in 
respect of certain purchases. This point requires further explanation. At 
the commencement of operations a small charge varying from Rs. i-8-o 
to Rs. 3 per 100 tons was allowed for the cost of preparing and posting samples 
and stamping Bills of Lading. Messrs. Clement Robson and Co., treated this 
charge as part of their Establishment expenses, while Messrs. Strauss and Co., 
and uie Calcutta firms other than Ralli Brothers treated it as part of Handling 
charges. Early in May after enquiry it was ascertained that Dills of Lading 
for wheat shipped on account cf Government were exempt from Stamp duty. 
Consequently the expenses under the head Samples and Bills of Lading were 
reduced to so small an amount that it was considered unnecessary to retain this 
as a separate item in the firms’ Pro Formas. This charge was, therefore, treated 
after the 20th May as part of Handling charges and no sen^rate allowance was 

f iven for Samples and Bills of Lading in the case of Shipments made after that 
ate. I 

At the commencement of operations the Agent firms undertook Fire risks 
, and for this purpose a charge of j- per 

irs nsurance. invoiced valuc of the wheat 

(^Q per cent in the case of E. D. Sassoon and Co.), was included in the Pro 

Formas and treated as for the firms’ account. After the i8th May, however, 

Government themselves undertook ail Fire risks and no allowance was given to 
Agent firms on this account. 

The charge of i per cent was retained in the firms ’ Pro Formas, but was 
deducted from the value of the invoices presented for payment. The net result 
of this was that the cost of wheat to Government was reduced by J per cent, 
in. order to discount any loss through fire. No such loss fortunately occurred. 

An allowance of tj pics per maund was made in all Karachi Pro Formas 

on account of Terminal charges. It was 
Terminal ksrges. Understood that the Karachi Municipality 

was preparing to introduce a Terminal tax at this rate, but subsequent enquiry 

showed that there was no immediate likelihood of the tax being brought 

into force. Consequently this item was omitted from the Pro Formas with effect 
from the 20th May and all payments made under this head in the case of jiur- 
chases prior to that date were recovered by Government through the Terminal 
-charges Account. 

The inclusion of charges on account of Interest, Bill Stamps and Bill 

Brokerage in the Pro Formas up to the 

, Jnter.it, Bill Brakerage and Bill Stamps. 23cd May, WaS due tO the fact that Until 

that date Agent firms had made their 
own arrangements for financing their purchases whereas from" the a4th May 
Government placed funds from their own resources at the disposal of Agent 
firms at the time of the order to purchase. Government therefore in the case of 

g orchases made after the a3rd May, incurred no charges on account of Interest, 
ill Stamps or Bill Brokerage. Up to the 23rd May the Pro Forma allowed for 


3 
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Bill Stamps at the rate of Rs. 9 per £ 1,000, Bill Brokerage at ^ per cent, and 
Interest at 6 per cent, per annum for 40 days on the invoiced cost of the wheat. 
The latter was a standard charge accepted by Government and tjie firms irrespecN 
ive of the actual time which elapsed between the order to purchase and payment, 
the understanding being that extra interest might be charged by the firms if the 
period of 40 days were exceeded through delay on the part of Government. In 
point of fact the period of 40 days was on the average not exceeded and there were 
no undue delays in shipment or in payment of invoices. A calculation of the 
average periods which elapsed between the dates of purchase and payment (in 
the case of purchases made prior to the 24th May) gives the following result for 
Karachi firms*

33. A Memorandum of Procedure, which will be found printed as Appendix 
,■ j A, was drawn up by me for the guidance 

of nrtns. In this Memorandum further 
details will be found regarding the Pro Forma invoices and also instructions 
regarding advice o^ purchases, submission of invoices for payment and of 
adjustment memos, for settlement of the detailed charges making up the invoices. 
The form of accounts was also prescribed in the Memorandum of Procedure. 
The same Memorandum with unimportant local modifications applied to 
Bombay and Calcutta firms. 


This Memorandum prescribes the procedure to be followed by firms; 
but in practice Bills of Lading were submitted by Agent firms in anticipation of 
the invoices, these being prepared subsequent to shipment so as to adroit of the 
quick despatch home of the Bills of Lading. The latter were forwarded by me, 
immediately on receipt, to the City Office of the Indian Wheat Committee. 


SECTION III. 


Freight Arrangements. 

34. The responsibility for engaging freight was undertaken by the Indian 
( • Wheat Committee in London, who for this 

Chartering and alloc liion of freight, purpose engaged the rervicesof Mr. Percy 

Glanville of Messrs. Nelson, Donkin and 
Company. Freight was chartered by Mr. Glanville after considering the 
reports of purchases of wheat sent to the Indian Wheat Committee daily by the 
Agent firms, and although it was not found possible to obtain as much freight for 
Karachi during May and June as could have been filled during those months 
if, it had been available, the arrangements generally must be pronounced more 
satisfactory and more economical than any that could have been made in India.

The allocation also of cargoes ans ting the Agent firms was/undertaken by the 
London Committee. So far as possible full cargoes were allocated to particular 
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firms, 53 out of 70 steamers at Karachi being thus dealt with. When this was 
not possible the Committte allocated parcel^ cargo, the firm with the largest 
parcel looking after the ship and arranging for its loading and despatch. 

35. 1 was thus relieved of the major part of the responsibility connected 
■with the provision and allocation of freight. I was required to allocate freight 
only in those rare instances when timely intimation of the allocation was not 
received from the London Committee and there was insufficient time to make a 
reference to the Secretary of State. The allocation of the last three or four 
steamers at Karachi was, however, left to me by the London Committee as a 
matter of practical convenience. The duty of chartering freight only devolved 
upon me in connection with the final shipment from Karachi, when it was found 
necessary to charter I, ion tons freight from Messrs. Louis Dreyfus and Com.* 
pahy, at 45s. per shipping ton in order to ship the small remaining balance of 
Government wheat. 


The disposal of surplus freight, which, as will be seen, was a matter of 
some difficulty at Bombay and Calcutta, was principally undertaken by the Home 
authorities, but a portion of this work also devolved upon me.

Committees of Agent firms at Karachi and Bombay, under the presidency 
of the Wheat Commissioner or one of his Assistants whose authority was to be 
final in cases of dispute among firms. In practice it was seldom found 
necessary to summon formal meetings of these Committees ; all matters of detail 
were settled without difficulty in discussion with the firms concerned. 


details regarding the

At Calcutta the arrangements for loading and despatch of steamers were 
entrusted to Messrs. Graham and Company, and no local Coqsmittee of Agent 
firms was established. Messrs. Graham and Company received a loading fee 
of Rs. 500 for whole cargoes and of Rs. loo per 1,000 tons for shipment of 
parcels in liners from Calcutta. 


37. The allocation of liner freight and of prize steamers was arranged for 
,• # • . in the same way as in the case of ordinary 

steamers. Messrs. Graham and Company 
also undertook tfie duty of loading and deipatch of prize steamers and received 
for this work a special fee of Rs. 500 per steamer, liight prize steamers were 
dealt with under this arrangement at Karachi. 


38. Among minor matters connected with freight was the advance of cash 

Advances On acetunl »f freight, and paymeuts the port of loading, aS providffd in the 

te Captains. Charter party, to Captains of steamers if 

required by them in order to meet necessary disbursements at the port of loading. 
Such advances were made at Karachi on six occasions and once at Bombay, the 
Bills of Lading being endorsed accordingly. The customary payment through 
the Agent firms of Rs. 75 or Rs. 80 as a gratuity or “ hat money ” to Captains 
of steamers was also arranged for. 

39. Steamers ward chartered on the understanding that no despatch money 

would be exacted, the only exception being 
Despatth of .Haamers. 10 the casc of the S. S. “ JerseyiTioor ’ at 

Bombay. No difficulty was found in secur¬ 
ing their prompt loading and de'ipatch as w'ill be seen from Appendix C, Table No. 
Xl^ which shows that the average number of days required for loading at Karachi 
was less than 5|. In one instance only were nine day.s required and in five 
instances eight days. Three steamers on the other hand were despatched in 
three days and eleven in four days Night work was not usually called for except 
during the latter half of June and first week of July when there was a certain 
amount of pressure owing to the simultaneous arrival of a number of steamers. 
The arrival of steamers was well timed throughout May and they came at regular 
and convenient intervals. The earlier June steamers, however, were someuhat 
delayed and towards the end of June there was as much as 150,000.tons of 
wheat stored at Keamari, but the position was relieved by the large shipments 
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aggregating 166,744 tons which took place between the 20th June and loth 
July. DetaiU of the weekly shipments from the three ports will be found in 
Appendix C, Tables II, III and IV. 

40. The disposal of surplus freight at Karachi presented little difficulty as 

it was found necessary to cancel only one 

Disposal of surfiiu/reigU,Karacki. Steamer, the “Caspian, of 5 i 9 oo tons, 

which had been engaged for July. At 
various times the Secretary of State arranged to relet to Agent firms parcels on 
Government wheat vessels, the total amount so relet to Karachi firims being 
10,000 tons. In the case of Bombay and Calcutta the disposal of surplus freight 
was a much more complicated business. 

41. The freight chartered for Bombay consisted of (a) three whole cargoes, 

the “ Jerseymoor, ” " Ethelwolf ” and 
Disposal of surplus freight, Bomha,. “ Deddington, ” Carrying 16,472 D.-W. 

tons, (0) certain parcel Treight chartered 
from Messrs. Sanday and Company and from Messrs. Ralli Brothers, and (c) 
Peninsular and Oriental freight 6.750 D.-W. tons. The total quantity charter^ 
was 56,217 D.-W. tons, distributed as follows :—2,400 tons in April, 32,167 in 
May, 10,800 in June, 9,950 in July and 900 in August. The quantity of wheat 
actually shipped from Bombay was 40,870 tons, so that the surplus freight remain¬ 
ing on my hands at Bombay exceeded 15,000 tons. The following arrangements 
w'cre made to relieve the position 

(1) 3,000 tons of freight taken over from Messrs. Ralli Brothers and 

4,000 tons taken over from Messrs. Sanday and Company were 
cancelled at a profit of 6 d, per shipping ton 5 

(2) 900 tons August freight taken over from Sanday and Company were 

cqpcelled at a loss of lOi'. per shipping ton ; 

(3) 1,350 tons of June freight were resold by the Secretary of State to 

Messrs, Sanday and Company ; 

(4) 75 ° Ellerman freight were sold to Ralli Brothers at a loss of 

7s. 6 d. per shipping ton ; 

(5) goo tons of Wilson line freight were transferred from Bombay to 

Karachi ; 

(6) a more difficult and less satisfactory transaction was the disposal of 

4,500 D.-W. tons of Peninsular and Oriental freight w'hich it was 
not found possible to fill. This freight had been chartered by 
the Secretary of State at the high rate of 55s. per shipping ton; it 
was a large parcel and in a ship with a fixed date of sailing and 
fixed for London only- The principal exporters were out of the 
market, and were themselves sellers of freight. There was no 
possibility of collecting fresh cargo. The Peninsular and Oriental 
Company themselves endeavoured to relet on my behalf but were 
unable to do any business. Finally, I accepted an offer of 45*. per 
shipping ton on basis wheat and even this offer was only obtained 
owing to my being able to obtain an option of 500 tons for 
Marseilles. The net loss on this transaction, in addition to 
brokerage, was 135-2-10, which it was arranged should be 
claimed by the Peninsular and Oriental Company in London. 

'44. The receipts in India on account of the above freight cancelments ^at 
Bombay were Rs. 40,875-5-11. Payments in India were Rs. 3,438-4-0 on ac¬ 
count of brokerage. - As stated above payments have had to be made in England 
to the Peninsular and Oriental Con^pany and also in respect of some of the other 
cancelments. A qertain amount of loss was unavoidable in connection with these 
transactions. 1 considered the possibility (a) of shipping Karachi wheat to 
Bombay to fill the excess Botnbay freight, and {b) of 'diverting by 
rail wheat bought for shipment from Karachi at Punjab and United Pro¬ 
vinces agencies served by Bombay railways. Both alternatives were dismiss¬ 
ed, the former owing to the cost of freight from Karachi to Bombay and the 
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extra loss due to transhipment feeSi double handling charges and damage by 
rain and searing of bags during handling and other incidental expenses, and the 
latter owing to the extra (^st of railway freight. Additional objecti ms to either 
course were (i),the fact tnat Karachi wheat commands a better price if ship¬ 
ped from Karachi than if shipped from Bombay, and (2) that Bombay freight was 
chartered at 52s, 6d. or 555. whereas Karachi freight was at that time being charter¬ 
ed at from 48r. to 45s. 

45. The freight chartered for Calcutta consisted of {a) five whole cargoes 

carrying from 31,500 to ^3,000 D.-W. tons 
Disposal 0/ turpiusfreight, Calcutta. (})Liner freight aggregating 26,000 D.- i/V. 

tons, and (c) 6,000 D.-W. tons parcel 
freight taken from Ralli Brothers. The total Calcutta freight was therefore from 
63,500 to 64,000 tons. The shipments from Calcutta, excluding 5,000 
tons sold to the Government of Western Australia, were 29,600 tons. Surplus 
freight therefore was about 34,000 tons. Arrangements tor disposal of this sur¬ 
plus were made.by the Secretary of State who transferred the S. S. " Lindenfels ” 
(■7,000 to 7,500 tons ) to Karachi, cancelled 11,000 tons of Liner freight and the 
S. S» “Barenfels ’’ (7,500 tons), and relet 5,840 tons of Liner freight as well as 2,500 
tons on the S. S. “ Auchenblae.” 500 tons on the latter steamer which had been 
chartered at 725. 6d. were relet to Messrs. Becker Gray and Company at 77s. 6d. 
The difference between these rates, Rs. 957-8-5, was paid to me in India. 

46. Payments on account of freight were ordinarily made in England. Under 

the orders of the Secretary of State, how- 
Poymeiits 01, r.cceuut affreight. cvcr, Liner freight wa.s made payable at 

Calcutta at 755. a ton at the current rate 
of telegraphic transfers- These payments aggregated R.s. *5,20,242-0-4. 
In Bombay, the only payment was of a sum of Rs. 3,787 b§ing the amount pay¬ 
able in India under an arrangement with the Peninsular and Oriental Company 
in respect of a parcel of 225 tons Peninsular and Oriental freight taken over from 
Messrs. Ralli Brothers. 

i 

In Karachi, Rs. 4,240-1-6 were paid by me to Messrs. Louis Dreyfus and 
Company on account of 1,099S. “Belgia ’’ representing the difference 
between their chartering rate (40^. 6d). and the rate (45^.) at which 1 took over the 
parcel from them. This freigf.t was engaged locally in order to complete the 
Karachi shipments. 

In addition to the above, advances on account of freight were made to 
Captains of steamers as described in paragraph 38. These totalled Rs. 31,506 
at Karachi and Rs. 6,500 at Bombay. 

SECTION IV. 

Narrative of Operations. 

47. I now proceed to give in narrative form a brief summary of the opera-* 

Fixation of maximum price and purchases in tionS frOHl thc date Of the first order tO 

purchase. 

-At the time of my arrival in India on the 9th April no Government maxi¬ 
mum price had as yet been fixed. There had been heavy mins lat e in the season 
in the north of India and in the Central Provinces with the result that crop de¬ 
velopment had been retarded. The Agent firms also had for some time been 
out of touch with the market and were unable to give definite advice as to the 
price which would be required to bring out a considerable quantity of wheat. 

The original intention had been to atm at a maximum of 50,000 tons for 
export in April and 200,000 tons in May, and it was still possible that the total 
of 350,000 tons might be reached for the two months combined, although 
the delay in starting operations had made a large export during April out of the 
question. In the aosence of accurate information regarding ^ the market, the 
Agent firms at Bombay and Karachi were instructed, in anticipation of a formal an¬ 
nouncement, to commence purchasing at prices not exceeding Rs. 5-12-0 per 

h 
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maund f. o.b. deli\’ery being for April shipment, so as to test the market. The 
result of the first few days’ purchases was that 9,000 tons of wheat were obtained 
at prices several annas below the Government maximum. The effect of the 
purchases, however, was slightly to raise the mat’ket price. At the same 
time, a price of Rs. 5-12-0 f. o. b., which would correspond approxiniately 
to 615. ^d. a quarter in England, allowing for freight at the rates then obtaining, 
appeared likely to involve a loss. Consequently, on the 17th April when the 
first formal announcement of the Government maximum price was made of Rs. 
5* 12-0, it was announced simultaneously that the price would be reduced to Rs.5-8-o 
from the 2Sth April. At the same time, the original April allotrnents to Bombay 
and Karachi firms were largely increased and permission was given to buy for 
15th May shipment. 


48. The effect of this policy of fixing a high initial price and notifying a 
subsequent reduction from a fixed date was that large quantities of wheat were 
at once forthcoming, sellers being anxious to take advantage of the high rate 
before the reduction became operative. Twenty-nine thousand tons of wheat 
were bought between the loth and 17th April and in the following w'eck 85,200 
tons were bought. Of this amount 65,709 tons were bought by Karachi firms, 
16,221 at Bombay and 3,270 at Calcutta. Purchases at Calcutta commenced on 
the 24th April, the Government price for Calcutta being fixed at 3 annas per 
maund below the rate for Karachi and Bombay. Up to the 24th April prices up- 
country had shown no noticeable tendency to fall, being steadied by the large 
Government purchases at high prices. In fact, the price of wheat at Lyallpur 
rose as soon as the Government rate of Rs. 5-12-0 was announced. Accordingly, 
when announcing the reduction in Government price to Rs. 5-8-0 on the a5th 
April, the opportunity was taken to notify a further reduction to Rs. 5-2-9 with 
effect from the i st May. Purchases during the last week of April were 44,443 tons 
at Karachi, 14,372 at Bombay and 14,862 at Calcutta. Wheat was coming forward 
very freely from the. Punjab at prices even below the Government maximum, and 
transfers of 14,650 tons of the allotments from Calcutta and 8,500 frera Bombay 
to Karachi w^re sanctioned at this time. Any farther large allotments for 
Karachi during May were, however, limited by the fact that the Secretary of 
State was finding difficulty in obtaining sufficient freight for that port. 


49. On the 1st May the announced reduction of the Government price to 
, , „ _ Rs. 5-2-9 took effect. Wheat continued to

come forward freely at Karachi at rates 


below the Government maximum and the purchases at thfs time at Karachi were 
limited solely by the amount of freight available. On the other hand, purchases 
at Bombay and Calcutta now almost ceased. It had become clear that the United 
Provinces and Central Provinces crop would not provide much wheat for export. 
Wholesale prices at Cawnpore had not been responding in the same w'ay as the 
Punjab prices to the Government reductions. There was increasing evidence that 
the United Provinces crpp had been a poor one and that landowners were begin¬ 
ning to withhold their wf.eat in the hope of higher prices later on. On the 8th May, 
in view of the facility of purchases at Karachi, a reduction of the Government 
price to Rs. 4-14-9 was announced. Allotments were given for June shipment 
and Karachi firms bought freely and easily during the succeeding five w'eeks up 
to the middle of June at or below the new rate. During those five weeks 262,686 
tons were bought by Karachi firms, averaging over 52,000 tons a week. ; 


50. The following table shows the movement of upcountry retail prices 
, ^ ...... „ during this period.

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The fall had been rapid everywhere until the middle of May. At this point 
Cawnpore prices, as already indicated, began to relapse and prices at Lahore 
also slightly hardened no doubt on account of the extent of Government pur¬ 
chases in the Punjab. The general level, however, did not show much change 
between Ae iSth May and istn June. 

51. The Government price at Calcutta was raised by 3 on the lyih

buftng. pm Calcutta on the same footing as Bombay 

and Karachi. This alteration, together with the eliminatipr* of Interest and 
certain other charges from the Pro Formas on the 24th May owing'to the altera¬ 
tion of the method of financing purchases, enabled buying to be renewed to a 
small extent at Calcutta. Comment at this time wa^ aroused by the profit 
obtainable by middlemen who contracted for forward delivery, since the constant 
reduction in the Government price enabled them to fulfil their forward contracts 
with profit and without risk. A certain amount of forward buying was of course 
necessary to prevent congestion on the Railway, but an arrangement was come 
to with the Karachi firms that there should be no forward buying for delivery 
more than 10 days ahead of purchase at upcountry stations and 20 days at 
Karachi. This arrangement worked successfully. Later on, the periods were 
extended to 15 days upcountry and 25 days delivery at Karachi, in order to avoid 
congestion at the Keaiuari godowns. 


52. The situation was now being seriously affected by the fall in Home selling 
„ . . prices which set in about the end of May. 

Purchases were greatly ui excess ot sales 
and it was evident that it would be necessary to reduce the Government price in 
India further if loss was to be avoided. Up to the 15th lAay 103,000 tons of 
wheat had been sold at prices ranging from 65 to 69s. a quarter, whereas between 
that date and the 14th June sales W'ereonly of 14,500 terns aifd the average price 
had fallen to about 55.?. PricCiy continued to show a downward tendency, the 
lowest rates of sales recorded being in the third week of June when some 40,000 
tons were sold at prices between 49J. gd. and 52s. Consequently, from the 7th 
June Karachi firms were instructed not to offer beyond Rs. 4-i2-9andthc Govern¬ 
ment price at Karachi was formally reduced to that rate on the nth June, a 
further reduction to Rs. 4-10-9 being announced intake effect from the lyih 
June. The Government price at Bombay and Calcutta was retained at Rs. 4-14-9 
until the 23rd“ June. Purchases were made freely at Karachi for July shipment 
at Rs. 4-12-9, but in view of the ranid deterioration in Home prices, the 
Agent firms were instructed on the 12th June not to offer more than Rs. 4 10-9; 
and on the 17th when the Government price was formally reduced to Rs, 4-10-9, 
they were instructed to reduce their limits to Rs. 4-9-9. On the 21st June they 
were instructed not to offer beyond Rs. 4-8-9 so as to test the market at that 
price. This offer was, however, inoperative and the limit was raised on the 39th 
June to Rs.4-9-9 so as to complete, if possible, the July allotments of 1:0,000 
tons (inclusive of 35,000 tons private commitments) which had been made to 
Karachi firms. ' 


53. The delay in the establishment of the monsoon in the Punjab had now 
^ I become a marked feature of the situ- 

ation. speculation on a possible failure 
of the rains and a rise in prices was being freely indulged in by upcountry mer¬ 
chants and prices in July soon rose well above the Government maximum. 
The following table shows the course of prices :—

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From diagram No. II in Appendix E, it is possible to trace the relation 
between wheat prices and the prices of other food grains in the Punjab from the 
beginning of April until the middle of August. The prices of the rabi crops, 
gram and barley, will be observed to follow a very similar curve to wheat prices, 
falling sharply until the middle of May and rising steadily from the beginning of 
July. The kkurif gra\x\%, maize and bajra, did not show a corresponding fall in 
May, but remained steady with a slight upward tendency until the end of June. 
Thereafter, in sympathy with monsoon conditions and with the prospect of a 
comparative failure of the kharif in the Punjab, the price of maize and to a lesser 
degree that of bajra began to rise rapidly. 


From the 14th July Agent firms were instructed to offer the full maximum 
price of Rs. 4-10-9 and to obtain as much wheat as they could get at that price— 
this offer being rendered possible by a fall in freight from 505. to 4SJ. and a rise in 
Home selling prices where sales were taking place more freely at about 55r, per 
quarter—but the orders w'ere ineffective. Purchases were on a very small scale 
throughout July, the total for the whole month being only 6,865ceas¬ 
ed entirely at the end of the month, though the Government offer to purchase 
at Rs. 4-10-9, was maintained in force throughout August, September and Octo¬ 
ber. It was not considered advisable to offer a higher price than Rs. 4 - 10 - 9 , as in 
view of the prevailing market rates there was little expectation of getting any con¬ 
siderable quantity of wheat except at greatly enhanced prices and the result 
would have been to force up the already high level of Indian prices. Throughout 
this last period of the operations the effect of the Government price and offer to 
purchase was almost negligible. The situation was governed entirely by the 
unfavourable character of the monsoon. The tendency of Indian dealers and 
speculators to store wheat in the hope of a later rise was no doubt also accen¬ 
tuated by the uncertainty caused by the slow progress of the war. This ten¬ 
dency made itself^pparent earlier in the United Provinces and Central Provinces 
owing to the less favolirable nature of the wheat crop in those Provinces, but by 
the middle of July Government may be said to have been practically out of the 
market in the Punjab also. 


54. The purchases made at each port week by week will be found detailed 
^ ^ ^ in Appendix C, Table No. I. The total 

purchases on account of Government were 
525,599 tons of which 450,278 tons were bought by Karachi firms, 40,788 tons by 
Bombay firms and 34,5 ^3 tons by Calcutta firms. The greater part of the purchases 
were made in the Punjab, as will be seen from Appendix C, Table No. XVI. 
The actual quantity shipped to the United Kingdom was 528,533 tons of which 
458,057 tons were from Karachi 40,870 from Bombay and 29,606 from Calcutta. 
In addition, 5,016 tons were sold to the Government of Western Australia. Of 
the wheat despatched to the United Kingdom one cargo of 5,644 tons was sold to 
the Belgian Relief Committee and discharged at Rotterdam, and about 1,000 
tons were sold to the Military authorities and dischtuged at Malta. The differ¬ 
ence between the purchases advised and the quantity shipped is accounted for 
partly by cancelments and short or excess deliveries, but principally by the gain 
in weight in godown which accrued at Karachi. This gain in weight added to 
the Government purchases at Karachi 7,970 tons, divided among the Agent firms 
as follows;— * 4

The total gain, which represents 1 "77 per cent of the quantity purchased, 
must be regarded as extremely satisfactory and wa6 due to the climatic condi¬ 
tions of the year being specially favourable. The differences in the percentages 




of gain shown by individual firms are due partly to differen&es in methods of 
storage but principally to the length of time during which the wheat remained in 
godown. Firms who had a larger proportion of the earlier shipments showed 
less gain than others, Gmn in godown is not usually obtained at Calcutta 
or Bombay, but in the case of the purchases of the present year a small gain of 
107 tons was found at Calcutta and 268 tons at Bombay. Wheat found as 
gain in godown was invoiced to Government frw of cost, the Agent firms being 
allowed tneir expenses of handling and shipping together ‘with establishment 
charges and commission of per quarter. 

SECTION y. 

Arrangements for Financing Purchases. 


55. Reference has been made in paragraph 3a above to the circumstances 
G<^cr,mint c<mmu»iqus of 24tk May regarding Under which charges on account of Interest, 
Pimtnte. Bill Stamps and Bill Brokerage were included 

in the Agent firms’ Pro Formas until the 34th May. Prior to that date the firms 
had made their own arrangements for financing their purchases pending Govern¬ 
ment’s final orders on this question which was under discussion with His Majesty’s 
Government in England. The following statement, which issued as a Press Com¬ 
munique on the 24th May, contained the Government’s decision:—'* On April 
22nd a statement was issued by His Majesty’s Government to the Press 
explaining the scheme for the regulation by the Government of the export 
of Indian wheat and giving information as to tne agency by which it is being 
carried on. k further statement was promised regarding the method by which 
funds for purchases in India would be supplied to Agent firms. On this matter 
discussion has been necessary between the Secretary of State for India, the 
Government of India and the Treasury who (as guarantq^rs of<the Indian revenues 
against net loss) are interested in financial arrangements. Various schemes were 
put forward with the object of securing that the drawing and negotiation of bills, 
which takes place in normal year.' when the wheat trade between India and the 
United Kingdom is conducted on private account, should not be interrupted or 
diminished. If the object of these schemes could have been attained without 
cost to the tax-payer there would have been no hesitation about adopting one or 
other of them and thereby avoiding interference with the usual course of financial 
business. But examination showed that any scheme would have involved expen¬ 
diture (of which the ultimate incidence would have been on public revenues) for 
interest and other charges incidental to the making and negotiation of bills of 
exchange while it was not necessary to have recourse to outside funds, since it 
is estimated that the balances of the Government of India and the Secretary of 
State for India will suffice to provide for the outlay on the purchase of wheat. 
The Secretary of State has therefore decided, as a result of the discussion men¬ 
tioned above, that the Government of India shall place funds from their own 
resources at the disposal of Agent firms. This arrangement has the advantage 
of simplicity since transactions between England and India in connection with 
purchases to be made and paid for in India will be avoided. 

Special arrangements will be made in respect of any sums provided by 
Agent firms for the purchase of wheat on Government account before the pub¬ 
lication of the above decision. The firms will have the option of taking r^ 
payment in India or (at the rate of one shilling and four pence the rupee) in 
England. In the latter case payment will be made at the date on which a 
demand bill would reach England 


56. On receipt of these orders charges for Interest, Bill Stamps and Bill 
„ Brokerage were, as stated above, removed 

uftr vancrsin n ta. Formas. In the casc of 

purchases made prior to the 24th May payment was made as before on pre¬ 
sentation of their invoice and Bills of Lading, but with respect to fresh purchases 
rupee advances were made by me to firms, the amount being regulated in 
each case by the purchases as advised from day to day and the outstanding 
allotments of, the firms. The invoiced relating to these purchases were credited 
to the firms’ account on presentation, no further payment being made. In 
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the case of Messb. Sanday Patrick and Company, and Messrs. Cfements 
Robson and Company, the situation was complicated by the fact that these firms 
had financed themselves prior to the a4th May principally by Bills drawn on 
their London Houses. These Bills, amounting to £ 170,000 and 195,000 
respectively, were met by the Secretary of State at various times and their rupee 
value was treated as an advance on which no interest was due. Consequently 
interest charges were not paid on the invoices presented by these firms for 
purchases- financed in this manner prior to the 24th May, and the invoices were 
credited to the firms’ account on presentation in the same way as their late^ 
invoices. In the case of Messrs. Strauss and Company, advances were gjiyen 
somewhat earlier than the 24th May in anticipation of the eventual decision 
on the question. The total rupee advances made to Karachi firms ^nder this 
procedure was Rs. 9,79,85,000 and the gross yalue of the invoices credited was 
Rs 3 i2o,37,707-6-10.

As their invoices became due for payment, the firms were given the option of pay¬ 
ment in rupees in India or in sterling by demand draft at par on the Secretary of 
State, payable on the date of arrival of the next mail from India, uhtil the sums 
stated in the above table were exhausted. The dates on which this option was 
exercised are shown in Statement V, Appendix D, To the figures given 
above should be added, in estimating the amount of payments made in England 
on account of purchase ffi wheat, £t 70,000 and £ 1 35,000 fon the bills drawn by 
Sanday Patrick and Company, and Clements Robson and Company on thetr 
London houses which were met by the Secretary of State. 

58. In certain cases it was recogni2ed that remittance at is. by Qemand 

Draft would involve a slight loss in 
.n,„p,nsation/o, in ,«hangr. Exchange compared with the rate at which 

the money had been originally sent out. I was authorized to enquire into and 
" settle all such claims, the authorization being limited to compensation for loss in 
exchange on remittances sent outwards above par. A claim for Rs. 3,990-0-1 
from Messrs. Louis Dreyfus & Co., Karachi, was admitted in conformity with these 
orders. Subsequently the Secretary of Stite agreed that DemandDrafts on London 
should be reckoned, for the purpose of the calculation of loss in exchange, as being 
of less value than telegraphic transfers, -the difference in value being taken at 
per rupee. The claims admitted in accordance w'iih these later orders were as 
follows :—Messrs. Ralii Brothers, Karachi, Rs. 9,176-14-0; Bombay, Rs. tOiSia- 
ii-oj Calcutta, Rs. 1,143-13.0; Messrs. Louis Dreyfus & Co., Karachi, 
Rs. 8,131-2-0. The total amount allowed as compensation for loss in exchange

This 
arrangement was introduced because of the difficulty experienced by firms in ob¬ 
taining from ^anks the usual facilities for telegraphic remittance at par and 
because certain payments by Karachi firms on account of up-country purchases 
had to be made at Bombay.

^ 60. All the wheat shipped from India on Government account in the period 

„„ , „ under review was, with the exceptions men- 

tioned in paragraph 54 above, despatched 
to United Kingdom ports. A sale of 5,016 tons of wheat to the Government 
of Western Australia was made with the previous sanctiosi .of *the Secretary of 
State for India, in view of the failure of the Australian Harvest and the short¬ 
age of stocks in that country. 


Negotiations on behalf of the Western .Australian Government were con¬ 
ducted by Messrs. Gillanders Arbuthnot of Calcutta, and the wheat was. bought 
from Messrs. Ralli Brothers out of the stock of Club No. 2 previously bought 
by the latter for the Government of India. The arrangement agreed upon was 
that the wheat should be sold to the agents of the Western Australian Govern¬ 
ment at the standard f. o. b. price prevailing on the day or days when the 
purchases were made with the addition of 2s. 6d. per quarter for commission and 
profit. Out of this as. 6 d, per quarter ^d. per quarter was paid to Messrs. Ralli 
Brothers to compensate them for the loss of their selling commission on the 
English side. The balance of the 2$. 6 a. per quarter was retained as profit by the 
Government of India, this aniount having been fixed as reasonable after consi¬ 
deration of Indian prices, cost of freight and prices then prevailing in England. 
The object aimed at was to secure that the Government of India should receive 
some return for the*use of its establishment and organisation and that the Agent 
firm should receive the same remuneration as if the shipment had been made to 
the United Kingdom. The profit accruing to Government on this transaction 
was Rs. 47,408-13-0. 


61. In pursuance of the policy laid down in the Government of India’s 

' communique of the a5th March that the 

taZ'Me/"' necessary supplies of wheat should be 

made available for Indian consumers in 
Eastern countries, export of wheat up to the amount shipped in normal' years 
was permitted, under license from the Collectors of Customs at Calcutta, 
Bombay and Karachi, to British Possessions in the East where there is 
an Indian population. Export was also allowed in reasonable quantities and under 
the same conditions to the Persian Gulf ports and some foreign possessions in 
Asia and Africa. This concession was carefully watched, and as will be seen 
from Table No. VI, Appendix C, resulted in the export of little more than 1,000 
tons of wheat, the requirements of Indian consumers in the East being more 
largely met by the export of wfteat flour. 
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62, The export of a certain quantity of wheat flour from India was 

permitted by Government in order not 
to deprive the Indian Flour Mills of this 

f ortion of their business as well - as in order to meet the requirements of 
ndian settlers and troops in Eastern countries. At the same time an excessive 
export had to be guarded against. In the Government of India’s com- 
muniqud of the 25th March it was announced that in order to prevent 
excessive exportation of wheat flour, exports would be restricted ffSm. the ist 
April 1915 to the 31st March 1916,10 an amount approximately equal, to the 
quantity exported during the year 1913-14. This amount was to be allotted to 
the various milling interests concerned. The quantity of wheat flour exported 
from British India in 1913-14 was 79,422 tons. 80,000 tons were therefore fixed 
in the first instance as the maximum export for I9i5«i6 and this quantity was 
divided among the three principal ports as follows .——Karachi 40,240 tons, 
Bombay 34,880 tons, Calcutta 4,880 tons. Subsequently, in view of the fact 
that several new flour mills had recently started work in Calcutta, the allotment 
for the latter port was raised to 8,75c tons, making a total permissible export 
of 83,870 tons. The allotments at each port were made to different mills in 
proportions suggested by the Collectors of Customs and approved by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India. No monthly allotments were fixed in view of the uncertainty 
of the market and millers’ commitments, but in order to prevent excessive 
amounts being exported in the early months of the year. Collectors of Customs 
reported to me monthly the amount which they proposed to allot for export in 
the following month. 


In normal years almost the whole of the export of wheat flour from India is 
to Eastern countries, the largest quantities being taken by Egypt, Asiatic Turkey, • 
Aden, Ceylon, Mauritius, British East Africa and the Straits Settlements. In 
the circumstances of the present year it was considered possible that the exis¬ 
tence of high pricey in countries such as Australia and New Zealand, which 
normally do not import \lheat flour from India, might lead to an undue proportion 
of the year’s export being diverted to such countries. Careful control was 
therefore kept of exports to countries in which there is no resident Indian popula¬ 
tion and which have not normally taken supplies of wheat flour from India. 
Sanction, for instance, was refused in the case of a proposed export to Cyprus. 


Subject to this general principle, export was freely allowed to British Pos¬ 
sessions m the East and up to the previous normal quantity to other places in the 
East, such as Persian Gulf ports, where there were Indian settlers or troops. 
Export was also allowed to Jeddah to meet the requirements of Indian pilgrims. 


Ceylon, which in ordinary years takes supplies from Australia, was in the 
circumstances of the present year allowed a supply somew'hat larger than the 
normal. The actual quantity of wheat flour exportal in the first five months of 
the year was 20,472 tons of which 3,751 tons went to Egypt, 3,387 tq Mauritius, 
. 3 >°S 3 Aden and its dependencies, 3,597 Ceylon and 2,489 to the Straits 
Settlements. Full details are given in Appendix C, Table No. VII.

77. An attempt may** be made to estimate ^fae financial results of the 

whimt schcme to date with the aid of 
such figures as have been reported by 
the India Office of receipts and payments on the English side. In Ap¬ 
pendix D, Tables I to IV, will be found complete statements of the 
expenditure and receipts for each firm at each port in India and a combined 
statement giving the results for all three ports combined. . These statements 
give the audited figures for the period ending 31st October 1915 and 
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apaVt from one or two' small items which may be subject to correction 
on receipt of the Auditor's formal report, may be accepted as the actual 
, receipts and expenditure in India from the commencement of the operations up 
to the end of October.

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Items (b), {c) and (d) are estimates only and actual figures cannot be as* 
certained at the present stage. With these additions, the total net expenditure 
in India would be raised to Rs. 6,95,12,333-13*3, equivalent to 4,634,156. 
There will be a refund to the credit of the scheme on account of Cables sent by 
Agent Firms to the United Kingdom, which by arrangement with the Eastern 
Telegraph Company are admissible at the deferred rate, but the amount of 
the refund haf not yet been ascertained. Disregarding this small item, the

78. It is not possible to give within the compass of this report a complete 

-. . j .. . record of the detailed check of the firms’ 

accounts which was earned out by my 
office. This work was necessarily entrusted to a large extent to the Assistant 
Wheat Commissioners at the several ports and a summary of the procedure 
adopted at Karachi will be sufficient to indicate what was done in this respect. 
At the time of the submission of the shipment invoices and adjustment memos., 
a check was made of the correctness of the.rates charged for all items, and of the 
arithmetical accuracy of the .calculations. Where the rates were standard 
rates, as in the case of Commission, Interest, Handling charges and Tele¬ 
grams and.Postages (for the majority of firms), it was sufficient to compare the 
rates charged with the standard rates and to ensure that the calculations 
corresponded to the rates shown in the Pro Formas buf all charges which 
were based on actuals, suchi as Bill Brokerage, Bill Stamps, Godown Rent, 
Wharfage and Shipping, etc., had to be supported later on by the original 
vouchers which were examined in detail. 

\ With regard to entries in the Purchase Price of Wheat account, all original 
bills for local purchases were examined, totalled and agreed with the entries in 
the firms’ accounts. In the case of up-country purchases, all up-country invoices 
were similarly examined and agreed with the Wheat accounts. A percentage of 
from 5 to 10 per cent-^of the Bills and Invoices were checked arithmetically, and 
where up-country purchase Bills were available in original at Karachi a similar per* 
centage of%ese was compared with the invoices. Special attention was direct¬ 
ed to a comparison of the rates charged iri the invoices with the firms’ up-country 
Pro Formas and to a check of the allowances paid to and recovere.d from seller.s, 
both in local and up-country purchases. Other actual charges included in the 
purchase of wheat, such as Railway freight. Produce brokerage, Hire of trucks. 
Charity, etc., were checked with the original vouchers. The greater part of 
Auggst and September was devoted to this executive audit. 

79. Before concluding 1 desire to take this opportunity of acknowledging my 
obligations to the Agent firms and to the officers who have been associated with 
me in the operations described above. The Agent firms have co-operated loyally 
with me throughout. Their advice and experience, both in the initial considera¬ 
tion, as well as in the subsequent practical application of the measures required 
to carry out the policy of the Government, have at all times been freely and 
unreservedly placed at my disposal. Their relations towards me have throughout 
been characterised by a desire to ensure the successful working of the scheme. 

I venture to hope that at a suitable opportunity Governrnent will be pleased to 
authorise the conveyance to these firms of their appreciation of the services ren¬ 
dered by them in this connection. 

To the District Officers, and other authorities, who have invariably kept 
rne in touch with the local conditions, prevailing in their charges, I am indebted 
for much valuable advice and information as to the effect of the measures under¬ 
taken in connection with the scheme. 

k 

0 
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To the Controller of Currency my acknowledgments are due for the facili¬ 
ties placed by him at my disposal for financing the purchases by the Government 
Agents. The requirements of the latter for funds were carefully anticipated 
and promptly and regularly met. 

My acknowledgments are also due to the Assistant Wheat Commissioners. 
The duties with which they were entrusted were wholly different from the ordi¬ 
nary functions of a Government officer: and the adaptability and resburce shown by 
them deserve recognition. In particular measure my acknowledgments are due 
to Mr. A. C. McWatters, I.C.S., who has, since October 7th, succeeded me as 
Wheat Commissioner. On him, as Assistant Commissioner in charge of the 
Headquarters office, fell practically all the detailed working of the operations, 
during my frequent absences on tour, in addition to the supervision of the transac¬ 
tions of the Karachi Agent firms. It is due to his characteristically systematic 
application of the procedure prescribed that it has been possible to submit a 
statement of and to offer for audit, within six weeks of the last shipment, the 
whole of the accounts of the transactions of the Agent firms, ind 1 am also indebted 
to him for valuable assistance in the preparation of this report. To Mr. 
Watkins, Assistant Commissioner at Bombay, I am indebted for much resourceful 
assistance in meeting a peculiarly difficult situation in the matter of freights. 

Finally, if I may presume to depart from the strict code of official etiquette, 
1 would venture to tender my grateful thanks to the Government of India 
for their appreciation of the difficulties which necessarily faced both the Agent 
firms and myself in the initiation and .the working of this scheme, and for the 
confidence which they extended in entrusting the solution of these difficulties to 
local settlement.

1.—^Working of the Mints. 

^ Receipts of Gold. 

The private imports of sovereigns into India during the year were ort a 
very small scale, and no tenders of gold were mode at the Mints by the 
Fre^dency Banks or the public. The remittances by currency chests of 
sovereigns for examination and the receipts of light weight sovereigns were 
similarly insignificant. 

2. Under an arrangement made in the previous year, the Government of 
India at present receive on behalf of the Bank of England the gold produced 
by the Indian Mining Companies. This is temporarily deposited at tlio 
Bombay Mint after melting and assay. The amount so deposited up to the end 
of March 1916 was valued at £3,655,000 of which about £2 millions had, been 
shipped to England by the close of the year. 

Coinage of Silver. 

3. The details i-egarding the silver coinage executed in the two Mints for 

the Government of India during the year 1916-16, are shown in the statement

4. There was no coinage of rupees from purchased silver during the year 
and the above coinage therefore consisted entirely of the re*coinago of uncurnuit 
coin. No fractional silver was coined during the year. In the preceding year 
there was a considerable return from circulation of small silver coin, and, 
though there was some revival in the demand for it during the year under 
review, this was met from the existing stocks and no coinage of ibur-anna 
pieces and two*anna pieces was necessary. 

6. No silver coinage was carried out for either the Ceylon or the Straits 
Government during the year, but 19,385 twenty-cent pieces coined in a 
previous year were shipped to Singapore. 

Nickel and bronze coinage. 

6. There was a revival in the demand for nickel and bromse coin, but, as in 
the case of the subsidiary silver coinage, this was largely met from existing stocks. 
I^e nickel coinage which was as usual confined to the Bombay mint consisted 
of 7,670,2ItS anna pieces of the nominal value of B4,79,390 against 42,362,000 
pieces of the nominal value of 1126,47,000 coined in the previous year. 
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The bronze coinage which is carried out entirely at the Calcutta Mint 
consisted of half pice and pie pieces of the aggregate value of Ai,83,900 as 
compared with R4,00,700 in'1914*15. 

Operative Loaeee. 

7. Silver. Tlie loss on the silver coined at the Calcutta Mint amounted 
to Rs. 76-74 and at the Bombay Mint to Rs. 121’19 per lakh of standard tolas 
coined against Rs. 124 at Calcutta and Rs. 104-29 at Bombay in the previous 
year. These figures are arrived at by calculating the value of the good coins 
on the Assay Masters* reports on the individual pyx. The fluctuations in those 
ratios from year to year appear to be partly due to the fact that recoveries 
effected after the close of a year cannot always be allocated with absolute 
accuracy to the year to which they really appertain. 

8. Bronze, The operative loss on account of the bronze coinage at the 
Calcutta Mint, including melting, coining and departmental losses amounted to 
16*20 niaunds, giving a rate of 1 -06 per hundred Inauuds of bronae pieces coined. 

9. Nickel. The operative loss on nickel coinage amounted to 0-444 maund 
per hundred raaunds of metal coined.

The increase in the revenue at the Bombay Mint is due to an increase in 
the assay fee.s in connection with the gold deposited by the Indian mining 
cojnpanies and also to a large increase in war work and work for the public. 
TIte increase on these accounts is to some extent set off by a decrease in the 
revenue on account of smaller nickel coinage while the smaller coinage of 
bronze in the Calcutta Mint accounts for the decline in the total revenue at 
that Mint.

12. Arrangements were made during the year for the manufacture of 
COTper driving bands for shell-bodies and these were turned out by both Iho 
^nts in considerable quantities. Among the other war work on which iho 
Mints were engaged may bo mentioned the manufacture of arabulanco bodies 
for motor cars, Irepair and upkeep of ambulance cars, gauges for sliell making, 
misceUaneouB elcctriool equipment for engineer services and miscellaneous 
work for the Supply and Transport Corps.

13. The supplies of medals and dies for schools, colleges and other public 
institutions and of civil and military decorations and miniatures were larger 
than usual, while the demand for scales, weights and otiier articles for tlio 
Currency Department and Treasuries, also somewhat increased.

23. None of the coins assayed was found beyond the legal remedy for 
fineness or weight. During the year under review, tlie system of assaying 
rupee pyxes originally introduced into the Calcutta Assay office by Lieutenant- 
Colonel J. Scully was adopted in the Bombay office in place of the old system 
hitherto in force there. 

21. Under this system, 10 coins for each lakh are assayed singly (instead of 
5 as was formerly the case in Bombay) and 20 coins are melted and granulated 
while a triplicate assay is made for average fineness. Tho new system doubles 
the probability, of detecting any coins that may be outside remedy and also 
gives a better average value for each lakh of coins as represented by tho coins 
actually assayed.

There were 105‘IG lakhs of standard tolas coined during this period; 
the rate of loss on this coinage, therefore, works out to Rs. 76-7i i^er lakh. Tlie 
value of the good coins was calculated on the Assay Master’s reports on the 
individual pyx. 

The rate of loss for the previous-year, mentioned in paragraph 14 of that 
report, amounted to 124 tolas per lakh of standard tolas coined and the reduc¬ 
tion in tho loss per lakh during the year under review is most satisfactory. 

11. 'During tho year an enquiry, which had boon instituted but neces¬ 
sarily postponed by my predoeo-ssor in tho previous year, to discover tho cause of 
that year’s excessive loss, was resumed. As a result of this enquiry it was con¬ 
sidered that considerable carelessness had been exhibited by tho Rullion staff 
in certain departments of the? Mint during tliat year, and tho Bullion Keeper 
under his agreement was called upon to replace dcficionoies arising from 
neglect to the extent of Rs. 700.

On 
comparison with tho coinage of the previous yoar tho total number of pieces 
coined is less by 14,739,200 in the yoar under report. 

13. Purchases of now copper to the extent of 500 tons, valued at 
Rs. 7,61,901, were made in the yoar under review, but these purchases were 
earmarked for munitions work. 

14. Tho total weight of motal written off tho accounts as operative loss, 
which includes melting and coining departmental los.so.s, amounted to 1 O’26 
maunds, giving a rate of 1'06 2»or buudr<xl maunds of bronze picc(5S coined. 

ir>. Tho weight of copper lost in tho maniifacturo of munitions was 
maunds 460*26 on maimds 24730 61 of metal worked, or at the rate of 1'86 
per hundred maunds passed through the rolls. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

16. Though the coinage operations have been below normal tho Mint has 
been kept very busy M'ith much miscellaneous work. 

17. Judging by the total value of purchases of gold and silver mentioned 
in paragraplis 4 and 6 of this report, which amouuttjd to Rs. 26,976, it is 
obvious that tho work in the. direction of supplies of medals for schools, 
colleges and similar institutions, and tho supply of civil and military decora¬ 
tions and miniatures has greatly increased. 

18. Tho demand for scale-s, weights and other articles for the Currency 
Department and 'I'reasurics lias also increased, and all this extra work lias kept 
the Die, Medal fitting, Weight adjusting and General Workshop Dejjaitmcnts 
very busy throughout tho year, 

19. The proimrution of two commemorative tablets which were placed on 
the Durbar Memoiial column at Delhi was also undertaken by this Mint. 
These tablets were cost in bronze witli inscriptions in English and Urdu com- 
luemorating tho Durbar held by His' Imperial Majesty Tho King Emperor at 
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Delhi in 1911, and were inserted in the eoluinn. Illustrations of some of the 
medals designed and prepared by this Mint, as well as those of two seals Nos. 3 
and 4, which were pnipared in silver from designs received from the Bengal 
State Medical Faculty and the Bengal Council of Medical Begistration 
Departments, are shown on the frontispiece of this report. 


PLANT AND MACHINERY. 

20. During the year now electrical recording instruments were received 
from England through a local Calcutta firm, and, on arrival, were erected as 
quickly as possible, and a statement of the cost of running the Mint generating 
station for the second half of the year under review can now bo presented. The 
cost per unit is somewhat higher than that recorded in previous yeans, hut this 
increased rale is due, to thy small number of units genoititcd throughout the 
year against which no commensurate saving in ostahlishment and pro forma, 
charges was jmssihle.

MUNITIONS WORK. 

21. Early in the year a few dies for riflo backsights were supplied to the 
Rifle Factory, Ishapur ; hut these orders are received with such regularity that 
now they arc regarded as annually recurring events. 

22. Later on, the local Supply and Transport Officer enquired as to the 
possibility of the Mint supplying his fU-partment with 'large numbers of mule 
pakkals for carrying water. As an experiment some sixty of these pakkals were 
made up in the Mint, and the.so were ultimately taken over and paid for by the 
Supply and Transport Dojiartment. The order, however, was not confirmed, 
and it is believed that local contractors were ultimately found who could 
guarantee supplies. 

23. In July, I addressed the Controller of Currency and the Director of 
Munitions, offering the services of the Mint, as far as the exigencies of coinage 
permitted, for the manufacture of munitions. The immediate reply was a 
request by the Superintendent of Munitions for the loan of 6 lathes, which were 
supplied, to enable him to completely furnish some of the workshops which he 
was equipping in Calcutta for the manufacture of driving hands for shell. A 
second request for largo and continuous supplies of pure copper strap was also 
complied with. 

24 This necessitated the melting of copper ingots into malleable bars, an 
operation which the Indian Mints had never previously been called upon to 
perform, and which, indeed, had been regarded until very recent years as 
impracticable, except with sjiocial plant and very highly trained workmen. 

26. A visit to the Government Shell Factory at Ishapur, enabled me to 
commence melting operations here on correct lines, and although this work 
has been earned on continuously, since its commencement it has progressed 
practically without a hitch and results have been very satisfactory. 
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26. It was soon perceived that great economies could be ciTcutcrl, combined 
with a more efficient supply, if this Mint could undertake to deliver completely 
finished driving bands instead of doppcr strap to ihc various requisitioning 
centres, but this required a large hydraulic plant, and the Mint liad never boon 
equipped with hydraulic machinery. 

27. Applications to various Calcutta firms were then made for the loan of 
any available and surplus hydraulic and other pressing machinery, and the 
result was most gratifying. These machines were offered and lent by many 
of the firms to whom applications had been addressed and by the end of 
the year I w'as able to report to the Deimty Director of Munitions, that, provided 
large coinage operations did not intervene, and there was no breakdown in 
the rather old and worn machinery which had. been erected, the Mint was in 
a position to moot all his estimated requirements for driving bands lor shells. 

28. In the meantime, some of the most unpromising Mint machines had 
been fitted to take their i)art in the pi'oduetion of the required munitions, and 
if these can never be said to have worked very economically they have proved 
themselves most essential towards maintaining the oullurn which now and 
always must ho a matter ol primary importance. 

29. The following Calcutta firms, and others, have lent inacliinory to the 
Mint free of charge and for the period of the war unless otherwise stated.

30. Tow'ards the end of the year it was found tliat there was a certain 
lack of lathes for the work in liand, but in spile of this fact, owing to light 
coinage operations and to the constant employment of the staff and workmen on 
overtime, in addition to the works enumerated a))ovo, it has been louud 
jrossible to supply the Munitions Department tlirougliout the year with a 
constant supply of gauges for use in such factories as manufacture shells. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

31. Charges Levied .—The Rovoaue realised under this head w'as Rs. 2,84? 
of which Its. 2,534 represented assay fees. 

32. Gain on Itecuinage .—The total gain credited amounted to Rs. 3,960 
of which Rs. 3,922 represented the gain by ovei-standard value of uncurrent 
silver coins withdrawn from circulation. 

33. Cash and Transfer lleccipls .— The receipts iimouiited to Its.83,115 
!is compared with Rs. 75,779 in tlie previous year. Tlio iiierease is cJiielly duo 
to cash receipts realised for mi.seenaneous work. 

34. Operative Losses .—This item of cx|)endituro is dealt with in imragraph 
10 of this report. 

35. Loss OH Recoinage .—The loss under this head of account amounts to 
Rs. 2,29,380 against Rs. 2,79,206 in the previous year. The decrease is duo to 
the receipts of withdrawn uncurrent silver coin being about Rs. 32,26,000 less 
than that of the previous year. 

36. Copper used as Alloy .—The value of copper used for alloying silver 
to the standard of fineness necessary for coinage amounted to Rs. 16 as 
compared with Rs. 1,166 in tho previous year. The decrease is due to the 
reduced silver coinage as well as the substitution of some low touch silver in 
lieu of copper in the meltings.

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37- Copjicr and other metals used for Contingent purposes. —The 
expenditure amoun ted to Us. 1,661 as compared with Rs. 604 in the itrerious 
year. Tho increase is duo to additional miscellaneous work undertaken during 
the year under report. 

38. Salaries and Estuhlishmcnt.—^ha expenditure under this head of 
account was Us. 3,47,208 as compared with Us. 3,24,307 in the previous year. 
The increase in the fixcsd establishment charges is duo to the Mint Master and 
Deputy Assay Master dratving the fuUixiy of their appointments as well as the 
return from furlough of tho Ist Assistant to tho Mint Master. The increase in 
tho temporary e.stablishment charges is duo to certain departments being on 
overtime to moot tho demand for munitions. 

31). English and I^al Stores. —Tho total expenditure amounted to 
Us. 1,39,776 against Us. 1,08,469 in tho previous year. The increase which 
is cliielly duo to the expenditure on English stores, which amounted to 
RkS. 19,066, is in a measure duo to expenditure on munitions work. The con¬ 
sumption of crucibles, especially during tlie latter half of the year for munition 
meltings, together with the cost of steel for tools, etc., accounts for a fair 
proportion of the increased cxpcnditui-e ; the value of these stores, however, 
will be recovered irom the Munitions Dejtartment as work progresses, 

40. The usual verification of Europe store balances, which was in progro.ss 
at the end of tho last financial year, w’as completed in the month of June. Tho 
surpluses and deficiencies wenj investigated and adjusted in the accounts. 

41. Contingent 0Aor(/6s.-—Tlic expenditure amounted to Us. 31,812. There 
is a slight increase of Us. 1,288. 

42. Pro Joi'md lllceipis and Charges. —^Thc receipts amounted to Us. 60,697 
and represent a credit at rates laid down in Finance Department letter 
No. 1906-F., dated 17th December 1911, to cover approximately the working 
expenses on bronze coinage executed during tho year. The charges amounted to 
Us. 3,19,249 and include Us. 2,84,995 interest at 3^ 2 )er cent, on the bullion and 
store balances and capital account. 

43. Ealanoes sunk in the Mint. —^'I'he daily average silver balance amounted 
to Us. 9,69,986, the balance reached a maximum value of Us. 17,88,760 on 7th 
October 1915, and tleeliued to a minimum value of lls. 4,10,199 on 26th 
February 1916. 


COUNTEUFEIT COINS. 

4t. The Mint during the course of examination of unourront silver coins 
from Ti'oasurios, elluiinalted counterfeit rupees 2,138, half rupees 76, quarter 
rupees 364 and one-eighth ruiwes 620. 

45. Counterfeit coins, the majority of which wore very palpable, were 
received as usual from Treasuries and other offices for disposal. 

46. Thero was an increase in the number of counterfeit coins sent in by 
Magistrates, Police and Treasury officers for examination and report. These 
are detailed in Statement IV attached to this i-cport. 


OFFENCES AGAINST COINAGE. 

47. The usual statement of offences against coinage is appended to this 
report. The total number of cases brought to trial and tho number of persons 
tried and convicted during the calendar year 1916 was greater than in the 
calendar year 1914. 

48. The ratio of llio number of persons brought to trial to those convicted 
was 54‘8 against 63'1 of last year. 
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GENERAL. 

49. 1 greatly regret to record that during the year there has boon consider* 
able sioknesB in the Mint, and the loss by death of two Engineer officers in 
ehar^ of departments, lliis and the formation of a now department for 
munitions work have thrown considerahld extra work on the remaining 
memters of the Mint staff. I am glad to report however that this extra work 
has always been cheerfully undertaken and faithfully executed.

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APPENDIX. 

the PBEVBNTION op falsification in the CASE OF GOLD BARS. 

It is customary for bullion merchants to prosont bullion at the Assay 
Oflfiices of tbo Indian Mints for tlio purpose of obtaining certificates of fineness 
and many transactions in bullion arc based on those certificates. 

In the case of gold bullion it is melted, and a dip sample is taken from 
the molten mass, which is then cast into bars averaging 600 tolas or 12-8G lbs. 
in weight. When gold of a high degree of purity is oraployotl a bar of 500 tolas 
would, at present rates, bo worth more than 12,000 rupees. 

It has been customary to weigh carefully each bar after casting, and to 
stamp it with a reference number. Pending the completion of the assay of 
the dip muster of the bar, the owner assumes charge of his bullion, and in 
many casas, to avoid loss of interest on locked up capital, sells it, so tliat tin* 
i)ars never return to tho Assay Department to receive the stamp of fineness. 
In such cases an agreement is arrived at, between the parties to tliotraus.action, 
to accept the certificate of assay of the small dip sample as a basis for the 
settlement of accounts. The certificate furnished in such cases expressly states 
that the assay only applies to the melted sample, and so exonerates the 
assaycr from responsibility for a bar which he has had no opportunity of again 
seeing and verifying. 

When a bar w'as returned it was verified by weigliing, and received, in 
addition to its original refercirce markings, the seal of tlie Assay Oflicc, and 
figures to indicate its fineness. The certificate furnished with it stated its 
reference marks, its weight, and its fineness. 

It is obvious tliat such a system allowed of tho perpetration of fraud. A 
bar withdrawn from the Assay Olfico might he sul)stitutqd i)y a bar of inferior 
bullion. The inferior bar with forged markings, aftd Drought accurately to 
agreement in w’eigbt with tile origiiral, on presentation to the Assay Depart¬ 
ment, would probably pass verification, and would then receive the seal of the 
oflioo and a certificate of fineness. In case of reclamation with reference to such 
a bar the Assayer would find it difficult to evade responsibility. A certificate 
might also be obtained in the ordinary course of business from the Assay 
Department, and another bar substituted externally for the original one: tliis 
other bar having all its markings including the seal of tho office of issue, 
forged. That so much skill exists, and has possibly boon exorcised, is 
evidenced by the fact that a very well executed copy in brass of the seal of 
the Assay Office has been seized by the Police. 

A very slight change in the stated fineness of a bar of 600 tolas makes 
an appreciable difference in its valuation. The change might bo one that 
would easily evade such rough and ready tests as the touchstono, which is the 
one usually applied by bullion dealers. For instance a bar of 980 fineness, 
of 600 tolte, with gold at 24i rupees per tola, if accepted at 990, in consequence 
of forged markings to suit an accompanying certificate, would yield 120 rupees 
in fcTccesg of its real value. 

To enable merchants to obtain immediate possession of their bullion ; to 
ensure that the assaycr can identify a bar when presented for stamping, or 
on any subsequent occasion ; and to render the process of falsification so diffi¬ 
cult as to be practically impossible, the following method has been adopted 
Two criteria are relied on in identifying a bar— 

A. Its weight. 

B. The measurement of a fixed dimension. 

A. Bach bar is carefully weighed to a grain, or to one part in 90,000. Its 
weight is recorded, and the same weight furnished on the certificate serves 
tho bullion dealers as a basis in their calculation of value. 

B. To secure a fixed dimension in a bar it was decided to stamp it 
between two dies, which would imiiress two small circmlar areas, one on tho 
upper, and one on the lower surface of the bar. These small oircular areas are 
recessed in the bar by the act of punching and hence are sheltered from usage. 
The two planes are of such a size as to accommodate easily the jaws of a 
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microtnetor calipers, and, by the aid of such an instrument the distance between 
them is ascertained to ijo “om. or j^oo inch. These circular areas arc shown 
in figures 1 and 5, reproductions of the stamping surfaces of the lower 
and upper die respectively. Mr. P. K. Wozol, Head Engraver, Calcutta Mint, 
designed and oxocutod those dies. The elaborate and minutely executed 
detail would require a skilled artist for its successful imitation, but, in addition, 
to him is owing the important and highly ingenious idea of making the lower 
die a compound one. The lower die, as the figures show, contains within it 
three smaller dies; those auxiliary dies arc changed daily, and the combination 
-^for a particular date is known only to the Assay Department. In this way 
from inspection of the lower stamp on a gold bar it can bo said on what date 
it issued from Ibo As.say Office. The mechanical difficulties thus placed in the 
way of a forger may bo realised from the reproduction of the box of 48 
auxiliaries employed with tlio lower die. Each of these subsidiary pieces has 
to be carefully engraved, tempered, and made an exact mechanical fit to its 
nicoss in the lower die. 

It is concjcivable that a false bar might be cast and adjusted to resemble 
in weight one issued from the Assay Department and the markings of the 
original bar might be countorfeitod by an artist of ability; but to arrange so 
that, simultaneously, the distance apart of two small circular areas would 
agree witli the distance of those in the original bar to as\,p of an inch, 
would imply the possession of tools of such mechanical pcrfecLion that it is 
highly probable they do not exist anywhere at present, much less in the 
posses.sion of a forger. 

It is felt that this system will permit the Assaycr to allow merchants 
immcdi.ate custody of their bars, and will enable him to identify them on any 
subscjquent occasion. To assist the public in detecting attempts at fraud the 
following notice is issuod,on each certificate accompanying a gold bar:—■ 

“III any case of doubt of the applicability of this certificate to the bar 
to which it jiurports to apply, on simulfancous ])rcscntation' of 
both at the Assay Office of origin, they will bo verified free of 
charge.”

This gives ii rate of loss of Its. 12119 per lakb'on .a c.oinago of 0()’2 lakhs 
of good coins coined during the twelve niontlis, valued on tUe individual pyx as 
was done liist year. It is probable that the rates ifrrivcxl at. for l.li(> year 
1914-15 w(iro on the low side as in the previous year a (soniparatively large 
amount of work had been done, and it is therefore more than likely that some 
small portion of the recoveries credited to 1914-15 waste really duo to 191:5-14. 
Since in 1914-16 there was but little work very small credits tvould reduce the. 
rate largely. The year now' under review followed on a year of but little work 
w'hou very complete ree(»veries wore possible. It is therefore improbable, that 
any J'alse credits have crept inlo this year’s accounts. 

It may he noted that the year lias been one of practical inactivity and the 
silver outturn with three exceptions is the low'ost for sixty-live years. The.so 
facts considered, the year’s^ working may be regarded as .satisfactory. 

For reasons given in my report on last year’s losS(!s I give Table 15 
according to which the rate would stand at Ha. 87'29 per lakh.

7. Thu numl)ur of uickol ono-anna ])ieces coined during the year was 
7,07,0,218 of tho value of lls. 1,79,390 being lls 21,67.610 lees than that of the 
previous year. Its. 13,61,000 worth wore taken over hy tho Reserve Treasury, 
liomhay. 

The total oporaiivc loss written off the hooks during the year amounted to 
3 "j inaunds, giving a ])ercontago of ■114 inautid per 100 maunds of metal coined. 

It will he observed that the percentage of loss in this instance has been 
taken oix the year’s output as against the amount rolled in past years. It is 
obvious that Government is concerned only xvitii the rate of loss on outturn of 
good coin and not on rates worked out on tlie various stages of manufacture. 

8. TFiow* work .—Tlie Mint lias been largely engaged during the year under 
review on the manufacture of copper driving hands for shells, ambulance 
bodies for motor cars, reiiair and upkeep of ambulance cars, gauges for shell 
making, miscellaneous electrical equipment for Engineer Services, and 
miscellaneous work for the Supply and Transport Corps.

—Tliis consisted of the melting of Indian Mines’ 
gold, the recurring supply of dies, medals, elc , to various public institutions, 
the manufiveture and adjustuuml of sciiles and weigh1.s, miseellaneous supplies 
and repairs undertaken for Government Uepartmeuts and the public, the profit 
made being Rs. 11,720. 

10. Treasure Trove Coins. — During the year tto silver coins were 
recoivod from tho Rumbay Branch of the Royal Asi:itie Society.

12. Visitors. —Visitors, including several parties of school children were 
sboxvn round the Mint during the year.

(c) The large docreast; in the pro forma receipts from nickel coinage 
which for the year under review are slightly over Rupees 1 lakh 
lc.ss than for 1914-15 on ing to tho cessation of nickel coinage. 

On flu; e.xpenditure side the main dilfereuccs are an increase in local and 
Engli.<<h stores of spjne lls. 30,000 and in transfer receipts of over Rs. 4,000, 
both llicse being due to war work. Tho establishment charges remain at 
practically tho same iigiire as for the preceding year as though less coinage 
was carried out the establishment was kept fully employed on miscellaneous 
war work. 

14. Jicsmne of Eevenue and Expenditure.—Thc re.sult of the transactions 
of the year as summarised in Statement No. 1 shows a loss of Rs. 6,36,406 
from Mint operations during the year, due to there being no new silver 
coinage. 

16. Balances Sunk in the Mint. —The balances of silver bullion belonging 
to Governmeut valued at one Rujaeo per tola of standard fineness, stood at the 
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beginning of the year at Rs, 9,34,120 and at its close lls. 9,69,290. The 
average - daily balance was Rs. 10,11,218. The ininiinuin daily balance was 
Rs. 4,96,263 on the 30th June 1915 and the ma.'ciinum was Rs. 16,20,294 on 
the 22nd November 1916. • 

16. Capital Aceount.~Vis. 13,066 on account of buildings and Rs. 4,251 on 
account of machinery were added to their respective heads during the year.

3. Gold and Sih er Assays .—Tlic lot.al number of gold assiiys from all sources 
during the year was 5,857 as against 3,28(i iu the prev ious year. Of these 2,829 
assays wore done for the Mint. These assays roprescnl work for the Mysore 
mines. • The number of assays done for tliesc mines during tho previous year 
W'as 1,500, giving a total of 1,335 assays for the two yn-ars.

6. Pyx trials —The trials of these coins for weight amounted to 61 
(ho total number weighed being 780 i.e., in the months of April, May and Juno 

1915 there were 17 deliveries of rupees, and 20 coins were weighed in each 
delivery, and from the month of July 1916 there were 44 deliveries, and 10 ' 
coins weighed in each delivery. The average weight of all was 180‘049 grains, 
tJio lightest and heaviest coins weighed wore respectively 179*20 and 180'90 
grains. 

The trials for fineness were 61; 680 coins wore assayed singly (i.e., in April 

1916 tlicre were 6 deliveries and 6 coins were assayed singly in each delivery and 
from May 1916 there wore 65 deliveries and lO coins were assayed singly in each 
delivery); and^ 1,250 in groups of 25 and 20 coins after melting (i.e., in April 
1916, 0 deliveries and 25 coins wore melted together in each delivery, and from 
May 1916, 66 deliveries and 20 coins were melted together in each delivery). 
Of the coins assayed singly the average fineness of 680 coins was 
916’438 jper mille. No coin was found beyond remedy. The 1,250 coins 
assayed in groups of 25 and 20 coins after melting gave an average fineness of 
916’600, the lowest and higliost figures obtained for any melting of coins being 
respectively 916‘8 and 917'0 per mille.

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9. Miscella>ieou8 assaya.—Oi the 78 assays trader the " Assays on various 
inotals and ores ” in paragraph 2 of this report, 8 were assays on counterfeit 
coins, and samples of nickel and copper received from the Mint Master. 

10. The sy.stem of assaying rupee pyxes in force in Bombay for very 
many years uas done; away with, and the Calcutta Assay Office system 
originally introduced by Licutenant-Oolouel J. Scully, I.M.S., was adopted. 

By the latter system 10 coins arc assayed singly (instead of 6 as formerly) 
and 20 coins arc melted and granulated while aTriplicato assay made for average 
fineness. 

Although when coinage is heavy, the assay w'ork will be increased, on the 
other band, tliero w ill be compensation in that the new system will double the 
chance of detecting coins outside remedy besides securing a better average 
value for each lakh, and one which w'Lll agree more closely Avith the melted 
muster. 

11. The ncAV reference Standard Tola set of weights Avhich was received in 
August lOld' and verified iu the winter of 1911-1.') Avas agaiu verified in the 
cold weather of 1915-10. 

The Avcights were found to have hccomc most unreliable, and had varied 
so consklerahly in Avoighl that it Avas decided not to make further use of them 
as Reference Standards. They Avere thorefow! sent, homo to he further seen to 
by the Standards Department. 

12. The j'ost of Assay Master Avns held by Lieutenant-Colonel J. Lloyd 
Jones, I.M.S., from 1st April to 18tb April 1915, and from 8th-July 1915 to the 
end of the financial year. From 19tb April to 7th July 1915, Lieutenant-

I have the honour to submit my report on the operations of the Currency 
Department, the movement of funds, and the resource operations of tlie 
Government of India during the year 1916-lC. 


L—Introductory. 

I referred last year to the satisfactory manner in which the Indian inir^dactwy. 
currency system was able to meet the various grave and sudden problems which 
arose on the outbreak of war. After a further twelve months under war con¬ 
ditions it is, I tiiink, legitimate to reiterate the feeling of satisfaction then 
expressed. 1 explained in my last report that, after the first ihook of the crisis 
had passed, ooufidence and credit in India generally tended to show a steady 
improvement. This improvement continued during the year under review, 
and though trade was necessarily hampered by various restrictions it showed 
groat elasticity in adapting itself to the abnormal conditions prevailing. Thus, 
in spite of the various disturbing factors which have directly affoctr^ India, 
it may be claimed that the activity of many branches of her trade, the revival 
in the demand for money to finance her products, the stability of sterling ex¬ 
change, and the increasing popularity of currency notes afford gratifying 
indications not only of the general prosperity of the country but also of 
confidence in the strength of the currency system and in the adequacy of its 
resources. 

I have on the present oebasion followed the same general arrangement for 
the report as was aaoptod last j^ear. Thus, the next section is concerned mainly 
with the external trade of India, the trade balance, the sale of Council bills, 
exchange, etc. In the subsequent sections the Government treasury balances, 
the Paper Currency and the Gold Standard Heserves, the demand for and the 
movement of the various forms of currency in India and certain miscollancouH 
matters are dealt with. 


II.—The balance of foreign bade and its adjnstment. 

2. As has been explained in previous reports the movements of currency 
within India are mainly dependent on trade operations, and the total demand betwiKm tnwiii «rid 
for currency is largely determined by the volume and value of India’s trade, and 
particularly of her export trade. Moreover, in the ca<ie of India, the position of 
W trade balance is of spedal importance in any consideration of her financial 
and currency arrangements, as with it are ultimately bound up the arrange¬ 
ments for meeting ue Home charges of the Indian Government, and also the 
stalnlity of exchange. 

8. The statement below contains a supunwy of the statistics of India’s ^ 
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foreign trade in recent yeais, and also includes some other items-which are 
usually taken into account in arriving at her trade balance

Tliough the year 1916-16 included twelve months under war conditions ns 
compared with eight months in 1914)*16, the total volume of exports shows an 
increase, while there was a further decline on the import side. The most striking 
feature of the statement, however, is the large not balance in favour of India 
which is considfrably higher even than the unprecedented figure reached last 
year. I refer briefly in the following paragraphs to the general causes which 
have conduced to this result. The position is, however, so abnormal that 1 
have thought it advisable to attempt to explain it in greater detail, and a 
fuller analysis of it is accordingly given in an appendix to this report, 
intr- 4. The following table shows the more noteworthy fluctuations in the 
case of the exports during the last three years:—

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While aa increase oooorred under the majority of the heads, there 
was a further falling off in the value of the exports of rioe, oil-seeds and 
raw cotton, following on similar declines under these beads in the preceding 
year. The curtailment in the demand was no doubt largely duo to the war in all 
the three oases, as large quantities of these commodities are usually ship^Kid to the 
' Continent. In the case of rioe, however, other causes also operated as Bengal, 
owing to the unsatisfactory character of her own crop, was not only uual>lu to 
ship rice to the extent possible in normal years but was. also compelled to 
indent heavily for rioe on Burma. The Oollootor of Customs, liaugoou, 
draws attention to the fact that the share of the exports of Burma rice taken by 
India amounted to over million tons, being 56 per cent, of the total exports 
and the highest figure on rccoi’d. Shipments to India in 1014-15 wore only 
slightly less than this figure as oomparod with only about -j- million tons in 
1911-12 and 1912-13. The demand from India has therefore temporarily largely 
compensated Burma for the loss of some of her important foreign markets. 

In the case of wheat, arrangements were made by Qoveruinunt for the 
purchase and export of the available surplus on account of Govermuotit and 
under Government control. An account of the working of the arrangements 
adopted will be found in paragraphs 113 to 115 of the I'iiianoc Mombur’.s speoeh 
introducing the Einancial Statement for the year 1916-17. Prices ruled high 
throughout the year with the result that, though the exports were somewhat 
smaller in volume than in the preceding year, their actual value was rather 
higher. Since the close of the year jiriccs have fallen and it has been {xxssible 
to terminate the special arrangements in force during 1916-16 and, subject to 
certain restrictions, to permit the resumption of the private trade in wheat. 

In the prc.sent oonnootion one point with regard to the finance of tho 
wheat scheme requires mention, vh., tliat fuiuls for tho purchase of tho Rs. 690 
lakhs worth of wheat shipped on Government account wore provided in two 
different ways ' 

(1) by money supplied by tho Agent firms in India, they being subse¬ 

quently ro-imbur.sed by drafts on London or by paymuiits made 
by the Secretary of State. The purchases fiuauccd in this way 
amounted to about Rs. 265 lakhs ; 

(2) .by funds supplied by tho Wheat Commissioner in India for tho 

balance of tho payments. 

If the statement of tho*balance of trade is to be complete in so far as those 
transactions arc concerned, it is clear that the relevant transactions, vi;:., (a) 
export of goods, and (A) remittance of funds to India to pay for thorn, should 
appear in full on both sides of the account. Prom what I have just said, 
however, it will bo seen that the statement given in paragraph 3 above does 
not take into account Rs. 425 lakhs, this being tho extent to which funds were 
supplied by Government for tho purchase of wheat in India. To put tho matter 
in another way, the net demand for trade romlttauces to India by moans of 
Councils was pro tmto reduced. 

Some of the larger increases in the export of ooinmodities arc to » great 
oxtent due to tho special demand for them set up by the war, e.g., in the case 
of jute manufactures, tea, hides and skins, raw wool, and indigo. It may be 
mentioned that the exports of raw jute, though higher than in the procming 
year, are still considerably below the level reached in 1913-14. Tho exports 
of jute manufactures, however, and particularly of gunny bags, have fioou 
enormous. One iucidontal result lias been tliat the ludiau jute mills have made 
very large profits, a substantial portion of which has not been distributed in 
the way of dividends, but has been placed to reserve or employed in writing 
down'block and utilised in financing the mills* holdings of ]ute, etc. A further 
result has been that the mills, which formerly relied largely on the banks to 
finance them, arc at the present time in a large measure able to dispense wiih 
this assistance.

Tho declines under railway plant and rolling stock, copper, machinery and 
millwork, and galvanised sheote and plates are obviously due to the war. A 
few words are, however, necessary in order to explain the position with regard 
to cotton uianufactures. As was stated last year, imports of these for some 
time past hod been greatly in excess of immediate requirements, with the 
result that a serious congestion of stocks ensued on both sides of India. This 
congestion 'was aceextuated by various unfavourable circumstances from 
1913-ldi onwards; a very large sum on account of piece-goods previously 
imported remained to be liquidated at tho close of 1913-14, and owing to tho 
I'cstricted oiftake this hquidatiun was extended over an unusually long period. 
In fact, it appeared at one time that the holders of these stocks in India were 
faced M'ith the probability of very heavy losses. Subsequently, however, 
dealers were helped by tho contraction in imports and the rise in prices at 
homo. So far as I can ascertain, tho stocks commenced to fall in the latter 
half of 1914-15, and a substantial further reduction in them hiis occurred during 
tho year 1915-16. The result has doubtless been that a certain amount of bank 
money formerly locked up in piece-goods stocks has been set free for 
employment for other purposes or for remittance to England. 

The increase in the sugar imports as compared with 1914-15 is partially 
due to an increase in the amount of sugar imported but mainly to the very 
high level of prices ruling. Similarly, though me value of the imports was higher 
than in 1913-14, the actual quantity imported was only about two-thirds of 
that brought into the country in the former year. Java was as usual the 
chief supplier, but sugar has also been sent to an increasing extent by China 
and Japan. 

Jd« !lLtouw''iiaux6 ^ already incidentally referred in the preceding paragraphs to 

10 ." “ " certain transactions which must bo taken into account when utilising the 

figures in paragraph 3 in order to arrive at tho real trade balance. A detailed 
an^ysis of the position is appended to tho report, but it may bo convenient 
to summarise here tho general causes to which the large net balance in favour 
of India during tho last two years appears to be attributable. 

Generally speaking, it may bo said that the largo excess of credits over 
debits appearing in tho trade figur^ is due to two causes. In the first place, 
owing to tho fact that tho so-^led ‘ private ’ transactions and the Govern¬ 
ment transactions have been more closely inter-connected than in normal 
yoara, the statistics given, though they purport to represent tho balance of 
India’s private trade, on tho one hand do not contain a complete account 
of the private transactions, w'hile on tho other they embody some transactions 
which do not affect the balance of private trade one way or the other. I'hust 
as has been seen in the case of the wheat exports, it tho position is to bo 
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oorreotl^ exhibited in the stetistieB,. an addition of Bs. 4^ crotes shonld bo made 
to the import of funds into India, inasmuch as funds to this extent wore 
supplied by Government in payment for the wheat exported over and 
above those shown in the tame in paragraph 3. Further, there is (vide 
paragraph 6 (/) of appendix) always some invisible import in respect of claims 
for freight, though these are in the main adequately accounted for in the Indian 
trade statistics. In 1916-16, however, as was also the case in 1914-15, 
large payments, amounting in 1915-16 to about £4 millions or Es. 6 crorcs 
were made in India by Government on account of the hire of vessels taken up 
for transport purposes. A substantial portion of the suras so paid was doubt¬ 
less remitted to London by the shipping firms, either through Oovernmout by 
means of sterling transfers or through banks, or otherwise. Again, 
two million sovereigns shipped to Japan appear in the trade returns as a 
private export. These sovereigns, which were hold by the Government of 
India in India, were earmarked on behalf of the Bank of England in India 
against an opposite payment to the Secretary of State at home. So far as the 
balance of India’s private credits or debits is concerned the effect was the same 
as if the sovereigns had been shipped direct from London to Japan. If 
their export is to be taken account of, the payment to India for them should 
similarly be included in the account, and this of course does not appear at all 
in the table in paragraph 3. 

In the second place, whereas in normal years a substantial import of 
capital into India has usually occurred, during the last two years there has been 
a very considerable movement in the opposite direction. For example, as I 
observed in a previous report, it is understood to be the practice of the Exchange 
Banks not to retain in India balances largely in excess of the amounts necessary 
to meet their probable requirements, but to remit to England any funds for 
which they do not expect to find early employment in this (country. A coiisidcr- 
ablo amount of money has been set free by the rcdtiotiou in the holdings 
of jneou-goods and by tne additional capacity of the Indian jute mills to arrange 
their own finance, and there is, I think, little doubt that during the earlier 
■ portion of the year, owing to the reduction in the demand for money in India 
duo to these and other causes, a substantial amount was remitted in this way 
by the banks to London. The banks have apparently utilised, some portion 
of their funds so transferred for investments in me War Loan and other British 
securities. Apart from the transfer of banks’ funds to London substantial 
sunis have also been remitted from India by private persons and others 
for the specific purpose of subscribing to the W ar Loan. It is necessarily 
impossible to give any accurate statistics for such remittances, but including 
subscriptions on account of Exchequer bonds, etc., it is probable that they have 
not been much, less than £2 millions and they may have exceeded this figure. 

Again, jute mill shares have, as is known, appreciated in a remarkable manner 
since the earlier months of the war, the appreciation amounting to several 
crores of rupees. It is believed that many retired Anglo-Indians holding shares 
have token the opportunity to realise their holdings, and that the sums remitted 
home in this way have been very considerable. 

It will be understood from the way in which this export of capital has 
occurred that the movement has not been due to. any apprehension or panic 
but to certain special causes, among which must be mehtioned the fact that 
India has been in a position to buy back Indian securities held abroad and also 
to lend money to England. 

7. The private imports of gold bullion and sovereigns were on a very small 

scale, and the net export of gold which the figures show is an unusual if not an porta of aovea 
unprecedented feature in tlte trade returns. The exports include the shipment 
already mentioned of 2 millions of sovereigns to Japan and a shipment 
to England of about £2,000,000 worth of gold from the Indian Minos. Of 
the total imports of gold about £2,000,000 came from the United Kin^om 
and £1,000,000 from Australia. Aj^rt from the transactions mentioned above, 
the exports of sovereigns were insignificant, about £120,000 having been sent 
to Japan on private account and smaller amounts to Ceylon and tlie Straits. 

8. The price of silver has fluctuated widely during the year. The year 
1914-15 closra with the price at 23id. The price stood at 23}^^d. at the end of iuiiwrt. uudexpe 
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April, but subsequently shoved a slight decline to at the end of May, 

22i(i. at the end of June, and 22v^d. at the end of July, the lowest quotation 
for the year being 22^d. on Juljr 20th. The decline was apparently in part 
uttributablo to xmlongcd abstention from buying on the part of the Inman 
bazars, due to restriction of credit, difficulty of marketing cotton and other 
commodities, high rates of transport and insurance, etc. A recovery in price 
sot in during August, which may have been partly duo to the groat weakness 
at that time of the American exchange, and silver was quoted at 23i\d. at 
the end of the month. There was a further rise to 23|<2. at the end of 
September and to 24ii\,d. at the ond of October mainly as the result 
of continued heavy demands for silver for coinage in the United Kingdom 
and olsewhcro. Thus in the United Kingdom the value of the silver coin* 
ago was about £6i millions in 1914, and over millions in 1915, whereas 
the previous highest figure was £2,610,000 in 1912 and the annual outturn is 
usually much smaller than this figure. In the latter part of November there 
was a further marked rise, prices standing at 25d. on the 19th, on the 24th 
and on the 27th of the month. Messrs. Montagu & Go., attribute this spurt 
to “the announcement of the unexpectedly small size of the London stocks, wmoh, 
invigorated by the Indian bazar demand, caught Chinese speculators napping, 
and made America reluctant to sell. The continued activity of continental 
enquiry was also a factor in the rise while purchases for home coinage 
maintain each advance, despite the abnormal figure reached.” During 
December to February the price ranged from about 2Qd. to about 27cl. In the 
latter half of March the price, as a result of scarcity of supplies and competing 
coinage demands, again rose rapidly, standing at 28}f£i. at the close of the 
month. This rise continued during April 1916, ^2,^^d. being quoted on 
tlio 26th, .13d. on the 27th, 34Jd. on the 28th and 36^d. on the 29th of that 
mouth, while on the 2nd and 3rd May prices of 36d. and 37|d. were quoted. 
Some reaction has sfaco occurred. 


The table in the margin shows the monthly imports and cx^xirts of silver 

on private account during the 
year. Imports during the first 
three months when low prices 
were ruling, wore on a high 
level, in spite of the relative 
weakness in the local demand. 
Though there were some fluctu¬ 
ations from month to mouth 
the imports during the first six 
months amounted to 425 lahha 
against 236 lakhs only during 
the second half'of the year. 

Apart from jirivate trans¬ 
actions about 69 lakla of 
rupees besides about Us. 7 lakhs 
worth of small silver coin were 
shipped out of India by Gov- 
ernment including about 39 
lakhs to Basra, lo lakhs to East Africa and a similar sum to Egypt, where 
the rupee has, as a tcmjiorary measure, been made legal tender on account of the 
deucioncy ot the regular local currency. 

9. The budget estimates for 1915-16 provided a sum of £7,100,000 
for the Secretary of State's drawings, but though exchange was weak 
dming the earlier mouths of the year, it revived in September 
191o, jmd a very strong demand for trade remittances set in during 
the TOld weather. It therefore proved necc.s8ary in framing the' 
revised estimates to lucmase the provision to £20,061,000, against which the 
actuals amountallo £20,354,500 (lls. 30,37 lakhs). Of this anSnnt, £7,574,000 
.and £H,1J0,000, rcsjiectively, were .appropriated to the Gold Standard 
Iteservc niiu the 1 ajier Currency Heserve for tho reasons explained in¬ 
paragraphs 102 and 103 of the Finance Member's speech iiitro^cing the 
I'lmuicial btatement for 1916-17, leaving a balance of £4,590,500 as a 
remittance in aid of the Home Treasury. It may, however, be incidentally 
mentioned that tho Secretary of State was also enabled to place himself in 
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funds to the extent of about J615‘6 millions by roojvery from the War Offlco 
and other public departments in Eneland of suins expended.in India on behalf 
of His Majesty’s Government, in addition to about £8 millions in connection 
with the uuronaso and sale of wheat and £2 millions received from the Dank of 
Ensland for gold earmarked on its behalf in India. On the other hand, of the 
stening transfers sold in India in the months of Juno to September £225,000 
only were taken against the Gold Standard Rbserve, tire balance of about £J)’7 
millions being paid from the Home Treasury balances. 

The statement in the margin shows the amount of sterling transfers on 

London sold in oaoh luontli 
from June to September and 
al.so the amount of Council 
bills and telegraphic transfers 
sold by the Secretary of Slafo 
during the year. The year 
opone<l with exchange weak, 
and of lls. 40 lakhs of Council 
hills and transfers offered in 
the first M'oek of April tenders 
for about Rs. 37 lakhs only 
were accepted at 1«. SJ-J d. 
for hills and a point higher 
for telegraphic transfers. The 
offer was reduced to Rs. 30 
lakhs at the second sale and 
this amount was allotted in 
tho subsequent weeks of tho 
month in addition to about Rs. 19 lakhs of ox^pass Tho sales were 
maintained at tho same figure during the first three weeks of May 
supplemented by occasional special sales, the rate fluctuating between 
1«. and Is. but there was a heavy drop in tho last week’s salt! of 

that month when about Rs. 8 lakhs only were allotted. The weekly offers 
were accordingly reduced to Hs. 10 lakhs at the beginning of Juno. Tho 
weakness of exchange which normally develops at this ported was acc<in- 
tuated by various special causes, tho most important of which was tho under¬ 
taking by Govornmont of tlie finance of tho wheat schorao. This, as has l)ccii 
explains in paragraph 4, operated largely to reduce tho not demand for private 
remittances to India. The sales of Councils during June were nominal and 
therpwas also a revival of demand for sterling transfers on London, these being 
sold to the value of about ^Is. 98 lakhs in that month. Exchange further 
weakened in July partly on account of the large remittances made to London 
for investment in the War Loan and sterling transfers to the value of over 
Rs. 5 CTores were sold. 

The demand for reverse remittances slackened in August and exchange, 
which had stood at Is. 3Jd. since tho beginning of June, rose to Is. 3^§d. 
on the 2l8t August, to Is. 3||(i. on tho 2fith and to Is. 3§J^d. on tho 
26th of that month. Early in September the rate reached jiar and the Secretary 
of State was able to sell Councils steadily from that month onwards, at first 
mainly in connection with jute and later on the Bombay side in connection 
with cotton. The amount offered was raised to Rs. 20 lakhs at the second 
sale in September, to' Rs. 40 lakhs at the third, and further to Rs. 60 lakhs 
at the fourm. Except for a short period at the end of October tliis amount 
of Rs. 50 lakhs remained on offer as the ro^ilar weekly allotment until the 
end of the year. Daring November exemango showed some signs of 
easing off, but in the following month the demand for funds increasetl 
mainly in connection with cotton, and the rate rose to Is. i^d. for special 
sales on tho 28th and 29th December when immediate transfers to tho 
extent of Rs. 70-^ lakhs were taken. Tho demand for funds was very hri«k 
from this period onwards, and, though the offers were restrlotod to Us. 60 
lakhs a week in view of the large indirect remittances to the Secretary of State 
already referred to, there were further heavy sirecial sales in the last three months 
of the year, the amounts so sold being Ra. 286 lakhs, Rs. 374 lakhs and Rs. 446 
lakhs reisqrectiveljr in January, February and March, the rate being .forced 
up to la. 4^,(2. m tho ease of immediate transfers. As a result of tho high 
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rates ruling at the dose of the year the average rate for the year amounted to 
16*088(1. ora little below la. 4 Ad. per rupee, the lowest rate touched ' beinff 
la. S\ld. 

It may bo mentioned that during the year an arrangement was introduced 
under which, instead of sterling bills on London, deferred sterling transfers were 
granted payable 16 days after date of credit of their value to Government 
in India. These are issued at a uniform rate of la. 3}-|(f. per rupee, this being 
equivalent to the rate at which sterling bills were formerly issu^, against 
a rate of la. fixed for immediate sterling transfers. The aWe sterling 
remittances wore all taken in the form of ‘defend’ telegraphic transfers.

11. The above figures indicate roughly the manner in which the resources 
of Government have been affected during the year. It will be seen that 
there was a reduction of about £3*6 millions in the total of the treasury 
balances held in India and England together which is mainly accounted for 
by tho repayment of £3 millions of the loan of £7 millions taken from the 
Gold Standard Boserve during the previous year. It is not necessary to 
discuss the other causes which have affected the ways and means position as a 
whole inasmuch as these have been fully d^t with in the Financial 
Statement. 

With regard to tho actual distribution of the treasury balances as betwemi 
England and India, the heavy indirect remittances to the Secretary of State, 
together with the large Council drawings referred to in ^agraph 0 above, made 
it necessary to work with a very low bdance in India during most of the later 
months of the year. During the year, however, the Indmn balances were 
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assisted (1) by the fact that £7,633,000 and £8,100,000 of tbe Council bill pay* 
ments were met from the funds of the Gold Standard Reserve and the Paper 
Currency Reserve respectively, the proceeds of Councils to a corresponding 
extent being paid into these ReseiVes on London, and. (2) by tho payment into 
treasury of tho proceeds of sterling transfers on London (mg paragraph 9) to tho 
extent of £4,668,000. Taking the year as a whole, the brisk demand for trade 
remittances to India and the period of strong exchange afforded a weloome 
mportunity to retransfer to England the free portion of the balance of the 
Gold Standard Reserve which had been aocumulated in India as a result 
of the heavy demands for remittfnoes to England exporienoed in tho later 
months of 1914*16. 

12. As has been explained on previous occasions, it has been found to beTk" PupcrCnneDc 
convenient, as a normal practice, to hold a substantial portion of tho treasury 
balances, especially when these are high, in tho form of notes rathor than in 
coin, an equivalent amount of rupees being held in tho Paper Currency Reserve. 

The heavy disbursements from the treasuries, therefore, together with the 
trade demands for rupees referred to in later paragraphs, necessarily directly 
affected the holdings of coin in the Paper Currency Reserve. Though thoro 
was a largo return of rujiees from circulation in the earlier months, a steady 
absorption set in in September and the rupee holding of the Reserve foil from 
Rs. 82 croros at the commencement of the year to Rs. 23 croros at its close. This 
would ordinarily have been a relatively high figure for the balance at a time when 
the busy season is approaching its close. In view,* however, of tho possibility of 
unexpected developments under war conditions, it was considered that it 
would bo prudent to provide for future coinage requirements by purchases of 
silver. Of the amount bought during the year the greater part was paid for 
from the Homo Treasury balances in the first instance, but silver of tho value 
of £^40,000 was purchased direct from tho Paper Currency Reserve tho 
purchase price being met from the proceeds of Council bills fpprQpriated to it. 

The appropriation of Council bill sales to tho Paper Currency Reserve 
would in normal times have been effected by the earmarking of gold at the 
Bank of England, but, owing to the financial situation created by the war, 
the Secretary of State felt obliged to make a very sparing use of this procedure, 
and it was adopts to the extent of £2J millions only. It was, however, po.H* 
sible to supplement it by transferring to the Paper Currency Reserve a sum of 
£1,350,000 held in gold coin in London on behalf of tho Gold Standard Reserve 
in exchange for 8hort*term investments placed in tho latter. Thus, of tho sum 
of £8,190,000 mentioned in paragraph 9 above as appropriated to tho Paper 
Currency Reserve from the Council bill sales of tho year, £3,850,000 was hold 
in the form of earmarked gold and £340,000 in silver bullion; tho balance of 
£4 million was applied to tho increase of sterling investments for tho Reserve 
in exercise of the powers in this behalf obtained by legislation as explained 
below. 

The permanent future policy in regard to the investment of tho Paper 
Currency Reserve has been loft over for consideration in connection with tho 
recommendations of tho Royal Commission on Indian Piaanco and Currency. 

Meanwhile, without prejudice to tho final decision, it has been found desirable 
to take power, as a temporary measure, to increase the maximum permissible 
investment. The first step in this direction was taken as a result of certain 
difficulties arising in 1914-15 in connection with tho financing of Ihe cotton 
crop (vide paragraph 16 of the Financial Statement for 1916-10). In order to 
proviae Government with the necessary resources (a) to enable them to place the 
Banks in funds for helping this trade, and also any other branch of trade 
which mi^ht require simihr assistance, and, further, (6) if necessary, to meet 
other liabilities in the event of unexpected emergency, power was taken at the 
beginning of 1915 to increase the permissible investments in India on behalf of 
the Paper Currency Reserve by £4 millions. This was tho limit up to which the 
Royal Commission on Indian Finance and Currency had recommended in 1913 
that the investment should be raised immediately. During the latter part of 
the year under review a somewhat different problem arose: there was a 
brisk demand for Council biUs, but it was only possible to meet a 
relatively small proportion of these from treasury balances owing to tbe 
large disbursemeuts made in India on behalf of tbe Home Government, 

II K 
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and moreover, as jpt explained, gold could only bo earmarked for the Paper 
Currency Eesorve in London to a limited extent. It thus became desirable 
tlifit the Government of India should have the option of making in London the 
additional investment of £4 millions allon eil by Act V of 1916, and they 
accordingly, in January 1916, took the necessary power by means of an Ordi* 
nance. Towards the close of the year this Ordinance was replaced by a tem- 

J )ojary Act (IX of 1916) which also authorised Government to make yet a 
mther increase of £4 millions in the investment. It was provided that this 
additional investing power should be exercised only for the purobase of Treasury 
Bills, these being a very liquid and easily realisablo form of security. Against 
the total additional investing power of £8 millions thus obtained investments 
of £4 millions were actually made in the year under report, these being all in the 
form of Treasury bills. The total investment admissible at the close of the year 
was £17'J millions, or Bs. 26 crores, against which the actual investments stood 
at lls. 20 crores, of which ono>half was held in India and the other half in 
England. 

It may he added that, as has been explained in the Finance Member’s 
speech introducing the Financial Statement for 1916-17 (paragraph 103), 
opportunity was taken in dealing with the question of the rater Currency 
Reserve investment to make it clear that such investment, when made in 
India, may he effected by creating fresh Government securities ad hoc and 
placing those in the Reserve. Further, the whole of the legislation referred 
to above is of a temporary character and has effect only for the period of the 
war and six months thereafter.

13. Sterling transfers to the value of £226,000 wore credited to the Gold 
Standard Reserve in India and this amount, together with the large balance 
with which the y&kv opened, as also the sum of £3 millions repaid by the 
Treasury out of the temporary loan of £7 millions taken from the Reserve 
during the preceding year, was transferred to London either by means of 
Councils or by adjustment through the Paper Currency Reserve. Details of 
tbo composition of the Gold Standard Reserve at the close of the year are given 
in Statement XXTII appended to the report. Though the actual gold held 
is at the present time inconsiderable, this fact does not imply any weakening 
of the strength of the Reserve. Thus, opportunity was taken of the option 
of conversion offered by the British 4^ per cent. War Loan to convert to that 
more readily realisable loan the Consols previously held in the Reserve, vide 
paragraph 107 of the Finance Member’s speech introducing the Financial 
Statement. 


Again, the balance of the securities added during the year consists of 
British Treasury Bills, while a largo sum, amounting nearly to £6 millions, 
was at the close of the year hold by the Secretary of State either at call or at 
sliort notice. Sucl; difTicultics os have arisen during recent months in connec¬ 
tion with cxcbang(! liave been due to its strength rather than to its 
weakness, but it will be seen that, should any weakness occur. Government are in 
a very strong position tor meeting any calls on them. It need only be added 
th.at the securities held are in every ease written down iyp market price, or, 
where a minimum price has boon hitherto fixed for transactions of the London 
Stock Exchange, to such minimum. 


With regard to the Government of India gold holding in India, the 
rc-transfor of the free portion of the balance of the Gold Standard Reserve to 
London, which has been referred to above, incidentally resulted in a transfer 
to the Paper Currency Reserve of the portion of the gold resources of the 
Government of India previously held in the Gold Standard Reserve in India. 
The reduction of the total amount of the gold held in India was due to the 
earmarking of 2 millions of sovereigns on behalf of the Bank of England 
against an opposite payment to the Secretary of State in London, eitia paragra^ 
6 above, 
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IV‘—The Presidency Banksi and the trade demand for money in 

India. 

14 . The following statement shows in lakhs of ruiwcs the Government *’"*‘^"* 
deposits at the headquarters and branches of the Presidency Banks at the close ““ *' 
of each month during the last three years. Government continued during the 
year the policy of helping the money market as far as possible by retaining 
at the disposal of trade through these Banks such portion of their balances as 
was not immediately required for their own use Thus, the proceeds of the 4 
per cent Terminable Loan of Bs. 4| crores, which was floated iu August, wore only 
gr^uaUy withdrawn from the Banks during that and tlie following months, 
and this fact accounts for the high figures shown for the Government deposits 
with the Banks at the end of August and September.

deinuid 16. There was a slight revival in the demand for money during the first three - 
months of the calendar ^r 1916, but in Msy and June the. unemployed 
balances of the Banks showed a largo increase owing to the absence of 
demand for funds. The three Banka reduced their rate from 6 per cent., at 
which it had stood for about seven or eight months, to 6 per cent, at the begin* 
ning of Juno. In August the balances of the Banks wore supplemented to some 
extent by the proceeds of the rupee loan, but they fell during the two months 
following as this money was gi*adually drawn off to meet Government require¬ 
ments. A better demand for money again set in about this time, and the 
balances of the Bank of Bengal were drawn upon in connection witib the 
finance of the jute crop. The price of this commodity recovered from the low 
figure touched last year, and at the time of the jute forecast was in the neigh* 
bourhood of Us. 68 per bale. There has subsequently been a decline in price, 
but the funds required for the finance of the crop, though loss than in normal 
years, were substantially larger in amount than in 1914, in spite of the fact that 
many of the mills, owing to the large profits made, have been enabled to finance 
themselves to a much greater extent than has normally been their practice. 

The Bank of Bengal raised its rate to 6 per cent, on the 23rd September 
and was followed by the Banks of Madras and Bombay on the 6th October and 
4th November respectively. The demand for money in connection with jute 
eased off during October, but later on some pressure commenced on the 
Bombay side in connection with cotton. I'his continued on an increasing 
scale during January, when a considerable slriugcncy of money was 
experienced both in Bombay, where apart from cotton large holdings 
of silver had to be financed, and on the Calcutta side, more especially 
in conrcction with the fln:inco of the Burma rico crop. As a result 
of this demand for funds the bank rates were raised to 7 per cent., by the Bank 
of Madras on the 2(fih .December, the Bank of Bengal on the Ist January and 
the Bank of Bombay on the 6th January 1916. In spite of thq large amount 
of funds imported by moans of immediate telegraphic transfers at this 
period money continued to bo very tight, and the Bank of Bombay 
made a further increase in its rate to 8 per cent, on tho 13th January 
followed by the Bank of Madras on the 19th and tihe Bank of Bengal on the 
20th January. These rates wore still in force at the close of the year. The 
demand for funds at different periods since tho commencement of the war is illus¬ 
trated by the table below showing the total extent of tho loans and accounts 
of credit, and bills discounted and purchased by the three Presidency Banks. 
It will bo seen that at the close of tho year the money supplied by the * 
Banks to trade, etc., was practically on tho same level as two years previously, 
before tho war broke out.

The poaitiou of 17. It may be explained in the first place that there was actually a 
Shir* ^ absorption of • gold during the ycav, vie., about 21) lakhs, sovereigns 

‘ to the value of about Its. G9 lakhs having been imported and passed direct 

into consumption 4 ,wiihout presentation at a Government Currency office 
or treasury. These s6vcreigns do not, however, represent any real addition 
to the circulating medium of the counti'y, for the rei).son that since the 
commencement of the war the sovereign has gone entirely out of effective 
circulation in India and has passed into hoards. It rose to a small premium 
as soon as issues by Government were discontinued, this amounting in the 
early months of the war to 5 or 6 annas per sovereign. The premium subse¬ 
quently drojiped, fluctuating for several mouths between 1 anna and 3 annas 
per sovereign. Later on it rose again, doubtless owing to difficulties in 
obtaining sovereigns for import into India, standing at the end of March 1916 
at about 10 annas per sovereign. After the close of the year it sprang up 
suddenly to more than Bs. 2 per sovereign, but this rate wws not maintained 
for more than a few days as it immediately attracted sovereigns out from 
hoards with the result that at the time of writing the premium is not much 
above the figure at u hich it stood at the end of March. 

There are grounds for believing that before the war, though large quanti¬ 
ties of sovereigns Averp,hoarded or melted down for ornaments, etc., a consider¬ 
able volume also remained in current circulation, especially in Bombay and 
the Punjab, and to a smaller extent in other parts of India. In the earlier 
months of the war the disappearance of the sovereign from circulation 
and the contraction of the currency as a whole due to this cause resulted 
in no special inconvenience, but it is a justifiable assumption that the void so 
created has accentuated the demand for other forms of currency, viz,, rupees 
and notes, AA'hich has accompanied the revival of trade activity during the later 
montlis of the year under review. Anbther cause Avhich has operated to 
enhance the demand for currency is the large expenditure incurred in India 
on behalf of the Home Government for military purposes. Ilupees have also 
been sent abroad, {vide paragraph 8 above), Avhile substantial quantities of 
notes of the loAver denominations amounting in all to about Rs. 68 lakhs have 
been sent to Basra. Though, however, these notes may have a temporary 
and limited circulation in Mesopotamia the probability is that thev are for the 
most part returned after a short interval to India. Thus, of the notes sent 
to Basra in the latter part of March 1916 about half bad already found their 
way back to the Currency Office in India for cancellation by the commence¬ 
ment of June 1916, and the notes sent in later remittances are similarly 
returning. While therefore the above statements of the absorption of ounenoy

exclude the rupees sent abroad, they include the currency notes sent out of 
India, as it cannot ho assumed that these at present continue to circulate out* 
side India to any great extent. ^ 

18. The absorption of rupees and notes month by montli during the year , Di«ttibntion of t 

is shown in the marginal table. The 
figures for rupees include the treasury 
figures and do not therefore exactly corre¬ 
spond with the absorption of rupees as 
deduced from the currency returns which 
relate only to the currency holdings {vide 
paragraph 12 above). The note statistics 
in the table are for the active circulation, 
and exclude the value of the notes hold in 
the Reserve treasuries and in other 
Government treasuries and also at the 
hoadquartewi offices of the Presidency 
Banks. These figures thus differ to some 
extent from those shown in the statements 
in paragraph 16. The figures there given 
do not reflect the full extent of the in¬ 
crease in the active circulation among the 
people, owing to the fact that the value 

of the notes held by the Presidency Banks at the commencement of the year 
was unusually large, their total cash balances then amounting to Rs. 16,68 
lakhs against Rs. 12,71 lakhs at the end of the year. The growth of the note 
circulation and its fluctuation in the various circles is referrred to further in 
the following section of the report. I have, however, also drawn attention to 
the figures in the present connection in order to illustrate the fact 
that an expansion in the active note circulation took place,*during the months 
when trade was most active, concurrently with the absorption of rupees. 

19. The total number of rupees absorbed during the year, viz,, about ai> ovriion of 

Rs. 10^ crores, has been exceeded on several previous occasions. As, 

however, the above figures show, there was a large return from circulation 

in the months of slack trade, viz.. May to July 1916, and the absorption 
in the last seven months of the year, viz., September to March, was un¬ 
usually heavy. The silver coin held in the Currency Reserve, which amounted 
to about fls. 4)0 crores at the close of July, fell to Rs. 37'76 crores at the 
end of September, to Rs. •-9'l4i crores at the end of December and to 
Rs. 23'06 crores at the end of March. The actual issues of rupees from the 
Calcutta Currency office for the finance of juto amounted to about Rs. .*1,81 
lakhs against Rs. 61 lakhs only last year. Tho demand in connection with juto 
lasted till towards the middle of October. In October a demand for rupees com¬ 
menced in Northern India, while from November onwards a substantial absorp¬ 
tion set in in Bombay in connection with the cotton crop, nearly 10^ crores 
being taken in that Presidency in tho months of November to March, exclusive 
of 42 lakhs shipped abroad. The figures in the ta))lo for the period from 
January to March do not indicate the full extent of the demands of trade, as 
they are to a large extent obscured by the very heavy land revenue collections 
made during these months 

One further feature in the rupee absorption may bo referred to, though 
the causes underlying it are not yet clear. The rupees issued in payment for'^ 
the crops appear to be returning to the larger centres much more slowly than 
in previous years of heavy issues. This is possibly-attributable to some extent 
to Sie high prices of certain commodities, such as cotton piece-goods, which 
result in the cultivating classes, etc., holding back from purchases of commodities 
which they would ordinarily make. It is, however, believed that hoarding of 
rupees is taking place on a larger scale than usual and it is inherently probable 
that this is the case. Similarly, attention has recently been drawn to the fact 
that a considerable hoarding of currency is taking place in France and also in 
other countries.

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With reference to the small transactions in the case of sororuif^ns 
shown in the above tables for the year 1916-16, it may bo explained that 
those represent for the most part special transactions in connection with 
military and other purposes. 

21. In paragraphs 31 et seq. of the report for 1913-1-i An explanation was The m.>v«mout 
given of the processes by which the distribution of funds within India is 
effected, and it is only necessary to refer briefly to the transactions of the year 
under review. Statement IV shews the details of the transfera ( i.e., remittances 
by the public through the agency of Government) between different centres, 
the total value of the transfers in 1916-16 being Rs. 27i crores against Its. 26J 
crores in 1914-15, and Rs. 41^ crores in 1913-14 In view of the revival in trade 
activity during the later months of the year it might have been anticipated that 
the volume of remittances would have approached the level reached in 1913-14. 

As compared with that year, however, there has been a considerable decline in 
the remittances between the Presidency towns. These usually mainly ^jepresent 
redistributions between these centres of the balances of the Exchauge Hanks. 

More than one cavuso has contributed to a falling off in these transactions. 

Thus, in the first place, in the earlier year funds were to a large extent 
imported into India in the form of gold most of which came in nid Bombay and 
M'as deposited with Government, the banks subseiiucntly distributing a imrtion 
of the funds so imported by means of telegraphic transfers on Calcutta and 
Madras. Again, during a considerable portion of the earlier year the balances 
of the Exchange Banks lield in India were on a higli level as was explained in 
paragraph 11 (iii) of my report of that yeai’, and it would naturally 
occasionally bo the case that funds imported in anticipation of requirements 
might in the first instance bo hold at a centre other than that at which they 
would eventually bo utilised. On the other hand, at the commoncciucnt of 
the busy season of the year under review the Indian balan«es of the Banks 
were depleted and payment of the Councils, by which funds were imjKJrtcd 
during this iwriod, would naturally bo taken at the centres at which funds 
were immediately required. 

Statement V shows the internal movomejits of funds within provinces 
through Government agency. The transactions were as usual largest in 
Bengal, Madras, Bombay and Burma, and, as in the case of the inter¬ 
provincial remittances, their total volume was very nearly the same as in the 
previous year. 

The remittances of specie made by Government during the year between 
currency circles amounted to about Its. 15 crores wholly in silver against a total 
of Rs. 17 crores for gold and silver taken together in the preceding year. 

Largo remittances of rupees were made to the Lahore Circle (Its. lij- crores) in 
the earlier months of the year in connection with tho purchase of whcjit by 
Government, and to the Bombay Circle (nearly Rs. 7 crores) in tho later i)ortion 
of tho year for tho finance of tho cotton crop. The decrease in the total move¬ 
ments of coin as commred with tho preceding year is due partly to tho high 
balances held in the Currency lloscrvo at the beginning of the year and ])artly 
to cun-oncy notes having to some extent taken tho place of the gold formerly 
in circulation. 

Apart from remittances made directly through tho agency of Oovermiiwit, 
currency notes are extensively used by the public for the transfer of funds. 

Some idea of tho scale on whicli notes are so employed may ho fornnid from the 
following figures for the encashment at Currency ofiicos of foreign circle notes, 
i.e., of notes cashed at a Currency office other than the oflico of issue

in the value of the notes casbod at Bombay. The large encashments in 
Bombay in the previous year were attributable to the great demand for money 
during the disturbed conditions which prevailed in the Bombay money market 
shortly after the outbreak of the war. There were some fluctuations in other 
circles, but these flo not call for. any special comment. It may bo mentioned, 
however, that it is probable that the improvements efl^octed in the arrangements’ 
for the local encashment of notes (vide paragraph 21 below) will tend to 
some increase in the use of notes for remittances otherwiso than as between 
the headquarters of currency circles, and the local reports indicate that in some 
cases such an increase is taking place. It must, at the same time, be remembered 
tliat the mere fact that a note is taken out for the jmrjwsc of remittance does 
not uoceasarily imply that it will be tendered immediately to a Currency 
Ofiice or Treasury for encashment at the otlior end; similarly a note 
tendered at a Currency Office other than the ofiice of issue may have been in 
the meantime employed in numerous transactions and not merely for 
remittance purposes.

The figures for the net circulation e.Kcludc the value of the notes held in 
the reserve treasuries, and those for the active circulation further exclude the 
value of not(!s in all other Go\ ernment treasuries and also of those held in the 
liemiquartcrs offices of the Presidonoy Baiiks. P'or the .reasons explained in 
paragraphs 51- 53 of the report for the year 1913-14 the figures for the average 
active circulation ])robably form the best crifejrion of the extent to which 
curreuqr notes actually circulate among the public. 

Kiuctu»iii.ii. iu th. j 23. During 1914-15 the average active circulation which had been 
iuriugirJ*ymr increa.sing steadily for the last few years exporicnced a set-back. In the report 
for that year,I expressed the opinion that, a|mrt from some want of confidence 
prevailing at the commencement of the war, the contraction which occurred 
m the circulation was iu a large part attributable to the relative slackness of 
trade and the consequeut falling-off in the demand for currency generally rather 
than to the continuance of any mistrust in the note issue. This view is 
confirmed by the experience of the following twelve months. Some improve¬ 
ment in the active circulation had already commenced before the end of 
1914-15, this standing at about Es. 44 crores at the close of the year. 
Particulars of the circulation month by month will be found in Statement XV. 
There was some farther increase in the circulation even during the earlier 
months of 19 i 6-16, and with the revival of trade in the later months it 
sprang up rapidly and reached a record figure of over Rs. 53 croros at the close 
of the year, almost all the circles sharing in the improvement. 
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24. It would be premature to attempt at this stage to give a complete i-omi imw »imi 
explanation of the causes of this improvement, but it may be partially 
attributable to the fact that gold is uo longer available for the finance of 
certain crops, for which it has been employed to a largo extent in recent years, 
especially in Western and Northern India. It is, however, reasonable to assume 
that this satisfactory increase in the active circulation has been assisted by 
the increased facilities provided for the local encashment of notes. Greater 
facilities have in practice been given for such encashment since the commence¬ 
ment of the war, tliough the formal orders of Government explaining the 
principles and procedure to be adopted permanently in the future were only issued 
m October last. A detailed explanation of the various improvements effeeU'd 
will be found in paragrajihs 1<I8 to 111 of the Finance Member’s spt!ech 
introducing the Financial Stiitomont for the year 1916-17. As is there 
explained, in addition to substantial facilities for the encashment of not(‘S at 
district treasuries, tin; Presidency Banks have now made arrangements for the 
free issue and encashment of universal notes, i.e., those of Rs. 100 and 
under, at many of their important brandies at which Goveranient Treasury 
business is conducted. At several of these centros the' revised arrangements 
only came into force towards the close of 1915-16, and it may roiisonably be 
hoped that a further substantial advance in the popularity of the note issue may 
be looked for in the future. 

As an instance of the manner in which these increased facilities may 
operate, I enclose a copy of a note which the Bank of Madras has been good 
enough to give me with regard to the encashment of notes by their Guntur 
Branch

Tho mo.st striking feature of tho statement is the large increase in the 
circulation of all the universal notes in the Lahore, Bombay and K arachi 
circles. It is probably more than a coincidence that these were l,he circles in 
which the sovfwign in recent years was most extensirely used. The increase 
was also large in Madras, where the sovereign was also growing in popularity, 
but the growth in all these cases is also probably partly attributable to the 
improved facilities for the local encashment of notes. While, however, the 
popularity of the 6-rupec and 60-rupee notes is relatively higher in Western 
and North-Western Iiidia than elsewhere, tho circulation of the 10-rupee notes 
in tho Lahore, Bombay and Madras circles is still very low as compared with 
Calcutta, Rangoon and Karachi. The circulation in Burma more than 
rccovcrtHl from the temporary set-back of tho preceding year; notes are widely 
used in connection with tho finance of the rice crop, and the per capita 
circulation of the 10-rupec and 100-rupee notes is greater than in any 
other circle.

The ratio of circulation to cancellation (taken to two places of 
decimals) indicates roughly tho life of eacli denomination of notes, and it will 
be observed that tliere 1ms been a tendency in tho caw! f)f tl)e notes of the lower 
denominations towards a reduction in their life. 'J'his is no doubt attributable, 
in the earlier years, to increasing stri(itn(5ss in interpreting the orders prohibiting 
the issue of worn and soiled notes and, in tlic last year, to the decision to issue 
only new notes from the currency ofiices. It is not improbabbi that this last- 
mentioned improvement lias helped towards the increase in the popularity of 
the note issue. 


VII.—-Miscellaneous matters connected with currency notes and the

27. It is satisfactory to record a furtlior rediictiou this year in the NoIj- riHK.rii«i. 
number of forged notes presented for encaslimont or received in the CiiiTeuey 

olfices for examination .as to their genuineness or f(jr safe custody, a tol,al of 
97 only being reachetl as against 170 and .‘inO in the l.wo pvin ious years. 

Of those, 3 wore of the Its. 100, 11 of the Us. band 82 of the its. 10 denomina¬ 
tions, the other case being an old forgery of the Its. 20 denomination. The 
notes received contained a larger pro|)ovtion than usual of now forgeries, 
of which the majority ap}fearod in the Calcutta Oircle. Tlieso wore almost all 
of tho 10-rupee denomination, and, as in the iirovions year, were spread 
over a large number of scries. TIk' new forgeries were, however, wdth few 
exceptions, very inferior specimens, often mere pim and ink sketches on 
common paper, the details fi-eqnently being so crudely (sxecuhsd tliat it is 
surprising that they could have deceived any one who has si'cn a genuine note. 

Two prosecutions were instituted in Burma in connection with Forged 
notes of the IG/73 series, Imt no convi(!tion wivs s(!cured. As nigards the 
appeals to a higher Court preferred by four of ibe accused in tbc! Batavia cas<! 
referred to in previous reports one of (be lujcu-sed was discliarged and tlie 
remaining three were a»entenced to imprisonment witli liard labour ranging from 
7 to 15 years, coupled with fines.

Cawnporo and Bombay, and to a lesser extent Karuelii and Laliore, show a 
relatively high percentage of light-weiglit rupees not. detected at the Curronry 
Offices, and the attention of the officers concornod has been drawn to,the 
matter. It may, however, be mentioned that Currency ofliees and Treasuries 
arc not required to withdraw rujrees from circulation unless the loss on tlusir 
standard weight exceeds 2 per cent. In the case of the li.ght-wcigbt 
coins detected at the mints the average loss per rupee only very slightly 
exceeded 2 per cent., while the larg(!st excess over 2 per c(!nt., was only 0 <t per 
cent., this being reached in two offices. 

3U. Information regarding the counterfeit silver coins which came to light Vaiw ooiungo. 
during the year will be found in the review of tlio rejiorts of the worhing of 
the Mints in Bombay and Calcutta.

iooii.fc) aiui fj. 32. Statement XXII gives tho usual details of tho receipts and expen- 
aey^u™P»rtuic’iii'"" dituro of the Currency Department for the year 1916-16. As regards receipts it 
may be mentioned that the yield on tho additional investments of the Currency 
Reserve made during the year is not lakon into account, as it was not realised 
until (jfter the clo.so of tl»e year on repayment at maturity of the Treasury Bills 
held in the reserve towards the end of the year. The total e.tpenditiire exceeds 
that of the preceding year by about Its. 5 lakhs. There was an increase of 
about Ils. 2 lakhs in tho cost of note forms, tho expenditure in 1914-16 
' on this account having been specially low as explained in paragraph 26 of tho 

report for that year. The balance of the increase is for tho most part accounted 
for by the cost of acquisition of a situ fora new currency oflio'j in Madras and 
by tho general revision of currency establishments.

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APPENDIX. 

India's irnde balance in the last fm years with special reference to certain 
features of the balance in 1915-16. 

In a note ap^udcd to my report for the year 1913-14 the main statistics 
relating to the trade balance of India;in recent years were examined; an explana¬ 
tion was given of the general nature of India’s international credits and 
debits, and of the intimate relations which exist between the ‘ private ’ and the 
Government transactions; and a rough balance sheet was prepared for the 
purpose of illustrating tlio general position. This was continued last ycai’ in a 
note in which the statistics for 1914-15 were briefly examined. TJio year 
just concluded again presents some special features, and I have thought that it 
may be of intere.st to bring the figures up to date. It is necessary, however, to 
repeat the caution given on previous occasions, that absolute accuracy is, 
from the circumstancfjs of the case, unattainable with regard to some relatively 
important items, and the figures adopted in sucli cases are at best intelligent 
estimates which liavo been included in the statements for tlio purpose of 
illustrating the position. It would be superfluous to recapitulate the general 
examination given in tire report for 1913-14, but for facility of roferonco I have in 
some instances repeated the cxplanatioirs given last year with regard to 
individual items of the trade balance.

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The above statistics repcsent the cash transactions of the India Office. 
At the same time, as I explained last year— 

(1) They also cover, for the most part, the import and export of stores and 
treasure by Government into and from India. 

(2) They take into account most of tlic cxjMJndituro incurred on capital 
account in respect of the imported railway materials which are included in the 
imjwrts of private merchandise in the trade returns; any imports of tliis 
character must, tlicrefore, he left out of consideration in balancing the private 
account. It would of course he possible, in a statement of India's trade 
balance, to include the value of these imports and to enter on the opposite side 
of the account the capital raised in England to pay for them. This, however, 
involves somewhat com])]ex adjustments and I have adopted the former course 
as being the simpler alternative. 

(3) They include certain remittances made by the public through Gtovern- 
ment. The most important of these, of course, are tho Council bills sold by the 
Siicretary of State, whicfh represent a remittance to England by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, and a corresponding remittance to India by the purchasers of 
the bills. Tho sterling bills and telegraphic tiunsfers on London represent 
similar remittances in the opposite direction. In addition to these, some 
other transactions are adjvistod through the Government of India, the largest 
of which are ordinarily remittances by money orders, which are honoured by 
the Post Office in India, Government being subsequently reimbursed by 

' opposite payments in London. While the above list is not absolutely exhaustive, 
as the head “ Other miscellaneous receipts net ” includes various gf«a«-private 
transactions such as adjustments with the Home and Colonial Governments for 
tho supply of stores, it,is, in normal years, sufficiently complete for all practical 
purposes. It will he noticc'd however that in the last two years the entries 
against the last-mentioned head have been unusually large, amounting to over 
£8^ millions in 1914-16 and over £14^ millions in 1915-10. Those increases are 
mainly duo to the large payments made by tho War Office on account of addi¬ 
tional war expenditure incurred by the Indian Government, and represent, in 
fact, payment for " export of services ” hy that Government. These figures are 
not included in the statistics of jirivate trade given below, both the export and 
the payment for it being left out of account in that connection. It is, however, 
inci(lentally necessary to take into consideration, from the point of view of 
the “ private ” trade balance, the ‘‘ claims ” for freight taken up by Government 
for transport purposes, as the payments maile in India to shipping firms on this 
account were largely remithid by them to England, and those latter remittance 
trausactions arc included in the jwivato trade balance figures. I'lio “ services ” 
c.xportcd also included some amount of stoi-es purchased from private firms in 
India. Strictly speaking, those might be included iu the private account, but 
tho amounts are difficult to ascertain with any real accuracy, and, if they were 
included, the remittances to India by which they were paid for would also have 
to be shown in the same account. I have thought it simplest to omit the 
figures from both sides of the account. 

3. In 1916-16 further imiiortant transactions adjusted through the Govern¬ 
ment accounts otherwise than by payment of Council bills consisted of payments 
made in respect of a large portion of the purchases of wheat made under the 
Wheat Scheme referred to in paragraph 4 of the report. As there mentioned, 
of the wheat purchased on Govern ment account of a value of Ks. 690 lakhs, 
about Its. 265 lakhs only were financed by the Agent firms. The balance of the 
funds required amounting to about Ks. 425 lakhs, or over £2| millions, was 
supplied hy the Wheat Commissioner in India. Inasmuch as the private 
ti’^e statistics include tho wheat exported under tho Government scheme, the 
further funds supplied in India in this way should he shown as an imjxirt of 
funds on the side of tho account on which Council bills p^id in India appear. 

In order to estimate tho private trade balance then, it is necessary (1) to 
leave out of account the imports of railway plant and rolling stock, and (2) to

wMtionsT''"' understood from a reference to the previous statements. 

Item (a) ‘ Credits on nceomt of Fort Trust, etc., horromnys' item (b) 
‘ Other caintid loaned to India' and item (1) ‘ Interest payable on sterling 
anpital of companies ^' etc.,' were explained in last year’s rej^rt, and it was 
there shown how the tigures in question wore arrived at. 

Item (c), ‘ private gold deposited in India on account of the Bank of 
Englhnd,' is special to the IjbI two years. The gold represents the produce 
of tlic Indian mines, and approximately £l'Ji millions were dealt with in the 
above manner in IDlt-lS after the outbreak of the war. Though not actually 
cxjjortcd this amount must jwoprly be regarded for all practical purjjoses 
as a credit or claim, inasmuch as the gold was paid for in Loudon and remit¬ 
tances on account of part of the value were made to India as usual on account 
of royalties, working cxikjusos, etc. During the year under review about 
£2 millions of this gold, including a portion of the depasits made during the 
year, were shipped home. The balance held in India at the end of the year 
shoM'ed an increase of about £300,000 over the figure at the commencement 
of the year, and this net amount has been shown in the statement. 

With regard to item {d), a considerable export of rupees is shown in the 
trade accounts for 1914-16 under the Government transactions, though this 
was actually made on behalf of a bank and paid for by Council bills in London. 
This item, therefore, represents for practical purposes a private transaction and 
should be taken into account as such. It has not been allowed for in the 
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statement relating to the Government transaotiona which I have given in para¬ 
graph 2. Conversely, witli regard to item (m), £2 millions of gold hold in India 
by the Government of India was earmarked during the year 1915-16 on behalf 
of the Bank of England against an opposite i)ayment by that Bank to the Socro- 
tary of State. This gold was subsequently shipped to Jaj)an, appearing in the 
trade returns as a private export. This transaction did not, however, affect the 
balance of India’s private trade for the year one way or the other (vide para¬ 
graph 6 of the report), and it should therefore be left out of oonsidcratiou in 
maldng up the account. It is included as a ‘ credit ’ in the net figure appear¬ 
ing against item 0, and it is accordingly necessary to write it back as a ‘ debit.’ 

Item (e), other remittances through Oovernment. During the year 
there have been some other transactions veiy much of the nature of 
Council remittances, llomittancc transfer receipts or supply bills have been 
issued to a very considerable extent both in Persia and in Mesopotamia to 
traders for the payment of goods purchased by them in India, Government of 
course utilising funds so obtained for the purpose of their local requirements. 
To the extent to which the trade obtained remittances to India in this way 
these stand on a very similar footing to remittances effected between l>ondon 
and India by means of Council bills. Complete figures are not yet available 
but in the case of Persia these remittances amounted in 1916-16 to about lls. 40 
lakhs. 

Similarly, in order to provide funds for military expenditure in East Africa 
the Government of India have made various p.ayment6 to Banks in India against, 
opposite payments by the Banks in East Africa. So far as the Bank in India 
in this way placed itwlf in funds against opposite disbursements out of India, this 
transaction again stands on the same footing as remittances to India by moans 
of Councils The amount -of these transactions during 1915-16 was about 
£1.60,000. . • 

Item (f ).—As was explained in the appendix to last year’s report 
the figures for freight do not represent the total charges for freight on India’s 
foreign trade, which are in the main adequately accounted for in the Indian 
trade statistics, but merely certain net out-of-pocket expenditure in connection 
with the coasting trade and the passenger traffic. Those figures are at the best 
only rough estimates. It will be noticed that in the lost two years the debits 
under this head show a large jump upwards. This is due to the fact already 
mentioned that the hire of a considerable number of vessels taken up by 
Government for trans^wrt purjiusos was paid in India by Government. There 
was thus an invisible import or a claim in respect of freight, the payment for 
which was doubtless for thc,most part remitted to Loudon by the shipping firms, 
either through Government sterling bills or through the Banks or otherwise. 
This largo item must therefore be clearly taken into account. 

In connection with the subject of freiglit charges I may mention a change 
which has been made in the iiractice of the shipping companies since the 
commencement of the war. It was formerly the practice not to realise Uio 
freight charges on goods shipped from India until the goods had reached their 
destination. The charges are, however, now realised at the time of the ship¬ 
ment of the goods. At first sight it might be thought that this modification 
of procedure would affect the trade balance. The real position is, however, 
that though shipping companies are now placed in funds in India to a larger 
extent than was formerly the case, and though they have consequently to make 
larger remittances out of India in respect of their shipping profits, the shipping 
charges paid by the shippers are reeovored by them from their consignees, and 
corresponding additional remittances to India are thus entailed. These two 
sets of transactions counterbalance one another and do not thus affect the not 
balance of trade. It is presumably however the case that the value of the 
cargo insured by the shippers now includes the freight charges, and this would 
tend to increase the amount of the insurance premia paid in India {vide 
paragraph 7 below). 

Another matter to which reference may perhaps be made is the loss, due 
to enemy submarines, etc., of cargoes in transit to ana from India. It is not 
necessary to make any allowance for these as the Indian trade fibres take 
into account all goods that have left India and all goods that actuafiy arrive 
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in India. No payment will of course be duo by India on account of goods con¬ 
signed to India which do not arrive. On the other hand, if a cargo shipped 
from India is lost it will, as a matter of practice, have been insured mid pay¬ 
ment will therefore still have to be made to India. It is not therefore necessary 
to look beyond the trade returns of exiwrts and imports in this connection. 

Item {ff ).—I have given, a rough estimate of the amount of • money 
remitted from India for subscription to the British war loan, Exchequer bonds, 
etc. This estimate, however, is intended to represent merely remittances 
specially made for the purpose of investment in tliesc sccui'ities. It is not 
meant to include similar investments made by the Exchange Banks on their 
own account. Those investments, which are believed to have been substantial, 
wore no doubt facilitated by tlie fact that tlie Banks appear to have 
remitted to England during the last two years a certain amount of unemployed 
floating capital, for a part of which they found employment in this manner. 

Item (A ).—Other mt private remittances .—This item covers the net private 
transactions, i.e., remittances other than those made in connection with leal 
commercial transactions, llcmittances on account of such transactions would 
be effected through the banks, and one of the Exchange Banks estimates that 
their net amount is roughly £126,000 to £150,000 a month. I have assumed 
approximately these figures, but have allowed for a gradual increase during 
the years taken, and also, in the last year, for the fact that many holders 
of jute mill shares who had retired from India took advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunity afforded by the high level of prices obt.aining for these shares, to 
realise their holdings and to remit the money home (vide paragraph 6 of the 
report). 

Item{j).—Inieresl pnyaUe on rupee paper eufaced for payment of irOereat 
m London .—This interest is not passed through the Government of India’s 
Home accounts, buf is« paid by the Bank of England in the form of a draft on 
India, and the holder makes his own arrangements for the realisation of the 
draft. 

It&n {k).—Railway remUtanees —The Exchange Banks estimate these 
at about a crorc of rupees a year. They probably include the earnings 
of the Bengal and North-Western llailway, which are of course not passed 
through the Government accounts. The net earnings of this railway wore 
£291,000 in J909, 0026,000 in 1910, £384,,000 in 1011, £1H8,000 in 1912 and 
£650,000 in 1913. The luawl also includes some remittances by railways keep¬ 
ing their accounts with Government, on account of the Companies’ share of 
surplus profits, leave allowances, provident fund, etc. The surplus profits 
umounted approximately to £322,000, £4i64i,000, £'182,000, £710,000, 

£141,000, £691,000 and £596,100 in the last seven years. I have for the 
purpose of the statement roughly rounded off the total for the two large items 
for which the figures are given above. 

7. It will bo seen that in the year 1911-16 the unoxjdainod balance in 
favour of India is stilf very high in spite of the adjustments made. In the case 
of 1916-16 the adjustments reduce the unexplained difl'eronce to rather less than 
£8 millions or about Rs. 12 orores as compared with £26 millions or Rs. 37 
crores in the table in paragraph 3 of the report. Some portion of the 
unusually largo excess of credits over debits in the earlier year was 
almost certainly attributable to the remittance to England of a substantiai 
amount of unemployed flouting capital from India {vide paragraph 6 of the report 
for 1914-15). Attention was also drawn last year to various factors which would 
naturally tend to swell the not private remittances to England and to the 
probability of an increase in certain commercial remittances on account of 
transactions which do not actually find a place in the trade figures, such as 
those arising out of policies of insurance. Though the value of the goods 
insured was less than usual, the rates were greatly enhanced and special 
charges M’ere also made on account of war risks. The necessity for remitting 
these additional premia to England would operate to reduce &e demand for 
remittance of funds to India by means of Council bills. These various 
factors have probably continued to operate during the year just dosed. In 
particular, the earlier months of the year, when trade M'as slack, proluibly saw a 
further transfer to England of the unemployed floating capital of the Exchange 
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Banks which was set free by a reduction in the stocks of piece goods and by tho 
additional capacity of tho Indian jute mills to finance themselves. 

As is explained in the report, the general conclusion to u'hich these 
remarks point is that, whereas in normal years there has usually been a 
substantial import of capital into India, during the last two years there has been 
a very considerable movement in the opposite* -direction. In the first place, 
specially in the earlier period, owing partly to slackness of trade which involved 
the employment of a smaller amount of funds and partly to tho largo profits 
made by the jute mills, the Exchange Banks have found thcuisclves with un> 
employ^ funds in India, which they have transferred to London for investment 
there. Again in many cast's persons holding jute mill shares have realised 
them and have ramitted the money home. Apart from these transactions there 
have also hocn substantial remittances of funds for the special purlx)8^^ of invest¬ 
ment in the war loan and other securities of tho Ilorac Government.

Review of the Sea-bornb Tbabb and Navisatiok of Bbitish India for 
the month of Judy 1916, and for the four months ended Judy 1913. 

FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

Foreign Sea-borne Trade during July, 1916. 

The outstanding feature of the trade returns of British India for July, 1916, 
as compared with those of its immediate predecessor, is that there was an 
increase in total imports and exports hut a slight decrease in re-exports. The 
total imports of merchandise were valued at Bli^ crores, the exports at R18 J 
crorcs, and the re-exports at S57 lakhs. As compared with the preceding month 
(Juno, 1916), the imports increased by 28 per cent and the exports by iiearlv 
7 percent, wliilc the re-exports deci’oa.sod by 5'per cent. As compared with 
.July, 1916, the imports showed an increase of 29 per cent, the exports of 
25 per cent, and the re-exports of 27 per cent.

It will bo observed that in July, 1916, the total trade with the Allies and 
the principal neutral ,pountries, except with Eussia and Spain, increased. 
Imports from the United Kingdom increased by R83 lakhs, Japan by B62 
lakfis, the United States of America by H37 lakhs, Sweden by H13 lakhs, 
Holland by E12 lakhs, Italy by Rll lakhs, and Norway by R8 lakhs. Imports 
from Spain decreased by B6 lakhs. Under exports, the United Kingdom 
accounted for an inoreaso of B70 lakhs. Franco of HlS'lakhs, and Italy of 
RS lakhs. The United States of America showed a decrease of R4 lakhs, 
Eussia of E15 lakhs, Japan of R22 lakhs, and Spain of R7 lakhs. There were 
practically no exports to Belgium, Norway and Sweden, and no imports from 
Eussia. The above comparisons are with the preceding month (June 1916).

In the four months, April to July, 1916, the excess of exports over imports 
of private merchandise was 1123,90 lakhs, as against il21,20 lakhs in tlwj 
corresponding period of 1916, and the net imports of treasure wereil3,48 
lakhs as against fi4,94 lakhs last year. Tho not exports (merchandise and 
trfsasuro) were R20,42 lakhs, as against R16,26 lakhs in 1916. 

The amount of Council bills and Telegraphic Transfers paid in India in 
the four months ended July, 1916 was R7,41 lakhs, of which B99 lakhs 
were paid through the Gold Standard Reserve, B3,06 lakhs through tho Paper 
Currency Heserve, and B3,36J lakhs through the Treasuries. In the four 
mouths ended July, 1916, the amount was H3,87i laklis^-^paid entirely through 
the Treasuries. As regards enfaced rupee paper, RC9,000 represented tho 
amount of paper enfaced ,to London, and R29| lakhs, tho amount re¬ 
transferred from London in the four months April to July, 1916, while in tho 
corresponding period of 1916 about B15 lakhs represented tho amount of paper 
enfaced to London and about BC6 lakhs, tho amount re-transferred from 
London. 


Motxhekts or Golp and Silver (Private and Government). 

In the month of July, 1916, the imports of gold were valued at nearly Rl,70 
lakhs and the exports at Bl,14,000 as against H26 lakhs and R37,600, 
respectively, in June, 1916. Of the imports, gold bullion was valued at 
Bl,66 lakhs, as against B21J lakhs in tho preceding month. Bullion worth 
over R7 lakhs was imported from the United Kingdom in July 1916 as 
against H2 lakhs in June 1910, R5 lakhs from Hongkong as against B3 lakhs, 
Bl,19i lakhs from Natal as against nil, R9 lakhs from the United States 
of America as against B2 lakhs, and B25J lakhs from China as against nearly 
B13 lakhs. Sovereigns and other British gold coin were valued at more than 
B3 lakhs, as against RS-f lakhs in the preceding month. As regards exports, 
gold bullion worth fi9,000 and sovereigns worth Rl,05,000 were exported in 
the month of report, as against B7,600 and R30,000, respectively, in Juno. 
1916. 

Imports of silver were valued at nearly Rl,06 lakhs, of which about B87 
lakhs were on account of Government, as a^inst fil,75 lakhs on private and 
Government account in June, 1916. Bullion worth over H34J lakhs was 
imported, as against R 70 lakhs in ; tho preceding month. Exports of silver 
were valued at B60 lakhs, of which B12 lakhs were on account of Government, 
as against B44 lakhs, both on private and Government account, in the preced¬ 
ing month.

Under imports, the deelarfed unit value of coal rose by 32 per cent, of 
sugar by G per cent, of cotton twist and yarn by 63 per cent, and of cotton 
piocegoods, grey, by 28 per cent, white by 32 per cent, and coloured by 43 per 
cent. Under exports, indigo showed an increase of 26 per cent, raw 
cotton of 40 per cent, and manganese ore of 66 per cent, while wheat showed 
a decrease of 11 per cent, tea of 6 per cent and raw jute of 4 per cent. 
Coal, coffee and rice, not in the husk, showed a slight decrease in the declared 
value per unit and gunny cloth a slight increase. Those comparisons are with 
the corresponding month of the previous year.

The customs duty figures are an index to the volume of the import 
trade alone, as under exports jute, rice, and tea only are now subject to duty. 
In the four months ended July, 1916, the import duties increased to B3,i0 
lakhs from R2,30 lakhs in the four months ended July, 1915, but the export 
duty on rice declined to less than B25 lakhs from orer B26| lakhs. The new 
export duty levied on raw jute amounted to B9,28,000, on jute manufactures to 
R9,69,000 and on tea to E8,30,000 in the four months, April to July* 1916. 
The total customs revenue, excluding salt but including excise duty on cotton 
goods and land customs, amounted to nearly B8,80 li^hs in the four months 
ended July, 1916, as against B2,71i lakhs in the corresponding period of last 
year.

In the month of July 1916, there were 204 arrivals * and 841 sailings t in 
and from India. As regards tonnage, if a comparison bo made with July 
1914, the month before tho outbreak fof war, it will be seen that there 
is a decrease in the tonnage of vessels cleared of 139,375 tons or 22 per cent. 
The clearances from Bengal in July 1916 showed an increase of 22 per cent as 
compared with July 1914; while Bombay recorded a decrease of 20 per cent, 
Sind of 62 per cent, Madras of 42 per cent, and Burma of 1 per cent. Tho 
decrease in entries amounted to 138,031 tons or 27 per cent. 


The shipping clearances with cargoes in foreign trade from the ports of

Under war conditions, tho total tonnage clearances have declined 27 per 
cent. Under peace conditions, the British tonnago was 63 per cent and 
foreign tonnago 47 percent of the total, while under war conditions, the British 
tonnage is 64 per cent and foreign tonnago 36 per cent. 


Bailwat Statistics. 

Railway statistics, like tho import and export statistics above, arc a valu¬ 
able indication of the general movement of trade throughout the country, and 
show that the earnings from 1st April to 29th July 1916 were 1122,54 lakhs 
as against H20,88 lakhs in the corrospoiiding period of 1916 or an increase 
of Bl,66 lakhs. The earnings for the last week of July showed an increase of no 
less than B23 lakhs, indicating a renewal of trade activity.

TEADE FLUCTUATIONS in sblected articles in Juke 1916. 

The object of the tables below is to show the quantities of the principal 
staples of agi'ioultural produce imported from the various provinces, etc., and 
from foreign countries into tho ports of Calcutta, Bombay, Karachi, and the 
Madras ports dmring the month of Juno 1916, and for the three months April to 
Junc 1916, as compared with the corresponding periods of 1915. The statistics 
indude foreign sea-borne and coasting trade as well as inland (rail and river- 
borne) trade. They have been furnished by Collectors of Customs, Steamer 
Companies, Railway Audit Officers, the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, 
etc. 


The most noticeable feature of the Returns for June 1916 and for the 
throe mouths ended Juno 1916 is the docroasc in the imports into the ports 
of wheat, jute, cotton, rice, tea, gram and pulse and on the other hand the 
increase in the imports of linseed. As compared with the previous months 
(May 1916) the principal feature is the decrease in the imports into the ports of 
linseed, rape and mustard seed, raw cotton, gram and pulse, rice, jute, wheat 
and on the other hand the increase in the imports of tea. 


Trade Fluctuations in June 1916 and 1916. 

It will be scon from Table I, that the imports by rail, river and sea in June 
1916, as against the corresponding month of 1915 show (in round numbers) 
a decrease of—

The imports of linseed by rail, river and sea into ports show an increase of 
11 per cent (26,300 Ions as against 22,900 tons last year) duo mainly to larger 
exports from the United Rrovincos, the Central Provinces and Bcrar and Bihar 
and Orissa.

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It will be seen from Table lY (wheat, excluding wheat flour) that the 
principal sources of the imports in June 1916 were the Punjab, the United 
Provinces, and Sind and British Baluchistan. During the corresponding 
month of 1916, the Punjab sent by far the largest quantity, namely, 72 per 
cent of the totiU. Table XI shows the exporh out of India of wheat (includ¬ 
ing wheat flour) month by month during the last five years.

Imports of linseed by rail, river and sea into ports show an increase of 34 
per cent (131,800 tons as against 98,600 tons last year) mainly on account of 
larger exports from the United Provinces, Bihar and Orissa and the Central 
Provinces and Berar. The increase of 20 per cent^64,100 tons as against 53,500 
tons last year) in rape and mustard seed is accounted for by larger exports from 
up country into the ports mainly from the United Provinces.

First COTTON 

This fozeoast is based upon reports on the oondi- 
iion of the crop at the end ra July or early August. 
They relate, as trill bo seen below, not to the entire 
cotton area, but to 76 per oent of the total, as sowings 
ospeoiolly of the late crop have in many places not 
yet oommenoed. No attempt has been made at this 
stage to estimate the probame outturn. 

The returns show that an area of 12,325,000 acres 
has b^ sown this year as against 11,847,000 acres 
on il^ date last year, an increase of 4 per cent. 

The increase, as against last year, occurs in 
Ajmer-Morwara (175 per cent), Madras and Central 
India (13 per cent eaoli), Hyderabad and the United 
Prorincos (9 per oent woh), the Bombay Deccan and 
the Central l^vinces and Berar (4 per cent each), 
llajputana (8 per cent). On the o&er hand, the 
North-West Frontier novince shows a deoreaso of 
55 per cent, Mysore 26 per cent, the Punjab 17 per 
cent, Bengal 14 per cent, and Burma 10 per oent. 

Conditions at sowing time have been favourable 
except in the Punjab, the North-West Frontier Pro¬ 
vince, Burma, and Bengal; in these latter provinces 
early rains were deflcient. The present condition and 
prospects of the crop are on the whole fair to good. 
Continuous rain is, however, affecting tho crop 
adversely in ports of tho Central Proviucos, tho 
United Provinces, and the Bombay Deccan, and a 
brook is now required in these traets.

The provincial reports are annunarised below 


Bombay (ad'P per cent of the total area under 
cotton in India).—The report relates only to tho 
early crop of tho Deccan (7-8 per cent ), whicli up 
to tho Ist August showed 1,488,000 acres (7,000 
acres being in Native 8tatef>), or an imu'easu of 4 |ier 
cent over the area re|)orted at this date last year. 
The high prices obtained lost year induced extended 
cultivation. Bains for sowing came early in the north ; 
elsewhere rains were late, and even resulted in delayed 
sowings. Later luins liave been generally favour¬ 
able, and the seedlings are doing weU, except in a few 
places in Ahmednagor and Shoupur where excessive 
moisture has turned them yellow. 

Central Provinces and Berar (19*9 per cent 

of the total area under cotton in India).—The total 
area sown is estiTnated at 4,285,000 aoros (2,960,0(M 
acres being in Berar), which is 4 per cent above the 
area reported at the corresponding date of last year. 
Good and generally well-distributed showoni wore 
received in June. Moderate to heavy ralu foil in 
July and continued up to the dale of report (9 th 
August). A brook would at prosoiit bo bouoiioial. 
Sowings were generally successful and germination 
good, some resowing wing necessary in parts of 
Jubbulporo, Wardho, and Yeotmol. Heavy and 
contimionh ruin ilarnaged hi soiiie oxlent the plants 
in parts of Biihlaua aud Yeotmal. Olherwiso the 
condition of Ibe crop is generally good and prua^jouts 
I are favoniable.

Madras (10*3 per ceot of .(^e total area nndor 
uotton ill India).—The area sown up to date is 
reported to bo 120,000 acres as compared irith 
106,000 acres reported at the same date last year, 
showing an increase of 13 per cent. It is, however, 
too early to say whether this increase will ultimately 
be maintained. The south-west monsoon broke 
particularly early this year. This has led to early 
Bowine of the “ Northerns and Westerns ” varioly 
in Uellary and Karnool, but has to some extent 
thrown back sowing of “ Cocanadas ” in Quntur, 
where so much ram was received that in some cases 
early sown crops were damaged and have to be 
resown. * 

Punjab (7'3 per cent of the total area under 
cotton in India).—The total area under cotton is 
estimated at bU0,000 acres (67,000 acres being in the 
Native States), which is 17 per cent bolow (he area 
rejiorted at Uiis date last year. The decrease is 
almost entirely in the irrigated area and is attributed 
to the unfavourable climutio conditions and un¬ 
toward circumstances brought about by the war. 
The Director of Land Records, however, says that 
the area in the corresponding forecast of last year 
Was an ovor-cstiinate. As compared with the iiual 
area of last yeoi' the present estimate shows only 
a deorease of 2 }.er cent. The inadequate winter 
and spring rainfall left almost no moisture in the 
ground for early sowings. The rainfall in April and 
May was much below normal, lu Juno it was 
faii'ly heavy in the montane and sub-moutane tracts 
and light or modoratu elsowhere. This assisted sow¬ 
ings to a great e.vtent. The monsoon burst in the 
latter Jialf of July wlien heavy and wide-sprond lain 
was roceived .except in a few r’istricts in the south, 
but it was too lute, although sowings still coutinued 
on uuirrigaied areas in certain districts. Climatic 
couditions were thus not so favourable for sowings 
us last year. The supplies of water from canals 
also were short and late. Thu heavy laius of July 
huwevor, immensely benefited the standing cuvip, 
which is in good qonditiou everywhere. Some 
damage has been caused by floods to ci'ops on low 
lands in Gujrunwala, Gujiat, ivnd Montgomeiy. 

United Provinces (5*7 per cent of the total 
area under cotton in India).—The total urea is esti¬ 
mated at 1,160,000 aeiMB as against 1,050,000 aorea 
at this time last year, or an iuoreuse of 0 ]er cout. 
Thu supply of waior iu canals dnring April and May 
was low, and the area sown with cotton in those 
mouths, although in oxcess of last year's area, was 
below normal. Early lain was, however, received 
iu June eveiywhore except in the Agra division in 
ports of which the fall was light and insufficient for 
sowings. The rainfall in July was general and 
well distributod throughout thd [irovince, and a break 
would now buneCt the crop. Germination is reported 
to bo good and the crop is so far doing well. 

Burma (i per cent of the total area under cotton 
in India).—The total area is estimated at 208,000 
acres, which is 10 per cent short of the area estimated 
at the cui-respondiug date of last year. The decrease 
iu area is shared by all the districts, except Frome 
and Myiugyan, Sagaing accounting for 12,000 aores, 
and is attributed to the deficient early rains in 
Tlmyetmyo and Lower Chiiidwiu and to the bad cotton 
market of last year iu Magwe. The standing crops 
am re]iorted to be doing well on the whole. 

BUiar and Orissa (0*4 per cent <>f the total urea 
under cotton iu India).—The total aim sown 
up to date with both early and late cotton is 
estimated at 67,000 aoms, or about the sumo os on 
this date last year. Sowings of the early crop began 
at tho usual time, but have not yet been completed 
in paifa of Monghyr and Kanohi. Ita conditiou is 


reported to be fair to |p)od. Fair progress has boon 
made with sowinm of the late crop. In Cuttack, 
Balasore, and im^ul sowings have not yet begun. 
The weather conditions for both the early and late 
crops have so far boon generally favourable. 

Bengal (0*3 per cent of tho total area under cotton 
in India).—The area sown up to date with both 
j early and late cotton is reported to be 74,fX)0 acres, or 
14 per cent below tho area at tho corresponding date 
of last year. Weather conditions wore not quite 
favourable at the tiiue of sowing of tho early crop, 
particularly iu tho Chittagong Hill Tracts. Its 
present condition is, however, reported to bo fairly 
satisfoctoiy. The lato crop has not yet been sown 
in Bouknra. Tho pmsent condition of the sowings is 
fair. 

North-West Frontier Province (o'a per cent of 

die total area under cotton in India).—The total 
area sown up to the end of July is ostimatod at 
24,U0U acres as against 64,000 acres reported at this 
date last year. The decrease both in in'igated and 
unirrigatm sreas is shared by all the distriots 
except tho Toohi and Kurram Agencies, which show 
no change. The contraction is notioeable mainly iu 
Peshawar and Dera Ismail Khan and is generally 
due to insufiiciont rain at sowing time. Tho absence 
of wafer from hill toiients during February and 
March, on whioh the cultivation of cotton mainly 
depends, also partly accounts for tho decrease iu the 
Dera Ismail ^an district. 

Assam (o'S per cent of the total area under 
cotton in India).—Tho area is estimated at 32,000 
acres, being about the same as last year. Tho 
weather has been favourable aud the present pros¬ 
pects of the crop are generally good except iu 
Sylhot. 

Ajmer-Merwara (o-a per cent of tho total area 
under cotton in India).—The area reported is 22,000 
acres (Ajmer 11,000, Kokri 8,000, and Merwara 
3,000) as against 8,000 acres at this date last year, 
or an increase of 176 per cent. The prospects ai'o 
reported to he fair to good. 

Hyderabad (14*6 per cent of the total area under 
cotton iu India).—The total area under the early 
crop is reported to be 2,515,000 acres, which is 
!' 0 {Hir cent above the area at this date last year. 
P This area includes 565,000 acres reported lost year 
for 27 taluks uf whioh no faroeast has boon uuide 
this yoor on account of the Ramzan holidays. The

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Cottoo crop In PorelKn Countries.—^The latoiit 
information published by the International Ingtitate 
of Agrioulturo, Bon>o, shows that in Egjmt the 
weather has been variable, but on the whole uvour- 
nble. Water supply was generally suffibient. In 
several places, however, it was short owing to the 
low water level in canals, and this coupled with the 
spell of extremely hot weather caused some damage 
to the plants in certain tracts. The condition of 


the crop is, on the whole, excellent. Flowering has 
begun throughout the country. From un-official 
sources it appears that in the United States of 
America the area somtu with ootton this season is 
estimated at 85,994,000 seres as compared with 
32,107,000^ acres in 1915-16. Boll weevils are 
numerous in Texas, Louisiana) and Misaissipi, and 
are reported also in Arkansas and Georgia, with 
prospects of serious danu^.

On 
the other hand, the United Frovincea show a.decrease 
of 12 per cent, Bengal 5 per cent, and Assam 3 per 
cent. 

Conditions at sowing time were not favourable ' 
in the United Provinces, the Punjab, Bengal, and 
Sind, owing to deficient rainfall and inadequate 
watw snp^v; in the other provinces the weather 
was generally favourable. Beneficial rain has, 
however, been received subsequently in all the 
provinces, and the present condition and prospects 
of the crop are reported to be generally mm fair 
to good.

United Provinces ( 53'3 per cent of the total 
area under sngarcane in British India).—The total > 
aiea planted with sugarcane is now roughly osti- ‘ 
mated at 1,220,000 acres, which is 12 per cent: 
below the area at this date last year. Tho winter 
rains were light, and the supply of water in onuals 
was low. This affected sowings which began in 
April and continued till April. Germination was 
generally good; bnt during the hot weather month , 
the orop suffered from the shortage of canal wnter ' 
and sewns attacks of insect pests. The early rain 
received in June greatly benefited it. During July 
and August the weathw was seasonable with ample 
rainfall; and tite condition of the crop has improved. 
The damage by the borer was most serious in the 
Bohilkhand divisian, where ,the crop is estimated at 
75 per cent of the normal ; in psurts of the Bareilly 


Punjah (ig>g per dent of the tots! area uadsr 

sugarcane in British India).—The total a see esti- 
niated at the end of Jnly was 360,000 acres, which 
is 1 per cent above the area at the oortesponding 
date iMt year. The irrigated area, on which sowings 
ware considerably stimnlated by the high price 
of j/ur, shows sn advance of B per cent as oom- 
pai^ with last year, while the nnirrigated area 
shows a decline of 23 per cent on account of tho 
want of rain at sowing time. The season was thus 
not so favourable for sowings as last year. Tho rain» 
which fell in July, proved, however, yery benetioial 
to tho standing crop, which is report^ to be generally 
in good condition. 

BIbar and Orissa (ii par cent of the total 
area nnder sugarcane in British India).—The total 
area planted with sugarcane is estimated at 270,000 
acres, which is 1 per cent above the area reported 
at this date last year. The weather conditions have 
generally been favourable. In parts of Monghyr 
and the Santhal Patganas the gfrowth of tho orop 
was affected by deficient rainfall in tho early part 
of the season. Tbs present condition of the orop is 
reported to be fair to good, and the outturn per 
acre is expected to be normal. Three of the dis- 
triots (Bambalpnr, Gaya, and Shahabad) report more 
than a normal crop, nine districts a normal crop, 
and eight districts Iwtween 85 to 93 ^r cent. The 
district of Monghyr reports a crop of 62 }ier cent only. 
The outturn tor the province as a whole works out 
to 100 per cent or normal. 

Beugsl ( 9'4 emit of the total aiva under sugar* 
cane in British India).—The total area under the 
crop is reported to be 223,000 acies, which is 
5 per cent short of the area at this date 
last year. Weather conditions were generally 
nufavonmble, owing to iiiadeqnale rainfall at the 
time of planting and a spell of dronght thereafter. 
The orop sn&red in its early stages ; but subse¬ 
quently conditions improved with the rainfall in 
May and June. In the distriots of Khulna, 
liaugpur, Chittagong, and Maimensingh, seasonal 
conditions have, however, been favourable. The 
prospects at present are, on the whole, fairly satis- 
I’actury. Tho outturn ])er acre of the orop is 
expected to bo 80 per cent of the normal as against 
88 per cent last year. 

Bombay and Sind (rj per cent of the total 
area under sugarcane in British India).—Tho infor¬ 
mation rei-eivod is inoomplote. The area so far 
rojKn-lod comes to 80,000 acres (30,000 acres Iwiiig 
in Native States), which is 3 per cent in excess of 
the area imported at this date last year. I'he 
increase in area is general in the Presidency proper, 
and is duo partly to high prices and partly to 
plentiful supply of water in wells and canals at 
sowing time.

Prom non-i>ffioial sources it appears that in Cuba 
tho weather conditions have been favottrablo for the' 
growth of the cane and the making of now plantings. 
In Louisiana tho condition of the crop continues to 
he all that could reasonably be desired. In the 


Hawaiian Islands the weather conditions have been 
qnite favourable for tho growing oane. and a large 
crop is expected. In Mauritius drought prevailed 
in most plaoes up to tho middle of Ap^; since then 
moderate general rain has been received, and the crop 
has benefited considerably, but has not fully recovered 
in those localities where the shortage of rain was 
aeriously felt.

No. 7689-W.-II. —la exercise of the powers conferred by Seotioa 3 of 
the Import and Export of Goods Ordinance, 191(5 (IV of 1910), the Governor 
General in Council is pleased to direct that the following amendments shall 
ho made in the Schedule appended to this Department Notification No.

Against item 02 in the second column of the sohedule, for Holland ” 
read “ Holland and Sweden ”, and in the first column qfler the 
word ” Netherlands ” insert the words *• or Sweden 
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Customs.

No. 7497-W.-II. —In supersession of the Notifieation in this Depart¬ 
ment jiTo. ISySS-W., dated the 2lKt August 1015, the following regulations 
respecting certificates of origin for foreign goods imported into Russia arc 
published for general information :— 

Regulations coueerning proof of origin of foreign goods. 

I. The following will be accepted as proof of the origin of goo<l9 subject to 
Customs duty at the rates of the “ Conventional,” or, as the case may be, 
" General ” Tariff for European trade:— 

j. Certificates t»f origin issued by : 

(rt) Russian dii>lomatic and consular officers, with the official seal 
affixed ; 

(i) Chamhe.rs of Commerce, Municipal or P')lice Authorities with 
the official seal affixed ; 

(c) Custom houses discharging the goods from the country whoso 
products are assessed in Rtissia at “ Conventional '* rates, or, as 
the case may be, ” General ” rates of the Tariff; 

2. Accounts, invoices, or letters of manufacturers, wholesale stores, 

merchants' commission, offices and traders. 

IT. The documents enumerated in point 1 (lettersand e) and point 2 of 
Section I, will be recog)iise»l as sullieient proof of e:.i^in only when the said 
documents have hoeii attested by Russian diplomatic or consular officers, if 
there be such in tlnj cour.try of origin. Not only the signatures in the docu¬ 
ments must so be attested, bnt also the accuracy of the statements regarding 
the origin of the goods indicated. In (be case of accounts, invoices, and letters 
”f foreign maniifacturci-s, etc., (point 2 of Section I), the above officials must 
also certify that the persons snbmltting these documenrs do in Jaet j)osse8s the 
commer»“ial or industrial undertakings in the name of wbieh the documents arc 
submitted. 

As a temporary moJisure and for the duration of tJie war owners of good.s 
may obtain ocrtificates of origin from the comi)cteut Consuls of allied or neutral 
countri.'s resident in the country through which the goods pass, or from which 
they have been obtained.* These certificates, however, as well us the accuracy 
of the declaration as to the origin of the goods made therein must be further 
certified by the local Russian diplomatic or consular officer. 

JJOTI'.—Tn comitiiiii whciv them ute no UuHsiiin diplonnitii; or imiismIiu- v. [jreseiil»tive«, the lot iimonU 
nifty bit attested by KnglUh. Kreiieti, or Itolififtn dijjloai.tic or uousular afficiole, aeeordiiijj to a list sanctioned by 
Ibe Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

III. Should (Russian) Customs establishments experience any difficulties 
in interpreting the foreign text of documents prestmted, (he owner of the goods 
must, on demand submit a translation in Kussian, certifyirig the correctness 
of the same with his signature. 

IV. The documentB referred to in Section 1 will be accepted only if issued 
by persons residing, or institution.s establisbod in the country of origin of the 
goods, and not in countries through which tliey arc being conveyed in. 
transit. 

V. These documents must contain information as to the quantity of 
packages, their marks and numbers, gross and net weight, and de.scriptioa of 
:h 0 goods by their' technical or trade name, the following exceptions being 
admitted 

(a) In proof of origin of articles assessed in the Tarifi not by weight but 
by piece, docqments will be accepted without indloation of the 
net and gross weight. 
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(6) In documents concerning vessels (ships), the dimensions may be 
indicated by gross capacity in tons. 

(r) The net weight need not be given in the case of the following: all 
goods assessed in the Tariff by gross weight and all goods allowed 
a deduction for tare if imported in packing specifically named in. 
the Tare Table sanctioned by the Minister of Pinanco. 

(o!) Slight disparities in the marks and numbers of goods’ packages, as 
compared with the entries in the documents need not disqualify 
the documents if the Customs authorities have no doubt that the 
documents refer to the goods imported. 

VI. It is sufficient to present one of the documents indicated in Section I 
if the goods come to Russia direct from the country of origin. 

VII. By direct importation of goods from the country of origin is to be 
understood :— 

{(i) the carriage of goods from a port of the country of origin to a 
Russian port without transhipment and without discharge at r. 
port of a third country ; 

(6) tlie carriage of goods hy rail or by a mixed route, hr rail and liy s) earner, 
with through waybills or bills of lading, if rJi<^ place of' despatch 
indicated in these docirments is situated within the boundaries of 
the country of origin and the place of destination is any interior 
or frontier point of Russia, even if tlie goods have to be conveyed 
rill other countries to the products of which favourable ta'ritV 
rates arc applied. 

Vin. Tlie conveyance of goods through German, Austro-Hungarian, oi' 
Turkish territories, as also the transhipment or discharge of goods iit ports of 
these countries, shall deprive the goods of any right to favourable tarill' rates. 

IX. On iho delivery of goods imported indirectly from the country of 
origin the following will be required ;— 

1. For goods coming from Cu.stoins warehouse.^, in addition to one of the 

documents indicated in Section 1, a certificate of a Custom house 
of the country from which the goods are imported into Russia to 
the effect that the packages indicated in the said documents 
were not released from the warehouses of that Custom House, and 
indicating by what waybills or bills of lading they were despatched 
directly to Russia. This certificate must he attested hy Russian 
diplomatic or consular officials ; and 

2. For goods acquired in a foreign interior market, a certificate of origin 

from Rn-ssian diplomatic or consular officials indicating that, 
the goods, oil delivery into that country did not pass in transit 
through German, Aiistro-Iluugaiian or Turkish territory, and 
were not transhipped or discharged at ports of these countries 

Goods specified in the appended list, on direct import into Russia from 
the country of origin, do not require certificates of origin. If thc.se goods .are 
imported indirectly from tlie country of origin, they require a certificate of the 
Custom House of the country from which they were despatched direct to Russia, 
this certificate indicating the country of origin, the point whence the goods 
were received at tlie place whore the custom house issuing the certificate is 
situated, and the routes hy which the goods were proceeding to Russia. This 
certificate must be attested by a Russian diplomatic or consular officer. 

Certilioates of origin will be dispensed with in the case of foreign goods 
which arrive in the Empire dh'eol from Allied countries; nor will such 
certificates be required in the case of foreign goods despatched to Russia from 
Allied countries by parcel post. 

W hen goods from Allied countries are imported into the EtUpiro after 
passing in transit through other countries, or after tratishipment at inter- 
mediate ports, certificates of origin issued at the place of despatch only will be 
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required. Russian diplomatic and consular ofllcers will certify only the signa¬ 
tures on the certificates and not the accuracy of the statement regarding the 
origin of the goods covered by the certificate.

Section, daojraenU mentioned in Sections I end IX mny be prec.-nted, 

XI. Asiatic goods imported by Per.<ian, Afghan, Mongolian and overland 
Chinese frontiers, do not require certificates of origin. 

XII. In goods’ declarations, when the amount of tlie duty depends on tlio 
country of origin, the owner must indicate the country of origin, otherwise the 
declaration will he returned for the insertion of this information. 

XIII. Documents showing the origin or place of despatch of goods 
(Setitions I to X) may he presented at Custom liousos at the time of import, of 
the goods together with the lading doeumeuts, or on delivery of the declaration, 
or afterwards with a separate statement Iianded in previous to the discdiargo of 
the goods from the (Justom house, but in any case, not later than six months 
from the date of arrival of the goods at the Custom house. Proofs of origin 
may also be submitted after the clearance of the goods through tl»e Custom 
house. Ill such cases however a sum must he deposited with the customs officials 
to cover the iiossible differeneo in the amount of duty levhdde ; and the Cu.stoms 
official will either ivtain .samples of the g.iod.s ; or drawings, photograplis and 
descriptions thereof must be left with them. 

XIV. On inspection of the goods, tlio Customs authorities must see that 
the proofs of origin presented correspond with the goods, and, m cases of 
reasonable doubt, must verify the proofs, apart from the doeumeuts rererred to 
above, and make an e.xpert examination of the goods. 

XV. If the number of p.ackages of goods presented for inspection should 
he found to he lc.ss than that entered ill tile documents of oriiiin, this circum¬ 
stance alone should not be a re.asou for refusing to recognise the. goods as siihjiet 
to as.ses.snient under the “ Convciitioual ” or, as the ease may he, " iTcneral ” 
Tariff ami the docuinenis of origin must not ho retiirni d to the owner of Ihe 
goods Jf the latter declares that the missing packages will bo delivered later, 
the Custom house must on his written reejuest, deliver to him a copy of those 
documents, with a note on the same explaining the eircumstaiua's. 

XVT. The doeumonts iuiHc;ito(l in Sc tions I to X of these regulations, 
delivered at Custom houses with po.stal declarations will he rcc ignisod as pro,of 
of origin of goods imported in postal p.aiecls. Certilicates of origin covering 
gooils sent by parcel post sliould specify the postal niiinher.s of the parcel,s. I’or 
goods, received in parcels, delivered to addressees dio'et from Cusi.uii houses 
(Section (ji7 of the Custom Code, 1912 Siipplotnont), proof of origin may also 
he 2 )re 8 eute(l by the receivers on the same basis a.s i.-, established for the 
lirescntatiou of proof of origin of goods inspected according to declaration. 

XVII. For goods inspected without iiispeelion documents in the cases 
proA'ided for in Sections 197, 198, 257, 391, 399 and 417 of the Customs Code, 
jiroof of origin will he accepted on the same l)a.sis as is esi.ahlislied for gool.s 
inspebted according to declarations. 

XVIII. Documents of origin, as also other dociiments, after payment of 
Customs duties on the goods, shall he sent to the competent Control Chamher- 
with the inspection documents. 

XIX. In the absence of proofs of origin, or non-coraplianco of the same 
■with these regulations, the goods will be assessed for duty according to the 
rates established for goods of German, Austrian and Turkish origin. 

XX. Exemptions from the stipulations of these regulations may be made 
in exceptional cases on the special authorisation, in each separate case, of the 
Minister of Finance.

Bainfall sammary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs- on Thurs¬ 
day* the 24th August 1916* based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

1. A depression formed over Central India East and the southwest of the United Pro¬ 
vinces on the t8th and, after remaining stationary for three days, moved westwards and finally 
passed out of lower Sind on the 2l<th, It ocoasioned abundant rain in Central India, the 
adjacent districts of the United Provinces and of the Central Provinces, Rajputana, Gujarat 
aud*Iowcr Sind, besides carrying monsoon rainfall into Baluchistan where some moderately 
heavy falls occurred. The rainfall of the week was above the average over almost the whole of 
northwest India, while it was comparatively scanty in northeast India and in the west and 
centre of the Peninsula. 

2. JBwrflia.—-Nearly general rain fell in Lower Burma on the 19th, 20th, 21st and 2:3rd, 
and in Upper Burma on the 20th and 21st. 

Northeait India, iaetuding Oriasa. —Rainfall was nearly general in Assam on the 22ud, 
in Bengal on the 2]8t, 22nd and 23rd, in Orissa on the 18th, 19th and 23rd, in Chota Nagpur 
on the 17th, 18th, 19th, 20th and 23rd, and in Bihar on the 23rd. 

The Unatei Praviueea, Centfnt India and the Central Nearly ofoncral rain¬ 

fall occurred in Central India from the 17tb to the 20th and in the Central Provinces on the 
23rd. There were local falls in the United Provinces. 

Norlhweai India —Raiufatl was nearly general in Sind on the 17th, 18tli, 22iid and 2;!rd, 
in Rajputana on the 17th, 20tb and 21st, in Gujarat on the 21 at, and in the west Punjab on 
the ]9th and 20th There were local falls in Balnchistao. 

jTyle Thera was nearly general rainfall on the west coast on the 17th, 18th 

20th and 2lBt, in Mysore on the 19th nnd 20th, in southeast Madras and on the north 
Madras coast on the 20th, and in t he Madras Docenn on the 21st.

the Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad, .Malabar and the Madr.as Deeoan, It was 20 
percentormoreinesccssinUpperHurma, the Punjab, the North-West Frontier Province 

Baluchistan, Sind, Kajputaiia, Gujarat, Central ludia, Mysore, Madras Southeast and the 
Madras Coast North, and differed from the normal by less than 20 per oent elsewhere. 

The rainfall from the 28th April to date is in defect by as muob as 20 per cent in Chota 

Na^ur only. It is 20 per oent or more in excess in the United Provinces, the Punjab East 
Md North, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Sind, Hajputana, Central India 
West, Berar, HyderabadT-Ijsore, Madras Southeast, the Madras Deooan and the Madras 
Coaat North, and is within 20 jier cent of the normal in the remaining divisions.

Season and Crop Prospee,ts for the week ending Saturday, 

19th August 1916. 

Burma.—Good rain was general in Lower Burma, three districts reporting falls er- 
cccding lU inches. In the dry zone the Fall was g ood. The cultivation of winter rice is 
proceeding normally and the progress of miscellancocs crops in Upper Burma is satisfactory. 
Standing crops are generally doing well. Live stock aro healthy. The price of unhusk^ 
r ice at Rangoon has fallen to Rs. 110 per hundred baskets and is slightly below normal. 
The market for white rice continues steady. 

Assam.—The weather is hot, dry and unfavourable to crops and cultivation in most 
districts of the Assam Valley and Caohar. Agricultural operations have been retarded 
by cattle disease in Nowgong aud Darrang. Plucking and manufar^ure of tea, 
transplantation of winter rice and harvesting of autumn rice and iute are going on. Some 
damage b}' insect pests to autumn rice is still rwortod from Sylhet and Kamrup and to 
winter rice from the Khasi and Jaintia Hills. Prospeots of tea, jute, cotton and broad¬ 
cast winter rice are generally fair. The price of common rice lias risen slightly. Cattle 
disease is reported from almost all districts. 

Bengfal. —Light to moderate rain fell throughout the Province. More rain is, 
however, wanted cspwially in western districts for the transplantation of winter rice and for 
the steeping and washing of jute. Harvesting of autnmu paddy and jute is proceeding 
and is approaching completion in some of the eastern districts. Cattle disease is reported to 
be prevalent in nine districts. Scarcity of fodder is reported from parts of Dinajpur, 
Dacca and Tippcia. Distres|i^pmong esrtain hill tribes iu the Chittagong hill tracts is 
subsiding. The average price bf common rice for the Province has risen liy about OA per 
cent as coinparud with that of the preceding week. 

Tie veeldy report on /amine in the Bankvra dutricl is at foUowt Diatress 
io the affecred areas is generally unchanged. Ihc rainfall during the week was 
general. Traiisiilantation of winter rice is progressing satisfactorily. Maize and Kheri 
crops are tliiiviog well. Relief measures are adequate. The condition of people on relief 
works is generally go d. Private charitable funds are giving relief. Sufficient advances are 
being made to weavers. Prices are stiitionary. The price of rice is seers per rupee. 
The numl-or of persons on relief works was S,171 aud in receipt of gratuitous relief 20,.')17, 
total 28,(18b, The decrease in the number on works is duo to a local festival. The number 
of persons relieved on private works was 2,599. 

Bihar and Orissa.—The rainfall during the week was general over the Province, 
the fall being mostly light to moderate. Weeding of autumn crops continues. Transplantation 
of iwddy is in progress. Standing crops are, on the whole, doing well. The average prioe 
of common rioe has risen as compared with that of the preoeding week. The supply of 
fodder and water is (niflicieut. C'attic disease is reported from fifteen districts. The attend* 
ance of persons on U-st wourks in Singhbhura was 8,872. Gratuitous relief was given to 
5(>7 persons in Mnnbhiim and 2,071 persons in Singhbhum. The condition of standing 
crops in the Feudatory States of Orissa is goral. 

* United Provinces. —During the week light to moderate rain fell throughout the 
Provinces and a break is evciy where required. Sowing and weeding of autumn crops and 
preparation of lield-s for spring crops continues. Some damage to staudiag crops from ex¬ 
cessive rain is again reporter! from several districts and from grasshoppers in Bmlia but the 
crops are gencialiy in good condition. Cattle disease is inclined to spread but is still slight 
and sporadic and tlic condition of agricultural stock is good on the whole. Fodder and water 
are eufficient eveiywbere. Prices are practically stationary. 

Punjab.— Fairly heavy rain has fallen in parts of the submonUinc and western dis¬ 
tricts and. light to inodeiate elsewhere. It has been beneficial and more rain is not required 
for the present. Standing crops are in good condition but they have been slightly damaged 
by floods in parts of the submontane tracts. Sowings of autumn crops continue in some 
districts and are normal. Cattle are healthy and fodder is sufficient. Water for linking 
and irrigation puipi.ses is sufficient. Prices are generally stationary and in the case of 
wheat they range between normal and warning rates and in other eases between normal and 
scarcity rates. Price of wheat:—Lahore and Lyallpur lOJ and Amluda, Ferozspore and 
Rawalpindi 10.1 seers per rupee. 
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North'Weat Frontier Province. —Rain fell all over tRe Prorince. The weather 
is compaialively oool. Theoonditinn oF standin); oraps bi>th on irrigated and unirrigated aions 
is average. Harvesting of extra spring crop* is proceeding with average wittarn in Bannu. 
The eondiiinn of cattle is good. Fodder and water are safHuient. The Paharpnr canal hna 
been damaged by rerent rains and is partly rnnniag. The public health is'good except for 
a few eases of cholera in Dera Ismail Khan. Prioes are high but stationary. Priees of 
wheat and barley are fulling in Peshawar. 

Janinin.'—The rainfall during the week was abundant. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat 
eeUs from 0 to 12 and maize from 11 to 19 seers per rupee. The condition of staiidiog 
crops is good. Cattle disease of mild type is prevailing in the Runbirsinghpura and 
Jasmergatb tahs'ils. Fodder is sufBcient. ’ 

Xariuttir. —The rainfall during the week was fair. Standing ^rops are in fair onndi- 
tion. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are sutHoient. Prices are falling 

Bajpntana.—The weather is elondr. The rainfaU during tbe^ week was general. 
The maximum fall was 10 inohoa ahd 48 cents in Banswara. Stanlding crops are in gO 'd 
condition and are being weeded. Preparation of land for spring crops has commenced in 
certain places. The condition of cattle is generally good. Water and fodder are sulRoient. 
Prioes ate stationary. The number of porsms on test works in Kishengarh was 4j706. 

The weektjf report on scarcity in Merwara it as follows Good rainfall has materially 
improved the situation. The number on works is decreasing. People are resuming agri- 
cultural oporutions. The physical oondition of workers is satisfaetory. Cash advanoes Tor 
eoods and bullooks'are being distiibutad. The pablio health continues to be good but 
smallpox is reported from a few villages. The rainfall was general throughout Merwara. 
.All relief works are to be closed by the first of September, Prices are 10 seers per rupee. 
The number of persoae on test works was 600 and on gratuitous relief 1|400, total S,QOO. 

Central India.— The rainfall during the week was general. The principal falls 
were over 8 inebes in Manpnr, over 7 inches in Dhar, over 6 inches in Mdiidpar, over 4 
inches in Indore city and Alirajpur, over 3 inches in Garot and Barwani. over 2 inohes in 
Khargaon, Kanuod aild Bandelahand, over 1 inch in Jojm^pand sulHaient everywhere. 
Autumn orops are being sow^ in Bundelkhand and weeded elsewhere. Land tor spring 
crops is being prepared in Malwa. Standing crops are in good coiiditi <n and the probable 
ontiurn is generally good. Cotton and other orops in parts of Baoni and daurihar in 
Bundolkhand have been damaged by excessive rain. Agrionltural Hl.oclr is in good oondition 
except in some villages of tlie Pctlawad, Khargon, Sendhwa, Nisarpur and Nandwai par- 
ganas in the Indore Si ate. and in one village of the Baoni Stata iu the Bundelkhand Agency 
and the BagU State in the Malwa Agency where there is cattle disease. The fodder supply is 
suOiciojit. Prices are normal in Bhopal and Baghelkhand and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces.— The weather ooniinued to be cloudy and rainy. Drug 
received light showers not exceeding 52 cents. More and heavy rain is ruipiirod in parte of 
this district and of Raipur for thinning Operations. Elsewhere moderate to heavy rain foil 
and was generally well .distributed but a break seems to have get in which will benefit the 
cotton tracts. Transplantation and weeding continue. Standing crops are generally in 
good condition and proapecta ore favourable. Fodder and water are ample and cattle are 
iu good oondition. Variations in prioes are unimportant. 

Feudatory Slates :—All States received good rain but more is urgently required in three 
States. Crops are in good oondition. 

Bontbay.— The rainfall during the week was general and benelioial to shiuding orops. 
Sowing of autumn crops and transplantation continue. The fodder supply is deficient 
in parts of Sind and Cutoh. Agrieultural stook is generally sufficient. Cattle are in good 
condition except in parts of Sind. Drinking and irrigation water is generally adequate. 
Prices of food grains are generally steady. 

The weekly report ots seareity in Kathiawar is as follows Distress is decreasing in 
Gohilwad. The public health is good. There is no wandering or emaciation. New grass 
is ooming up. Gratuitous relief was given to 3S7 persons. 

Hydwrabad.— The rainfall daring the week was light excepl. iu three districts. The 
average fall was 71 coots. A break in rain is beneficial. Agnoultiiral operations have 
been resumed. Autumn crops are in fair to good condition, except in places where they 
have been damaged owing to oontinuoua rain. The crops are being weeded. Early rice is 
being sown and w^ded and is in good oondition. Lands for spring orops are being pre> 
pared and sown. Cattle disease pre>ails in seventeen talukaa. Prioes of grains are high 
and steady. The highest price of juar in distiiete is 10 seers per rupee in Katimnagar and 
the lowest 20 seers per rupee in Mahbubnagar. 

Mysore. —^The rainfall daring the week was good in Kadur and Shimoga and light 
alaewheie. Prioea of food grains ue steady. Markets are well suppliod. Somng and 
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WMdmtr of ragi and tranoplantation of paddf are in progreai. Standini; oropa are in good 
condition. Froapects of the sewon are g^. Cattle are healthy in the greater part of the 
State. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg^.o-Rainfall 4 inohee 6 oenta. Tranaplantation of rice oontianee. Prioea of fond 
g^ina are atationaiy. The pablio health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are auffl* 
oient. 

BladraB.*»The rainfall daring the week was very heavy in South Canam and 
Travancore, heavy in Malabar and'Cochin, good in Ganjam, the Vizagapatam Agi‘n^, Bellary 
and the Niigiria, hiir in the Vizagapatam littoral, Go avari, Banganapalli, Uuddapah, 
Chinglepat, North Aroot and Salem and light or nil elaewhere. Standing orope are in 
fair to good condition generally but have withered in parts of one district for wsnt of rain. 
Harvesting of paddy, sagatoano and dry crops is proeued<ng in parts with ootturn fair to 
normal generally. Swings of paddy, suMroane and dry crops are proceeding normally. 
The oondition ol cattle is generallv good. The water-supply is insufficient in JBellary and 
in parts of Ganjam, Anantapur, Ncllore, South Arcot, Chittoor, North Arcot, Salem and 
the aouthern parts and sufficient elsewhere. Pasture is insufficient in parte of four 
distriots and sufficient elsewhere. Fodder is generally available. Prices are eteady.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thurs¬ 
day. the 31st August 1916. based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

1. Another depression, siinilor to the one of the previous week, forme<l oVnr ('eiitral India 
East and the south of the United Provinces on (J»e 26th ; it moved westnortliwustwards 
and passed out of India on the 61st, after giving moderate to heavy rain in (Central India 
East, in the adjacent districts of the United Provinces and of the Central Provinces, in south 
Rajputana and in nortli Gujarat. Comjmrativnly little rain foil in the Peninsula, and at the 
close of the week the break in the rains extended northwards as far as the Oangotie plain. 

i. Burma. —Nearly general rain fell in Lower Burma on the 24th, Z.'ith and 26tli, and in 
Upper Burma tin the 2(ith. 

Northeatt India, inchiding Oiisna. —Rainfall was nearly general in Assam eviTyda,y 
except the 2Cth, in Bengal throughout the week, in Chota Nagpur on the 27th and 28lh, 
and in Bihar from the 25th to the 30th. 

The Untied Prnrineee, Genital India and the Central Pnvinc's. —Nearly ueneral rain¬ 
fall ocettrred in the east of the ignited Proviticos every day except the 28th and 2Uth, in Central 
India outlie 24th, '2(i!h and 27th, and in the Ccntriil Provinocs^fPthe 2tt'i.

4. The week's rainrall was 20 per cent or more in excess in Upper Burma, Assam, 
Bengal, Biliar, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Sind, Bajputana, Central Indie 
Kaat, tlic Central Provioecs East, Mysore and Madras Southeast; and 20 per cent or more in 
defect in the Bay Islands, Orissn, Chota Nagpur, Kashmir, Central India West, Berar, the 
Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad and Malabar. It was within 20 per cent of the 
normal in the remaining divisions. 

Tiie rninfall from the 2Hth April to date is as much as 20 per cent in defect in Chota 
Nagpur only. It is 20 per cent or more in excess in the United Provinces, the Punjab East 
and North, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Sind, llajputatia. Central India 
West, Hyderabad, Mysore, Madras Southeast, the Madras Deccan and the Madras Coast 
North, and differs by less than 20 percent from the normal in the remainder of the country.

Light to inndeiate rain Las fallen in all 
districts lint more rain it still w.anted for the transplantation of winter the in most disiricts 
oi the .\s.sani Valley. Plucking and manufacture 'f tea, transplantation of winter rice 
und hurvesiiug of autumn rice and jute continue. >Soiue damage by insect pests to autumn 
rice is still rei>ort<id from Kamrup. Prospects of tea, jute, cotton and winter rice m e 
generally fair and those of sugarcane good. The price of common rice is practically 
stationary. Cattle disease is rcprrted from almost all districts. 

Beugial. —Se.ihonalde rainfall was general throughout the Provinee. It has greatly 
facilitated ttio transplantation of winter rioe and the sleeping and washing of jute. AVeeding 
of the winter rioe crop has commenced. Harvesting of autumn jiaddy and jute continue.^ 
every when! and i- api>r(>aching completion in some of tho eastern districts. Prospects' of 
the stiinding jute and ct.her autumn crops ai'c on the whole fairly satisfactory. lusuQi- 
cioncy of fodder, owinu- to floods, is reported from parts of Dinajpur, Bogra, Dacca 
and Tippera. Cattle disease exists in two districts. The average price of common rice for 
tlie jirovinee h.-is risen b i^ Hhout 0'25 per cent as compared with that of the previous week.

Sutliuiout advances 
are being m.ide to weavers. Clothes aro being distributed by the District Relief Com¬ 
mittee. Prices arc stationary. The price of l ico is 8} seers per rupee. The number of 
jHirsons i n relief works was !),229 and in receipt of gratuitous relief 20,798, total 30,027. The 
number of per.sons relieved on private woiks was 2,!i47. 

Bihar and Orissa. —Light to moderate rain was general over thi* Province. Har¬ 
vesting of autimin crops bus commenced in some districts. Transplantation of paddy conti¬ 
nues. Standing crops are, on tho whole, doing well. The average price of common rice 
has fallen as compared with that of the preceding week. The supply of fodder and water 
is sufficient. Cattle disease is reported from •fifteen • districts. The attendance of 
persons on test W'irk.s in Vlanbhumund Singhbhuin was 2,011 and 9,089 respectively. Gra¬ 
tuitous lelicf was given to 113 persons in Maubhum and 1,736 persons in Siiighbhum. The 
coiulit'on of standing llrops in tho Feudatory States of Orissa is good.

Heavy rain 
lias hindered ugricnltural work in Bundelkhand and damagcil standing crops in parts of the 
Muzallaruagar, Aligarh, Agra, Mainpuri, Etawah, Farrukhabad and Jbansi districts. 
Damage iroin floods is reported from tho Etawah, Sitapur, Cawnporo, Fateh pur, Benares, 
Ballia, Gh.i/.ipur and llamirpur districts. Transplantation of late rice is nearing completion. 
Weeding of nntunin crops i.s generally in progress. Harvesting of millets is going on. 
Prepai ation of fields for winter crops ciiutinuus where possible. The condition of ngricul- 
tural stock is good, on the whole, though cattle disease is still increasing. Fodder is gene¬ 
rally sufficient. Prices lire generally stationary. 

• * Punjab. —Fairly heavy rain has fallen in parts of the southeast and submontane

The agreement has been executed by the Secretary to Government (Revenue Department) 
on behalf of the Secretary of State for India in Council, and will be published in the Fort St. 
George Gazette, and a copy transmitted for publication in the Gazette of India under section 
42 of the Land Acquisition Act 1 of 1894. 

Agreement made the 24tb day of August one thousand nine hundred and sixteen 
between the Bank of Madras constituted under the Presidency Act of 1876 and carry¬ 

ing on business at North Beach Road Madras and elsewhere (hereinafter called “ The Bank ”) 
of the one part and the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called “ The Secre¬ 
tary of State ") of the other part Whereas upon the application of the Bank the Government 
of Madras by Order Number Press 1824 Revenue, dated the lOth day of August 1916, 
has agreed to acquire on behalf of the Bank under the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act 
1894, the piece of land described and delineated respectively in the schedule and plan hereto 
annexed and situated at Trichinopoly it having been shewn to the satisfaction of the said 
Government that the proposed acquisition is needed for the construction of a work likely to 
prove useful to the public namely the construotion of a building on the said piece of land 
suitable for the pur^ses of a Branch office of the Bank to have the custody and management 
on behalf of the Secretary of State of cashing and issuing universal ourrency notes for the 
publio and the other publio treasury business which may be entrusted to the Bank by the said 
Governmeut and for the erection whenever required of new buildings as additions for the 
aforesaid purpose from time to time And wnereas the said Government has called upon the 
Bank under the provisions of Sedtion 41 of the said Act to enter into the agreement with the 
Secretary of State hereinafter contained Now these presents witness that it is hereby agreed 
and declared as fdHows 

1. The Bank shall pay to the Government of Madras beforo the said land is transferred 
to the Bank the cost of the said 1an.d and all costs of the acquisition inclusive of all payments 
and allowances in respect thereof payable under the said Act. 

2. Upon such payment by the Bank the Secretary of State shall execute and do all such 
acts deeds mattere and things as may be necessary or proper for eSeotually vesting the said 
land acquired in the Bank and giving the Bank an absolute title thereto. 

8. The terms upon which the said land shall be held by the Bank are that the Bank 
■hall oonitruct buildings on the said piece of land suitable for the purposes of a Branch office 
of the Bank to have the custody and management on hehalf of the Secretary of State of 
cashing and issuing universal currency notes for the publio and of other public treasury 
business which may be entrusted to the Bank by the said Government and if necessary erect 
new additions from timo to 'time for the aforesaid purpose and so long as the Bank shpll 
carry on the bnsinesB of banking at Trichinopoly slmU maintain the said buildings and use 
the s ame or the business portion thereof as a branch of the Bank and for the purposes afore¬ 
said or for such purposes as the Bank may. from time to time be under agreement with the 
said Government to perform. 

4. That nerw buildings shall be elected as aforesaid within two years from the date when 
the said land sl^ have been transferred to the Bank and that the Bank so long as it shall 
oontinne to oarry on the business of banking at TnoluDopoly shall maintain and keep the 
■aid buildings in proper repair and condition. * 
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5. That the custometB of the Bank and oth«r penons resorting thereto on buriness with 
tho Bank shall be entitled to such right of ingress egress and regress during business hours 
as may be neoebsary and proper for their business but otherwise the pubUo shall not be 
entitle to the use of the said land or the buildings to be erected thereon.

The oliinatic conrUtions at sowing tiTiie have not | 
on the whole boon very favourable, owing to heavy I 
and continuous rainfall which has interfered with ! 
sowing operations in some of the most important 
sesamuni-growiug tiucts in the United Provinces, 
the Central Provinces, and Madras. On tho other 
hand, a lack of moisture was felt in ports of Bengal 
and of Biliar and Orissa, owing to inadequate early 
rains. It is in the Punjab alone that the season 
has been very favourable. Tho present condition 
of the crop is roportod to be from fair to good. 

The provincial n^ports ore sammarij|ed below :— 

United Provinces (34 6 per cent of the total urea 
under sesamum in British India).—Sowings of 
sesainum generally commenced about the middle of 
July, but were retarded by excessive rain, and are 
still going on. It is not. therefore, possible to give 
an estimato of the area at present. Germination has 
been indifferent in parts of Buudelkhand, whore this 
crop is mainly grown, owing to continuous rainfall, 
and a break would bo beneficial for the crop. 

Central Provinces and Berar (i6‘9 per cent of 
the total area under sesamum in British India).— 
The total area is estimated at 853,000 acres, which is 
2 per cent below the area at the corresponding date 
of last year. Heavy and continuous rain somewhat 
delayed sowings in Damoh, Mandla, Narsinghpur, and 
Bilaspur. Elsewhere the seasonal conditions were 
genendly favourable at sowing time. Oormiiiation 
IB good all over the provinces. A little re-sowing 


was necessary in parts of Seoni, Nimar, and Wardha. 
Sowings of the late crop did not begin at the date of 
report (9th August). 

Madras G6'5 pnr cent of the total area under 
sesamam in British India).—The total area sown up 
to date is estimated at 301,000 acres, wbioh is slightly 
in excess of the area at the corresponding date last 
year. The south-west monsoon broke early' this year 
and caused a considerable increase in the area sown 
in the Ciroars and in the south. In the Deccan the 
area decreased owing to heavy rains which delayed 
sowings in Anautapur. Sowings are below noritutl 
tbronghont the centoal districts. 

Bombay and Sind (7 per cent of the total 
area under sesamum in British India).—The report 
relates to estimates made up to Ist August, and 
tho information is incoii^lete as sowings wore in 
progi'ess at that date. The total area reported is 
320,000 acres (100,000 acres being in Native States), 
which is 5 per cent above the area at this date last 
year. The inorease is confined to the Presidency 
proper, and is attributed to favourable early rains. 
In Gujarat tho early crop suffered at first through 
prolonged drought, but the rain at the end of July 
has improved it, and its condition is now fairly 
satisfactoiy. The late crop is not yet sown. In the 
Deccan the early rains were favourable in the 
north and in places in the west and south, and the 
condition of the crop is generally good ; in the east 
the crop was somewhat affected by the excessive 
rain in July. In the Karnatak sowings were 
delayed in places for want of rain; the condition 
of the croji is reported to be fair to gooil. The crop 
is prograssiug well in tho Konkau. In Sind the 
cultivation was restricted owing to late inundation. 
Germination is, however, rejwrted to he satisfactory. 

Bengal (5*3 per cent of the total area under 
sesamum in British India).-^The total area sown 
with the early crop is estimated at 185,000 acres, 
which is 5 per cent below the area reported at this 
date last year. The weather conditions are reported 
to have been unfavourable on account of insufficient 


Malda, owing to lack of moisture. Heavy and 
incessant rain just before harvesting did oonsider- 
able damage to the crop in some districts. The 
yield is estimated at 67 per cent of the normal, 
which works out to 19,300 tons, sgainst 69 per cent 
of the normal or 20,900 tons last year. 

Bihar and Orissa (4-3 per cent of the total 
area under sesamum in British India).—The total 
area under the early crop is estimated at lO.OUC 
acres, which is 9 per cent below the area report^ 
at this date last year. Lack of moisture was felt 
in_ Maubhum at the sowing season, while heavy 
rain and floods afieoted the crop in parts of 
Muzaffarpur. Elsewhere the weatber conditions 
were favourable. The prospeots of the crop are 
roportod to be fair to good. The yield is estimated 
at 90 per cent of the normal, giving an outtnrn of 


rain at sowing time and a spell of drought later in 
the season, except in the 24-Pargana8, Bankura, 
Bangpiw, and Chittagong. There has been no 
cultivation of sosamum this year in Howrah and

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1,500 tons, against 95 per cent of the normal or 
1,700 tons last year. 

Punjab (3 per cent of the total area under 
sesamum in British India).—The total aroa sown 
up to the end of July is estimated at 148,000 acres, 
as against 99,000 acres reported at this date last 
year, or an increase of 49 per oent. There is an 
increase of 39 per cent in irrigated and 57 per oent 
in unirrigated sowings. Owing to heavy rains in 
June and July the season has been very favourable 
for sowings, which are still continuing in some 
central districts. The oondition of the standing 
crop is reported to be good throughout the 
province. 


AJmer-Merwara (0*4 per cent of the total 
area under sesamum in British India).—The area 
sown up ^ to date is estimated at nearly 2,000 aores. 
fNo sowii^' wore made at this time lost year for 
want of ram.] The condition of the crop. is report¬ 
ed to be fair to normal.

No. 89.— The following rule.s regarding l.ho institution of a now literary 
examination to be known as the “Oriental Language Tcaehorsiiii) Exaniijiation’’ 
are published for general information. These rules will come into force from 
the date of this notification. 

Tlie object of this examination is, firstly, to ascertain tlio <'onipotoncy or 
otherwise of men professing to teach Government officers iJio vomneular and 
the Persian, and Arabic languages, and secondly to give publicity to tlie names 
of those munshis, pundits, etc., who am, iu the opinion of the central examin¬ 
ing bodies, capable of teaching. 

1. The following arc the languages in which the e.xamiuation will he 

held. 

At Cfflfca/fa.—'Arabic, Persian, Urdu, Hindi, Bengali, Assamese and 
Uriya. 

At Madras. —Tamil, Telugu, Malayalam, Canarese and U rdu. 

At Boixbay. —Arabic, Persian, Urdu, Marathi, Gujarati and Ivaiiaiesc. 

At Karachi. —Sindhi. 

At Lahore. —Punjabi. 

2. Tlie examination will be open to the public, but in the ease of Arabic it • 
wdll be confined to natives of Arabia, Mesopotamia, Syria or Plgyjit, and in the 
case oftPer-sian, to natives of Persia. 

3. Successful candidates will be furnished with ceiti{j(;ales from the 
examining bodies. Their names will be published in the Gazette of India and 
also in the gazettes of such provinces as arc interested in the languages

4. Examinations will be held qu.arterly on the first Monday in January, 
April, July and October of each year by the Board of Examiners at Calcutta. 

In Madras the examinations will bo held half-yearly on the first Monday 
in Lanuary and July by the Board of Examiners. 

In Bombay the e-xaminations will be held quarterly by the Cml and 
Military Examination Committee on the first Monday in January, April, July 
and October. Examinations in Sindhi will, however, be held only at Karachi 
by the Local Committee for vernacular examinations. 

Examinations in Punjabi will be held at Lahore twice a year in the last 
week of April and the first week of November under the orders of the Punjab 
Government. 


When the lirat Monday in the quarter or half-year is a gazetted holiday, 
the examination will be held ou the following Monday or if that is also a 
gazetted holiday, on the next working day thereafter. 

Note. —The term “ gazetted holiday ’* used in this rule should be held 
to mean— 


(1) Holidays prescribed or notified under sectio^ 25 of the Negotiable 

Instruments Act, 1881. 

(2) Holidays olT^'hicb, by Government notification in the gazette, any 

public office is ordered to be closed for the transaotiou of public 
business without reserve or qualification. 

In addition to the quarterly examinations mentioned above, the Secretary, 
Board of Examiners, Galontta, will conduct examinations, for candidates other 
than in the presidencies of Madras and Bombay, twice annual ly at Lucknow 
and Lahore in March and October in Urdu, Persian, Arabic and Hindi. The 
exact dates of tin* examinations and the places at which they will be held will 
be notified to intending candidates on application to the Board of Examiners, 
Calcutta. 


5. Candidates for examination in Urdu should apply to the examining 
body of the Presidency in which they rraide. Candidates desirous of attending 
examinations hold at Calcutta or at the tour examinations at Lucknow or 
Lahore should apply to the Board of Examiuers, Cliloiitta, and for examinations 
held at Madras to the Board of Examiners, Madras. Those who desire to 
appear at cxaniiiiatioKs held at Bombay should apply to the Civil and Military 
Examination Committee, Bombay. Applications of candidates for examination 
in Sindhi should be made to the Commissioner in Sind, Karachi, and those for 
examinations in Punjabi to the Government of the Punjab. The application 
from candidates in ;inv language except Persian or Arabic must he accompanied 
a fee of Bs. 10 and all applications should be forwarded iu sufficient time to 
reach the examination boards or committees concerned at least a month before 
the date of examination. The fees once paid will in no ease be refunded or 
held over to the next examination, provided that in the ease of a candidate who 
subsequently decides not to avail himself of the examination and intimates his 
decision to the examination board or committee concerned at least ten days 
before the examination tlie fee should be refunded. Candidates who fail to 
pass may present themselves for re-examinatiou on payment of the full fee of 
Its. 10, but on each .such occasion the whole examination must be undergone, 
previous failure in any one subject l)eing regarded as failure ia all. 

6. The following are the subjects of the examination:— 

(1) A written translation of a diffioult passage of English into the 
language of the examination with special regard to accuracy of 
idiom and neatness of expression. 
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(2) A written translation of a simpler passage of English, in a narrative 

style, into the ordinary colloquial of the language. 

(3) A general paper of grammar, idiom and prosody of the language of 

such a nature as to test the candidate’s critical and comprehensive 
knowledge of tiie language. 

(4) A conversational and colloquial test in English, including the viva 

voce explanation of such points in grammar, idiom, etc., as the 
examining officer may place before the candidate. 

60 per cent of the marks in each subject are required to pass. The names of 
candidates who obtain 80 per cent of the marks in each subject will bo dis¬ 
tinguished in the published lists by an asterisk to signify that they arc 
considered especially competent to give advanced instruction in the language. 

7. No text books are prescribed for these examinations. Candidates may 
provide themselves with dictionaries for use in the two translation tests. 
Copies of papers set at previous examinations in Urdu may be had on npplioa- 
tion to the Secretary, Board of E.xaminors, Calcutta.

Thi! Oovernment of Iu<]ia have received Tepresaniationa from the £xoh.inge Banka in 
this country praying for protection from loss in connection with bills of exchange arising out 
of the position created by the present war. Prior to the outbreak of the war, these Banks had 
become holders of a large number of bills of exchange which had been drawn in India and 
made payable at a specified jieriod after date or sight thereof in countries which have 
now become enemy countries or countries occupied by the enemy. Shortly before the war 
some of these bills wore sent forward for presentment, but it has not been possible to ascer¬ 
tain whether they have been presented to the aoceptors or not, or whether they have been 
lost; while, as regards such bills as eould not be so sent forward for presentment, it was 
impossible, and indeed illegal, to present them for payment to 'the acceptors thereof. Under 
Sections 61- and fiC of the Negotiable Instruments Act, 18S1, hills of exchange made payable 
at a specified period after date or sight thereof must bu presented at maturity, and if such 
preseutmout is not made, the drawers of the hills are disoharged from liability to the holders. 
T he consequence is that the Bunks, who are the holders, have no right of action against the 
drawers. Nor have they any remedy against the aoceptors, for the existing law would not 
validate presentment of bills for payment after the war. It is reasonable, therefore, that the 
Banks should be protected from loss. The present Bill follows the lines of the British Bills of 
Exchange Act, 1U14 (1 & 5 Geo. V, Chap, 82).

STATEMKNT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

It is proposed that power should be taken to providf) for the reoeptioii into asylums in 
British India of lunatics residing in the territories in India of European Foreign States, in cases 
where such States have entered into an arrangement in this behalf. The French Government 
arc anxious to obtain these facilities, and us a m-sttor of international comity, it is desired to 
meet their wishes. This is not possible under section 98 of the Indian liuoaey Act, 1912, as 
the Courts in foreign teriitoritfs do not of eourso exercise juri'idh.'tion conferred l.y II is Majesty 
or the Governor General in Council, It is not proposed to recognise the findings of foreign 
Courts in luna^ proceedings, but to permit proceedings for a reception order in such a case by 
authorities in British India. Tbs Btllj which provides for the insertion of a new section 
after section 11 of the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912, is designed to effect the object in view. 
Tho procedure of the Act for tlie making of reception orders on jiclition will be ajifilied to 
such cases with certain inodifications specified in the Bill. Power is taken to in.ike further 
modifieatiuns if necessity arises. The previsions of the Bill will in no ease a,<ply to criminal 
lunatics.

Bainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thars- 
day. the 7th September 1916, based on the Indian Daily 
' Weather Reports df the period* 

1. The monsoon was weak, nnd rainfall was below the avoraj^o in Burma and the 
greater part of northern India. During the first few days rainfall ooourred chiefly in' north¬ 
east India, whore some large amounts were recorded, and along the Himalayas, and during 
the latter part of the week in the Peninsula. 

3. Burma .—Nearly general rainfall oeentrod in Lower Burma on the olst August and 
the 1st and 5th September. 

Nortieasi India, inchidiitg OrisHa. —Raiu fell at nearly every station in Assam from the 
31st August to the .l^rd September, iu Bengal oii the 31st August and let Sentcmber, in 
Orissa ou the 31 st August and ttb Seiitombor, and in r.iliar on the .‘51st August and the 1st 
and .3rd September. 

The Untie t Prorinees, ■Ceiifral India and the Central Pioviae's. —Rainfall was nearly 
general in the east of the United Provinces on Ihe 31st August and 3nd Soptnmbcr, .and in 
Berar on the 1st and 3rd Septauiher. There Wito local f ills in the Central Provinces, 

Northwest India .—There was i^carly general rain in the ea^^iip^nil north Punjab on the 
Slst August and in Onjarat on the Gth September. 

The Pe«»MiKfa.—Rainfall was nearly general on the west coast from the ilnd to the Gth 
September, in the Bombay Dece.an on the Srd and 4lii, in Mysu'c on tin' t’nd and .'ird, and 
in north Hyderabad on the 2 nd, 3th and 6th. There wore local fall j in the Aladras IJoccan 
and southeast Madras.

4. The week's rain&ll waa 80 per oent or more in exooH in Assam, Bengal, Baloohistao, 
Sind, Berar, the Konkan, tiie Bombay Deooanand Malabar, and was within 80 per oent of the 
normal in Bihar, the United Proviooes East, the Pnnjab East and Jforth, Hyderabad North, 
Mysore, Madras Southeast and the Madras Deocan. In all the remaining divisions it was 
20 per cent or more in defect. 

The rainbll from the 8dtb April to date is as muoh as 20 per cent in detect only in 
Chota Nagpur. It is 20 per cent or mon in excess in the United Provinces East, the Punjab 
East and North, the North-West Frontier Province, Balnohistan, Sind, Bajpntana, Central 
India West, Berar, the Bombay Deocan, Hyderabad North, Mysore, Madras Southeast and 
the Madras Deccan, and diCers from the normal by less than 80 per cent in the remainder of 
the country.

In the dry zone the fall 
was meagre .ond clsewliere good Cultivation of winter rice in Lower Burma is proceeding 
normally The progress of misiiellancous crops in Upper Burma is satisFactory, Standing 
crops aic gi’iier-illy doing \rell. Catllc iiro healthy. The ptiou of unhiiBkcd rice at Rangoon 
lias risen i'lirtlu'r to lls. 119 per hundred baskets and is above normal. The market for 
wiiile rieo is linn. 

A'~:3am.—^Tho weather is seasonable. The rainfall dating the week was general. It 
was mi d latc to hejivy in all districts but more rain is still wanted in Darraag. Plucking 
and man il'actuie of lea, transplantation of winter rice and harvesting of autumn rice arc 

in pi'ogi 0 B. Some damage by insect pests to pa Idy crops is repotted from Sibsagar 

and the Kliasi and Jamtia Hills districts. Prospects of juto, winter rice and c.ittoa arp 

Fair and of tea and sugarcane fair to g.ood. The price of common rice is stationary. Cuttle 

disease is reported from eleven disincts. 

Bengal — During the week heavy rain fell over the greater part of the Province, 
causing some duoiago to tlie standing autumn jiaddy in parts of tbo 24-Parganas and 
.Tos-s ro. 'rrauBpl.intalion of winter rico is ajiproiielung completion. IVooiling continues, 
Ilarve.sting otautumn rice and juto is nearin/ completion in tha eastern districts and con¬ 
tinues elsowlioro. Prospeots of sugarcane ami of other stauding orops are generally reported to 
be satisfuotoiT. Fodder i.s soavco in jiarts of -Jessore and Tippera. Cattle disease i« reportod 
from five distriots 'I’ho average price of common rico for the Province has roinained almost 
stationary a? compared wij^hat of the previous wtiok. 

T/ic ivei'kly reporf on fimiitsiii Bmikara »t ai foUoivi : —Distress in affected areah is 
wenerally unehangLtl. The ruiufall during the weak was goncv.al. Transplantation has been 
(inisbed. .Weeding contiuues. Prospects aro good. Autumn crops, Ul and maize .are 
being b irvcsied. .Relief incaBiircs ;iie .adequate. The condition of the jicople on relief woiks is 
generally good. SufHcient advances are being made to we.ivcrs. Private charitable organi¬ 
zations iire giving relief Prices are stationary. The price of rice is 8} seers per rupee. The 
number of persons on relief works was 9 279 and in receipt of gratuitous relief was 20,.849, 
total 29,('2.‘). I'ho gradual increase iu the number on works is due to the small demand For 
labour owing to the o.iniplotion of transplantation. The n imbor of persons relieved on private 
works was 2,8511. • 

BilUU^ and Orissa.—The r.nnf.ill during the week was general over the Provinoe, 
the fall being generally heavy in; the Tirhut and Bhagalpur divisions and light to miderate 
in the rest of the l^ovince. llarvesiing of autumn crops eoniinues. Transplantation of 
paddy lias been nearly fini.«l> 9 d. Standing crops are on t'.ie^ whole, doing yiell. Some damage 
has, bowevi'r, heen done by (loqds to the autumn crops* in parts of .Bihar. The average 
price of eoinmon rice has t^lep as compared with that of tiro preceding'Week. The etipply 
ot fodder and water is ^mcient. Citlle disease is reported from sixteen districts. Tlie 
attendance of persons on lost works in -Maublitira and Singbbhum was 2,t.77 and 7,941 
respei?tivoly. Gratuitons relief ^vns given to 2,2.59 persons in Singhbhuin. The eoflditimi 
of standing cropa '« 'Ir® Feudatory States of Orissa is g .i>d. 

United Fro'Vinces. — Heavy rain fell in the western submontane, n.irlb ecnlr.il, 
centra] tubmontane, s. utli Ondh, soiitli eastern and eastern submontane districts, while the 
falls elsewhere were light to moderate. A gen«lr.al break is needed. Continuous rain has 
hindered agricultural operations and damaged crops in many districts. Serious damage to 
standing crops has occurred in the valhys of the Jumna, and Ganges from floods especially 
along the Ganges Irom Allahabad eastwards and lesser dnraago in other parts. Harvesting 
of early rice, maize and millets is going on. Fields are being preparctl for winter crops 
wbere possible. 1 he condition of agricultural stock is satisfactory and cattle disease is 
decreasing. Fodder is generally ample. Prices are practically stationary. , 

Punjab.—Fairly heavy rain has “^alleu in almost all the reporting distrioU except 
ill parts of the west vykerc the fall was light. It was beaefloial to standing crops on higher 
lahds. Standing crops are in good condition but in parte of a few districts in the central 
tract maize and fodder have,been damaged slightly by iueocts and in other ttaots by exces¬ 
sive rain. Sowings of autumn crops have boon completed and aro normal. Sowing of 
foria and taraonra and p’.ough.ing for other spring crops continue and are normal. Cattle 
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ave healthy aad fodder is KuiScient. Prices are s'enerally etationary and in the oaao of 
nrbaat they range between normal and naming and in other casea between normal and 
ecareity rates. Prices of wheat i—Lyallpur 10, Lahore lOJ, and Atnbala, Fetozporo and 
Rawalpindi 10^ seers per rupee. 

North-West Frontier Province.^Daring the week rain lull in Peshawar 
and Marwat. The weather is compnrativoly cool in Peshawar, hot and clear in Bannu and 
cloudy in Marwat. The condition of standing crops both on irrigated and uuirrigated areas 
is average. Sowing of autumn crops is in progress in Dera Ismail Khan. Har¬ 
vesting of extra spring ciops has been concluded in Bannu with outturn average. Ri(% is 
being reaped and cotton and ohillies picked in somu places in Peshawar with outturn average. 
Water and fodder are sutlicient. 1 ho Paharpur canal is not running. The public health 
is generally good. Prices are high but stationary. 

Jammu. —The rainfall during the week was sufficient. Priocs arc dnetnating. 
Wheat soils from 9 to 12 and maize from 11 to 19 seers per rupee. The condition of stand¬ 
ing crops is good. There is no oattle disease. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. —The rainfall during the week was good in Baramula and Mozaffarabad 
and oil in Anantnag. Standing crops aro in good condition. Cattle are gooerally healthy. 
Water and fodder are sufficient. Prices are normal. 

Rajpntana. —The weather is generally cloudy. During the week good rain fell 
throughout Rajputana and Ajtnor-Merwara. The maximum fall was 11 inches, 78 cents iu 
Kotah. Standing crops are in good condition. Weeding of autumn crops and preparation 
of land for spring crops continue. Prospects are very jiopeful. The condition of cattle is 
good. Water and fodder are sufficient. Prices arc stationary. 

The vetkly report on scarcity in Herwara is as foUoics There is no distress. Relief 
works were closed on 31st Angnst. The physical condition of the people is satisfactory. 
There is no epodemic disease. Prices are 10 seers per rnpoc. 

Central India —The rainfall during the week was general. The principal falls 
were over 7 inches in Bundelkhand, over 3 inches in Dhar, over 2 inches in Alirajpnr and 
Jobat and over 1 inch in Kaniiod,‘Garot and Maupur and suffiMth evorywlioro. Antumn 
crops arc being weeded. liands for spring crops aro being prepared in Bhopal, Malwa and 
the Southern States. The condition of the standing crops is fair in Bhopal^and good olsuwhcre. 
The probable outturn is generally good. Agricultural stock is generally in good condition. 
The fodder supply is sufficient. Prices aro normal in Bagholkhand, slightly Buctuating in 
the Indore State, and steady clbcnhero. 

Cnntral Provincea.— -The weather has bean generally warm and cloudy. Light 
to moderate rain has been received in nearly all the districts. More rain is, howevor, re¬ 
quired in Jubbulpore, Raipur and Drug. Transplantation and wooding continue. The 
condition of crops is generally satisfactory. Fodder and water are sufficient and agricultural 
etock is in good oondition. Variations iu prices aro unimportant hut the price of wheat 
shows a slight tendency to rise. 

!‘'cudalory There was good rain iu the States. Kawardha needs more rain. 

Prospects are generally favourable. 

Bombay.— The rainfall during the week was gcncnilly beneficial. Standing crops 
have been damaged slightly by rats in two talukas of Karachi and one State of 
Rewa Kaiitha, and by oontiiiiions rain in parts of Karachi, the Upper Sind Frontier 
and Nawabshah and are thriving elsewhere. Sowing and transplantation of autnmii crops 
contimio in places. The fodder supply is sufficient. Agricultural stock is generally sufficient. 
Cattle aro in good condition. Drinking and irrigation water is generally adequate. Prices 
of food- grains arc generally steady. 

The weekly report on scarcity in Kathiawar it as Jotloms :—Distress is decreasing 
iu Gohilwad. The public health is good. There is no wandering or emaciation. Gratuitous 
relief was given to 2dl persons. 

Hyderabad.— The rainfall during the week was slight and partial. The highest 
fall was 3 inches and 49 cents in Seram. The average fall was .'J4 cents. Autumn crops 
are in fair to good condition and arc being weeded but need rain in parts of the Nalgonda 
and Raiohur districts. The early rice crop is iu fair to good condition and is being sown and 
weeded but noei rain in parts. Lands for spring crops are being prepared and sovm. Cat- . 
tie disease prevails in 21 talukas. Prices of grains aro almost constant. Coarse rice is selling 
at 84 and whitey«ar at 14 seers per ru^e in Hyderabad city. The highest price of jnar 
in districts is 10 seers per rupee in Karimnagar and the lowest'26 seers per rupee in Mahbnb- 
uagar, 

Mysore.— The rainfall daring the week was good except in the Chitaldrug 
district. Prices of rice and rayi have fallen in Hassan and of ragi have risen in Shimoga. 
Markets aro well supplied. Weeding of ragi and transplantation of paddy aro in 
progress. Standing crops are in good condition. Pruspects of the season are good. Cattla 
are generally healthy. Water and fodder are '^available. 
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Coorg.— Tlaitifiil] 3 indies 66 cents. Transplantation of rioe has been completed 
in parts. .I’rices of food grains arc normal. The public health is fair. Water and fodder 
for cattle arc sufBciact. 

Madras.—The rainfall during the week was nil in Sandar, light in Gnntur, 
Bellary and Madras, fair in Ganjam, Knmool, Nollore, Chinglepnt, Chittoori Tinnevelly 
and Travancore, heav^ in Cochin and the Nilgiris and good elsenrhere. Standing crops are 
in fair to good condition generally but are withering or have withered in some parts of 
two districts for want of rain and have been damaged in parts of another owing to excessive 
rain. Harvesting of paddy, sugarcane and dry crops is proceeding in parts with outturn 
fair to normal generally. Sowings of paddy, sugarcane, and dry crops are proceeding 
normally. The oonditiou of cattle is eenerally good. The water-simply is insnffioient 
in parts of Ganjam, Anantapur, Neliore, South Aroot, Chittoor, North Amt, Salem 
apd the Southern jiarts and suffioient elsewhere. Pasture ie sufiSoient except in parte of 
three districts. Fodder is generally available. Prices are steady.

His Excellency the President :—“ I i:^ardit aa a privilege to be 
able to wdcome here to^y tbe third Imperial Legislative Couaoil since the 
reform of the Council under Lord Minto. I, as a new Viceroy, meet a new 
Council, and I have every hope and confidence that in the daj^s before na wo 
duill work together for the good of India in a spirit of co-operation and good-will. 
For mv part, I can assure you that it is my earnest desire to maintain unimpairecl 
those ni^onious relations which have always existed between the Council and 
my predecessors, and I lay great store on enlisting your help, and I am 
emboldened to believe that that help will jilways bo forthcoming. 


“ In welcoming you to-day, I should like to refer to the abseneo of one who has 
long assisted in your debates, being, I am informed, the most senior Member of 
the last Ooimoil. 1 refer to Sir Gangadhar Chitnavis, who has sat in this Council 
for a period of about 12^ years. We riiall all, I am sure, regret that he has felt 
unable to embark on a further term of office amongst us. 

“ Under the present constitution of our Council, the number of unallotted 
seats wMoh I can dispose of by nomination is very small, and the exercise of 
this power has given me much anxious thought and considemtion. I have 
weighed with the utmost care the claims and needs of the important communi¬ 
ties and classes who can only be provided for by this method. There seems to 
me, however, to be one class which at this juncture has pre-eminent claims to 
furnish a representative to this Council. Its gallant deeds on the battle-fields 
of the Empire, its loyalty under circumstances often of great strain, and its 
patience under climatic and other hardships, have earned a right to our gratitude 
and affection. I refer to the sword-arm of our Jndian Empire, His Majesty’s 
Indian Forces. It was, therefore, a great pleasure tqgi|c to be able to find a 
representative of the Army whom I could nominate lo this Council in the 
poison of that gallant soldier and distinguished oQicer, Subadar-Major and 
Honorary Captain Ajab Khan, Sardar Bah^ur, i.o.x., who has taken his seat 
here for the first time to-day. 

“ I need hardly say that it is with great regret that I find myself in conse¬ 
quence of this'nomination imablc to secure representation on tto Council of 
other communities. It is a question for consideration, I think, whether the 
Viceroy’s powers of nomination should not be further enlarged. 

“ I should now like to give you a resume of the more salient features of 
interest since the last meeting of CounoU. I have on two occasions exorcised 
the powers conferred on me by section 72 of the Government of India Act, 
1916, and legislated by Ordinhnee. Both of these Ordinances deal with urgent 
situations created by tne war. The first, the Import and Export of Goods 
Ordinance, 1916, confers very wide, but necessary, power to check the machina¬ 
tions of our enemies in respect more particularly, of their endeavours to 
trade through neutral countries. The second, the Enemy iWing Ordinance, 
1916, amplmes our control of trading in this country by subjects of enemy 
countries, whether directly or by more subtle moans, and confers upon 
us powers whiej^ I hope, will enable us to eradicate the taint of German and 
Aurtrian influence in the commerce of this country. Both measures arc in 
pursuance of the general trade policy laid down by the Imperial Government 
which emphasi^ the fixed determination of all our dominions not to 
allow the re-establishment after this terrible war of the dominating influence 
which our enemies had so astutely achieved for themselves in many parts of 
our commercial world. As you are aware. Ordinances of this kind are limited 
in duration, and we are askffig you at the very earliest opportunity to confirm 
my action by embodytog as Acts of this Council the emergency measures taken 
in the period intervening between the last and the present session. As to the 
other legislatiofi that will be presented for your consideration, it will be of the 
usual type dealt with in our Septembor sessions. Such of it as we shall ask you 
to pass mto law is, in our opinum, non-controversial and unimportant in 
character; and in ao to as we deal with more important measures, we are 
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taking the opportunitjr afforded ns by this session of advancing them a stage, 
postponing tncir consideration for our fuller session at Delhi in the cold 
weather. 

“ I turn now to discuss briefly proposals for legislation, which for one'reason 
or another cannot be underin.ken immediately, but witli which progress has 
been made since this Council last met. As you are aware, it was decided to 
postpone further consideration in Council of the Criminal Procedure Code 
Amendment Bill, which was introduced in March 1914, until after the war, but 
following the precedent taken with success in the case of the Bill for the 
revision of the Civil Procedure Code in 1907, and in order that the matter may 
be ripe for your consideration when the time arrives, I have decided to appoint 
a small Committee to settle definitely the sLape in which the measure will even¬ 
tually be brought before this Council. The Committee on which the lesal 
representation will be particularly strong will be presided over by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lowndes, and will assemble in Simla about the middle of this month. 

“ Another measure which lias come under consideration is the general 
revision and consolidation of the Court Pees Act of 1870, which experience has 
shown to be out of date and defective. A jdraft amending Bill has now been 
prepared and circulated for the views of Local Governments. 

“ The veiy difficult and important question of usury in this country and of 
appropriate remedies to conii*ol it is still under consideration by my Govern¬ 
ment. The Local Governments have given us their views on the various sug¬ 
gestions put foTOard to meet this crying evil, and I hope to be in a position 
shortly to announce thj^^onclusions eventually reached, 

“ Those of you who wore Membcra of tlio last Council will be interested to 
hear the action taken since it broke up, on Besolutions brought before it. We 
have consulted Local Governments and Administrations on the subject-matter 
of the Hon’blc Mr. Dadabhoy’s Resolution for the amelioration of tlie depressed 
classes of this country. We have commended to the notice of the same 
authorities Dr. M. N. Bannerji’s Resolution suggesting the advisability of 
establishing institutions for the purpose of giving medical students a special 
course of training in the Vernacular so as to qualify them for ordinary medical 
practice in rural areas, and in accordance with the Resolution moved by 
the Hon’blo Khan Bahadur Mir Asad Ali, we are investigating, in con- 
Bultetion with Local Governments, the possibility of placing the ancient and 
indigenous systems of medicines on a scientific basis and of addiug to their 
usefulness. In the latter connection, you will be interested to know that a site 
has been granted on favourable terms to the Anjhman-i-Tibia for the construc¬ 
tion of the Unani-Tibia College at Delhi. 

“ Lastly, as a result of the discussion in this Council at its last session, we 
are arranging for experiments in the improvement of vital statistics and for the 
investigation of malaria problems in Bengal. I have corresponded with the 
Governor of Bengal on this latter question, and the Hon’blo Member in the 
Department discussed it with Lord Carmichael when he was in Dacca the other 
day. It is impossible to exaggerate the importance of this -question, and I 
hope that wo shall bo able in due course "to formulate measures to deal with it 
as a result of these experiments. 

“ The decision to appoint a Commission to examine the question of the 
expansion and development of Indian manufactures and industries' was 
oxmounced by Sir William Clark when speaking on Sir Ibrahim Rahimtoola’s 
Resolution in this Council on 2l8t March last. Since that date the Com¬ 
mission has been formally constituted under the Chairmanship of Sir Thomas 
Holland, and it will asso^lc in full rtrength next month. Sir Thomas Holland, 
who arrived in May last, has in the meantime been conducting the necessary 
preliminary inquiries, and he is at present touring in the different provinces 
tp prepare the ground for the investigations of the Commission. The Govern¬ 
ment of India have every hope that flie work of the OomnuMion, which is a 
very strong one, will result in the stimulation of existing industries, the 
foundation of others, and the increase of ^the material prosperity of the people 
of India. 
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" The Government of India are giving their very careful considcmtion to 
the question of trade after the war. They ai-e examining in detail such heads 
of the export, trade as were before the war W'hoUy or mainly controlled or 
directed by enemy interests, and are also paying attention to certain other items 
which might possibly become so in future. For imports and exports alike they 
are collecting the inforaiation necessary for the full and proper presentment of 
the cas&for India, which will at no distant date have to be laid before the Imperial 
Conference on trade after the war, and at tliis Conference we have the Prime 
Minister’s and the Secretary of State’s assurance that India will be represented 
and taken into consultation with ail the other parts of the British Empire. 

“ One of the most impoi*tant questions which is now occupying the attention 
of my Government and of Provincial Governments, whom w'c have addressed on 
the subject, is that of a scheme to be substituted for indentured emigration as it 
is sometimes described. This is perhaps hardly a correct way of putting it, 
as it implies that we are trying to work out a scheme for the j)urpose of 
supplying labom* to the Colonies, whereas the scheme Ave arc contemplating 
relates to a very different matter, viz., the control of the operations of persons 
so engaged. Labourers have a right to emigrate if they Avish, and it Avould be 
very unwise and veiy undesirable on our part to prevent them, and we are, 
therefore, trying to devise ari’angements wliich will secure that recruitment in 
this country is conducted under decent conditions, tliat a proper sex ratio will 
bo maintained, and that, on arrival in the country of their destination, they will 
be properly treated and allowed to engage themselves on terms at least as free 
as those obtaining at present in the Malay Peninsula, Avhoro a lalrourer can 
leave his employer by giving a month’s notice. These are the conditions, 
which, in our letter to Local Governments, we exnlainod are regarded by 
the Government of India as necessary for a satisfact^r system of emigration. 

I think it will be clear to all aaFo have studied the question that the 
Government of India Avould be departing ^vcly from its duty if it alloAved 
emigrant labour to leave this country without proper protectiorr and safe¬ 
guards. There are a certain number of labourers, I believe a very small 
number, AA’ho emigrate as genuirro free lalrourers, that is to say, unassisted 
by pecuniary help and uninvited by airy interested agency. But if we 
confine our’selvcs to the abolition of our existirrg indentured emigration, a 
position will arise in which the parties interested in procuring Indian labour 
Avill bo free to induce laboru* to emigrate by irocuniaay help under any condi¬ 
tions they like, so long as the labourer does not go under indenture. The abuses 
likely to arise out of such a state of things Avould be very serious. I need only 
refer to the state of affairs which existed before the amendment of ihc Assam 
Labour,and Emigration Act in corrnectiou Avith so-called ‘ free labour ’ ; the 
consequence of this system was, as Sir Charles Eivaz put it in his speech before 
the Legislative Council in 1901, that ‘ a horde of vmliccnsed and uncontrolled 
labour-purveyors and recruiters sprang into existence who, under the guise of 
assisting free emigration, made large illicit gains by inducing under false i)re- 
tences ignorant men and women to allow themselves to bo conveyed to Assam ’. 
These emigrants were, it is true, placed under labour contracts on arriving in 
tliat province, but the abuses complained of arose in connection Avith the recruit¬ 
ment, and not with the contract. Similarly, when the system of indentured 
emigration first arose in India, the only precaution requirod was that intending 
emigrants should appear before a Magistrate and satisfy him as to their 
freedom of choice and their knoAvlodge of the conditions they Avere ac(;cpting. 
It was shown in a report submitted in 1840 that abuses undoubtedly did exist 
in connection with recruitment in India, abuses wliich the constantly increased 
safeguards provided by successive acts of the legislature Averc desicned to . 
correct. Uncontrolled recruitment cannot, it is clear, be permitted under 
any circumstances. Lord Hardingo promised-—and I associate myself with 
him—to deal with certain points raised by my Hon’ble friend, Pandit 
Madan Mohan Malavim, during tho last session of the Legislative Council. 
These points were the better supervision of Colonial recruiting in India, 
the insertion of information regarding tho penal conditions attaching to 
labour contracts in the indenture signed by intending emigrants and 
the undesirability of labourers in .the Colonies being compelled to do 
work z6|iellent to thm caste ideas and religious beliefs. Begarding 
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the* first matter, we have already consulted Local Governments very fully 
when asking tlieir views as to the precautions which will be requii^ after 
the abolition of indentured emigration. As to the second point, yOu are no 
doubt aware that Fiji has now abolished imprisonment tor labour offences, 
and other Colonies arc arranging to follow suit. But there will • still be 
oei-tain provisions remaining which, we think, should be brought to the notice 
of intending emigrants, and wo have arranged to do this as soon as the various 
Colonial Lcgislatm-es concerned have passed the amendments to which I have 
alluded. Wo have also asked the Seeretaiy of State to press the third point on 
the attention of the Colonial Governments concerned. I should like *to say 
just one more word about the reference we are making to Local Governments. 
The conditions under which we are to allow labour to bo recruited in India and 
under which it should be employed in the Colonies are peculiarly matters on 
which Indian public opinion has every right to be heard, and on which we 
desire its full expression as an aid to us in formulating our proposals. We have, 
therefore, asked the Local Governments to consult private persons and asso¬ 
ciations who ara 8i)ecially interested in, or have special knowledge of, this 
important question, and we hope that the case, which we shall be able to put 
foru'ard for the discussion which will shox'tly take place on this subject in 
London, will represent not only the result of our own experience and judgment, 
but the views of the most intelligent sections of the Indian community. 

“ As was indicated in Sir William Meyer's speech (paragraph 88) intro¬ 
ducing the last Financial Statement, the Government of India have for some 
time past had in view a clearer definition, and an enlargement, of the financial 
powers of the Local Governments and of authorities subordinate to these. 
There was general aOTjj^ent as to the desirability of an advance in tliis 
direction, but considerable difficulty was found in determining the manner in 
which the general principle of decentralisation should bo applied. The practical 
impossibility of denning the powers of every authority in India, and of com¬ 
piling an exhaustive statement of such powers, will be readily appreciated. On 
the other hand, the Secretary of State was uixwilling to concede to us any 
general powers of delegation and re-delegation. I am glad, however, to say 
that we have made substantial progress. In the case of Provincial Govern¬ 
ments, the Secretary of State has assented to the principle that their financial 
powere of sanction and control of Provincial expenditure can properly be placed 
in a position of substantial equality -with the powers of the Government of 
India in respect of Imperial expenditure. The extended powers with which 
Local Governments liave been invested in pursuance of this policy have 
been defined in a Eesolution recently issued. We hope that, as a result, there 
will be a considerable diminution in the occasions on which it will be necessary 
for Local Governments to refer to the Government of India in regard to 
matters that naay, witii advantage, be settled locally. 

“ In the case of the further delegation- of powers to other authorities 
subordinate to the Government of India, as well as to Local Government, no 
such simple solution offei*ecL itself, but we have obtained the Secretary of 
State’s general approval to the following ai-rangement. Broad fundamental lules 
will be laid down specifying for each class of authority the limits within which 
powers may be delegated to them. The precise degree of delegation will then 
, be settled by the Ooveriunent of India for Imperial Departments, and by the 
Local Governments for Provincial, on the merits of each case. It will, for 
example, be optional for a Local Government in any particular cose to ddegate 
or not to delegate, and if it does delegate a given power, it can impose such 
conditions as it may consider nepessary. The detailed rules to give effect to 
these arrangements hro now before the Secretary of State, and wo hope that 
they will soon Ixe sanctioned. 

“ I ought perhaps to refer to the legislation which has been undertaken 
in Parliament to amend the provisions of the recent Government of India Act. 
With regard to one of the clauses of the Bill that was intooduoed for the 
purpose, some feeling has been evoked in this countfy but as 1 have no desire 
to enter into the controversial aspect of the case, I will content myself with 
saying that the clause has now bWn definitely hddover for conudera< 
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“ The need for economy and the shortage of officers owing to the war have 
necessarily restricted the activities of those Departments of Government^to 
which we look for material progress. You will, however, I think, agree with 
me that the thanks of the whole community are due in these days to the Agents 
of our railways for their energy and resource in coping with the very difficult 
task that has been set them. An increase of traffic has taken place duo in 
the main to the diversion to railways of the whole of the eoal-traffic Imtween 
Bengal and the Western ports through the shortage of sea-freight. In nonnal 
times many additional facilities could have been provided rapidly to deal with 
the new situation. In present circumstances not only have our activities been 
I’ostricted by ftnancial considerations, but owing to the war difficulties in 
obtaining materials have been well-nigh insuperable. Thus additions to 
roUing-stook have been out of the question, and we have had much to do, even 
to keep existing stock in good order. Again the attention of railway adminis¬ 
trations has not been devoted solely to railway work. Besides the manufac¬ 
ture of shell, a great deal of military work of a miscellanootis character has 
devolved upon the railways. -The staff, too, has been depleted by the 
railways having given up 350 officers and 1,600 subordinates for military 
dutv or employment on railway work overseas under military control. Not¬ 
withstanding these manifold difficulties, there has been no serious breakdown of 
internal or external trade. This has been due, chiefly, to the whole-hearted 
endeavour of each railway administration to co-operate with others for the 
public good, and to the valuable assistance which has been given to railways 
by the commercial public. 

“ Wo are not unmindful of the future. The danger is still with us. 
Wc have taken counsel with the representatives of trade intorosis, and a 
Confej’ence was convened in July, under the jJi'^Moncy of the Ilon’blo 
Member in the Raihvay Department, to discuss tlie whole situation and make 
sure that no method of alleviating congestion was overlooked. Still the 
prospects at present arc not altogether favourable. The outstanding need is 
that advantage should bo taken of the slack season to increafso stocks of « oal 
Ihroughout the eountjy. But tJic difficulty unfortunately arises that conditions 
in the coal-fields preelnde largti inisiugs at this time of the year, owing to 
Iiarvest operations, and this may inteifere -with the building up of stocks. We 
are all alive, however, to the needs of the situation. Tlie raisings of coal 
will no doubt presently increase; before the pi’essiirti comes on us again, the 
capacity of our lines will have improved, and it is not unreasonable to hope 
Ibat with the hearty co-operation between railways and the commercial public, 
evidence of widen was a pleasing feature at the Conference I have mentioned, ' 
we shall be able to deal witli^tho traffic diuing next cold weather. 

“ The activities of the departments administei’ed by the Department of 
Bevenue and Agriculture have also been restricted botli by the need for economy 
and by the shoi%igc of officers. Not only have the services of a considerable 
number of officers been placed at the disposal of the military authorities, but 
it is at present difficult to obtain suitable recruits, especially for the Eorest 
and Agricultural Depai'tments. We liavo lately, however, been able to secure 
the services of two experts from'home to conduct special investigations. One 
of these is studying the problem of reviving the trade in natural indigo. If 
He can devise a means of standardising the natural product in a form which 
will enable it to compete with the German synthetic dye, it is to Ije hoped 
that the planters will adopt some co-operative system of manirfacture and 
marketing, and thus place this once profitable industry on a sound basis for the 
future. 

• ^ 

“ A tannin expert has also recently arrived with-a small extract plant, and 
is engaged on an investigation of the tanning materials yielded by various forests 
in India with a view to preparing tannin extracts for trial on a commercial 
basis. If bis researches are succesrful, noi. only will the Forest Department 
obtain a new source of income, but the tannin industry may he expected 
to develop on a large scal^ and to produce good leather from the enormous 
quantities of hides which are at present export from India in a raw condition. 
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“ Mr. Lefroy’s inquiries into the silk indust^ were interrupted by a 
visit to Mesopotamia, where he did valuable work in organising measures for 
the destruction of flies ahd vermin, but he has now returned and resum^ his 
investigations. It is hoped that they will result in a considerable revival of 
this historic industry. Without forestalling his report, I ‘think I may say that 
he will show that large parts of the country, especially the sub-montane tracts, 
are suitable for the production of the silkworm, which cannot thrive in the 
arid heat of the plains. It is equally important to know the areas which are 
unsuitable, so that efEorts to develop the industry may be concentrated in those 
tmcts which ofFcr the best prospect of success. 

“ The Hon’ble Mi’. Hill explained at the discussion of the Financial 
Statement last Mareh that the present period of comparative inactivity is 
being utilised for the preparation of schemes, especially in connection with 
agrieulturel for development when more favourable conditions recur. It is my 
hope that those schemes will bear bountiful fruit during my term of office. The 
success of the researches at Pusa in selecting improved varieties of various 
crops, especially of wheat, has demonstrated the possibility of getting a vastly 
increased yield fi’om indigenous species. There is room for many more workers 
in this field, and in course of time every large province should have a competent 
staff to work out local problems. There is equal room for expansion in the 
work of demonstrating the results of these researches. The Indian cultivator 
has shown himself quite ready to adopt improved methods as soon as he is con¬ 
vinced of their utility, and I look forward to a time when Demonstration Farms 
will bo spread all over the country, bringing the practical results of scientific 
research within the reach of the agricultural masses. 

“ The improvement of agriculture, besides bringing prosperity and content 
1o the majoi’ity of th^mpulation of India, will provide a worthy career for the 
yoxmg educated Indian who desires to serve his country, but does not always 
find the best way of doing it. The recommendations of the Conference on Agri- 
cultuml Education, over which the Hon’blc Mr. Hill presided last February, 
have been considered by Government, and have recently been referred for the 
opinions of Local Governments. The Conference dealt, among other matters, 
with the question of reforming the system of education in oiu* agricultural 
colleges. One of the chief needs of those colleges is to attract suitable students. 
The development of agricultural farms sliould tend to cfl’ect this object, but more 
farms can only bo opened as men become available to manage them, and agricul¬ 
tural education and development are thus inter-dependent.^ I should like 
from my personal experience in Australia to lay stress on this. Agricultural 
c-ollegcs 'and Demonstration Fai’ms have played a gi’eat part in the development 
of tlic agricultural industry in that country; and though the farming 
community is notoriously conservative, it has through these means been 
awakoiuMl to the possibilities opened out by science. I should like to impress 
this furilicr fact on Indian parents. When they are planing the future 
of tlicir sons, they might well pause to consider whether, instead of sending 
them to join the over-stocked market of the legal and literary professions, 
it would not he better to turn their attention to the possibilities of employment 
in scientific agriculture. As the department expands, it will afford ^eater 
oppoi’tunities of advancement, and the man who elects for this service may do 
well for himself and at the same time contribute to the prosperity or .his 
country. 

“ I think it will interest the Council to hear that we have under considera¬ 
tion at present the question whether it is not possible tod desirable, with 
due regard to cnconomy tod efficiency, to ih^e pertiup. radical alterations 
in the organisation op.Otir IPublic Works Departanent on the Boads and 
Buildings side. As . the Counoil is , aware, the great bhlk of the Ponstruetion 
and repair work of public buildings of aU cjiasses, however unimportant, is 
at present done through the Official agency eff the FubUc Works Department. 
It seems to us not unreasonable to suppose a good 4oal of J&e work of this 
character could he devolved, Upon to aetoev, 0!i^;..tbto the Government 
Public Works agency, under 'the .oeintrm;bodies; while side by side 
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with delegation to local agency, a stimulus might be given to private enter¬ 
prise on a larger scale in connection with contracts for works. K this J>e 
found feasible, it will, of course, follow that the Buildings and iloads Brancjh 
of our Public Works Department will eventually be susecptibhi of considerable 
reduction in establishment, since its functions, apart from the larger public 
buildings, will be in the main inspectorial. It is not njerely on the score of 
economy that this change is under consideration. We feel that there is scope 
for very considerable improvement in our Engineering Colleges; and that if 
highly competent engineers wore turned out by these institutions, there is no 
inherent reason why the graduates of those Colleges should not be abb* to 
enter upon private practice, either as architects or civil onginoei's, th\ts grad¬ 
ually building up—what at present is almost absent from India—a body of 
qualified engineering experts Avhose knoivledge would be available on a much 
larger scale for pnvate contracting films. It Avill be riali.s(>d that this 
question is one of great intricacy and importances, and requires veiy careful 
examination. I do not, therefore, propose to discuss the matter noiv in greater 
detail. Indeed, at the present moment, it would be undesirable, as av(( have 
proposed, for the Secretary of Slate’s approval, that the Avhole question Ik» 
examined by a Committee specially appointed for the purj) 0 sc who will 
investigate conditions throughout India and rc]»ort. to us upon the possibilities 
of change in the directions I have indicated. Here, again, I w ould suggt'st the 
possibility of outlets for the youth of India other than those found in tlu! legal 
and literary professions. 

“ In the iphere of education the influence of the war has been very ap]>arcnt. 
The Provincial Governments have, a.s the Council is aware, been forced by 
the financial situation to restrict their educational programmes, and the 
Government of India have for the same reason been ^pablc to assist tlnun with 
increased grants. We liave,‘ however, brought under their considerati(m three 
classes of educational effoi’t in which some progress may suitably be made 
when better times recur. We have, in the first place, considt.<‘d Local Govtu-n- 
meiits and the public, on the lines whieli should bo foIlowcAl in the important 
matter of the development of female education, especially in its j»i-iinary 
phases— one of the most imiwriant and mo.st difficult of the problems wliieh 
have to be faced in the near future, and one ivhicdi I could wish that, av(“ wcr<» 
better prepared to meet. We have also drawn attention to tln^ claims on 
Government assistance posso.ssed by institutions for the instruction of llic blind 
and the deaf and dumb. And lastly, avo have placed bcfoic tlie Provincial 
Governments the necessity of maintaining more systematic ar)angcmcnl s t han 
at pr'sent for securing an adequate supply of properIy-train(Ml teachers— 
Iicrhaps the most vital requirement in our educational system to-day. Hiiico 
Avc last met, moreover, tA'O new Universities ha.v«* come into existence', one at 
Benares and one at Mysore, and much consulcvation lias b(!(m given to the 
pending proposals for the institution of neAV Universities at c.eriain otlicri.'cntres. 
The rules for the grant of scholarships in England have at the sanif* lime been 
consolidated and improved, and we have had correspondence Avith the Sci ictavy 
of State on certain aspects of the complaints which have from tinn' to limo 
been made regarding the facilities for Indian students in England. I aahs glad 
in connection with this question to be able lately to annonncf? the consiitntion 
of a special Delegation at Oxford and an inter-Collegialo Coininiticc. at t!ara- 
bridgo for the express purpose of meeting the needs of Indian sfiidcnts, 
whose numbers at these two UniA'crsitios are said to have trcblcfl in the last 
ten years. 

“ In matters connected with local sclf-gowmmont, I may not e that, in view 
of the position assumed of recent years by aliens in certain <»f our toAvn.s, wo 
have found it necessary to ask Local Governments to ensure that m i'uturtf 
aliens shall have no right to vote for election to, or to sit upon, municipal or 
district councils in this country. In several provinces thcii; are uK'asures of 
importance relating to municimlities and district boards AA'hich have lieen for 
some time under discussion. To one of these—the Unitwl Provinces Municipal 
Act—I have recently given my assrait, ahd this measure—quite apart from the 
special provisions regarding communal representation which have attracted so 
much public atteintioa->may be said to mark a very real and important step in 
the direction of self-govemmmit in local affairs. 
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“ Tiirniag to foreign affairs, I am happy to be able to state that the rela¬ 
tions between'His Mn-jesty the Amir of Afghanistan and the Government of 
India eoiitinue to be of the most cordial and friendly character. His Majesty, I 
need Iiardlv tell yon, is scrupulously observing the neutral attitude which he 
guaranteed at the beginning of the war and has since re-affirmed. 

“ On the North-T^est Frontier, the tranquillity to which my predecessor 
alluded in his last speech in this Council has happily been maintained. This 
almost unprecedented calm on this usually restless border is due partly to 
the attitude of His Majesty the Amir, partly to the punishment inflicted last 
year on the few aggi’essive sections, but chiefly to the innate good sense and 
leyalty of the tribes as a whole, who have now realised that this war involves 
no menace to their religion, as they were at first falsely led to believe by 
enemy agents and interested schemers. Not that our enemies have entirely 
abandoned their campaign of religious misrepresentation, but I have every 
confidence that false promises of these mischief-makers will now fall, on deaf 
<!ars, and that our tribesmen will not again l»e tempted to turn in mistrust 
against a Government, Avhose unswerving policy has been to respect and 
safeguard tlu! religion of its peoples and uphold the standard of religious 
freedom. 

“ The ndations between His Majesty’s Government and the Government of 
Persia have never been more harmonious. In realisation of the unity of purpose 
which animates both, the Persian Government have invited and welcomed our 
assistiince iii the raising and training of a Persian force to purge the south of 
the last traces of Oernran intrigue, and to police the main trade routes leading 
to tlu' sea. And with this assistance, wliich we on our part were glad to be 
able to affonl them, the ftirsian Government, I am confidently assured, will 
shortly he inabled to bring back the blessings of order and prosperity to the 
southern piovinees, and thereby to draw still closer those bonds of commerce 
which from time immemorial have knit India and Persia together. 

“ I now turn to consider the situation in this country. In spite of the 
machinations and intrigues of our enemies, India’s loyalty remains as steadfast 
as in 19.1 J), when the outbreak of hostilities led to that conspicuous and ever- 
meinorahh' wave of enthusiasm for the cairsc of the Empire and its Allies, 
which swept from one end of the country to the other. , 

“ In Bengal, where political daeoities and dastardly murders of Indian 
police officers still continue, the position has given, and is giving, us all cause for 
anxious thought. We arc, in consultation with the Local Government, closely 
considering the situation, and in particular w'e are endeavouring to elucidate 
the causes of this sinister development in what was wt one time a most peaceful 
provinces. As a measure of immediate and practical relief, we have taken 
important, steps to stif ngthen and pretect the police force which is engaged in 
maintaining law and order, but we are not unmindful of the necessity for finding 
remedies which will go to the reot-cause of the evil. 

“ I do not intend to enter into further details to-day, and will leave the 
•subjetd. Avith the remark that I feel sure that you will all agree that it is 
impossible for Government to tolerate the indefinite continuance of dangerous 
activities which strike at the foundations of all constituted authoiity. 

“ It is in pleasant contrast that I turn to the situation in the Punjab, where 
a peace, Avhich was momentarily disturbed by a handful of returned emigrants 
who found themselves after their absence entirely out of sympathy with their 
own counirymen, has been satisfactorily restored. While speaking on the 
subject “of the Punjab, I would like to say with what gratification I received— 
as I am sure its officers and people did—tne sanction of the Secretary of State 
to the creation of a High Court at Lahore as soon as the termination of the 
present war makes this possible. 

' “ The last subject with which I shall deal to-day is the war. You must all 
of you be conscious that since the last Session of this Council a ^reat change 
hns come over the military situation in the main theatres of conflict. The 
chief features of that change I shall presently attempt'to describe. But first 
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I wish to (leal with events in a minor theatre of war—Mesopotamia—in which 
India is very^ closely interested and where, owing to difficulties of country and 
climate, oiir forces have l)een subject to great hardships. 

“ The gallant garrison of Kut, reduced to the last extremity, had perforce 
to surrender/before relief could be afforded, but the stubborn iTisistance offered 
under adverse circrimstauces, and the fine spirit displayed by both the Com¬ 
mander and his men—British and Indian—will ever be memorable. During 
the hot Aveather months active operations in Mesopotamia have not been 
undertaken, but our occupation of enemy temtory has been further consolid¬ 
ated and experience gained which will assist 'our Commanders when the cam¬ 
paign again develops. 

“ Hon’ble Members will doubtless have noted that the conduct of the 
campaign in Mesopotamia has lately been the subject of criticisms in 
Parliament and the Press, and that the Government of India and its Army 
Department have been blamed for certain failures in administration which are 
alleged to have occurred in that country. As the whole question is about to 
be investigated by a iLoyal Commission, the present time is not opportune for 
a discussion of the case. I would, however, suggest that there is another side 
to the picture. We have in fairness l.o ourselves the light to ask our ciitics 
to survey the situation as a whole, and I shall endeavour to place before you 
in studiously considered outline a summaiy of Avhat India has done during the 
past two years. 

“ The wintei* of 1914-16 was one of the most critical periods of tln' Avar, for 
it was evident that the troops then available on the Continent and in the United 
Kingdom were inadequate for the defensive Wile allotted to them, and that the 
only Avay, pending the raising and training of the new avjgles, in Avhich the ])Osi- 
tion could be ssivcd, was bv replacing the regulam serving in the Mediterranean 
and colonial garrisons Avitli teriitorials, and by draAving upon India for troops to 
the fulle-st possilile extent. The demands then made on us were honoured in f ull 
and with th(! utmost promptitude. Tavo cavalry and tAvo infantry divisions, 
complehsly cquipptHl in every respect, Avith stafl's, guns, horstw, tniiisport, 
ambulances and all requisite auxiliary services, Avore despatched to Prance. 
Of the endumiicc and gallantry displayed by the Indian Cori)s Aidiile scA-ing 
in the trenches during the trj'ing Avlnter of 1914-15 and again in tlu! sev-m-e 
fighting that took place in the following sj)ring, I need hardly speak, for its 
details are known to you all. Despite a Avastage in perso/mei of over 150 per 
cent per annum, and a considerable loss in animals, the Indian Corps Avei-e 
always kept up to strength and lilmmlly provule<l with clothing, munitions 
and equipment from India. 

“ At the same time as the (lospatch of troops to Prance, nearly the equiva¬ 
lent of a division was sent to Bast Africa, while one cavalry and six infantry 
brigades were despatcheil to Bgypt. Very soon after, a division, complete in 
evoiy respect, was sent to Mesopotamia, AVhere it has since been largely «!in- 
forced, while smaller forces were employed at Maskat, in the Persian Gulf and 
at Aden. All these forces were based on India., which provideil the «lrafts of 
men and animals and tho food, forage and material required for their main¬ 
tenance. 

“ Besides the heavy burden of having to moot the needs of four expedition¬ 
ary forces at the same time, India had to maintain the troops on Jier frontiers 
and to conduct operations AA'hich attracted little attention at the tim(?, but. Avhi<fh 
were nevertheless on a considerable scale. 

“ The Army in India has thus proved a great Imperial asset, and in weigh¬ 
ing the value of India’s contribution to the AA’ar, it should be remembered that 
India’s forces AA'ere no hasty improvisation, Vmt were an army in lK3ing, fully 
equipped and supplied, which had previously cost India annually a large sum 
to maintain. 

“ I wish that time would permit Of my giving you an account in greater 
detail of the assistance in men and,Ipaterial whkh India has furnished and is 
furnishing to the cause of the Bnipire. It would show the strain that is still 
imposed upon us by the maintenance of these large forces overseas. It aa'ouM 
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not however be justifiable at this stage of my speech to inflict on you a full 
recital of these facts and figures. Still I cannot refrain from mentioning a 
few salient points. 

“ On the outbreak of war, of the 4,598 British ofRcors on the Indian c.stab- 
lishment, 630 w'ho were at home on leave, were detained by the War Office for 
service in Europe. 2,600 combatant officers have l)een withdrawn from India 
since the beginning of the war, excluding those who i)roc(3eded on service wi^ 
iheir batteries or regiments. In order to nmke good these deficiencies and 
provide for war wastage, the Indian Army Reserve of Officers was expanded 
from a total of 40, at which it stood on tlie 1st August 1914, to one of 2,000. 

“ TJie establishments of Indian units have not only lieen kept up to 
strength, but have been considerably inci'eased. There has been an augment¬ 
ation of 20 per cent in the cavalry and of 40 per cent in the infantry, wliile tho 
number of recruits enlisted since the beginning of the war is greater than 
the entii’c strength of the Indian Array as it existed on the 1st August 
1914. Those remarkable lusults may bo attributed to the confidence insirired 
by tlie British officers of the Indian Army, tho cordial co-operation of tho 
(ivil authorities, and the loyal response of the people of India. 

“Recruiting has been opened to several classes to whom military service 
was previously closed. Considerable, public interest has been aroused by the 
sanction given for the formation of a Bengali double company which will be 
trained on the frontier and sent on active service. The Bengal Stationary 
Hospital, recently broken up, rendered admirable service in Mesopotamia, and 
its record there was one of which tlie promoters of the scheme may well be 
proud. ^ 

“ The despatch of so many expeditionary forces from India has necessitated 
a great expansion in military transport. Four Camel Transport Corps and 
twenty-seven Mule Corps have been despatched on service, representing a total 
of over l;{,000 men and 17,000 animals. To replace these units and ])rovide 
for wa.stage, some sixteen new Transport Corps and cadres have been formed. 

• ‘ ‘ Six labour corps have been sent to the front and some 1,600 overseers, 
draftsmen, clerks, store-keepers, carpenters, smiths, mechanics, &c., have been 
despatched to Mesopotamia for duty on military works, and India has supplied 
largo stocks of military material. 

“In respect of moilicar^crsoM»»ef and equipment—and this is a matter in 
regard to which the Government of India have come in for special criticism— 
India’s contributions towards oversea expeditions have been on a veiy big 
scale. Forty field ambulances, 6 dealing h^pitals, 36 stationary hospitals, 
18 general hospitals, 9 X-Ray sections, 8 sanitary sections, 7 advanced depdts 
and 1 general incditfRl store dop6t are now serving overseas. The personnel 
provided for these units and othef services amounts to 268 officers of tho 
U. A. M. C., 704 I. M. S. officers, 40 lady nurses, 475 assistant surgeons, 854 
sub-assistant surgeons, 724 British nursing orderlies, 2,843 Indian ranks and 
nearly 20,000 Indian followers. In order to meet the lioavy demands on the 
Indian Medical Service, 344 officers have been withdrawn from civil employ¬ 
ment, and sumo 200 private practitioners and civil assistant surgeons have 
been given temporary commissions. In the subordinate branches, 205 
assistant surgeons and 660 sub-assistant surgeons in various kinds of civil 
omployraent have been released for military duty. The strain which lias been 
eausod to tho Civil Medical Department by these changes and withdrawals 
has been veiy p’eat. In the medical sphere, in fact, it must be patent to all 
that in responding to the demands made upon us, we have gone as far as it was 
possible to go. 

“ The efficient working of the Indian Ordnance Department is shown in the 
enormous increase in the output from our factories and arsenals since the 
outbreak of war. To name one item only, I note t^t we have supplied the 
War Office with stores to the value of ^ millions sterling, inclucung some 
265,000 high explosive empty shell manufactured by the l^uniticms Branch. 
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The Indian Ordnance was only organised to supply the requirements of military 
operations on the North-West Frontier, and it is, therefore, no small tribute 
to its power of expansion that it has been able to deal so su(;cessfully with 
such vastly increased demands. 

“ The work of the Boyal Indian Marine in connection with the war lias 
been of great importance. I7l vessels have been chartered and fitted up as 
transports, and since the beginning of the war the sailings of transports from 
Bombay alone had, up to the end of July, numbered 92G, and the arrivals 
1,0-14. These figures give some idea of the shipping and transijort work 
which has to be dealt with by the Marine and Embarkation staffs at 
Bombay. Moreover, 78 steamers, 120 launches and 207 lighters and barges 
have been purchased and prepared for service in Mesopotamia. 192 officers 
and 7,000 Indian seamen and stokers art^ now serving in the Govemraont 
flotilla on the rivci’s of Mesopotamia. Work has be(m carried on imder high 
pressure in the Boyal Indian Marino dockyards at Bombay and Kidderpore, 
and several dockyards and repair shops for river craft have lujen establishcjd 
in Mesopotamia. 

“ The Railway Boaifi, besides controlling the manufacture of munitions 
outside Ordnance factories, has provided the material and personnel required 
for the construction and working of military railways in East Africa, Mesopo¬ 
tamia and at Aden. 

“ In addition to all the material, rolling-stock and engine's required for these 
railways, the Board has equipped and stafftid a number of workshops oversi'as, 
and constructed on behalf of the military authorities various d(‘scrii)tions of 
vehicles and equipment, such as armoured raoimu cars, motor lorry bodies, 
water tanks, as also eleven complete armoured trams, and 7 hospital trains. 

“ Hon’bhi Members Avill, I think, agrcMj that the account of what India has 
contributed towards the war is a record of loyal achievement of which, as the 
Secretary of States recently stated in Parliament, she may imloed be proud. 

“ The Ruling Princes and Chiefs of India have continiwsd to give invaluable 
assistance towards the prosecution of the war and the roli(€ of sick and wounded 
soldiers. Among recent contributions have been the Raj])utana gift, of over 

lakhs for aircraft, machine guns and motor ambulamnw, the gift of 
Rs. 45,000 by His Highness the Maharaja of R^rva and the tSolanki Rajput 
Chiefs for the purchase of aeroplanes ; the gift of one lakh of nipcnss by His 
Highness tlie Maharaja Holkar of Indore, and of 2J lakhs by His Higlmess the 
Maharaja of Bikaner from his privy purse. Hospital accommodation has la'cn 
provided or offered by Tlieir Highnesses the Maharajas of Patiala, Bikaner, 
Datia, Benares, Jind and Kajmrthala, the Maharoo of Sirohi, the Nawab of 
Maler Kotla and the Raja of Suk6t, and substantial contributions have betm 
,.(,ceived from the Rulers of Cutch, Ijimhdi, Hasada, Sonpur, Bahawalpur, 
Faridkot, Manipur, Dhar, Jaora, Barwani, Ali Bajpur, Ilaghugarh and 
Shahpura. 

“ The Imperial Service Troops are still doing very valuable work on the 
various fronts, notably the Mysore Lancers and the Bikaner Camel Corjjs in 
Egypt, the Kashmir Rifies, .lind Infantry and Faridkot Snjipcrs in £a.st Africa, 
ant! the Maler Kotla Sappers in Mesopotamia, and T am gladlo hear that the 
Kashmir and Jind Durbars liavo recently receivcil a special message of congrat- 
xdation from General Smuts on the efficiency of their trix)]is. The Sirmur 
Sappers had the distinction of assisting in the gallant defence of Kul. 

• • 

“ The veteran warrior, His Highntss Sir I’ratap Singli, after a brief visit to 
India, has returned to France, whei-e, witli His Highness the Raja of llutlam, 
he foniinucs to uj)hold the name of the Rajpxits for patriotism and valour. 

“ To all these and to those other Rulers whos*.* princely gifts and loyal 
services have been acknowledged on previous occasions, I should like to offer, 
on behalf of myself and my colleagues in this Council, our xvarmest and most 
sincere thanks.

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“ And now, in ormolusion, I will briefly pass in review the present military 
aspects of the great battle fronts where not only the destiny of the belligerent 
nations but the future course of civilisation is being decided. 

“ During the interval that has elapsed since tlie closing of our session in 
March last, the gresi-t war has raged with increased intensity in all its main 
theatres. The outstanding feature of this periotl is the fact that the initiative 
has been MTcsted from our enemies, and that the improved position of Great 
Britain and her Allies in the matter of men and munitions has enabled a 
general and forcible offensive to be undertaken. 

“The prodigious efforts and enormous sacrifices made by the Germans 
againsf Verdun have so far proved abortive, and the valiant Fx-eneh army has 
not only xnore than hxdd its own, but has achieved conspicuous success in 
the recent stirring operations on the Somme. Our OAvn successes in this 
latter area, which had been prepared and strengthened by the enemy for soimr 
two years liy every modern device, are very significant and bear testimony to 
the (•ornplet(mess of our preparations and technical equipment and to the Vine 
spirit and bravery of the troops. 

“ In the Eastern theatre, the Russians commenced f lieir groat offensive 
movoraenf, isarly in June, and the subsequent opei-ations have proceodc l with 
almost uninterrupted success on a wide front, resulting in the recovery of 
much lost grouiitl, the ro-occupation of a large I ract of enemy country, and the 
capture of .some .‘500,000 Aixstrian and German jirisoners and vast quantities of 
war material. 

‘‘ In the Southern theatre, t.lie Austrian oirensive initiated in the spring was 
quickly checked, and our Italian Ally seizing her opportunity assumed a vigorous 
offeusiVe on both the TroT\+«nn and Isonzo fronts, and is nmv in oeeupatiou of 
important, strategical points in the enemy's country. 

“ In the Balkans, devolopiiients have boon slow, as the allied forces 
entrenched before Salonika wore obviously awaiting tlie psycliological moment. 
With llie adliorence of Roumania to our cause, I tliink xve may say that that 
moment has now arrived. The action of Roumania at this juncture has a 
peculiar signitieanee which Hon’ble Members must have correctly a.2}preciated 
without ni'oding elaboration from me. 

“ In .Vsia Minor, our Russian Ally is making steady progress notwithstand¬ 
ing the gre.nt jihysical diflieultics of the country, and is now in occupation of 
tlie grislier ])art of Armenia. 

“ At the beginning of last month a signal .success was gained by om- forces 
in .Egypt, rc'sulting in the complete defeat and dispersion of the enemy. 

“* In German East Africa, onr troops are gradually overcoming all the great 
physical diflieultics and driving the enemy befoiu theid. The siiccixssful issue 
of these opera lions can scarcely bo much lonfrar delayed, and the loss of tliis 
Protectorate, her last remaining colonial possrasion, will bi' a staggering blow 
to tlie pride and prestige of Germany. 

“Our Navy still exercises command of the sea. The oue serious attempt 
made hy the euemy to ehallcngc our supremacy ended in failure and flight. 
Los,se8 ou both sides were consiilcrable, but tlie fact remains that the German 
fliHit was driven from the siras, and that the grip of our blockade is firmer than 
ever. 

“ I cannot let tliis occasion pass without allnding to the irreparable loss 
which our Empire has sulfered in the untimely death of Eield-Marshal Lowl 
Kitchener, seven years of whose valuable and strenuous life w'ore spent in the 
services of this country. .He lived to .see the groat work he had accomplished 
in emmection wit h the war producing the results for which he had striven, and 
in till' day (k victory the great part he played will not he forgotten. 

“Against a loss such as we have snffereil hy his death, against cheeks, dis¬ 
appointments and delays inevitable in a W'ai* waged on so vast a scale, we must 
continue sleadfastly to steel our hearts, relying on the justice of the cause for 
which wo fight, firmly trusting that the grievous sacrifices requircil of us will 
not have been offered up in vain, and confident that the tide of battle, now at 
last setting strongly against our enemies, will finally sweep away all political 
ideals which are based on militarism and aggression, and leave peace once 
more firmly established among the nations of the earth.

The Hon’ble Sir William Meyer replied 

‘ 1 am glad to take the opportunity which the Ilon'ble Member’s question 
affords me of explaining the exact position with regard to refunds of income- 
tax on the interest on securities taxable under Part III of the second Schedule. 

As I pointed out last March, when introducing the Ineorne-tax Amendment Bill, 
the extension of tht' principle of graduation must rtisult in a considerabb! in¬ 
crease in the number of persons entitled to claim abatomenWin respect f)f in- 
cojue-lax jiaid on interest on securities : and, under the new^ocedun; prescribed 
in ihe Act, a consequent increase in the number.of applications for refunds is 
inevitable. I’lic actual administration of the .Xct rests with Local Govermuents 
and Aflministrations, and a notification was issued last May under section ;'S of 
the A<!t delegating to them the power to jiiake rules prescribing tlu! ju'oceduie for 
dealing with rofimd, applications. But invhuv of the greatesr im})ort.ariCe now 
attached to the system of refimds, and the need for devising Jis simple a pro¬ 
cedure ns possible, the rules may lake time to elaborate, and, in the meanwnile 
it is within the compercncc* of Local Governments to dispose of refund application, 
in the (’xercisc of their efrdinary administrative powers. The Ilon’hhi AL.'mher 
will no doubt recognise that some delay is inseijarahlo from the introduction of a 
new proeediu'', involving a considerable amount of work; but no informatiou 
has been received which suggests that large nurabere of aj)pli<;ations for refunds 
are now awaiting disposal, or that any general action, beyond that already taken 
by the Government of India, is necessary to prevent inconveniencie during tin; 
period which must elapse before tb('. form of the rub.'S can be settled. As I liave 
explained, the spccificworking of the Act is in the hands of Local Govcrnmenls.”

The Hon’ble Sir William Meyer replied 

“(1) The Government of India have .seen the article referred to. 

(2) The Ilon’ble Member does not appear to have studied the fundamoiital 
principles underlying the settlements with Local Goverumeuts. These were 
explained in pai-agraphs 2, 3 and 7 of the llesolution in the Einauc(' Department. 

No. 27-E., dated title 18th May 1912, which was published in the Gazette of 
India of the same date, and their objects are to give Provincial Governments an 
intei’est in the cost of the services controlled by them and adequate powers in 
regard to the administmtion of those services. In aecordaqce wdUi these prin¬ 
ciples, the bulk of the cost of the ordinary administration of the provinces is 
borne by the Provincial Governments. In order to meet this, tliey are allotted 
adequate revenues under various growing heads, the elasticity of which is sutli- 
cient to ^-ovide for due development with its accompanying growth of c.vj)en- 
diture. The arrangements referred to by the Hon’blc Member by whicli the 
Imperial Government takes half of the revenue from land and Court-fees, wLile 
the Provincial Government boars the entire cost of the revenue and judicial 
staff and the bulk of the cost of general administration, ai’e thus not peciuliar to 
the Punjab. Railways, again, are an entirely Imperial asset. Generally speak¬ 
ing, the revenues placed at the disposal of Provincial Goveranients have no 
specific relation to the total revenues collected in the areas under their adminis- 
tintion. W’^erc this not the case, the raaiitimc proviso (for example) would 
have a great advantage by reason of the customs revenues received there. 

Till- facts put in part 2 of the Question are generally os stated. They are 
not, however, rehwant in respwt of a revision of a Provincial settlement in view 
of the considerations which I liave ah'cady explained. I may obsen c in this 
connection that tlie payment of Rs. 4] lakhs by the Government of India men* 
tioued in part 2 (c) of the Question relates to accounts establishments, which 
are an Imperial charge, though they are largely concerned n itb the audit of 
Provincial revenues and expenditure. 

(3) The Government of India have no ixiasou to think that the resources, 
at the dLsijosal of the Government of tlu' Punjab, tu’c insuflusient for their needs. 

In fact, the Provincial balances of that province hod become so large und(?r the 
present scheme that an arrangement was recently sanctioned, at the instance of 
the Local Government, by whicha sum of one crore of rupees out of those balances 
was surrendered to the Government of India in return for a permanent recurring 
grant. In these circumstances, the Govemment of India have no intention of 
placing the Punjab in a sjiecially favoured position by provincializing railway 
reccipte there or by otherwise varying the existing distribution of revenues and 
expenditure between the Provincial and Imperial Goveiniiients. Noi' has such 
a course been suggested by the Local Govemment."

THE ENEMY TRADING BILL 


(Btb Sbttembeb, 1916.] 


The Hon*ble Sir Georg^e Barnes :—“ 1 ix's? to move for Umvo to 
introduce a Bill to prohibit or control trading by hostile fondguers and hostile 
tirms and for other purposes.” 

'I’he motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Georee Barnes :—“ T beg to iutroduei' the Bill. 

'I’he principles embodied in it mark the change of feeling and chaug(! of opinion 
which have taken place throughout the British Empin^. Generally speaking, 
the policy throughout the British Empire at the beginning of Hk' war was t,o 
(lontrol hostile firms and enemy concerns, and to allow their trading to con¬ 
tinue subject to supervision—the principal object of the .slipervision being to 
prevent goods or money reaching hostile countries. In the United Kingdom, 
thisimd was elfectetl by the appointment of Inspectors, Supervisors, and Control¬ 
lers, and, I think, very much the sanu* line was taken throughout the llominious. 
In India, a stronger policy was adoptefl, a poli(!y of licenses to trade ami licenses 
to liquidate, the result of this ])oliey being the suspended animation, and not the 
complete extinction of, the firms concerned. In the Unih'd Kingdom, at. the 
beginning of this year, a new Trading with the Enemy Act was passed which 
provided that enemy concerns should, in the absenc:e of sfiecial rea.sons to the. 
contrai’y, be completely wound up, and this policy has been followed, or is in 
process*of being followed, by the Dominions also. The object of this Bill is 
similarly one oi complete extinction of the hostile tirms dealt u'ith. I will not. 
say t hat the proposal is that India should follow the Dominions or the IJnih'd 
Kingdom; for I believe that in India we havjg^rrived at. the same con¬ 
clusion quite independently. In tliese circumstances, and ]iressed with the 
urgency of the case, Ilis Exct-llcncy passed the Ordinance which is known as 
the Enemy Trading Ordinants*, ]SH0, and by his directions I h:iv(' taken the 
earli(.'st opportunity of bringing the Ordinance in t.h<! form of a Bill for the con¬ 
sideration of the Council. The ]iolicy of eomjilete elimination of German 
trading interests which the Home Governnnmt and the Govcriiinents of (he 
Dominions liave each individually thought necessary for their ]>ro(,ection .seems 
to the Government of India to be doubly necessary in this country, for enemy 
trading com})aniea and associations, which are not of a t rading character, Jiave 
alike been here used for political ends. The Ordinance' has ln>cn bc'l'ore the 
public since June last, and so far as I am aware, tht're has not been one single* 
word of criticism against it, and th(> Bill follows the Ordinam'c word for word 
with one or two comparativ<‘ly small exceptions. The .Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, which has lfl*en submitted to you, giv<'s you clausi' by clause the 
contents of the Bill, and I do not think that I ought to take u]t your time by 
going through the clauses in detail. The ])rineipal clauses of the flill are clauses 
4 and b, and these two clauses are the back-bone of the Bill. 'I'hey contain the 
policy of the Bill, viz., the complete winding up of enemy firms ajid coj)ii*anies. 
Clause 0, you wdll also see, is of importance. Under clause (i (he Governor 
Geneml in Council has power (o cancel contraet.s, and imbred, I onglil (o point 
out to j’Ou that this clause differs slightly from tin; Ovdinauee which if follow.s 
generally, in that the power is extended to cancel .sub-cot)(rac(.s and .sul)-(r:ins- 
fers when they are contrary to the ])ublic interest, or made witli I In: objcci of 
evading any provision of ttie law. Then clause 7 gives power ((» t he Governor 
General in Council to vest the pro]»erty of hostile and enemy firms in a. Custo¬ 
dian, and, under rules which have been mtu1e,th(' piHxs'cds of 1h" liquidat ion of 
hostile and enemy fiiTOs will likewdse In* vested in this officer, a nd the money 
and property will be retained until llie end oft,lie war, when it will hetl(>al(, with 
in accordance with the policy which may then be determined on. Tfiesr', clauses, 
I think, are the principal iiart' of the Bill. The Bill, 1 bc'licv<', lias the whole¬ 
hearted support of the commercial qommunity in this country, and I hope fliat 
it will be passed a,s an emergency measure as it noAV stands. I beg, My Lord, 
to introduce the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. M. B. Dadabhoy :—“ My Lonl, I i.'ravo Your 
.Bxeelleney’s permission to make one observation in connection with the Gov- 
einment practice of introducing emergent legislations. This Bill was placed

in tlie liands of Members of this Council only this morning. It is true, as the 
Hon’hie, Meml)er has rightly remarked, that the Bill only embodies what was 
previously promulgated by way of Ordinance, and that there have been no cri¬ 
ticisms in regard to it. 1 liave nothing to say against this particular measure ; 
but I think the time has now arriveii to make an altemtion in the existing 
pratdice. I submit Your Lordship will Ix! plc'ased to consider the advisability 
of placing all emergent Bills in the liauds of membfirs at least 24 hours besfore 
the Bills art! introduced. I am quite sure that many of my Hon’ble Colleagues 
have not even given a glanct! to the Bill, and certainly had no opportunify of 
going through it. I have no doubt that the Bill is excellently drafted; I 
entertain great respect for the forensic and drafting ability of the Legislative 
Department; but, the non-official assistance would be always useful, and I trust 
Government will be j)leased to order that, in future, all emergent Bills are 
placed in the hands of ITon’ble Members at least a reasonable time before they 
arc formally introduced in Council.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Georg^e Barnes :—“ My Lord, T can only say 
that the jjoint which the Hon’ble Member has made Avill be most carefully con¬ 
sidered. It seems to me that there is a great deal of force in what he said.

THE IMPORT AND EXPORT OF GOODS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir George Barnes 1 beg to move for leave 
to introduce a Bill to provide further power to prohibit or restrict the import 
and export of goods to and from British India:—This Bill, like the Bill which 
the Council have just passed, is an ui'gcnt Avar measure. The economic pressure 
which the British .Empire is bringing to bear on Germany and Austria has 
already played an important ])art in tin: Avar, and in order that it may continue 
to bo effectively employed, it is absolutely necessary that all overaeas traffic in 
every part of the Empire should bo brought under control. With this aim 
tlie Bill folloAvs the legislation on the subject in the United Kingdom, and gives 
poAver to prohibit imports and exports not only from or to various countries, 
but from or to various individuals. As is Avell-knowm, there are a number of 
traders in neutral countries avIio arc either enemy subjects, or ai-e at any rate 
AA'orking in enemy interests. It is these ])ersous—persons on what wc call 
the commercial black list—that Ave have primarily in vicAV. It is against them 
in particular tliat the powers in the Bill ai’c intended to be used. It is, I am 
sure every meunber of this Council Avill agree, necessary to effectually end 
indirect as aa oII as diroiit trading with the enemy. Tho Government of India, 
on the other hand, fully agree and fully recognise that all restrictions on trade 
arc undesirable, e\;c<!i)t AA'hcre necessity is impci-ativc, and aa'c liave taken steps 
to secure that Ihe minimum of incouvcnicncc shall be caused to the commercial 
community. "With this end in view'. Collectors of Customs, acting of courac * 
on general lines laid doAvn for them by Govenimeut, have been empowered to 
issue licenses permitting articles to go to certain destinations under certain 
conditions, and they are thus able to take bonds in cases where arrangements for 
the proper supervision of the disposal of consignments in neutral countries have 
not been completed, or Avhero the necessary information about consignments is 
lacking and exporters arc anxious to send away goods in a hurry.

Instruments Act provide thg.t Bills of Exchange made payable at a specified 
period after date or sight must bo presented for payment at matuiity, and that 
if not so presented, tho, drawers arc discharged from liability to the holders. 
The object of this Bin ia tp enlarge the tunc, and to keep alive the liability of tho 
draAvers. The Banks have parted Avith their money to the shippers and traders— 
that is to the drawers; the Banks ^.ro holders of the Bills, but have not got 
their mon^ from fie drawees or the aaeeptors, I do not feet that I ought to 
ask Tour Excellency to suspend the Rules of Business in this ca.se; Ibis, it is 
true, is a Avar measuro ; it is in some degree an urgent measuK>, but it is not 
urgent to the same degree as the last two measures. Consequently, I only ask 
Your Excellency for leave to introduce tho Bill.” 

The'inotion was put and agreed to. 

The Henltle Sir George Barnes ” I beg to introduce the Bill, 
and to move that the Bill, together with the Stati^ont of Objects and 
Reasons relating tl^xto/be pubHuied in the Gasette India in EngUslp.”

India, 
unless in compliance with an onler of a tribunal which derives its jurisdic¬ 
tion from His Majesty, or from the Governor General in Council. It might 
be thought that the simplest way of effecting the desired object would have 
been by giving authority to the officer in charge of lunatic asylums in British 
India to recognize the order of a foreign tribunal committing the lunatic to his 
eustotly. But such a recognition of foreign tribunals would not be in accord¬ 
ance with the general principles of English law. 

“ The Bill, therefore, proposes to meet the difficulty by allowing the appli¬ 
cation for a reception order to be made by an officer or agent of the Foreign 
State, who may be approved by the Local Government, instead of by the husband 
or wife or a relative of the alleged lunatic, and enables the Magistrate to give 
recognition to the certificates of medical officers or medical practitioners belong¬ 
ing to the Foreign State. 

“ It enables the prescribed interval between the date of the medical examin¬ 
ation and the application for a reception order to bo extended at the discretion 
of the Magistrate, and it provides for any other modificatioife, restrictions or 
adaptations of the law required to facilitate the ms.kin g of reception orders as 
the Governor General in Council may by notification direct. 

“ The new sections will only apply when an arrangement has been made 
with a Foreign State, and it is dmwn in general terms, although the occasion 
has only arisen in connedion with the French Settlements in India. Foreign 
Governments will of coimjfc by the arrangement made defray the cost of the 
maintenance of the lunatics thus committed to our lunatic asylums, so that no 
charge is entailed by this new procedure upon the revenues of British India. 

“ I feel sure that no Hon’blc Member will be disposed to object to, or 
cavil at, the introduction of this simple measure which will have the effect of 
affording a small convenience to our gallant Allies, the French,

THE HINDU AND MUSSALMAN DISPOSITION OF 

PROPERTY BILL. 

The Hoii*ble Mr. C. H. Setalvad Lord, when I 
introduced the present Bill in February last at Delhi, I explained to the Council, 
at some length, the reasons which prompted me in bringing it I'oiward. I then 
shewed how the Hindus and Mussalmans were inconvenienced owing to ceitain 
disabilities with regard to the disposition of pr^erty under which they laboured 
owing to the law as at present administered. I illustrated that by pointing out 
how a Hindu or Mussalman, who had only a daughter, and wanted to put his 
property in trust, so as to give the life estate to his daughter and then give the 
property to her children, sons or daughters, was precluded from giving effect 
to his desire under the law as it stood at present; while the^ other communi¬ 
ties in this country were under no such disabilities, and my Hon’blo friend, 
Mr. Lowndes, who raoke on that occasion, gave further illustrations of the man¬ 
ner in which both Hindus and Mussalmans wore inconvenienced with regard to 
this matter. It is not necessary. Your Excellency, to repeat what -was then 
said, as Hon’ble Members are perfectly well aware of it. I then pointed out 
that the anomaly that existed, with regard to those two communities in respect 
of the disposition of their property infavour of unborn persons, had originated 
in the ri^d application of the rule of Hindu and Mahommedan Law, that any 
gift, in order to be valid, must be accompanied by possession, from which it 
followed that an unborn person being not capable of taking possession was in¬ 
capable of taking a gift. With reg*urd to the Hindus, this was laid dowm by 
the Privy Council in what is knowm as the Tagore ca^jj^ But it may well be 
said that the Hindus have never accepted the situation that the law as 
laid down by the Privy Council in the Tagore case with regard to unborn persons 
was correct Hindu law. It wa.s then contended, and it has been contended 
since by some learned writere and eminent Judges, that the texts from which this 
conclusion was drawn were not correctly construed by the Privy Coimcil. I 
am only saying this for the purpose of showing that, when it is proposed to 
alter by tlus Bill the law as laid down by the Courts, it need not be taken for 
granted that the real Hindu Law is what the Courts liave held it to be. As 
already stated, a number of peojile still hold the opinion that the Hindu Law 
really allows gifts to imborn persons, and does not jirohibit it in the manner 
decided by the Courts. And, Your Excellency, it is instructive in this con¬ 
nection to study the debates that took place when the Transfer of Property 
Act was passed in the year 1882. On that occasion, in the Bill that was 
originally drafted and brought in by Government, power to disiiose of properi,y 
in favour of unborn persons exactly under the limitations and conditions which 
now appear in the present Bill, was proposed to be given to all, including Hindus 
and Mussalmans. When the Bill wont to the Select Committee, the Hindu 
Members, and particularly Sir Jatindra Mohan Tagore, who was then a 
member of this Council and also of the Select Committee appointed to 
consider the Bill, opposed these provisions. And if you read the debates, it will 
appear that he objected to thos^rovisions being m^e applicable to Hindus, 
not on the ground that the Hindu Law did not allow dispositions in favour 
of imborn persons, but he contended that the Hindu Law allowed such dis¬ 
positions without any limitations at all, and that therefore, inasmuch as 
the Transfer of Property Act made it possible for Hindus to make a gift in 
favour of unborn persons only subject to the limitations and conditions therein 
laid down, it was not in consonancenvith the Hindu Law, and that was why ho 
insisted on the insertion'of a proviso in section 2 that nothing contained in 
Chapter H shall affect any rvuo of Hindu or Mahomedan Law. He also hoped 
that, in course of time, the wrong interpretation of the texts on which the 
Privy Council had proceeded would be corrected some day. It ivas thon?fore 
that he did not want to become a party to anything which would restrict the 
right of Hindus to disjpose of propertj^ in favour of unboi-h persons without 
any limitations and conditions. < 

.“Then, with regard to tlie Mussalmadh^ Your Excellency, as I pointed out 
on the last occasion, SO far as tim Shiaa are concerned, the Mahommedan Law 
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THE lUNDU AND MUSSALMAN DISPOSITION OF PROPERTY 

BILL, 

[Mi'. C. S. Setahacl.] [5th September, 1916,] 

allows siiccessivo life ostatos to be given, and certain texts have been relied on by 
authors like Sir Amir Ali and others, to show that even gifts to unborn persons 
are allorvable with regard to Shias. In the case of Sunnis, no doubt the positi(m 
is different. But whatever that may be, I subraittctl that the time had arrived 
when the Mussalmans, along with Hindus, should have their present disability 
removed. It was under these circumstances that t ventured to introduce this 
Bill at the Delhi session. Since then, the Bill was referred for opinions to 
various bodies and individuals. I would here, with Your Excellency s permis¬ 
sion, cmpliasise wliat I said at Delhi when I introduced the Bill, that one must 
not lose sight of the two main features of this Bill. First, that it is merely a 
permissive piece of legislation ; it does jiot compel any person, either Hindu or 
Mussa'lman, to will away or gift away property in favour of an unborn j)erson 
if he does not choose to do so, and what the Bill proposes to do, is to enable 
Himhrs and Mussalmans to Avill away or gift away property in that manner only 
if they rvish to do so. And secondly, the Bill does not profess and does not 
want to enlarge in any manner the testamentary or disposing power of any 
Hindu or Mussalman. Your Excellency, I Avish to emphasise this again, 
because one finds from the opinions that liave been circulated, that there is 
still a great deal of misapprehension on tliat point. The Bill docs not alter 
the laAv Avith regard to Avhat property a person may dispose of, but, Avith 
regard to the person in Avhose favour the disposition can be made, ^ to 
enlarge the disposing poAV'er of a Hindu or Mussalman. For instance, 
witli regard to llindii^a pei-son avIio is a co-parcener of a joint family and as 
such has an indefinilffeiaro in Avhat is knOAvn as joint ancestral properly, 
this Bill Avill not empoAver him to deal Avith that property over Avhich he has 
no dis])0sing pOAver, It only empowers a person Avho has full disposing power 
over some property to dispose of that property, if ho chooses to do so, in favour 
of an unborn i)oi'Son. Similarly, Avitli roganl to Mussalmans, the Bill <locs 
not proi)Oso to extend, as some apprehend it does, the teshimontary power 
of a Mussalman Avhich is restricted at present to ono-third of his property. 
Tho Bill does not jiropose to do that at all. It only socks, as 1 sid)- 
mittod on tho last occasion, to remove tho particular disability under Avhic.h 
Hindus and Mussalmans labour, and not in any manner to onhugo their 
poAver of disposal over tho propoifics they possess. And in that view one 
should have iliouglit, Your Excellency, that there Avould ho no objection 
raised Avith roganl l.o tho passing of the Bill into laAV either by Hindus or 
Mussalmans. But tlio opinions that liavo been gathorod from various bodies 
and individuals, undoubtedly reveal tJiat, so far as tho Mus^lmans arc con¬ 
cerned, the opinion ia very much divided, although, as I have pointed out, some 
of tho objections raised are based on a misapprehonsiou as to the real uaturo of 
the Bill. 

“ But liOAvovor that may be, if the Mussalmans as a body are not unam- 
mous or practically unanimous in tavouT of this Bill, I quite roco^se. Your 
Excellency, 1 hat it is not possible, it Avill not bo tlosirablo for tins Council, 
to proceed Avith this legislation so far as the Mussalmans arc concoruetl. 

“ So far as the Hind us are concerned, the opinions show a practical un¬ 
animity in favour of the Bill. Tliorcforo, I bog to suggest that the Bill bo 
referred to a Select Committee and proceeded with so- far as Hindus arc con¬ 
cerned. It sliordd not bo extended to Mussalmans inasmuch as they do not 
AA'ant it at present. Hereafter, if they think it desirable to have it, it will certainly 
1)0 open to them to <lemRnd legislation on tho same lines. But, w'hon I say this, 
Your Excellency, about Mussalmans, there ^.ro particularly, in tho Bombay 
Presidency, certain sects of Mussalmans who stand on quite a different footing ; 
for instance, those knOAAm as Khojaham Bombay. They are, so far as inbontance 
and succession are concerned, ateolutely governed by Hindu law ; although 
Mahomodiiua by religion, are not governed by Mubammaxlan laAV in inheritance 
and siicce-ssioii, hut are absohilely by all tho rules of the Hindiis in this respect. 
Then, again, Avith regai-dto tho extent of their disposing power by wills, they are 
governed by Hindu laAV, inasmucb as they are not restricted to the disposal 
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only of ono-third of their property. The extent of tlioir tostamontaiy power 
has been held to be absolutely co-extensivo Avith that of Hindu.s. Therefore 
Khojala, as I have pointed out, stand on a very diftorent footing from the 
other Mussalmans in this country, inasmuch as a consideiublo part of tlm law as 
administered Avith regard to them is Hindu law. And so far as I am able to 
asaertaiu their Amhes in the matter, I understand that they Avoiild A'cry 
much like to haA'c this power, Avhieh is proposed to Ijc given under this Bill, to 
be extended to them. That, again, I quite recognise, is a matter Avhich requims 
careful consideration, and will be and ought to ho considered in Select 
Committee. 

“There are v'arious other points also which Avould require further consider¬ 
ation in the Select Committee. For instance, as 1 have pouited out, the appre¬ 
hension that is entertained that the Bill will have the clVect of extending the 
disposing power of Hindus or Mussalmans as the ease may be. That matter 
AAill be made clear by some re-dmfting in tlie Select Conpnittec. 

“Then, again, there is the ditEereneo of opinion Avith regard to clause (5 of the 
Bill, and that again is a matter Avhich Avill require careful consideration in the 
Select Committee. 

“I need not detain the Council, Your Excellency, any further on this 
motion, and I will move that the Bill to enable Hindus and Mussalmans to 
inake dispositions of property by transfer inter vieoa or by Avill for the bon<*ftt 
of unborn persons bo referred to a Select Committot!, consisting of the lIonMdo 
Sir Ilcgiuald Craddock, the Hon’ble Mr. G. 11. Lowides, the Iloii’blo Dr. Tej 
Bahadur Sapru, the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohaii nRlaviya, the llon’ble Mr. 
C.H. Kesteven, the Hon’ble Mr. M. A. Jinnah, the Hon’ble Mr. A. P. Muddiman, 
the Hon’blo Mr. ,T. G. Gumming, the llon'blo Mr. J. Walker, tlieTIon’ble Babu 
Bhupondranath Basu and the moA-er, AA'ilh instniclions to coniine the o])era- 
tion of the Bill to Hindus, subject, however, to a discretion in I he (’ommiH.<!e 
lo consider AA'hothcr powers should be i-escrvcd to the Governor Geiun-al in 
Council to apply, by iotllication, the provisions of Ihc Bill to Khojuh M iissal- 
mans, and to report on or Ijefore the lOtlx of September, 1910.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bhupondranath Basu:— “My Lord, T wish 
to make a foAv observations on this motion of my friend, tlu! lloji’ljlc Mr. 
Setalvad. The proposition Avhieh he has introduced is doubly necessary in 1 In; 
Province of Bengal from where 1 come. There, My Lord, Hindu law’ as inter¬ 
preted by Jimutavahana has practically done aAvay Aviththc safeguards Avhieh the 
old system of joint family provided for Hindu families. Under the Hindu laAv, 
as interpreted in Bengal, cv'cry member of the joint family has a deflnite.sharo 
in the estate, and is able to alienate it during his lifetime or by Avill. Conse¬ 
quently the protection which tbo joint family clsoAvhcre in India under the 
mndn system of jurisprudence enjoys, namely, that there is no delinitc share 
vested in any memlxjr of it, and therefore it is not capable of alienation, except 
in certain cireurastanees, docs not’exist in Ben^l. And, thtsreforo, it has 
happened in many cases that improvident members of the joint family have 
frittered aAvay their ancestral estates to the gimt detriment of their dcseendanis 
or other membera of the family. Further, My Lord, when the poAA-er of disposi¬ 
tion by will Avas recognised amongst us, Hindus, it was also necessary that 
there should bo some recognition of the poAver of disposition in favour of jier- 
sons who wore not borti at the time of a testator’s death. As my f riend, the 
Hon’blc Mr. Setalvad, said, tliat question ai-ises AVith great urgency in the case 
of a person dying and leaving only a fetnale heir. According to us, ]Vfy Lord, - 
a female heir is only entitled to a life e.statc, and if there AA'ere no male issue, 
at the time of the death of the testator, it often l)ecamc a question of great 
difficulty as to how the future disposition of the property was to be made. 
Further, My Lord, as times advanced, trade progressed, and as individAial pro¬ 
perty eamc more and more into evidence, people desired lhat they should be 
able*to make provision for their children or their grand-children on particular 
occasions. Esiiecially in a big commercial place like Calcutta, it Avas felt that 
on occasions of marriages where settlements had to Ixs made, some provision 
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should be made following the English i)i-eeedcnt of settling pi-opeiiy upon the 
issue oJ the marriage. And that a desire like ■ that was felt was not alto¬ 
gether beeauae i>eoi>le wanted to keep property from the eioditors, but 
because in some cases it Avas felt that the young man on whom property was 
going to be settled was too inexperienced to resist a certain class of crolitors 
Avho Avore bound to come down upon him as soon as it Avas discov’ered that he 
had. some property at his disiAosal. But Are have had great difficulties in 
this direction. Ever sijice the decision in the Tagore case, we have had no 
means of settling property so as to vest it upon the immediate holder, and then, 
upon Iris decease ui)On his unborn issue. At the time AA'hen the Transfer of 
Property Act was passed, Maharaja Sir- .Tatiudra Mohan Tagore, in referonce to 
Avhose Aincle’s Avill this dictum Avas pronounced by the Privy Council, Avas 
uiiAvilling t o aceep‘t tlio extension of the principle Avhich the Government of the 
day AAns Avillingto extend to us, Hindus, on the ground that that principle, so far 
as it applied to non-Hindus, was hedged in bj' limitations which were tmknoAvn 
to Hindu Ihav, and thit it Avould probably be a mistake to accept that extension 
Avith the limitations that then existed. 

“ Well, My LoiaI, subsequent experience has shoAvn that the expectations, 
rntcrtaine<l by Sir* Jatindra Mohan Tagore at that time of a modification of the 
Hirtdii law on tire Hires he Arantod have not been realized, and Ave are still 
unable, in cases of the nature that I liavc indicated, to make any suitable or 
safe lu'ovision for a man’s family and children or gr*and-children. I have I’cr- 
soirally had much experience in these matter's both amongst Hindus and Mussal- 
mans, and I have fouird<Ghit Mussalman parents and guai'diahs are quite as 
anxious as Hindus to elfcet some settlemerrt Avhich would imu*e for the benefit 
of the urdrorir children of the beneficiaries, not that it would mean a deviation 
from Ihc Mussalman laAV as understood, for* a Muhammadan holder of property 
may, by Jliha, give aivay liis i)j*operty. Nor AvouId it entail any deviation 
from the poAver of testamentary disposition that Muhammadans enjoy. But I 
see in the opinions that have been placed before us tliat there is a considerable 
divergence of opinion amongst Muhammadans in accepting the proposal of 
my friend, the Hoir’Irle Mr. Setah’ad, I agree Avith him that it Avould be cx- 
j)edicnt for the prosent to leave the Alussalman community alone, and leave 
them at liberiy, at some future time, to come fornrard and adopt the principle of 
this legislation if they should be so advised.

“ With these foAv obserA'ations, I have much pleasure in supporting the 
motion of my fxieird.” . 

The Hon’ble Rao Bahadur B. N. Sarma “ Your Excel¬ 
lency, the Bill is iroAH proposed to he confined to Hindus. Madras Act I of 
1914 covers substantially the same ground as that proposed to be covered by 
ibo present Bill. The reason Avhy I rise now to make a few obsorva- 
l ions is, t hat no provision is sought to be made under this Bill for retr* 08 pective 
effect being given to dispositions made pr-idr to f he passing of this measure, 
Avherc the dispositions come into effect after the date on Avhich the proposed 
Bill may become laAV. In 3Iadras, the question was considered and provision 
Avas made by section 2, clause 2, of Act I of 1914, on the footing that the 
Hindu law ahvays recognised the validity of dispositions in favour of unboni 
jMwsous. I’rovision had to he made for cases Avhere the Coui'ts have held the con¬ 
trary view, and estates and property passed from one hand to another, on the 
footing of such decisions. The Maiiras legislature recognised the justice of 
. the valiciity of dispositions made prior to tUo passing of that Act, if those disposi¬ 
tions shoiAld come into operation after the passing of the Act. For example, 
if a testator executed a Adll heforo the date fixed, say—1914, hero it may be 
1910—and po.ssibly later before the date of tlxe coming into force of this Act, 
and the di.spo.sition in favour of an unlioni person should eomo anto effect 
after the passing of the Act, that disposition Avould still be valid, notwith¬ 
standing the execution of the will and the death of the testator jirior to the 
date of the passing of the Act. But clause ,3 of this Bill provides that 
the disposition should be valid only from and after the date when tliis Act 
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comes into force. There have been oases decided in Madras in the 
past on the strength of this retrospoctivo prevision in the Madras Act, 
and dispositions which were made have, by tlio passing of that Act, 
been hehl to be valid, notwithstanding the fact tliat those dispositions 
were made prior to the passing of tlie Act. I hope, therefore, that the Select 
Committee will not consider it a contravention of tlie principles of this Bill to 
make a similar provision, at any rate in the case of Madras, if they are not 
able to see eye to eye with the Madras legislature in tliis respect. The Madras 
Government liave suggested to the Government of India in their last despatch 
that this point shouhf bo home in mind, and that the feeling of Madras is that 
the Bill should be given retrospective effect by including a provision similar 
to section 2 (2) of Madras Act I of lOlit. I hope, therefore. My Lord, that tlu? 
Select Committee will take into consideration this expression of opinion from 
Madras, and exclude Madras from the purview of the Bill, or, if Madras should 
be included in this Bill, provision shouhl bo made as regards Madras in the 
case of wills and gifts made prior to the passing of this Act.” 

The Hoii*ble Maharaja Sir Manindra Chandra Nandi of 
Kasimbassar :— “ My Lord, as the rep'rosontative of the Bengal landholders 
and the spokesman of tfio orthodox community of mv province, I have great 
pleasure in according my whole-hearted siippoit to the princiido underlying 
the Hon’ble Mr. Setalvad’s Bill. There can he no doubt that tluj absence of siicfi 
a provision in the Hindu Law of succ(?ssion has beon 40 iry oficn attendeil with 
great difB(!ulty and inconvenient*e, and the removal of the existing restiiction 
will be hailed as a. great relief by the l)ulk; of the people of the Hindu com¬ 
munity. 

With these few wonls, T beg to supi)ort the motion for the reference of 
my Hon’ble friend’s Bill to a Select Committee.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Sita Nath Bay Bahadur ” My Lord, ns 
a Member of the Hindu community, governed by the Dayabhaga school of laAv, 
I bog to give my whole-hearted sui)port to the Bill. 

“ Since the decision of their Lordships of the Judicial Committee in the well- 
known Tagore cjise, it has always been a groat grievance with the Hindu com¬ 
munity that they have been debarred, by a wrong inteipretation of the law, 
from making dispositions of tl,ieir jn-operty in favour of unborn persons. 1 do 
not like to go into the details of this Bill. The only objection that 1 have to 
make, is to clause G, which, as recommended by the Government of Bengal, 
should bn omitted. 

“ With these few words, I bog to support the Bill.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Tuostlay, the 19th Septemtor, 1916.

1, The monsoon strengthened during the week, and rainfall gradually extended over the 
Fecinsnla and the whole of northern India with the exception of the traoi of country to the 
west of a line joining Bhuj and Simla. Widespread rain fell in Burma at the beginning of 
the week. 

S. Burma .—There was nearly general rain in Lower Burma from the 7th to the lOth, and 
in Upper Burma on the gth and lOtli. 

Northtttti India, including Ort»a.—Rainfall was nearly general in Assam and Orissa on 
the 11th, 12th and 1 th, in Bengal on the 11th and 12th, iu Chota Nagpur on the 11th and 
13th, and in north Bihar on the 10th, 11th and 12th. 

The VntUd Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces.—Hearly general raiu 
fall occurred in the United Provinces on the 13th, and in the Central Provinces and Central 
India West on the 12th. 

Northwest /adta.—Nearly general rain fell in Gujarat o^he I2th and 13th. There was 
local rain in east Rajputana. ' 

The Pe»ins«2a.—Rainfall was nearly general on the west coast every day except on the 
7th and 13tb, in the Bombay Jteecan on the 8tb, lOth, 11th and I2th, iu IJyd(>raI>ad on the 
8th, Otb, 10th and 12th, in southeast Madras on the 18th, in the Madras Deccan on the Sth, 
9th and lOth, and on the north Madras coast on the ilth and 18th.

Season and Crop Prospects for the .week ending Saturday, 

9th September 1916. 

Barma.— During' the week good rain was general in Lower Burma. In the dry 
zone the fall whs slight and elsewhere moderate. Transplantation of the main rice crop 
in Lowui' Burma is apprnaebiug completion In Upper Burma agriooltural operations for 
winter rioe and miscetlaneous crops continue. Reaping of early sesanaum is progressing. 
Slanding ernps are generally healthy. The price of unhusked rioe at Rangoon has risen 
further to Rs. 1:15 per hundred baskets and is much above normal. 1 he market for white 
rice is strong. 

Assam.— The weather is seasonable and favourable to standing crops. Moderate 
to heavy rain has fallen in all districts but more ruin is still wanted in Kamrup. Plucking 
and mannfucturo of tea, transplantation of winter rioe and harvesting of autumn rice ana 
jui.o arc in progress Some damage by insect pests to winter rice is still reported from 
Sibsagur Prospects of tea, winter rice and cotton are generally fair and of sugarcane 
good. The price of common rice has rhsen slightly. Cattle disease is reported from eigh t 
districts. ' 

Bengfal. —During the week light to moderate rainfall was almost general tlimu^h- 
out the Province. The effect of the weather has been favourable to the winter rioe crop. 
Trausplantat ion of winter rice is still going on in places. Weeding is pro:eeding every¬ 
where. Ilarvcslir.g and threshing of autumn paddy and cutting, steeping and washing 
of jute continue hut in Eastern Bengal these operations have befen nearly finished. Pro- 
prution oi lands for soring crops has just commenced in one or two districts. In parts of 
Maldn au'utnn paddyf'nd jute are reported to have been destroyed by excessive floods. 
Piiddor is sr u'cc in parts'of Jessore. The average pice of common rice is stationai’y as 
ecmpiirud with that of the previous week. 

Thr net'kl^y report on ucareity tit Bankura in as yiiflow*Distress in affected areas 
is gencrully imchanged. Prospcot.« of standing crop.s are good. Harvesting of maize, 
and paddy crops ciintinues. Relief measures are adequate. The condition of people on 
relief works is generally good. Advances are being made to weavers. Cloths are being 
distributed to indigent persons. Prices have risen slightly. The price of rice is 84 seers per 
rupee. Tlie luiniher of persons on relief works was 11,806 and in receipt of gratuitous relief 
20,08.3, total 31,St'.S. 'Iho gradual increase in the number on works is due to (he small 
demand for labour owing to the completion of transplantation. The number of persons 
relieved on private works was 1,878. 

Bihar and Orissa.— Generally light rain felWnring the week in all the districts 
of the Province except Singhbhiim. Harvesting of autumn orops oontinues. Transplanta¬ 
tion of paddy is approaching completion. Standing orops are generally doing well except 
ill the flood affected parts of Bihar. Damage by heav,y floods is reported from Champaran, 
Miizaffai pnr, Diiihhanga and Bhagalpur. The average price of common rioe has fallen a» 
compared with that ot l^ic preceding week. The supply of fodder and water is generally 
sufficient. Gattlc discard is Tsportod from sixteen districts. The attendance of persons on 
test works in Manbhum and Singhbhum was 2,958 and 5,828 respectively. Gratuitous 
relief was given to 2,ll94 iieisons in Singhbhum. The condition of standing crops in the 
Feudatory States of Orissa is good. 

United Provinces. —During the week light and scattered showers fell in the 
Provinces. The decrease in the rain has been very beucfioial. Standing crops are generally 
doin'' well except where they have been recently damaged by floods. Harvesting of maize, 
early'’ rice, millets and indigo and preparation of fields for spring crops ronfinue. Trans¬ 
plantation of late rice is approaching oompictioa. Fodder is generally abundant. Floods 
are subsiding. Cattle disease is decreasing and the condition of agricultural stock is gene¬ 
rally good. Prices arc almost stationary. 

Punjab. —Except for slight showers in places the weather was dry. In parts of 
IhV southeast rain is wanted for rice and other crops. Standing crops arejin good condition 
but maize and fodder bave been damaged slightly by insects and by excessive rains in a few 
districts. Reaping of maize aod fvar has commenoed in some south eastern and western 
districts with yield normal. Sowings of toria and gram and plonghing for other spring 
crops arc in progress and are normal Cattle are in good oondition and fodder and water 
for drinking and irrig.ition purposes are snffioient. Prices are generally stationary and in 
the case of wheat range between normal and warning »tw and in other esses between 
normal and scarcity rates. Price of wheat Lahore and Lyallpur 10 and Atnbala, 
Ferozepore and Bawalpindi IO 4 seers per rupee. 
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North*West Frontior Provilioo. —Bain fell in llm Mardan and Sffabi tahsils of 
(he Feahawsr diittriot and in the Marwat tahsil of the Banau district. The condition of stand¬ 
ing crops both on irrigated and unirrigatod areas is average. Sowing of autumn crops is in 
progress in Dera Ismail Khan. Cotton and chillies arc being picked in some places in 
the Peshawar district with outturn average. Spring oilseeds aro being sown in some places 
in Peshawar. The condition of cattlo is good. Fodder and water are sufiioicnl. Tho Pahar* 
pur canal is not running. The public Lealth is generally good. Prices aro high, Prices of 
wheat and gram are rising and of maize and barley are falling in Peshawar. 

Jamma. —^The rainfall daring the week was slight. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat 
sells from g to 12 and maizo fiom 11 to 19 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops 
is good. There is no cattle disease. Fodder is suffioiout. 

Kashnllf. —The rainfall during the week was insignificant. Damage to crops is 
reported in Auantnag. Cattlo disease is reported in the Badgam distriol and Baromulls. 
Water and fodder aro suffleient. Prices are normal. 

RajputaJia.— The weather is hot and generally clear. Tho rainfall during the 
week was 3 inches 17 cents in Tonk and 2 inches in Alwar. Standing crops aro thriving. 
Weeding of autumn crops and preparation of land for spring crops oonttnuo. Prospects aro 
good. Agricultural stock is generally in good condition. Water and fodder aro ample. 
Prices show a tendency to fall. ' • 

Central India.— The rainfall during the week was general in Gwalior and Malwa, 
good in the Southern Slates, partial in Indore, Bhopal and Baghelkhand, nil in Bundol* 
khand and sufficient elsewhere. Autumn crops aro being weeded and lands for spring 
crops are being prepared. Standing crops are in good condition and their probable outturn 
is good Agricultural stock is in good condition ezoept where there is cattle disease. The 
fodder supply |b sufficient. Prioei are steady. 

Central Provinces.— During the week the weather continued to be warm and 
cloudy. Nimar, Wardha, Nagpur, Chanda and Bcrar districts reived from I to 4 inches 
of rain, while light showers fell in most of the remaining districts More rain is badly 
needed in Drug and Haipur. Transplantation and wooding aAtill in progress. Prepara¬ 
tion of land for tho next spring crops lias begun in several distriots. Excessive rain has 
slightly damaged jttar and cotton in parts of the Vindhyian and Berar districts and in 
Nagpur. Otherwise the ooudition of *btanding crops is generally satisfactory and pro- 
sijccts are favourable. Fodder and water are ample everywhere and cattle are in good 
condition. There are no marked variations in prices. 

Vendatory Statet .-—Five States require more rain. Tho condition of crops is generally 
satisfactory. 

Bombay.— The rainfall during the week was generally beiiofioial, A break is 
needed in Broach, Surat and Poona. Standing crops have been ilamaged slightly by rats 
in three talukas of Karaohi and one Slate of Rewa Kanlha and by floods in throe 
talukas of Nawabshab and are thriving elsewhere- Sowing of autumn crops aud trans- 
plantatitm aro nearly over. The fodder supply is sufficient. Agricultural stock is gouerally 
sufficient. Cattle are in good condition Urinking and irrigation water is generally ade¬ 
quate. Prices of food grains ara generally steady. 

The weekly report on scarcity in Kathiawar is as follows .—Distress is decreasing in 
Qohilw»l. The publio health is good. There is no wandering or omaoiation. Gratuitous 
relief was given to 160 persons. 

Hyderabad. —The rainfall during the week was good in Mahratwaro except in two 
distriots, excessive in parts of the Dsmanabad district aud light to nil in Teliiigann. The 
highest fall was 5 inches 44 cents in Muminabad. The average fall was 1 iiioh 6.‘{ cents. 
Autumn and early rice crops are in fair to good condition and are being wooded. They 
need rain in parts of Teliugana. Lands for spring crops are being prepared and sown. 
Cattle disease prevails in twenty talukas. Prices of grain.s are high and steady. White 
juar is selling at 13 and coarse rice at 9 seers per rupee in Hyderabad city. The highest 
ptioe of ynarm distriots is 10 seors per.rupee in Kariinnagar and the lowest 26 seers per 
rupee in Mabbnbnagar. 

Mysore.— The rainfall during the week was good except in the Bangakpro and 
Tumkor districts. Prices of food grains are generally steady. Markets arc well supplied. 
Standing crops are in good ooudition. Paddy is being harvested. Cattle are healthy in 
the greater part of the State. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.— Baiufoll S inches 73 cents. Transplantation of rice has been completed 
and picking of cardamom has commenced. Prices of food grains aro normal. The public 
health is fau. Water and fodder for cattle ate suflicient. '

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Madras.—The rainfall durinir the week waa light in Tinnevelly, fair in the Viza* 
gapatam littoral, Sandur, NoUore, Madras, South Aroot, Salem, Coimbatore, IMohinopoly, 
Madura and liamnad, very heavy in Cochin, heavy in Banganapalle, Cuddajpah, MahAar, 
South Canara and Travanoore and good elsewhere. Standing orope are in fair to good 
condition except in a small part of one dietriot.

Sowings of pfiddy, 
Bugarcaoe and dry crops are proceeding normally. The cpndition of cattle is generally 
good. The water supply is iosuffioient in parts of Oanjam, Anantapur, Nellore, Souu 
Arcot, Chittoor, North Arcot, Salem, Madura, Bamnad and Tinnevelly and aufiSoient 
elsewhere. Pasture is generally suffieient. Fodder is generally available. Prices are 
steady.

FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

Foreign Sea-borne Trade dprino Atottst, 1910. 

The trade returns of British India for August, 1916, as compared with 
those of its immediate predecessor, showed decreases in total imports and exports 
and an increase in re-exports. The total imports of merohanaise were valued 
at nearly R13 ororos, the exports at nearly R18 crores, and the re-exj»rts at 
E72 lakhs. As compared with the preceding month (July, 1916), the imports 
decreased by 10'6 per cent and the exports bv 2’r> per cent, while the re-exports 
increased by 20 per cent. As compam with August, 1916, the imports showed 
an increase of 4'6 per cent, the exports of nearly 21 per cent, and the re¬ 
exports of 68 per cent.

Thc! imports in Aiigust, 1916, were moro than those in July, 1916, by 
111,19 lukhs, wliilo the imjprts in August, 1916 were loss by Bl,62 lakhs than 
tliose in July, . 1916. In August, 1916, the immrts of Pood, drink, 
and tobacco increased by Hl,66 lakhs, while in August, 1916, they were less by 
ft 21 lakhs, as compared with the preceding month. The imports of Raw 
materials in August, 1916, were more by R18 lakhs, and of Manufactured 
articles less by B60 lakhs. In August, 1916, raw materials increased by R21 
lakhs, and manufactured articles decreased by Bl,67 lakhs. 

Under exports, the figures for August, 1916, were more than those for 
July, 1916, by Bl6 lakhs, while in August, 1916, the figures wore less by 
R46 lakhs as compared with July, 1916. In August, 1916, Food, drink, and 
tobacco showed an increase of 1192 lakhs as against a decrease of fil7 lakhs 
in August, 1916, while Raw materials showed a decrease of Bl,81 lakhs as 
against an increase of R61 lakhs in Augtist, 1916.

The imports of sugar, 16 D. S. and above, decreased in 
August, 1916 to 33,196 tqns, valued atRl,10^ lakhs, from 48,218 tons, valued at 
Rl,6& lukhs, in tlic preceding month (July, 1916). Imports from Java 
decreased to 31,968 tons from 46,713 tons in July, 1916. In the five months, 
April to August, 1916, the imports of sugar,,^16 D. S. and above, amounted to 
133,418 tons, valued at R4,31 lakhs, as against 174,334 tons, valued at 86,39 
lakhs, in thc corresponding period of the previous year. Imports of liquors 
increased in August, 1910, to 606,985 gallons, valued at RbO lakhs, from 
422,173 gallons, valued at R22 lakhs in tho preceding month, mainly due to 
the increased imports of spirits.

mineral oils, other than kerosene, dooreased to 2,702,000 mllons, from 
3,764,276 g^lons in July, 1916. Imports of precious stones and poarls, unset 
amounted, in August, 1916, to nearly B19 lakhs, as against fiS lakhs in the 
preceding month. 


A DncBOAsn in the Imports op Manupactuued Articles. 

The value of the imports of Manufactured articles decreased by Bl,67 
lakhs. The imports of cotton piecegoods, including fonts, in August, 1916, 
decreased to 153 million yards, valued at B8,50 lakhs, from 199^ million 
raids, valued at B4,51 lak^, in the preceding month. Grey goods decreased 
oy 7 million jjrards, white goods by 22 million yards, and coloured, printed, or 
dyed, including fents, by 17 million yards. In the five months, April to 
August, 1916, the total imports of cotton piecegoods amounted to 912 million 
yar^, valued at Bl9§ orores, as against 992 million yards, valued at B16 
(sroroB, in the corresponding period of the previous year. Import^ of iron and 
steel decreased in August, 1916, to 21,781 tons, valued at B76 lakhs, from 27,824 
tons, valued at B92| lakhs, in the preceding month (July, 1916). Imports of 
iron or steel sheets and plates decreased in .August, 1916, to 7,617 tons, valued 
at B292 Inkhs, from 9,627 tons, valued at B87 lakhs in July, 1916, due mainly 
to the rrauced imports of tinned sheets and plates from the United States of 
America. Imports of motor cars, in August, 1916, decreased to 245 oars, valued 
at B8||^ lakhs, from 609 cars, valued at B20 lakhs, in th.e preceding month. 
Imports of matches amounted in August, 1916, to 604,050 gross boxes, valued at 
B5 laklis, as against 1,194,921 gross boxes, valued at B12J lakhs, in the pre¬ 
ceding month.

It win be observed that in August, 1916, the total trade with the Allies and 
the principal neutral countries, except with Franco, Italy, and Norway, 
decreased. Imports from the United Kingdom decreased by B92 lakhs, the 
United States of America by B51 lakhs, Japan and Holland by B6 lakhs, 
each, and Sweden by B5 lakhs. Imports from France increased by B8 lakhs, 
Bussia by 114 lakhs, and Norway by B3 lakhs. Under exports, the United 
Kingdom accounted for an increase of B69 lakhs, and Italy and Norway of 
B8 mkhs, each. The United States of America showed a decrease of n87 
lakhs, Russia of B14 lakhs, Japan of Bl,ll lakhs, Spain of B12 lakhs, and 
Franco of B7 lakhs. There were practically no oxjjorts to Belgium and Sweden, 
and no im^rts from Belgium. !^e above comparisons are with the preening 
month (July, 1916).

In the five months, April to August. 1918, the excess of exports over imports 
of private merchandise was R29,69 lakhs, as against B24,08 lakhs in the 
corresponding period of 1916, and the not im]^rt8 of treasure were B3,9S 
lakhs as against fi5,87 lakhs last year. Tho net exports (merchandise and 
treasure) were 1125,64 lakhs, as against Bl8,2l lakhs in 1915. 

The amount of Council bills and Telegraphic Transfers paid in India in 
the five months ended August, 1916, was R8,85 lakhs, of which 1199 lakhs 
were paid through the Gold Standard Reserve, B3,06i la^s through the Paper 
Currency Reserve, and B4,79} lakhs through the Treasuries. In the five 
months ended August, 1916, the amount was B4,05| lakhs, paid entirely through 
the Treasuries. As iibgards enfaced rupee paper, Blf lakhs represented the 
amount of paper cnfaced to London, and about R30 lakhs,the amount re¬ 
transferred from London in the five months April to August, 1916, while in the 
corresponding period of 1916 about B20J lakhs represented the amount of paper 
cnfaced to London and BQG^ lakhs, the amount re-transferred froln 
London. 


Movbuents or Gold and Silveb (Pbivatb and Govbbnhent). 

In the month of August, 1916, the imports of gold were valued at about 
B63 lakhs and the exports at B2,04i,000 as against nearly Bl,70 lakhs and 
Rl,14i,000, respectively, in July, 1916. Of the imports, gold bullion was 
valued at B50^ lakhs, as against Bl,66 lakhs in the preceding month. Bullion 
worth nearly BL lakh was imported from the United j&ingdom in August, 1916, 
as against Bulakhs in July, 1916, B3^ lakhs from Hongkong as against B6 
lakhs, over B27|' lakhs from the TJuited States of Amorica as against B9 lakhs, 
and B19^ lakhs from China as against B25| lakhs. There was no import of 
gold bullion from Natal as against B1,19J lakhs in July, 1916. Sovereigns upd 
other British gold coin were valued at more than B9f lakhs, as against B8 
lakhs in the preceding month. As regards exports, gold bullion worth 
B7,700 and sovereigns worth Bl,96,500 were exported in the month of report, 
as against H9,000 and Rl,06,000, respectively, in July, 1916. 

Imports of silver were valued at B2,73^ lakhs, of which fi2,63| 
lakhs wore on account of Government, as against Bl,06 laklu on private and 
Government account in July, 1916. Bullion worth Bl,31f lakhs was 
imported, as against B34f lakhs in the preceding month. Exports of silver 
wore valued at B41f lakhs, of which B16 lakhs were on account of Gervemment, 
as against BOO lakhs, both on private and Government account, in the preced¬ 
ing month.

Under imports, the declared xmit value of sugar rose by 8 per cent, of 
cotton twist and yam by 61 per cent, and of cotton pieoegood8,^grey, and white 
by 29 per cent and 24 per cent, respectively and coloured by 63 per cent. Under 
exports, indigo showed an increase of 48 per cent, jute, gunny cloth of 11 per 
cent, coffee of 12 per cent, raw cotton and raw jute of 39 per cent each, and 
manganese ore of 16 per cent, while wheat showed a decrease of 6 per cent, tea 
of 10 per cent and nbe not in the husk of 6 per cent. Ooal showed a (dight 
decrease in the declared value per unit.

The customs duty figures are an index to the volume of the import 
trade alone, as under exports jute, rice, and tea only are now subject to duty. 
In the five months ended August, 1916, the import duties increased to H3,96J 
lakhs from nearly H2,93i lakhs in the five months ended August 1915, and 
the export duty on rice rose to over B32 lakhs from about &30 lakhs. The now 
export duty levied on raw jute amounted to ftl0,81,000, on jute manufactures 
to R14,16,000 amd on tea to fil3,26,000 in the five months, April to August, 
1916.* The total customs revenue, excluding salt but including excise duty on 
cottcA goods and land customs, amounted to B4,89:^ lakhs in the five months 
ended August, 1916, as against B8,42i lakhs in the corresponding period of last 
year.

In the month of August 1916, there wore 212 arrirals * and 848 sailings + 
M'ith cargoes in and from ludia. regards tonnage, if a comparison be u^e 
with August 1918, the corresponding pre-war month, it will be seen .that 
there is a decrease in the tonnage of vessels cleared with cargoes of 176,189 
tons or 26 per cent. The clearances from Bengal in August 1916 showed a 
decrease of 9 per cent as compared with August 1913, Bombay of 18 pet 
cent, Sind of 64 per cent, Madras of 27 per cent, and Burma of 28 per cent. 
The decrease in the entric (with cargoes) amounted to 182,168 tons or 35 per 
cent. 

The shipping clearances with cargoes in foreign trade from the ports of 
British India in the five months, Apnl to August 1916, as compared with the

TRADE FLUCTUATIONS m sblisctkd articuw in Jui-tt 1916. 

The object of the tables below is to show the quantities of the principal 
staples of agricultural produce imported from the various provinces, etc., and 
from foreign countries into the ports of Calcutta, Bombay, Karachi, and the 
Madras ports during the month of July 1916, and for the four months April to 
July 1916, as compared with the corresponding periods of 1916. The statistics 
include foreign sea-borne and coasting trade as well as inland (rail and river- 
borne) trade. They have been furnished by Collectors of Customs, Steamer 
Companies, Railway Audit Officers, the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, 
etc.

1916, as against the corresponding month of 1916 show (in round numbers)

(139,70(1 bales as against 285,600 bales last ;^e^) in the imports of Jute into 
Calcutta is accounted for by smaller exports mainly from Bengal. 

It will be seen frdm Table IV (wheat, excluding wheat flour) that the 
principal sources of the imports in July 1915 were the Punjab, the United 
Provinces, and Sind and British Baluchistan. During the corresponding 
month of 1916, the Punjab sent by far the largest quantity, namely, 76 per 
cent of the total. Table XI shows the ekporta out of India of wheat (includ¬ 
ing wheat flour) mouth by month during the last five years.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


1. This IB a pure contioUdatin!; Bill. The Inland Steam-VosseTs Act, ISSJ. (VI oE ISS-l.), 
hae been amended by no less than seven Acts, and three of those amending AcU have again bei;n 
amended by other Acts. The object of the present Bill is to colleot the provisions relating to 
inland steam-vessels which are scattered about in several Acts, and to incorporate Ibem in one Act 
without making any change of substance in the law as it now stands. Tlic result will bo that 
the law will be more easily ascertainable, that one Act will take tlie place of four on the 
Statute-book, and that provisions ndating to inland steaoi-vcssels now to be found in six other 
Acts will bo omitted therefrom. 

2. The fact that the General Clauses Act, 1807 (X of 1897), will apply to the Bill when 
fiassed has rendorod it an nocessary to retain some provisions of the Aot of 18S4>. The oppor¬ 
tunity has been taken to incorporate alterations of a formal character with a view to improve 
the language, as well as the arrangement of the sections of the existing Act. The repo.aling 
and saving clause is placed at the end. 

3. The more important nf the alterations made arc expluiacHl in (hu uu Clauses and 

in the appended Table showing tlig disposal of sections of the Act nf 1884 as amended up to 
date.

This has accordingly herm 
made clear by inserting the word “ material 

Clause 91 Proviso—reproduces section 25, hut the reference to the cxaraioaiion report 
has been expanded so as to cover a defective report. The reference to testimonials and character 
has been omitted, as they presumably form part of the qualifications with which the examina¬ 
tion deals [see olaose 89 {») (&)].

Clause 48 .—In view of the pioviaions of section 36 (P) of the Act [see clause 37 (3) of 
the Bill], it would seem to be intended that the written opinions of assessors should be 
forwarded by the Court to the Local Government, together with the other proceedings relat¬ 
ing to an investigation, and this has been expressly provided for by the olausc. 

C/.inse 7'3.—-Doubts have been expressed as to whether the provisions of the Act can 
legalh be applied to vessels propelled by meohanioal power (other than steam-vessels) except 
under a notification issued under section 68 -A. It is proposed to make it quite dear that the 
provisions of the Bill shall apply to such vessels, as well as to steam-vessels, but that the 
Governor General in Council will, in the oaso of the former, have the power merely to modify 
those provisions for the purposes of adaptation. 

Clause 74 (1) takes the place of the provisions of section 69 regarding previous 
publication ” {of. s. 23, Genwal Clauses Aot, 1897]. The clause does not, however, reproduce 
the provisions of section 69 (;9) under which the “ previous publication ’’ is to be made in such 
manner as may be notified by the Governor General in Council. It is considered that this, 
being a minor matter of procure, may well bn left to the Local Government which would 
have power under section 23 of the General Clauses Aot to prescribe the manner in which 
rules made by itself are to be " previously*' published. 

Clause 74 (8) —It is considered desirable that rules made by the .Local Government after 
previou.s publication should be published in the local oSSoial gazette, and should have the force 
of law. It has been usual to insert a similar provision in nearly all Acts passed in recent years 
by the Indian Legislature. Moreover, publication in the local official razette was required by 
section 69 (0) in &e cose of all rules before that section was amended by Act XV of 1915, 
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Table thovoing disposal of the sections of Act VI of 1884, as atnended up to

Bill as recast by us 
annexed thereto. 


8. In obedience to the instructions contained in the order of referonoc, we have so amended 
the Bill as to coniine its operation to Hindus, save that, in the exercise of the discretion vested' 
in us, wo have inserted au enabling clause permitting the Governor General in Counoil to 
extend its provisions to the Khoja community in the whole or any part of India where he is 
satisfied that the community in question desires the extension. Having, regard to the 
existenoe of the Hindu Transfers and Bequest Act, 1914 (Mad. Act 1 of 1914), we have 
limited the extent elanse of the Bill so as to exclude the Province of Madras from its 
operation, but we have inserted a power allowing the Governor General in Council to extend 
the Act to that province should this course at any time be considered neaeseary or desirable. 

S. The most imjtortant olaoee in the Bill was dause 3, and this dauta, now dause 2, we have - 
re.cast so as to provide that no disposition of property by a Hindu, whether by a tranner inter 
vivos or by will, shall be invalid by reason only that any person for whose benefit it may have 
been made was not in existenoe at the date of such dispoeition. 'We oonaider that the dauae as- 
drawn in this form avoids many of the diffionlties which would arise if we Lad retained the 
positive form in which it appeared in the Bill as referred to us. 

4. Clauses 4 and 6 of the Bill, as referred to us, endeavour to combine the provieions of the 
relevant sections of the Indian Succession Act, 1805, and the Transfer of Propwty Aot, 1882. 
The language of the two Acts differs in slight respects, and we think it in every way desirable not 
to attempt to eoinbine their provisions in a composite clause, and we have preferred in-section S 
of the Bill, as revised by us, to incorporate the eeotions of the Act* in question by reference. 
We are well aware that referential legislation of this kind is open to objeotion, bnt, in the 
circumstances, we feel tkat the practical advantagea of reference to a well-known Code, and the 
incorporation of all the decisions under these provieions outweigh any such objeotion. In this 
connection, we have thought it well to include tbo provisions of section 20 of the Transfer of 
Property Act, 1S82, as the wording of the Transfer of Property Act, differing in that respect 
from the Indian Succession Act, does not without this eeotion, make it clear that the prepay 
is vested. 

5. The only other change of substance is the omiesion of clanBe 6 of the Bill as referred to 
us. A perusal of the opinions recorded on the Bill leads us to the oondusion that there is no 
clear manifestation of opinion in favour of the retention of the Englieh- rule laid down by the 
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olaoBe in quettion, and yre think, in the abeeuw of any cooeensas of opinion in flavour of the rule* 
that the clause should be omitted. The remaining alterations are mere alterations of form con¬ 
sequent upon the manner in which the Bill has been re-cast. 

6. The Hon’ble Mr. Sarma was good enough to attend the Committee as a witness and’ 
we are much indebted to him tor hie assistance.

Calcutta, including expenses of labour, transport pressing, after verifica¬ 
tion of co.st by Government auditors. In addition, Eallis will receive flat rate 
commission for general establi.shment expenses, calculated on establishment 
expenses for several years. Except fot saving on establishment expenses no 
provision made for profit or commission. All intermediate profits are exclud¬ 
ed .and Government cliarpHl net cost. Eallis further agree to forego all private 
dealings in jute for Dundee during currency of agreement. Arrangements do 
not preclude War Office from buying other dealer’s miU’ks either tlirough Eallis 
or direct, if market conditions warrant it.’ 

‘ Arrangement has been made for the duration of the war. It is impossible 
to state quantities of jute involved, which will vary with War Office require¬ 
ments §nd amount purchased from other firms, but it may be mentioned that 
War Office have been taking approximately one-third of output of Dundee. ’

GOVERNMENT OP INDIA. 

DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE AND AGRICULTURE. 

Rainfall anmmary for the heven days ending at 8 hrs- on Thare- 
dayi the Elet September 1916. based on the Indian Daily 
Weather Reports of the period. 

1. The aetivity of the monsoon was maintained and rain fell during; the week in all parts 
of the country, being considerably in oxoess of the average in roost divisions. A storm formed 
in the north of the Bay on the 19th and at the close of the week was approaching the Bengal 
coast near Saugor Island. 

2. iliirsia.--Nearly general rainfall occurred in Lower Burma throughubt the week and 

in Upper Burma on the 15th and 29th. ^

Season and Crop Prospects for the ‘ week ending Saturday, 

16th September 1916. 

Burma. —During i^hc week good raia was general in Lower Burma, Akjrah and Taroy 
rcporl.ing falls exeecding 10 inches. lu the dry zone the fall was moderate and good rain 
was received elsewhere. I'ransplantation of wmter rice is nearing completion in Lower 
Burma and in irrigated tracts of Upper Burma. TIarvesting of early sesamum has been 
practically completed. The condition of standing crops is generally satisfactory. Cattle 
are healthy. The price of unhusked rioe at Rangoon has fallen to Rs. 12-1 per hundred 
baskets but is still above normal. The market for white riou is steady. 

Assam.—Tbe weather is seasonable and favourable to standing crops. Moderate rain 
has fallen in all districts and facilitated agricultural operations. Harvesting of autuom 
rioe oontiones with outturn fair. Transplantation of winter rice, cutting and steeping of 
jute and manufaoture of tea are in progress. Some damage by insect pests to winter rioe 
is reported from Sibsagnr. Prospets of tea, cotton, winter rioe and sugaroano aro generally 
fair. The price of common rioe is practioally stationary. Cattle disease is reported from 
nine districts. 

Beiieral.«»The rainfall during the week has been gooorally moderate throughout the Pro¬ 
vince except in parts of the Rajshahi division where the fall has been slightly excessive. Trans- 
plautation of winter rice is still going on in places and weeding is prooceding briskly. 
Harvesting,of autumn rico has been nearly finished in^ the eastern and northern districts 
and is still going on in some places in the western districts. Cutting, steeping and washing 
of jute are going on briskly throughout the Province. Cattle disease is reported to be 
prevalent in four districts. Fodder is reported to be scarce in parts of Jessoro. The average 
price of common rice for the Province is almost stationary wiUi a slight tendency to rise 
as oompared with that of the previous week. 

The weeUi) report on famine in Bankura is as follows :«-.Di6treBS in affected 
areas continues unchanged. Prospects of standing crops ate good. Harvesting of early 
rice, til and maize continues. Relief measures are adequate. The condition of the people 
on relief works is gcnorally good. Adranees are being made to weavers. Cloths arc 
being distributed to indigent persons. Private charitable institulionB are giving relief. 
Prices have fallen slightly. The price of rice is 8} seers per rupee. The number of pei-- 
sons on relief works was 16,033 and in receipt of gratuitous relief 20,332, total 36,365. The 
gradual rise in the number on works is duo to tbo deoreasing demand for labour owing to the 
completion of transplantation operations. The number of persons relieved on private works 
was 1,830. 

Bihar and Orissa.— During the week light to moderate rain was gonotal over the 
Provinoe. Harvesting of autumn crops continues. Tvausplanlation of paddy has been 
nearly finished. Standing crops aro doing well except in parts^^f Muzafiarpur, Darbhaiwa, 
Monghyr and Bhagalpur where some damage has been done by the recent floods. The 
average price of common rico has fallen as compared with that of the preceding week. The 
supply of fodder and water is generally sufficient. Cattle disease is reported from twelve 
districts. The attendiiuee of persons on test works in Mauhhum and Siughbhum was 621 
and 7,058, respectively. Gratuitous relief wa.<^ given to 1,326 persons in Singhbhum. The 
condition of standing crops in the Feudatory States of Orissa is good. 

United Provinces.— Heavy ntiu fell during the week in the Himalayan, western 
submontane and the upjier Doab districts, while elsewhere the falls were light to moderate. 
Standing cnqis have been damaged slightly by heavy rain, high winds and floods in parts 
of tbo upper Dnab districts but pros|)ects generally remain good. Harvesting of autumn 
crops and of early rice and ploughing of fields for winter crops are going on. Manufacture 
of indigo continues and picking of cotton has commenced. Sugarcane is reported to be in 
good condition. Fodder is amplo. Cattle disease is increasing in a few districts but, on the 
whole, the condition of agricultural stock is good. I’rices are practically stationary. 

Punjab. —The rainfall was fairly heavy in the southeast and io parts of the aubmon- 
taue districts. Elsewhere it was light. The rain proved beneficial to standing crops and 
to the ploughings and sowings of spring crops. Standing crops are in good condition but 
juar and maize have been damaged slightly by inscots in parts of a few districts. Reaping 
of yaar, and maize continues in the south castaud in a. few western districts. The 
yield is expected to be normal. Sowings of gram and oilseeds and ploughings for other 
crops arc in progress and are iiormsd. Cattle arc in good condition and fodder and water 
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are sufficient. Prices are steady with a slight tendency to fall. In the case of wheat they 
range between normal and wamiog rates and in other case.s between normal and scarcity 
latc.s. Price of wheat:—Lahore 10 and Ainbala, Ferozepore, Lyallpur and Rawalpindi 
10.1 seers per mpee. 

Nortli-West Vrontder Province. —During the week rain fell throughout the 
Prorince. The weather is moderate at Peshawar and hot nnd olenr in Bannu. The condi¬ 
tion of standing crops is average in Fesha’war. Spring oilseeds and vogctables are being sown 
in some places and cotton and chillies picked with outturn average. Harvesting of the cotton 
cro]> is in prbgress in Bannu with ontturn average. Sowing of autumn crops is in progress 
in Dora Isriiiiil Khan. The condition of oattle is good Fodder and water are snffioiont. 
The Pahnrpnr canal is not running. The public health is generally good. Prices are high 
hut stationary. 

Jantinn. —Slight min fell during the week. Price.s arc fluctuating. Wheat sells frem 
9 to 12 ar»l maize from 11 to 19 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is good. 
There is no cattle disease. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashinir.— The rainfall during the week was guod in Muzuffarabad and insignificant 
elsewhere. The Badgam tehsil has been declared free from cattle dist'aso. Standing cru|is 
have been damaged in some places. Water and fodder are sufficient. Prices are nArraal 

Rajputana.'— The weather is seasouahle. The rainfall during the week was general 
except in Tonk. The maximum fall was .'i inches 2 cents in Marwar. The average fall was 
ab( ut 2 inches. Standing crops are fl'iurisbing. Weeding of autu nu nrops and preparation 
of land f'T spring continue. Prospects are hopeful. Agricultural stock is generally 
in good condition. Water and fodder are ample. Prices are falling. 

Central India— The rainfall during the week was goneial in Indoru, Bhopal, 
Malwa and the .Southern States, partial in Gwalior, insiiffioient in Baghelkhand 
and sufficient elsewhere, .tutnmn crops are being weeded and harvested Land fur spring 
crops is being prepared. The condition of standing crops and their probable nutlurii an* 
fair in Indore and Bhopal and good elsewhere. AgricuUnrnl stock is in gtiod oondition 
except wlicie there is cattle disea'-e. The fodder supply is snffiaient. Prices are flui^nuting 
slightly in Indore and arc steady elsewhere. • 

Central Provinces.— 1 he weather has been cloudy and warm. Light to moderate 
rain ranging from 21) cents in Nimar to 4^ inches in Mandla was received all over the 
Provinces. Weeding and preparation of land for spring crops continues. Excessive rain 
has stunted the growth otjnar and cotton iti parte of Berar and Wardhu where a prolonged 
break is needed. Froepccts in Cbattisgarli have improved but more rain is still needed. 
Otherwise the condition of standing crops is generally satisfactory. Fodder and water arc 
sufficient. Prices remain fairly steady. 

fendulot]/ Light to moderate rain fell in nine States but more rain ia required 

in three States. Standing crops are in good condition except in Kankar where they have 
suffered slightly owing to insufficient rainfadl. 

Bombay.— The rainfall during the week was exceasivs in parts of Karachi, Hyderabad, 
Thar and Farkar, Kaira, Soiat, the Konkan and the Deooan where a break is needed. 
Standing crops are thriving exoept for slight damage by rats in four talukas of Karachi, by 
insects in two talukas of West Khandoth and by excessive rain in Karachi, Kaira, Sholapur, 
three talukas of Hyderabad and West {.handuh, six talukas of Thor and Parkar and two 
talukas of Surat. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural stock is generally suflicisut. 
Cattle are in good oondition. Drinking water is ^equate. Water for irrigation is defi¬ 
cient in parts of Nawabshah, the Panch Mahals and Kaira. Prices of food grains have fallen 
slightly in Gujarat and are generally steady elsewhere. 

7he weekly report on icarcity i* Kathiawar is ae follows :—Distress is very slight in 
Gohitwad. The public health is good. There ia &o wandering or eraaoiatiou. Gratuitous 
relief was given to 232 persons. 

Hyderabad. —The rainfall during the week was heavy and excessive. The highest 
fall was 8 inches 58 cents in Tnljapur. The average fall was 3 inches 58 cents. Autumn 
crops arc generally iu £air to good condition and are being weeded. The early rice crop 
is in fair to good condition and needs rain in parts of the Karimnagar district. Lands for 
spring crops sre being prepared and sown. Cattle disease prevails in twenty^thrac talukas. 
V'kriations in prices of fcod grains are insignificant. Coarse rice is selling at 9 and white 
jvar at 14 seers per rupee in Hyderabad city. The highest price jaar lu distriots is 10 
seers per rupee in Warangal and Karimnagar and the lowest 2.0 seers per ru[>ee i%Bir, 
Raiohur and Mahbubnagar. 

M ys ore.— The rainfall during the week was good throughout the Btate. Prioes of 
’food grains are steady. Markets sre well supplied. Standing crops arc in good condition. 
Paddy and sugarcane are being harvested. Prospects of the season are good. Cattle are 
healthy in the greater port of the State. Water and fodder are available. 
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Coorg'. —Bainfa’il 4 incheH 73 cents. Agricultaral prospects are good. Picking of 
cardamom continues. Prices of food grains are rising, Tbe public health is fair. Water 
and fodder for cattle are sulScient. 

Madras. —The rainfall during the week was light in Tinnevelly, Mr in Madras, very- 
heavy in South Canara, h^avy in Godavari, Koruool, North Aroot, ^lalabBr and Cochin and 
good elsewhere. Standing crops are in fair to good condition except in a suaall part of one 
district Harvesting of paddy, sugarcane and dry crops is proceeding normally with out¬ 
turn fair to normal generally. Sowings of paddy, sugarcane, and dry crops an proceeding 
normally. The condition of cattle is gonerally good. The water supply is insufficient in

Rumnad and Tinnevelly and suffioient ebewhere. Pasture is generally sufficient. Fodder 
is generally available. Prices are steady.

RESOLUTION. 


The Goveramont of I iidia have had under oonsideration for some time 
past the question of the general revision of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898 (V of 1898). An Amending Bill was introduced in the Imperial Legisla¬ 
tive Council on the 2l8t Maroh 1914, and was theruafter referred to local Gov¬ 
ernments and Administrations. Their opinions have been received and partial¬ 
ly examined, but further progress with the Rill in the Legislative Council has 
been suspended until the conclusion of the war. Meanwhile the Governor 
General in Council has decided to remit the Bill and the various opinions 
received in oonneotion with it to a small Committee, on which the legal pro¬ 
fessions will be strongly represented. It is anticipated that the recommenda¬ 
tions of a Committee so constituted will command general confidence, and 
facilitate the discussion of the Bill when it next comes before the Imperial 
Legislative Cdiinoil.

RULES. 

Sbotiosi 2— Definitions. 

1. These rules and orders may be cited as the Delhi Factory Buies, IOI 6 . 

2. In these rules— 

(а) Words and expressions which arc defined in the Indian Factories Act, lOll, have 

the same moaning as in the said Act. 

( б ) " The Act ’’ means the said Act. 

(e) “Inspector" means the Inspector appointed under Section 4, sub-section (1) of’ 

the Act. 

(d) The ” Abstract “ means the prescribed Abstract of the Act and of these rules to bo 
hereafter to be published. 

(s) '‘General Register" is a printed Register in Form C in which certain partioulars ’ 

prescribed by these rules must be entered, 

(/) A " year " for the purpose of administering Section 3 (e) of the Act means twelve 
calendar months. 

(p) A “day" means the period of 24 hours from midnight to midnight. 

(4) A “belt hanger " is a perch or guard fixed near the side and upper edge of a pulley 
on which the belt can rest when removed from its pulley. 

(t) “Tnmsmission machinery " includes every shaft, wheel drum or pulley (including 

any system of fast and loosa pulleys) coupling, clutch, strap, band belt ehain 
rope er other device incidental to the transmission of motion between any prime 
mover and any machine or appliance or by means of which the machine or 
appliance receives its motion. 

(f) “ Witiiin reach " means within a distance of 6 feet in any direction from any spot 

on whioh anv person employed may have to stand or pass at any time either in 
the eonrse of his work or inoidentally thmeto. * 

SECTION 2 (3) AND 3 ( 2 ) AND SECTION 87 (1). 

RsanniR of Faciokus. 

3. The Inspector shall keep a,fiogister of factories in Form A attached to these rules, and 
•hall fnmish a copy tiiereof to the District Magistrate and to all the Cttt^ying Surgtom on 
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the 1st Febraarj of each year. Ha shall also intimata to the Piatriot Magistrate at the tuna 
they are mode all changes in the regi^r which are made in aocordanoe with the following 
rule. 

Directiont for eompUUg tko jRegitler of Faetoriet. 

4, (a) When the Inspector receives notice under Section 3.3 of the Act of a factory being 
occupied, and that the exemptions under Section S (1) are not applicable thereto, he shall, 
if he has not already done so, include such factory in hu register. 

. (i) When the Inspector has reason to believe that any premises, situated within the 

limits of the Delhi Province and not already registered as a factory, ought to be included in 
the Register, he shall send to the occupier of the premises a notice intimating his intention of 
placing such premises on his register or factories., 

(e) Any person served with a notice nnder clause (i) above may, within 16 days of the 
receipt of such notice forward to the Inspector a statement setting forth his objections to the 
registration of his premises as a factory. The Inspector shall consider and dispose of such 
objections, after making such enquiry os he may deem necessary, and shall make up 
his register of factories accordingly and shall communicate his decision to the person 
concerned. 

[d) When any premises cease to be occupied as a factory, the occupier ma^ give notice 
of the fact to the Inspector who shall, if satisfied that the Act is no longer applicable to such 
promises, remoro them from his register of factories. Tiie Inspector may without such notice 
of his own motion, at any time remove any factory from his register if satisfied that it is no 
longer used as such. 

{«) Seasonal factories shall not be removed from the register if there is probability of 
their starting work again within a reasonable time. If the uooupier at the time of sending in 
tho notice under Section 33 (1) at the commencement of the season forwards a statement 
objecting to his factory remaining on tho register and giving his reasons for its exclusioti from 
the operation of the Act, then the Inspector shall take action as described in Sub'section (d) 
and make up his register accordingly. 

(/) The registration of a factory in accordance with tho above rules shall be primd 
facie evidence of the factory being under the operation of the Act, 

SECTIONS 4 (5), 5, AND 37 (2) (a). 

Inspection. 

6 . The Inspector appointed under Section 4 (1) of the Act shall bo primarily responsible for 
the administration of the Act within the Delhi I’rovinoe. He shall inspect every faotory other 
than a seasonal factory, within that area at least twioe yearly, and every seasonal factory 
within that area at least duoe during each season of work. He shall also make such farther 
inspections os may appear to be necessary to him, or to the authority to whom be is subordinate 
in order that he may satisfy himself that the provisions of the Act and of these rules ore 
duly observed. 

SECTION 5 AND SECTION 37 (2) (3). 

6 . (a) In addition to and without prejudice to any other powers or duties which the 
Inspector may exercise under the Act or rules, he shall at- each inspeotion of a &etoiy satisfy 
himself that t he provisions made in the Act and Rules to secure the health and safety of the 
operatives are observed that tho children employed in the factory have been duly certified 
and the register of children properly maintained: that the hours of employment of women 
and children and of persons working in shifts are properly recorded } that the periodical 
slopfiages of work and the holidays provided by the Act are granted and that the limits of 
hours of work laid down therein are not exceeded: and that the Abstraots and notices prescribed 
by Section 36 of the Act are duly affixed and that tho registem and muster rolls requited by 
these rules are properly maintained. He shall further enquire into the cause of all accidents 
which have taken place since the last inspection. Finally he shall note how far the defects 
pointed out at ]:revioaB inspections have been removed and how far orders previously issued 
have bhW complied with. A note of alt defects and illegalities shall then be made and orders 
explained verbally on the spot where necessary. A list of the defects and illegalities discovered 
together with orders for their remedy or removal shall be subsequently sent to the oconpier or 
manager in the Form J. attoeied to these Rules and a copy of &e said list shall be sent to 
the District Magistrate ooiicemed. 

Provito. When the inephetion is made by the District Magistrate or the Additional 
Inspector, he'hhall send a copy of ordere and remarits to the Inspector ^pointed hadev section 
4, Sub-section (J) of the Act 

(6) The Inspector shall keep a diary of his inspection notes in Form'Q, in which shall 
be recorded all orders given to the manager as a rei^ of his inspeotion. 

(c) If the Inspector during the coarse of his duties deems it necessary to take a ehpy of 
any register, master roll or notice kept m accordance with the Act or Rnlei^ iui shall be 
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empowered to remore it {rom the feotorj for the purpose of mehuig on otteeted eopj giring 
a receipt for it, if eeh^ for. He ehi^l return it to the manager by registered p^ within 
5 day* or earlier if poieihle. 

(d) On receipt of notice nnder eeetion 84 that a fatal or eerions accident has occurred 
in any regieterad factory, be shall proceed to make an inveetigation eitiber in co-operation ^th 
any official deputed by the Dietriot Magiatrate or the police authorities or with both in order 
to determine, ae soon as possible, the cause of and responsibility for the accident, and if it 
should be foOni^hat the death or serious injury resulted from the occupier or manager of 
the factory havmg neglected to observe tany provision of this Act or rules or order made 
thereunder, the Inspector if he oonnder that a prosecution should be instituted under the 
Act, give the previous sanction in writing, reqnirM b^ section 48 and forward the same to 
the Distriot Magistrate with a request that a prosecution may be instituted, or it ho considers 
thsit action is necessarv nnder section 287, Indian Penal Code, record bis opinion and send 
it to the Distriot Magistrate for snob action as he may think fit. 

At the same time be shall record his opinion whether if in the event of the accused 
being ooDvicted and fined, any portion of the fine rooovered, should be given to tho person 
injured or his defendants by the Court in the manner contemplated by section 645 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code. 

(e) In the case of factories sitnatod in places coming under the Municipal Aot, 191], if 
it appear that there has been a disregard of tho provisions under the Municipal Act* and 
rules relating to sanitary arrangements, removal of objectionable rubbish, the cleaning and 
fencing of water tanks or the like matters, the Inspector shall instead of and without 
projnffioe to any action which he is empowered to take under these rules, draw the atlenti( n 
of tha Health officer of the Municipality to the breach of the sanitary regulations in question _ 

SECTIONS 7 AND 8 and SECTION 37 (c). 

DuHa of a Certifying Svrgeon and qfpenon aulhorited to exereite hit funeiiont. 

7, (a) The certificate granted nnder the conditions of Sections 7 and 8 of the Act shall 
bo in the prescribed printed For» B attached to these rules. It shall bo prepared by filling 
up and signing the particulars in the foil and the counterfoil after taking tW* left thumb 
impression of the person examined. Tho certificate granted by m person authorised under 
section 8 shall be stamped ‘ Provisional ’ in red ink and in no case shall any foe be charged 
for examination or certification.

19. (a) The line shaft or second motion in cotton ginning factories shall be completely 
enclosed by a continuous wall or nnclimbable fencing with only so many openings as are 
necessary for aocess to the shaft for removing cotton seed, cleaning and oiling, and such open¬ 
ings shall be kept closed and locked. 

(b) The toothed rollers of the opener shall be guarded by securely fixing across the 
machine not more than H inches above the delivery lattice, a stout wooden plank or strong 
metal guard nol less than IP inches in width so arranged that under no oireumstanoee can a 
man’s band get into the rollem. 

(c) The aide pulleys and belting of all openers shall bo securely fenced off. 

The spur gearing at the side of the openers shall be completely covered by a strong 
metal guard. 

(c) The crank shaft pulleys and roller pulleys of all gins shall be securely guai'ded by 
strong box guards and hinged top covers.

(s) Every person en^a(|ed in oiling or adjusting belts or in any work whatsoever within 
reach of unfenced transmission maohinery shall be allowed to wear only close fitting clothing. 

(y) Safe and convenient acoeps shall be provided to all bearings. 

(A) All* water gauge glasses ofbdlets whose nqaximum pressure exceeds 100 lbs. per 
square inch shall be securely guarded. 

(!) No additional weights shall be placed on the safety valve of any boiler unless written 
authority has been received from the BoUer Inspector to do so. 

(m) All kiers, diuesteis or steam jacketed pibis or other vessels worked under pteesure 
shall be fitted with smety valves and presspie gauges. ,

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SECTION 81—SECTION. 87 (1). 

Sett interval after 5 hturt. 

21. In order to enable the Invpectw to ^ that tbo rMt interval i* given after 6 hoora' 
work, the workinK hours and the rest intervals given thereafter for men, women and children 
shall be entered daily in the General Register of the factory in the Form prescribed and if the 
factory is found working during the time stated in the Kegister as a rest interval, it shall be 
jiriuA facie evidence that Section 21 of the Act has been disregarded. 

SECTIONS 22 AND .38-SECTION 37 (1). 

Holidays, 

22. (a) In order to enable the Inspector to see that Section 22 of the Act providing for 
a weekly holiday is observed, a list of the dates whether Sund^s or week days on which the 
{aotory is closed, must be enter^ in the General Register in the Form prescribed. 

{b) The list of holidays shall also be affixed at the factory entrance in both English and 
the Vernacular in accordance with Section 82(i) of the Act. If a factory is found to be work¬ 
ing on any day stated in the General Register or the notice to the Inspector to be a holiday, 
it shall be primd facie evidence of the disregard of Section 22 of the Act. * 

(e) Before the end of each calendar month a return shall be sent to the Inspector of 
Factories, Punjab, in ¥orm H (copies of which may be obtained, from the Inspector) giving 
notice of all the days on which the factory will be closed during the succeeding month and 
this return shall be submitted whether the factory is or is not work^g daring the calendar 
month preceding the one to which the return relates, and if any change of date is subsequently 
made, notice must be given to the Inspector accordingly. 


SECTIONS 23, 32 AND SECTION 85-SECTIONS 37 (1) AND 37(2) (1). 

, Employment of children, * 

23. (a) In every factory a muster roll or attendance register shall be kept up either in 
English or Urdu in which shall be recorded each day, the names of all children 'employed ' in 
the factory, It shall clearly show the hours of work of each child or each shift of children 
and opposite the name of each child sliall he recorded the number of this certificate of age and 
fitness. This register must be entered up at the commencement of each working period and 
shall always be kept available during hours for immediate inspection. 

{h) In every factory where children are emploved, there shall be kept a register of 
children in Form £ attached to these rules and in it shall be correctly entered the prescribed 
particulars for every child employed in the factory. 

(c) Every child when at work in a factory shall carry on his person either the certificate^ 
of the token referred to in Section 23(a) of the Act and where a child when at work wears a 
token instead of certificate, the token shall have the number of the child in the Register of 
children (Form E) stamped npon it.

24. In every factory a mnster roll shall be kept which shall show the time of beginning 
and ending of each period of employment daring the day, for men and women. (The children's 
mnster roll kept in acoocdance with Rule 23 (a] may bo combined with the one kept under this 
Rule but the particulars must be kept separate). 

25. If any person is found at work at any other times than those stated in the muster 
rolls for either men, women and children, then such employment shall be primd/atii o.idanea 
that the Section regulating the hourslof employment relating to the particular case has been 
disregarded.

(c) If the notice is sent by special messenger, it shall be in Form D attaohed to these 
rules, and if it is sent by telegraph or telephone, it shall be confirmed by a written report in 
that Form.

REMOVE DOUBTS AS TO THE VAt.IDlTI OP CERTAIN ORDERS IN COUNCIL MADE FOR INDIA. 


[SSrd Augnat, 1916.] 


B e it enacted by the King's most Excellent Mijestv. by and with the advice and con¬ 
sent of the Lords Sinritnal and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia¬ 
ment assembled, and by tho authority of the same, as fdlbws : — 


1.—.^l) In section sixty-thro" of the Government of India Act, 1915 (in this Act referred 

to as " the principal Act shall be insirted tjie 
Rlectious and numlnationis f< i le^jislstivo conn- following' sub-section* 
cila. 



(4) In sections seventy-four and seventv-six of the principal Act con't>gpinding sub¬ 
sections shall he inserted, and shall be nuuibeied (1a) anl (tn) in section seventy-four and 
(Iia) and (8b) in section seventy-six. 

(3) This section shall apply to and shall validate rules and nominations made as well before 
as after the commencement of this Act. 

a —(1) In section seventy-one of the principal Aet shall be inserted the following

orders in respect of oourts or administrativ* authorities noting for any territory, shall not be

(2) The Banks of England and Ireland rcsp|ptively, with the cunonrrence of the Secretary 
of State in Council, shall provide by regulations for a separate stock register being kept 
for India stuck which is for tbe time being transferable by deed, fur the ounditioiis upon 
whieh slpok is to be entered in or removed from that register, for ihe mode in which tho 
transfer by deed is to be carried out, and for the payment of any fees in respect of the 
entry or removal of stock to or from the register aitd the carrying out of any transfer of stock 
by deed. 

(3) The provisions of all enactments relating to India lt^\ ’hioU arc in force at the 
commencement of this Act shall apply to stock transforabloby d<M"Y' i ^ ow of this sootiun 
as they apply to stock transferable in the books of the BaftswTr~ri..^'iaud or Ireland, or 
of tho* Secretary of State in Council, except so far os exprers pntvision is made to the uonirary 
by this section or by the regulations' made thereunder. 

(4) No stump duty shall be payable in respeot of any deed of transfer of India stnok or 
any dividend warrant or register certificate relating to India stock. 

(u) In this section the expression “ India stock’’ means any stuuk created and issued, 
whether before or after the coinraoncemant of this Aet, by the Secretary of Slate in Council 
under the authority of Parliament.

Sib,—I have the honour to transmit a report by the Offioer Oommauding the Troops, 
Somaliland Protectorate, on the recent militaiy operations against the dcrriihos at Shimber 
Berris, at the head of the A in Valley. 

2. It will bo rec.>llected that after the aotion at DnI Modoba in AaguH, 1918, the 
4lfullah, Mahomed ibn Abdulla Hassan, sent his followers to occupy and erect forts at thin 
spot, whence they could dominate the country providing the chief gcaniug grounds of our 
friendlies. Raids against our tribes were of frequent ooeurroneo, and tho operati ms under 
review were undertaken to drive out the dervishes from this locality. 

3. Shimber Burris is a natural stronghold in tho Bur-dab range, and it hod been strongly 
fortified, iiiic double-storied block.housos had been erected in well-ohosen positions by Yemeni 
Arab masnne iii the servioe of llie Mullah. The walls were found t^Jm of stone and miid 
plaster, some twenty feet high, twelve foot thick at the hasn and a||HH|^hiek at the top. 
Considerable military skill had boon employed in oinstruetion, nnilJlfcafd^^^^lding hush had 
been olearcd to provide a good field of fire, The sides of the ravine, moreover, were honey- 
coml ed with caves affording a safe retreat for the Luemy after being driven from tho forts. 
AVilbout modern field guns operations hero involved oonsiderable difficiillies, and that they 
were brought to a completely sucoessfiil ennolusion is in oon-er|iieaeo all the mora gratifying. 

4. A full aoeount of the sharp fighting wliioh occurred is given by Licntonant-Coloiiel T. 
Astley Cnbitt, D.S O., in bis report. On the first occasion, in November, it was found im¬ 
possible to rush the main furl on the top of the escarpment, but a feaiure of the attack was the 
thrioe-ro]>eated charge of a company of the Camel Corps rigbt up to the very walls of the fort, 
which was a gallant performance, reflecting great orcait on oUcors and men. In eno of these 
charges Captain Symons, King's Own Yorkshire Ligbl Infantry, was killed when within a 
3 ’ard of the door, and Captain Carton do AViait, 4th Dragoon Ouards, was severely wounded. 
Other officers present attempted to batter down the door, and the men fired on tho dervitho'e 
inside tho fert through the loupliolei. But tho placu was too strong and the action had to be 
broken off. Tho attack was renewed four days later, and with tho assistance of an old seven- 
pounder gun brought up hurriedly from Bur.io the positinn was then auecessfully carried. The 
dorvisbes wore dislodged from' the forte mure b^ the moral effect of tho shelling than by any 
material damage done, and fleeing down tifao billsidos to tho caves they came under heavy 
Maxim fire. Unfortunately, owing to look of timo and the absence of oxplosives, it was ime 
possible to destroy the forts oompletoly, and subsequently the dervishes returned." 

5. Further military operations were thus necessitated, and it was hoped to clear np the 
situation this time once and for all. The Oenend Officer Commanding at Aden placed at my 
disposal a small dataohinont of the 23rd Pioqcers, and a column, uudor tho command of 
liientenaut-Coloncl Cnbitt, consisting of 15 officers, 570 rank and file (Indiansand Somalis), six 
machine guns, and two seven-wnnders, left Burao on the ist Februan. I myself accompanied 
the oolnmn, and was present daring the ensuing fighting. Speaking from personal observation, 
therefore, I can say tnst the whole undeitaking was admirably planned and admirably execu¬ 
ted, The forts on^lliis occasion were completely demolished by guncotton, aniY the denrisbM 
were driven out, leaving 32 dead in the caves alone From beginning to end there was no 
hRch of any sort, and it was due to capable handling by the Commanding Officer and his staff, 
and sxoellent leading by the company oommsndeis, that the oasnalty list was kept as low as it 
was. The behaviour alK of the rank and file—Pioneers, Indian contingent, and Somali Camel 
Censtabnlary—left nothing to be deeired, and great credit ie due to all, officers and men alike. 
The fighting on the 4(h February laetad for over five hours. Tho position in the Vavine cooupied 
by the derviabee was m sxtrem«y formidable one, and from the cave.; and inner fort they 
offered a desperato resistance, tbongb not pesant in any groat numerical strength. It is 
proved beyond dispnte that ^ dervish of to-day is still a first-olass tighter, and even when 
comored he remains fanatically defiant to the end. During the two Mriims our cssnaltiee 
amonnkd to one British officer killed and live wonoded (two lererely and three slightly); four 
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native rank and file killed and 85 wounded; and four tribal aaxiliariM killed and ton wounded. 
It ii impoABible acoarately to oBtimate the dervish losses, but they certainly had over 70 in 
killed alone. The main value of the operations, however, lies in the moral effect. 

6. By the destrnotionof hie forte at Shimber Berrie and the routing' of Lis followere the 
Mullah hae undoubtedly suetained a eevere blow and hi* praatige ia badly damaged._ It ie 
clear, moreover, that this snccee* will be <rt inestimable value to a young corps, imbuing our 
Somali troops with oonfidonoe in themselves and in their officers; while the morareCFeot pro¬ 
duced on the minds of the friendlies is, of course, excellent. I consider the operations undw 
review, therefore, not only extremely successful in* themselves, but very_ important in their 
general bearings on the country, and I desire to bring to your personal^ notice, for some speoial 
mark of recognition, the good services of Colonel Cubit,t. I also desire to put forwai^ for 
military reward, the namea of the following officers, native officers, non-commissioned offioers, 
aud men:—

Captain H. C. Dobbs, 124th Duchess of Connaught’s Own Baluchistan Infantry, brought 
a gun into action on the 28rd Nove'mber within sixty yards of a fort, under a hot fire, and oon- 
dttctod a flank attack with success. During the past few years this officer has oommauded the 
Indian contingent in Somaliknd with marked ability. 

No. 4302 Naik Shcr Singh, 23rd Sikh Pioneers, for bravery on the 4th Febroary. In 
placing a charge of gnnootton against the door of a fort, nndcr a hot fire from inside, he was 
Knocked over and stunned; but, collecting himself, lie returned and duly laid the charge. 

No. 4584 Hevildar Teja Singh, 28rd Sikh 'Pioneers, followed Sher Singh, placed his 
charge coolly, arranged fuses correctly, and fired the charge, ako under fire. 

Jemadar Peroxe Khan, Indian contingent and 5r,th Panjabi Rifles, displayed great activity 
and driving power in marching his column from Burao to Ijittle Bohotleh, and a high degree 
of military knowledge both in the measures tffiren for the security of his column and in the 
handling of a platoon during the attack on the forts on the 23rd November. 

No. 298 Nail“^'*^-1 Havildsr) Shan Kban, Indian contingent and 76th Punjabis, was in 
charge of the - ?5*iine into action on the 28rd November within sixty yards of a fort 

under a hot fire. 5?Trt»J distinguished himself after Dul Madoba in August, 1913.

The following offioers, non-eommissiuiicd oifioorg and men also dislingnislied themselves, 
and are deserving of mentinn - 

Captain W. A. H. Bird, 23rd Sikh Pioneers, displayed great skill in the demolition of tbe 
forts, on one occasion under a hot fire at close rpngo. 

Lieutenant C. A. L. Howard, 32nd Lancers, displayed considerable courage in throwing 
hand grenades into caves under fire, and was wounded in doing so. 

Brevet Major G. Ii. Summers, 20th King George’s Own Light Cavalry, as Staff Officer 
and Intelligence Officer, provided ti'cely and most accurate information, and was indefatigable 
in the performance of bis duties. 

Captain H. L. I8may,,2l8t Prince Albert Viot»r'8 Own Cavalry, made the staff arrange¬ 
ments in February prior to and during the o|)eration% and with complete success, this not 
being an easy task in a waterless country such a8<SomuliI.ind in the dry season.

Sir,— 

In aoc&rdancs with your requMt I hav 4 the honour to render the following Kpart on the 
operatioiw at Shimker Berris in November, 1914, and February, 1915, ^ 

I left Poirao on 17th November with a seff-oontained mounted oolnmn of 14 offioers and 
521] rank and file, commsed partly of ludian contingent and partly of iCamel Con*tabtt*ary. 
The neighbonrho^ of Bhimw Berris WM roaoliqd .on 19ih without the deryiahM being 
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awate tbe «olumn had evan left Burao. The column aaoended the Bnrdab, and the e&emF 
were found t« be in ocoupation of three forts on the top of the hill. The attack on the two 
qeareat forts commenced at 11 a.m. ; one was ruehed bjr a party of the Indian contingent 
under Lieutmant Howard, but the other, though oharg^ reputedly by a company of the Camol 
Corps, was firmly held ^ the- deiwiahes. During one of these charges Captain Symona, 
King’s Own Yorkshire Light Inbntry, was killed within one ya^ of the door. Machine gone 
were brouwbt into action at oloseron^, but to no avail. Realising that the fort was too 
strong to he rushed, 1 broke off the action at S p.u., the withdrawal being offset^ in good 
order and almost without molestation. The ooluran camped eight miles south of tbe Burdab. 
Reinforced by a gun from Burao, tho onlumn advauoed again against the forts on the morning 
of 28rd Novembw. One fort again offered no rosistanoo, and the fort attacked on the 19th 
waa speedily captnred. Captun Dobbs was deapatohed with two companies and ths gun to 
attack a third fort situated 1,100 yards away, but necessitating a dotour of four miles owing 
to the presence of precipitous ravines. The attack was well OAcouted ; (SU to 70 dorvishes fled 
precipitately out of the tort and down tbe hill, suffering some oasuulties. A fort in (he 
valley near the wells and 800 ^feet below my position was shellol, wberoiipon tlio enemy 
evaouated the forte and oaves in tbe valley and fled eastwards, 

In view of the fact that there were a number of severely wounded officers and men iu my 
camp, I deemed it impemtivo to return to Burao as s'xin as possible. Moreover, without 
explosives it was impossible to effect anything more than very partial domolitifln of tho forts ; 
therefore I decided not to attempt any demolition tn the valley. Tho column was aoootdingly 
aisembled at 3 p.u and Bnrao was reached on 26tli. 

The terrain at Sliimber Berris is extremely difficult; tlio Burdab raiigo rises a sheer 1,100 
feet out of tho plain, end is iuterseoted with stoop tAvinos covered overywhoro with bouldors 
and thick scrub. The forte are remarkably well sited aud very strong. Tho walls aro 9 to 
12 feet thick at tbe bass, 10 to 20 foef higli, and 21, feclwnle, previdud with well-made 
maohicouli galleries but badly oonsfructod loopholes, and each fort is oapahlo of liolding from 
00 to 70 men. The sides of the cliffs are honcyoombod with oaves, icmo nC which are oapablo of 
containing 100 men and animals. 

The troops wore not in suffioiont strength (o leave a pobt in SllLmbcv Oorris, and, ns I 
aniicipatod, the dervishes returned iu about a fortnight. The M -”as oareEul, however, 
to send an entirely ucw detachment to replace the former one, wb-i . , ^ ad t>eon sovorely 
ehaken. Explosives were obtained from Aden and India, and an ofllcor with thirteen men, 23nl 
Sikh Pioneers, was placed at our diiqiosal by the General Oflicor Commanding;, Aden, so that 1 
was enabled to aonceiitrato a, foiec, partly inoiiiitod and partly dieinuuuted at officers, G70 
rank and file, six moohme guns, and two guns 111 tho iieighboiirboud of Shimbei Berris on 
2nd February. Tho mobility of this oolumn was hampered by 280 (nuispirl uunsls, the 
majority of which were carrying water. 

On 8rd February, I advanced in two oolninm- against the forts of the Bunlali. Although 
the dervishes had coramenoed construction of now forts, the hill ton was unoooupiod, and the 
forte were blown np by tbe Pioneers. The following morning, Hh Fobuiary, the cnluuiu wa.s 
transferred from south to north of tho Bu'‘dab by a pass seven miles west of Shimher Ben is, 
and wes concentrated in tho plain doss to that place by noun. Th<' enemy were holding two 
fbrts overlookiug and flanking a doon nullah and a fort at tho far end of the nnUah> alse in 
ocuupation of the uumoxous oaves m the hillsides. 

One company wasdospatohed againstooch of the flanking forts, while the middle fort was 
also engaged at long range. 

The two flgnlcin ^F forts were captured after two hours’ fighting, but tho enemy developed a 
heavy fire from the caves, from the middle fort, and from the vicinity of the fort. The gnns 
were brought forward, and with machine guns engaged the middle toit and thil cares at oloso 
range. The enemy’s fire slackened, and dervishes were oljsorvod to be evacuating tho foit 
and retiring southwards np the ravine. 1 despatched a comiiany a^inst this fort, but, 
although unable to effect an entrance, f he company remained round the fort and enabled tho 
Pioneers to place a charge of gnnooiion against the dour, under a hot fire fr >in the occupants 
inside. The fort aud its defondeis wore blown up, hand grenades were thrown into caves 
known to be still ocoupied, aud the two flanking forte were also blown up. T tlion withdrew 
thccolumn, reaeWe my zateba at fl-15 c.m , fighting having lasted contmuoiuly for inoro 
than five hours, 'rho next morning all the caves were found to have been cveeuated. Leaving 
a tribal post at Shimber Berris, the oolumn returned to Burao on 7th and 9th February, 

Itia diffieult to estimate the numbers opposed to the oolumn or the numbers killed either 
in November or February, but information leads me to believe that tOO to 500 wore present in 
November, of whom gome 40 were killed and many died of w.nmds subsequently , while in 
February not more than 100 to 120 remainM to oppose tho ailvancc, of whom 3 J alone were 
found dead in the caves.
